written firft in Latine by Francis Sweert of Antwerpe, his familiar 

and lotting friend, and now translated into Englifh by 
W k B, as great a leuer of Ins learning 
and venues . 

He ftoeke of the O * t e L s flourifhed not long fmce, and lined in good ftate and credit at 
Aufpurg in Bayern , (Juguftam nuindelkomn , the Latines called it.) From that family came 
W i l l i a m O R T e l l, who about the yere of our Lord 1 460 left his natiue country,and 
Seated himfelfe m Antwerpc , (at that time one of the famoufeft Mart-townes of the world) 
where he did many notable things worthily deferring great commendation : anions which 
that is moft memorable, that of his owne proper coft and charges he caufed a aoodly crolle 
w t » „ . ^:^jj offreeftoneto be fet vp without the Emperours gate, in that place where thcmaletadours 
., . are vfually woont to be executed and put to death. Beneath this crofle , at the bate or foot 

of the fame, flood Mary and lohn, and beiide them, a little farther off, hung the two theeuesj the one vpon the 
nghthand and the other vpon the left, vpon their feuerall gibbets. This William died vpon the feuenthday of Ia- 
nuary in the yeere ofour Lord God 1511 , and was buried in the cloifters of the Francifcane Friers in Antwcrpe 
leaning his fonne Leonard Ort ell fole Executor, and heire, not only of his goods and fubftance, but alfo 
of his vertues and good qualities : For they report that he was a man fo deuout and religious , that it was an hard 
matter to finde him from his booke, ferious meditation onheauenly matters. This Leonard mariedA nk'aHe r- 
vvayers, andbyherhadftluetwo daughters, and one fomenamed Abraham, ( whofe life we heere pur-

himafcholar, began r^K; mfc]fc to inftruft him priuatly at home in his ownehoufeinthe Ltineand Greeke 
tongues: (For the old man was very W nedin both thefe ] anguages0 But fee how thefe d fes f

degree and ttme:For aslfaid before no va.nepleafure orr^ paftim « 

of many.yongue men) could euer with-draw him from his fetled purp c f e , or alie » ate his min 7 de from his ^ 
Yethisgreateitdehghtand commendation confifted in the knowledge ofthe Mathematical! fciences, which for 
the moft part he ftudied and pratfifed without an inftru&or, or teacher, atteining , only by his owne paines and 
induftrie, to the great .admiration of others.e^en to the vnderftanding ofthe greateft and decpeft myfter'ies of the 
lame. In the thirtieth yeare of hiYage, hauing many great matters in his head, and loathing to liue idly at home 
in his owne natiue country, he began to entertaine a conceipt of trauelling into diuers and fundry forreine parts 
andcounmesoftheworld. ToFrankfordvpontheMain,byreafo„oftl^ 

f^eralltimeseueryyere,hewentvei 7 often. In the yeere of our Lord 1 575 , he went with him Viuian of Valence 1 
Marchant, but a great louer of learning, and Herome Scoliers of Antwerp, to Leige, Trier,Tungren and Mentz • of 
which lourney andperegnnation of theirs, t here is at this day a booke of his exftant in print,wherein he hath lear- 
nedly defenbed the particulars obferued by them. In the yeere of Chnft 1577 , with \btmanuel Vemetm* of Ant- 
werpe, hee trauelled beyond the Seas, intoEnglandandlreland, Italy, that nource ofgreatwits, that worker of 
Itrange woonders , that mother of reuerend antiquities and ancient monuments , hee vifited thrife. The third 
timethathewenttbther,whichwasintheyeerei5 7 8, he went in company of George Houfnajk of Antwap who 
was fo excellent a painter that he was greatly efteemed andbeloued ofthe illuihious princes, Art and WWam 
Dukes ofBayern : r of Ferdinand , Duke of Auftrich ; yeaandof Rudolph** himfelfe,at that time Emperdur of the 
Germanes. But this his confoit, to the great greefe of his friends and fuch as loued his Wular qualities left his 
lite at 1 rage in Bohemia, vpon the thirteenth of lanuary in the yeere of our Lord, 1 600. This man was woorthv 
uf 1 FateS W ° rCr P eft men f ° r thdr S reat P am and excelle ™ vertues. But fo it is, that Death like 

as the fythe in Harueft, cutteth downe, without diftin<ftion, afwell the yongue as old. There was nothin- either 
in Oermanie or in France, that was woorth the feeing, that this our authour had not feene and viewed with a cen- 
fonous and ludicious eie. At length, hauing ouercome fo many tedious and toilfome trauels, he returned a ? aiue 
to Antwerpc his natiue foilc. There and then he began to apply himfelfe to benefitfuccedent ages , to write 0 f 

thofe 




thefe countries by him viewed and feene, to fet out in Charts and Mappes diuers places both of Sea and Land vn- 
kno wen to former ages , to defenbe the traits and coafbs of the Eaft and Weft , South and North neuer fpoken ^of 
nor touched by Ftolemey, Pliny, Strabo, Mela or any other hiftoriographer whatfoeuer : and laitly to bend all his 
forces to the framing ot that his Theater, which now is beheld and read with fuch admiration and applaufe 
ofallmen : in which worke of his he was fo generally well liked andapproued of all, that Philip the Second, that 
renowmed Kin^of Spaine, graced him with the honour and title of Tlx Kings Qfinographer. He wrot alfo his 
GeografHiCall T r e a s v r e, a very learned and pleafant worke, in which the ancient names or appel- 
lations ( yea and ort times the new, by which they are now called and knowen at this day, ) of Mountaines,Hils, 
Promontories, Woods, Hands, Hauens, People, Cities, To wnes, Villages, Seas, Baies, Creekes, Straights, Rmers, 
&c are at one view inftantly to be feene. Moreouer, out of ancient coines, torthe benefit and delight ot fuch as 
are'lo'uen and ftudious or antiquities, he fet out The Heads Of The Gods And Goddesses, which 
afterward were illuftrated with an hiftoricall narration or difcourfe done by Francis Sweert the yonger. In the 
yeere of Chnft 1 <<)6 , he fet forth The Image Of T h e G o l d e n World, that is, A treatife defcri- 
bine the life,Maners, Cuibmes, Rites and Religion of the ancient Germans, collected andgathered out of diuers 
and fundry old writers of both languages. By thefe his labours and trauels he hath gotten and purchafedvntp 
himfelfe airimmortall name and creditamon^ft the learned of all forts. In company he was of an excellentdif- 
creete caiiase, pafsing courteous , merry and pleafant. Such was his fingular humanity , that it was ftrange to fee 
how he did winne ahd retaine the loue and fauour of all men wherefoeuer he became. His enemies he chofe rather 
to ouercome with kindnefte, orto contemne them then to reuenge himfelfe of their malice. He did fo much hate 
vice , euen 111 his owne kindred , that he rather reuerenced vertue in his enemies and ftrangers, Vaine quelhons, 
and fubtill deputations of diuinity, or matters of religion , as dangerous and pernicious , hee did alwaies greatly 
deteft and abhorre. Adeepe in-fight and found iudgment in any kinde of matter, he preferred before glofing elo- 
quence and quaint termes. Prefent aduerfity anddaungershe alwaies endured with more patience then feare o 
?uch as were comming on and neere at hand : andthofe which were bitter, more eafily then fuch as were doubttull 
and vncertaine of euent. He was a man which in his life time did fet as little by himfelf e as any man could : For 
he neuer fet his minde much vpon the wealth of this world, or ought of thofe things in the fame , hauing alwaies 
in memory thathis learned poefie Contemno bt orno, m bN te, man v, Ifiorne ardtrmme,Wh F mde 
■kith band. For fin ely this man was led with fome heauenly fpirit , which did fo with-draw his minde from thofe 
earthly cogitations, that he neuer tooke any thing in his lite more vnkindly then when he was drawne from his 
bookes , which he alwaies preferred before all other things in the world beiide. Thefe great learned men follow- 
ing were his familiar friends,and fuch as he did greatly loueand reuerence. In Spain SenedtBus Arm Montana, that 
c;r!at linguift and graue Diuine ; and the reuerend father Andrew Scbotte, borne in Antwerp , a learned Iefuite. In

daine : in mirth and'iefting he was as pleafant, yet with that moderation, that all was gmd J 
ftian piety and modefty. & Thisde C eaiedb a chelour,AnnaOrtell » 1« ^wto^ed n g _ 
her brother Abraham, ( for fhe died in the yeere of Grace ,1*00) caufed to bel ^ o a ™ faiA) usandco ftl y 
duels, the Abby ofthe Prarmonftratenfes in Antwerp. He might well want the h ^ l KlMi fame 

tombe, who by the generall confentof allmen , had tor his rare andftngula v ertues ^ rf 

and reputation. Francis Sweert, the yonger, gathered together the mournefuJ Jve ^ f ^ Iuftus 

hb,whichdidbcw»lchis death, fetthemfoorth^d 

Lipfius,at theimlantrequeit of his heires , and for a perpetuall memoriallot tnei 
wrote that Fpitaph which is in capitall letters ingrauen vpon his tomce.

inthe expeditions and voyages ofgreatKjngs ,Captaines and Emperours : in thedtuersand fundry fhiftings of Nations 
from one place to another : and in the traueils and peregrinations of famous men , madeinto fundry countreys But feeing 
that this isamatterThich etien experience it felfe doetb teach vs to be true, there tsnoreafon Thy Ifhouldftand longvp. 
entheproofeoftbefame. This fonectjfary a knowledge of 'Geography, as many-worthy and learned men haue teflified , 
may <vety eafily be learn d out o/Geographiea II Chartes or Mappes. Md Men Tehaue acquainted our felues fomewhat 
Tith the vje oftbefe Tables or Mappes jr haue attained thereby to fome reajonable knowledge of Geography, Thatfoeuer 
-we fhall read, thefe Chartes being placed, as it Tere certaine glaffes before our eyes, "bill the longer be kept in memory, and 
make the deeper imprejSion in <vs : by Thch meanes it commeth to pafje , that now D>e dofeeme to perceiue fome fruit of that 
TbicbTe haueread. lomithcre,thatthereadingofHil\aries doetb both feeme to be much more pleafant,andindeedfo 
it is, Then the Mappe being layed before ourt y <>s,Tem*y behold things done, or places There they Tere done, as if they Tere 
at this time prefent and in doing. For how muchTe **e Mpen, "When as in the Holy Scripture, Te read of the 'tourney of the 
Jfra'elites, "which they made from Egvpt, through the %ed Jea-> w d that fame huge Wilderneffe, into the Land of promife, 
•when as looking <vpon the Mappe of? aleftba,Tbf doe almoft a/well fee it.<* if i»e Tere tkrc ,lthtnke any fludent in VmnU 
tie or that Hftory hath oft made triall. Which things being fo, how much thoje^kcb are /ludents and louers o/*Mories 
arecombred,hindredand ftayd,yea,&- many times, euen Thile they are in their race and continued courfe, drawne backejt is 
an eafie matter to conceiue,Then either the defection of <tll countreys cannot begotten, or if they may begoiten,they are dea* 
rerthen that euery mans money -will reach and attaine vnto especially thofe that are but poore , or none of tbeTedlthieft. 
For there are many that are much delightedTith Geography or Chorography,*/^ especially Titb Mappcs or Tables cotu 
tayning the plotts and defections ofQountreys , fuch as there are many now adayes extant and euery There to be fold : But 
becauft that either they haue not that, that fhould buy them : or if they hauefo much as they areTorth,yet they TiUnot lay it 
out, they negleil tbem/ieitber do they any Tay fatisfie themfelues. Others there are T»ho Then they haue that Thich Till buy 
them, -would very -willingly lay out the money , "were it not that by reafon of the narrowneffe of the. rcomes and places, broad 
and large Mappes cannot jo be opened or fpread , that euery thing in them may eafily andTell befeene and difcern'd. Forjbat 
Imayfbeake that Thich {s the trueth,tho/e great and large Geographical! Maps or Qiartes, Thich are folded orrowt d nip, 
are not fo commodious : nor, Then any thing is peraduenture read in them Jo eafie to be look'd vpon. Md he that Till in or* 
der ban* them all along vpon a TaU,badneed haue not only a wry large <sr Tide houfe,but euen a Princes gallery orjpacious 
Tlieater. This 1 hauing oft made triall of I began to bethinke my felfe, That meanes might be found to redreffe tbefe dif com* 
moditits, Tbicb lhauejpoken of and either to make them fomewhat leffe, or, ifpofibly it might bee , to take them all cleane 
away. ' Und at length me thought it might be done by that meanes Thich Te haue obf trued andfet downe in this our booke, to 
Tbic'h leameflly Tifh that euery fludent Tould affoord a place in his Library, amongSl the reft of his bookes. 

But that thou mayeft the better vnderjland, That it is that Tee haue done in this our Theater, andThat it is that thou 
mufl exfpeB and looke for in the fame ; I tbinh it not amiffe in few Tordes briefly here to declare njnto thetu. FirSl 



mypurpofe TatWreprefmt vnto thy viewTbatfoeuer heretofore tboubad'ft,or ncwhafljnany Geographical or Choro- 
graphical!C/w>« here and there lately or long fince fet out that enercametomy handes , or Tere pofiiblyio bee rotten for 
■loueormonrj. Of all countreys Thofe defections are fet out »» Geocruplucall 7^ ,Te haue JeleBed one (foroffome 
there are diners )Thch in our mdgement jeemed to bee the beSl 'and moflexacl: Which, notwithSlandiw that it Tire by 
thefirU draught of the Mthcur fomewhat large and broad, Ttbaue brought into that fmall forme, as miXt a<rreeTith this 
ourTorke, and that the Thole Mappe might beconteindin one leafe^: or, Thich fomeiime thou fhalt obf%ue%e haue done 
as thou may's! fee, that in one leafe many might bee conieind and expreftd : yetfo as nothing , no neuer fo fmall a thin? is 
ttther omitted or altered that Tas to bee found in thegreater : except it be this, Thich oftentimes thou Lit finde that the 
names of places and other things, Thich m thefirSl Copies could hardly beread,in tbife-ow Mappes Te hauefo exprefted that 
they majperfiaiy beread of any man. Jndfometime, There ouafion didferue, or need require 3 and the place Tould permit 
rvnto the modeme andrvfuall names of certaine places, Tee haue added the ancient names mentiontd by old Triters but now 
vulgarly vnknowne^. Mich, as Te doubt not, Te haue done Ttth the gooddeaue and liking of the Autbours themfelues ■ 
folhopeitTillbe a thmgvery Tell pleafmg to all fuch as are readers and Jhdents of old HiStories and Antiquities. In thofe 
Mappes Thtchhaue their Autbours namesTritten vppnthem ,Tehaue,as I fatd, altered nothing at all, exceptin?twoor 
three of the Marine tracls of the Low-countrcyj, Thich the Sea hath much changed fince the time that their deknbtions 
Ten ■firil fet foorth : As for examples fake, in FJaunders, ouer againSi ZeLncUa fane from the towne Wateruliet There 
by the goodneffe and great benefit of Almighty God, longafter that the defcription of this fountrey TasfirSi fet out , the 
Mame-landTas much enlarged and had gotten an advantage of the Sea : Tee there haue altered the forme rfthat Mabbe^ 
according as the placets found to beat this day. The defcription of Thich plot ofgroundTe obteined of Mailer ^MaikeLau- 
^fth^ordand^ 

ded, as al/o for his Tif dome and great experience. 'But in other Mappes , Thich had no name of the Authour fublaihed 
vntothm&eTexefomewbat more bold -.for in tbefe, in fome places, at our difcretion, There Te thought Z ood,Teebaue aU 
teredfome-tbings,fome r things Te bane put out, and otherwhere, if it jeemed to be neceffary&e haue put in. Of fome Coun- 
t^alfo,tbatTemight,asmucb 
f ^rowne that there ^ 

Mappes,Th,ch had as I aid thenames of the Mthours added vnto them, into a leffer forme,Te haue vfed that faiifulnelfe 
and dihgence that Te hope to dejerue thankes not onely of jhe^ader, but a/jo euen ofthe Authours themfelues or at leaSl 
Tehaue dealt fo m them ,that no man need beafham'd oftbefe ofoun Thatjoeuer they be^ ; yea he may ajweU acknowledge 
andtake this little one of ours, for his vwne, a> tbatgreaier one firStjetoutbyhimfelfe. ForTee haue endeuouredto the 
Vttermo Hour power m this ourTorke, if itTerepofi^^ 

dtSpkajethem,:2iottofollowo^ that bad cuSlome of fome men in tin feour day es ,Tho, that they may feeme to the 
Torldtofet foorth jome new thmg, doe notlmg els but alter theTo^kes and labours of o^ 

Thich are good to f elea that Thich is not good, and to fell it commonly fir theheSl : Sometimes by adding jomething attbeir 
pleajure-, and in jome places agatne taking out anddetraBmg jomethmg and Tithall either by cmceal> n& tbe right Authors 
names, or Jetting to their owne_,,or feyninganame of Jome one or other, they thmke to plea/e the vulgar JortTtth nouelties, 
thatthat their Torke may fell the better- and they may rake money togethe, r they care not how '.For Te Tere not moouedfy 
vnde'rtake this labour by any couetous define of getting much by it , but euen of a willing and forward minde that wee had to 
helpe and further thofe that had a hue and affetlion to tbefe jludies, not any whit reSpe fling thegayning of any vaihe glory 
and commendation by other mens labours. For what need we to make new Mappes, when as the old Mappcs of other men, 
now extant , Tould feme our turne^, ? Some there are peraduenture, n>hicb T ill lookc to finde in this our 1 heater more de* 
fmptions of particular Qountreys , ( foreueryman naturally, (or the loue that he beareth to his natiue foiled, Tould, Idoubt 
not , Tifh that it Tere here feuerally defcribed at»«ngji the reft : ) but let them know, that thofe Thich are here miffing , are 
not left out and omitted, either by our negligence, or for that Te Tere lot he to be at that coil and charges ; but becauje that ei- 
ther Ta neuer faw any juch , or at leaSlwayes for thatthere neuercame any fuch to our hands. lftherebeanyman,Tbich 
either hath any juch , or knoweth There tberemay be had> him Te Tould eamefily entreate, that heTouldbe the meanes to 
helpe vsvito them, affuredly promt fing him, that TeTill, at our owne cofland charges, not Tithout great thankes to him, 
and a moft honourable mention of his name , cauje them to be cut and imprinted apart and by themfelues, that hereafter they 
may be injerted into this our ( Booke,eitber in their owne place, elfewhere, as any man fhall hkebejl. 

Of the Order alfo by vs here objemed in the placing of tbefe our Mappes, Ithinke it not amiffe gentle Reader, to Jpeake a 
Tord or two , and to acquaint thee Tub our purpofe^, : that if peraduenture there be any man , Thich doeth thinke that they 
ought to bane bene placed otherwife, Temay either fatisfie him, ifTemay, or els excufe our felues, Thich is all, Ithinke, that 
can be looked for at ourhands. Fir ft of all, Te prefent vnt j thy view an Vniuer/IiJI Mjppe of the Thole Torld : Then, 
the foure quarters arprincipall parts of the fame • to Tit, Eu rope* Afia, Africa, and America : in this following dame Na- 
ture, in Thich alwayes before the parts can be , the Thole, Thereof they he the parts, niuft of necefiitie fir ft be. Next after 
thefe Tehaue put the fieuerall and particular Coimtreyj o/~ theje parts , beginning at the Weft part of theTorld, in this foU 
lowing Prolemey the Trince of Geographers, and almoft all others that haue Tritten of this argument : Mdjothefro* 
uinces and particular countreys or America do fir ft put foorth and ftiew themfelues : next to thefe do follow the Brittifh 
lies, after them Sp.une,andtbenFrance. From heme Te pa/fe to Germany : Thofe Countreys being after our maner dili* 
gently furueyed,firom Heiue;.ia or S witzerland Te paffed ouer the Monntaines into Italy, Thich is the next countrey vnto 
it Eajlward , purpofing alfo to view all the Trouinces thereof feuerally. From thence Te crofled the Sea and jay I'd into 
Greece. Whereupon going into Slauonia , Te fwrueyed all the Countreys feuerally Thich do vulgarly ffeake the SLumian 



tongue, ( tofi>it y Hjngarv,Tran(ryluania,PoIonia,Scandia,<iWRulsid.) Thus haubigfmifhedEvixo^c,"ibe come <v;t^ 
to the Iilbmds or Straight knd,^hicb ubetmene the head of the^uerTmm and tk 

bound of hwo^t and Alia : from it tfeftep into Alia. Wbicb, afterTn bane a f»bile beheld, deleft, and [a pa fled into Atri. 
c. ,by the Streigbts,or narrow piece of the MainlandMich runneth bttweenethe 'Bay of Arabia, and the gulfe o/Damiata,

Vpon the coaft of thiscountrey are many commodious filings for pearle. Salt 
lakes here are diuers, the water whereof through the heat of the Sunneis conuer- 
ted into excellent fait. Here is great abundance of Capa fi/lula^nd a kind of fruit in 
the Mexican language cal!ed Xacao, fomewhat refembling an Almond : which is 
with them very highly efteemed ; for hereof they make a kinde of drinke, to their 
owne tafte moil: delicate. Thefeas and riuers belonging to this countrey abound 
mightily with fifh . Their riuers alfo breed Crocodiles , whofe flefh is food to the 
inhabitants. In thefe places this creature is for the moftpart aboue twenty foot 
long. It is a countrey very mountainous and befet here and there with moft lofty 
and cragged rocks. So great is the diuerfity of languages in thefe regions, that one 
cannot vnderftand another without an Interpreter. The principall Colonies to 
be feene in this Table, which in J^ew Spaine haue been planted by the Spaniards, 
are firft Compoftella, the feat of a Bifliop , and of one of the Kings counfels. Colima, 
by another name called the city of the Purification. (fuadalajara,atovn\c moftfa- 
mous,and head of the Kingdome of ^(ew (jallicia. Mechoacan, a Biftiops fea alfo. 
Sacatula^htcky of Angels, a mother-to wne and a Biflioprick. Mexico, aKingly 
city, or rather Queene of all the cities in the New world ; fituate vpon the banke 
of a lake,or rather of a fenne : yea the very ground^plot of this city is fo fenny,thac 
you cannot come thither, nor depart thence but ouer bridges and cawfeys. The 
lake adioyning is fait , being fix leagues long and fiue broad. Fifties it hath none, 
bur very fmall ones ; which more aptly may be called wormes than fifties : of 
whofe putrefaclion,which is there caufed by the heat of Summer,the aire is fome- 
times fo infedted, that it is moft vnholefome dwelling there : yet is it as much fre- 
quented with inhabitants and merchants,as any mart-towne in Europe. It is a laro-e 
city • for in compaflfe it containeth about three leagues. The other lake adioining 
to this,is frefti water, and very plentifull of fifh ; wherein alfo ftand many towjies. 
There are likewife a great number vpon the banks of either lake. In this city (as 
Ierome giraua reporteth) there was by Pope TWthe third eftabliftied the feat of 
an Archbiftiop, in the yeere 1547. 

This citie was taken by the Spaniards 1 4 o yeeres after the firft foundation 
thereof; Montezuma at the fame time being King, the ninth in number. A won- 
der, how in fo few yeeres it fliould growtofuch largenefte and magnificence. 
The 1 iture,fituation, andcuftomes of this citie arid of the territory adiacent,who 
defires more nerfectlv to know _ m w v^A* th* 



cm. itwasaucouereavnaertnegouernmentot^4r/^menttti, in the 
yeere 1550. In this region is one only colonic of Spaniards called, The 
towne of S. Michael. Villages here are very many,built by the inhabi- 
tants • all which before the Spaniards arriuall were at their owne libera 
tie : yeelding obedience to no King or Gouernour. The region is in- 
differently furnifhed with things neceffary. Out of the mountaines is digged great abun- 
dance of filucr. The inhabitants are addidted to war and robbery. They that dwell vp~ 
on the coaft, employ mod of their time in fiftiing ; but the vplandifti people line by hun- 
ting. They goe naked, couering only their priuities with a piece of Cotton. They haue 
many languages. They lodge for the moft part in the open aire. They are a moft beg- 



gerly nation.

His Ifland of Cuba is fo called by the naturall inhabitants ; but by the Spaniards 
Fernandina, andfoanna^ and (as Teter Martyr reports) Alpha and Omega. In 
length it cxtendeth Eaft and Weft 300 Spanifti leaguesreontaining in bredth 
fifteene,and in fome places twenty of the laid leagues. The land is very moun- 
tainous,but rich ofgold,and excellent copper. Madder, which the Apothecaries,becaufe 
it is very apt to die woolland leather , call Diers-madder , is heere found in great abun- 
dance. It is in allplaces beautified with thicke woods, withriuers andpoolesoffrefh wa- 
ter : albeit there are lakes naturally fait. The woods breed vpHogges and Kine in great 
plentie : the riuers fometimes yeeld graines of gold. It containes fix colonies or townes of 
Spaniards : the principall whereof called Santfago 9 is the leat of a Biihop. But Hauana is 
the chiefe mart and hauen towne of all the Ifle. Two wonderfull things Cjonfaluo de Ouie~ 
do defcribes in this Ifle : one , a valley extended betweene two mountaines fomc three 
Spanifh miles in length : (the Ancients would haue named it, as in Cjallia S^arbonenjt, 
now called Trouence, The Jlony field) which bringeth forth round ftones in fo great abun- 
dance, that a man may lade whole (hippes with them, being by nature framed fo exactly 
round,that no Turner can amend them. The other is a mountaine not farre from the fea, 
whercout iflueth a kind of Bitumen or Pitch in fo great a quantity, that it runnes into the 
fea,and there floats farre and wide,according as it is carried by the waues or windes. This 
Pitch, they fay, is very commodious for the calcking and braying of fliips. 

Hispaniola lies to the Eaft of Qyba. This Ifle by the firft inhabitants was 
called Quiftjuaia, afterwards Haiti, and^tpangalikcwik. But the Spaniards name it ///- 
jpaniola, and (of the principall city) San Vomingo. The compafle hereof is 350 leagues. It 
is an Ifle rich in Sugar, and it hath many Gold-mines. It is very ftrange that is reported 
concerning a little flie very common in this Ifland, called by the inhabitants Qucujo, and 
as bigalmoft as one ofthe ioynts of a mans finger, hauing foure wings,two very thin,and 




thers write. Now they confine it with Quito on the North , and with Puerto de Plata on the 
South. It was thus named from a riuer & hauen named Peru* At this prefent they diuide 
it, according to the lituatioh thereof, into three parts ; into -Sierras, Aides, and Plainer 
The plaine countrey they call diat which lieth next the fea ; Sierras are the mountaines ; 
and Andes a region beyond the mountaines toward theEaft. 
The head-city of this countrey ot Peruis Lima, otherwife calledlrf ciadad de les tinges, where the Kings feat,and 
the Chancerie of the whole Kingdome remaines. Alfo it is the fea ot an Archbifhop,who vnder his iurifdi&ion 
hath thefe Bilhopricks following ; Quito, Qufco, Guamanga, Arequipa, Pa^, Plata, Trugillo, Gumuco, Chacapoia, Puerto 
rviejo, Guajaquil, Popajan, Charchi, S. Michael, and S. Francis. 

That this is the richeft ofgolde of all the countreys in the world,beiides many other, thefe few arguments do 
euidently demonftrate. Francis Xeres writeth, that in Qufco there were houfes, whofe pauement, walles & roofes 
were couered quite ouer with plates ofgolde. Giram reports, that the inhabitants ot theprouince^/cmw go to 
warres all armed in gold from head to toot : their habcrgions,their breft-plates, their leg & thigh harneiTe,con- 
fift wholly of gold. The fame authour affirmes,that out of certeine gold-min ?s neere Quito is digged more gold 
than earth. Thofe that hauc written the ftorie of King Atabalipa, do agree in this, that he offered lb much golde 
to the Spaniards for his ranfome,as the roome wherein he was prifoner would containe. It was two and twenty 
foot long, and feuenteene foot broad : this he offered to fill fo high as he could reach vpon the wall with his 
longeft finger ; or if they thought better (marke alfo the infinite quantitie of filuer in this region) he offered to 
fill it twife with filuer cuen to the very roofe. It is alfo recorded , that the Spaniards at dieir firft entrance vpon 
this countrey, (hod their ho rfes with gold and filuer (hoes. 

This region in times paft was gouerned by Ingas (which word fignifieth Kings, or fupreme Gouernours) of 
whom I finde this catalogue or pedegrcein Simon Fernandez The firft was Mangg^capa; him the Peruuians 
denie to haue been borne of a man , luppofing that he was made out of a certaine rocke , which is to be feene 
nere Cufco. This man of his wife Mama Guaco begat a fonne named Sicheroca. He being more warlike than 
his father,fubdued many bordering nations,and enlarged the limits of his Empire. Of his wife MamaCurahe had 
ifTue L o c v c o p a n g v e, the third Inga. This King thought it better to keepe that which his father had got, 
than with new conquefts to augment his dominions. Being very aged he tooke to wife Mama Anauerque ; which 
brought him forth a fonne, and fuccefTor, called Maytacapa. This fucce/Tor of his ioyned the prouince of 
Cufco to his fathers Empire. Of his wife MamaJacchidela he begat a fonne named Capac Yvpangve who 
atchieued nothing worthy of memory. He had alfo by his wife Mama Cagna, a fonne called I n g a R v c a. But 
neither did he in all his life any memorable acl: ; faue that he tooke to wife Mama Mtcay, of whon he begat many 
fonnes ; concerning one of wnich named Yaguar Guacinga Iupangue, they report thisftory : Being a childe of three 
moneths old,he was conueycd away by a certain Cacique to be murdred ; but while they were confulting whe- 
ther they fliould kill him, or no j it cametopafle that drops of bloud trickled from the infants weeping eyes: 
which they expounding as a matter prodigious,furceafed their intent of murdering him. In the meane time be- 
ing found by a Granger, and reftored to his father, he proued a moft valiant and war like Prince ; infomuch that 
he fubdued many bordering nations. He maried Mama Qbiquia, of whom he had iffue male ViraCocha, 
who fucceeded him in his Empire , and inlargedit not a little. After him reigned Pacha coti his fonne 
borne of his wife Mama Yunto Cayan. This Prince in martiall exploits furpafsing all his anceftours, conquered di- 
uers and fundry nations. He laid the firft foundations of the Caftle of Qufco. After death he left behind him for 
his heire TopaInga Yvpangve begotten of his wife Mama Anabarque^ who not only finithed the caftle 
that was founded by his father,but treading alfo in his warlike fteps,he wan from his neighbours the kingdoms 
ot Unit and Qutto, annexing the fame to his crowne. Thefe common high wayes moft admirable to the world, 
from Cufco to Charcbas,and fo to Chili, he was the firft audior of; which being all the way built oiChafqui (or as we 
terme them,woodden piles) he made the iourney very ftiort : for by the benefit hereof he marched with a com- 
pany of fpeedy footmen (a thing incredibieinour eares) thefpace of i*o leagues inthreedayes : (for before the 
Spaniards comming, the inhabitants neuer knew what beafts of canape meant. ) This Kiiip- left behinde him a- 



ment vponhim (for Guaina Capa,3S is aforefaiddiadmany wiues and fonnes.) Mango deceafing,appointed for his 
heire Iwa X a i r e m t o p a, who maried himfelte to Com CtmVarcay daughter to Cm/car. This man before he 
was crowned with Imperial! diademe changed his name , and called himfelfe M a ngoCapaPachvti 
Yv p angve. But he fubmitted himfelfe to King Philip, and became hisvaflall. This was done in the yeere 
i«7 the fixth ot'Ianuary vpon the very teaft of the three Kings. Concerning thefc Ingas.and their memorable 
ads Tedro Cieca de Leon promifed a peculiar volume : whether he hath performed it I know not. Sufficeth thus 
much to haue been fpofcen of the Kings. Now let vs out of three worthy eye-witnefles addefomwhat concer- 
ning the nature and difpofition of the people. JtnmBatQ of Milan, who huedmany yeeres m thofe countries, 
in his booke of the New world dedicated to Pope Tins the fourth, writeth that the inhabitants of <Peru are natu- 
rally i ndued with a more iharpe and fubtile wit , than any other Indians fubdued by the Spaniards. The fame 
author (fpcakiiv of them in anodier place ; ) Marke my words (faith he : ) I can by no meanes be induced to be- 
leeue that which fome report of them ; namely.that they are addifted to theft,and that by their lawes, the leaft 
robberies deferue hanging. But who can imagine them to be theeues, whenas they are neither couetous nor 
rich,elteemmg nothing more bafethan filuer & gold 5 Of which, if they had a minde vnto thefame,they might 
without controlment take as much as they would out of the Mines,like water out of the fountains VnlelTe per- 
haps they haue learned of the Spaniards to play the thieues,who haue planted their colonies in that country ,&c. 
fBto-thoknw de las cafits a Spaniard of the order of Vominick, and Bifhop of Chiapa , a great city of the New world, 
in that volume which he entitled The deftruBioH of the Indies, and dedicated to King Philip ; he calleth them a peace- 
able,humble,gentle,and harmleiTe nation : andin another place, a fimple, plain-dealing people, void of all ma- 
lice, moft obedient and faithfull , not only to their ownenaturall Princes, but alfo to Chriitians that haue any 
command ouer them. And if there be any in all the world, then thefe are of a moft quiet difpofition, notgiuen 
to brauling or tumults.nor greedy of reuenge. Frier hdocus de %cfc,by order a Francilcan,born in Mc/;//w,who 
in Quito a citv of this region, ereded the firft monaftery of his order, writeth in his letters (which I my felfe haue 
read)" to die Guardian of the Francifcans at Antwerp : All thefe Indians (faith he) thirft after the Gofpell, and al- 
beit they are barbarous, and without learning, yet nature hath taught them an excellent kmde ot gouernment, 
and behauior. Among them there was not a begger found, notwithflanding they are all poore in food and ap- 
parell. And a little after • With thefe people was found fo great iuftice and integrity of Hte,that therein they ex- 
cell euen thofe which abound with books and learning. The fame in another letter to the Friers of his order in 
Flanden : It is (faith he) a witty ,bold,and warlike nation,giuing vs hope of dieir eafie conuerfion to Chriftianity, 
if they be not difcouraged therefrom by die Spaniards auarice. Thefe letters,I thinke are not printed : The very 
orieinals ot them.according to his fingular humanity and &uor to thefe my ftudies were beftowed vpon me by 
the worthy citizen Adrian Marfelar, Senatour of Jntwerpe, being the faid lodocm _his kinfman by the mothers tide. 
Alfo of diis F. hdocus mention is made by Ierom & <Pedro Cieca a Spaniard,m their ftones of the VFejl Indies. 

FLORIDA. 

TTHis is part otKorth Jmenca. It is called by the name oiFkrida in regardof the feaft o fEafter, which the Spa- 
1 niardscallM*F/ 0 ^ ' 
«*Wnderthecoilaof/o/^ 
itwasfo called, becaufe it was all greene and flou^ 

haue more than once attempted to planta colony here : ^thitherto they were neuer able in 
niardsillwill,who oft expelled them fromthence.Itisinhab.tedbyafauage,forlorn^ 
Hue vpon fpiders, ants, lizards, ferpcnts,and other venimous, and creeping things. The region is very fruitfull, 
and rich or £ old. Concerning this country lames Colemy nephew from the mouth ofan eie-witneffe (as he faith) 
writes vnto me as followed! : The inhabitants are of a brownifh colour ; but the Kings wiues are blacke by a 
kindofarte. The King hath power to giue, or rather to fell wiues to fuch as are deiirous to mame. Amarried 
woman bein* taken in adultery, (he is for her incontinency frommorning till night bound with her backe to a 
tree, her arnfes and legs ftretched abroad, and fometimesfhe is beaten with rods. Their women within three 
homes after they are deliuered of childe , carry forth their infants , and wafh them m the nuer. They haueaio 
hatchets, nor fpades, but of ftone. In ftead of ploughes, they haue certaiue woodden pickaxes.wherewitn ttiey 
open the ground, and fowe a kmde of graine commonly called Turkifh or Ginny-wheat , whereof they haue 
yeerely two or three crops. They haue alfo Pheafants, &c. They fowein tlie moneths ot May, Iune, and Iuly j 
and reape within fix weeks after. Concerning this region reade the booke of haues Morgue^le mom. 

GVA5TECAN. 

THis alfo is a region oiKorth AmermM part of N» Spainc. The inhabitants are poore. Along die fea-coafts, 
andthebancksofriuers, they Hue tor the moft part of fifh, but in the inland with Guime-wheat, which 
they call Maiz. Otherwife they are a people gentle enough. The Spaniards haue planted two colonies here : the 
oneis called ?«o^ Notfarretrom^, 
neere the towne called Tumatao, ftands an hill with two fountains vpon it; one whereof difgorgeth blacke 
pitch ; and the other red, which ss fcalding hot. 




The BRITTISH lies. 

Ha Empirb of Great Britain included within the parallels 4$. and 6$. and the 
Meridians or longitudes <j.and 26. bounded vpon the South by France , vpon theEaft by 
Germany,vpon the North & Weft by the Vaft Ocean, difioined from the reft ofthe maine 
land as High Admirallofthefeaicomprchcndeththatlland whichat this day contcineth 
thekingdomes of England & Jw/W 3 together with Ireland ouer againft it Weftward the 
circumiacentilcs,thc Orchades,Hcbrides,mn,Anglefey,Wght,thcSorlings^rran\ oi\\m 
-if Jeflenotcand were generally of the old writers with one confent called,B r i t a n n i c ae 
n sv t ae, The Brittilh Hands: taking their denomination asfecmeth,fromthegrcateftof 
them, commander of the reft, which indeed is properly called Britannia, .Swam;*.. So na* 
med (not of that faincd Brutus , the bloody parricide , as the fabulous hiltorian Geffrey of 
Jl/fl»wo«/A,aga!nftaIIreafon,authontyS<: truth ot ftorie,hath hitherto made the world beleeuemoroftbe Welch word 
Pry Jain or Prydcain, as the learned Britaine Humfiey Lhoydhxh thought :) but of Brit, a Celtickc word, which fcni- 
ficth Painted : For thefe people, as Cafir and other old writers report , vied to paint their bodies , and therefore were 
called of the Gaules, their next neighbours, B r 1 t o n e s: as thofe people of the fame nation, who to auoid thcflaucry 
and feruitudeofthe Romanes, and withdrew themfelues into the North parts , (from whom they continually mole- 
fted their colonies heere), were of them, for the fame reafon, in their language called, Pi cti. The Greekes called it 
alfo A lb to N,not of Albion Neptunes fonnc, which fbmctimc fwcied the fcepter heere, as fome haue moft fabu.'oufly 
taught ; but oi^lpht™ , the white ciiffes vpon the fea coaft, which firft offer themfelues to the eie of thofe which to 
this our land faile hither from France : and indeed the Welch poets call it Ink win, that is, as Orphans the moft ancient 
poet ofthe Greeks doth interpret it, NefisUucaeJfa, and LeucaiosCherfis, The white He, or The white land. 

The firft Inhabitants, which feated themfelues heere notlong afterthe vniuerfall Flood and Confufion ofBahel 
came hither from France, as by Neerenelfe of place, LikenefTe of langiiage,Maners,Goucrnment,Ci.iitomes & Name 
is by the kamcdClarencicux Camden, the onely light of our hiftorics , in that his thrife tenowned 5m»«w,euident!y 
demonftratcd. For to this day the ancient Britans, the Welch men do call themfelues C v m r i, (not Cambri) as come 
ftamGomer, thefoimcoflapbeth, (called ofthe Latines Cimber ,J from whom are defcended thcCeltxoi Gaules. 
The Romanes, a fecond nation , vnder the conduft of lulius Ctfar, about thcycare before the birth of Christ 54. 
entered Srittaine and planted their coloniesin diners and fundry places ofthis Hand. IheScottes, obferuing theRc^ 
man legions to grow weake and their Empire to decline, thereupon tooke occafion firft to (eifc vpon Ireland : then a- 
bout the yeare of C hr i s t 446. great trouble arifing in France ,thc Emperours were conftrained wholly t6 withdraw 
their forces from hence, and to leaue the Brittaines naked and open to the furie of the Pides theirenemies.' From 
hence enfued a double mifchiefc : for firft the vnfjuiet and tutbuIcntPictcs, thinking that now the onely opportunity 
was offered them toaccomphfh theirdefires, thought to make Cure worke, called in the Scenes out of Ireland, combi- 
ned themfelues together againftthepoorc difarraed Britans : whereupon the Britans were conftrained, for fafceard 
of theirhuesand liberties, tocall in, about thcyeare of Christ 440. thcAnglcs , Saxons and Iuites, awarlike 
people inhabiting along the fea coaft of Germany , from the riuer of Mein , vnto Denmarke, to aid them aeainft their 
violent enemies. The Spermines 3 leadby^/Z/^thcBaftard, their Duke, tookepoueifionofGreat5«/^mthe 
yeare 1 066. The Vandalles, Norweis and Danes, who by their piracies and robberies a long time and oft creeuoufly 
vexed thefe lies, neuer feated their Colonies heere, and thereforelpalfe them ouer with lilcncc. 

The forme oiBrittaine is triangular, like vnto that figure which the Geometers call Scalemm ; or as Nubienfis the 
Arabian fauh, to the head and necke of ^ilnaama, the oftrich, and therefore ir may afwell as Sialh be called Trina- 
c k 1 a, The three-cornered He. The ancient Geographers did hold it, and thatdefcrucdly, to be the created llandof 
theMame Ocean ; w herefore SoUnm faith, it may well deferue the name of Another W grid: and Mathemti- 
r«forthefamecaufe calleth itTH E Qvehn or EmpreiTe ofthe Iftes ofthe Ocean. In refpedofwhich large compane 
it hath been in former ages dmided into many feuerall iurifdiclions and kingdomes:in the time ofthe Saxons England 
theSouth-eaftpart.ntoleuen, and Wales into three. Great^^.mtheyearcSoo.reducedthe Saxon heptarchy in- 
toaMonarchy. The Jnlh Princes, Nobles, and Commons, afterthe incarnation- 1172. vn.ted their Pentarchv to 
tZv ^f r [ f ^^lleageanceto^thefecondKmgof^W Edward^ firft, to thefe did knit, 
in the yeare after the birth of Chr.ft 1 28 1 . the triple crowne ot the Pcty Kings of Wales. In thefc our daies, the eternal

Scotland, is fuller of moimtaines and more barren then England: Yet euery where it hath many commo- 
dious ports and hauens. For fo is this country embraced of the armcs of the fea, that there is no houfc in it, 
as lohn Motor aifirmeth, which is aboue twenric leagues diftant from the (alt water. In the vallies arc Lakes, 
meeres, pooles , riucrs and fountaines wcllftored with fundrie forts of full. In the mountaincs are champion plaines , yeelding great 
ftore of pafturc for cartell, and woods abounding with plenty of Deere. By themeanes of which commodities it hath been Co maintai- 
ned, that hitherto it mighr ncuer be wholly conquered : For in any eminent danger they prefendic flietothe wpods and bogges, for 
niccour and refuge^ here tbey haue ofo^ ... 

ScotLwdhzih many wonders , whereoffomc we haue heere iet downeoutof HeBorBoethus. In Galloway (zkh he, is alakc called 
Myrtonn, part of whofe water in the winter freezcth as other waters do the other part was ncuer knowne to haue beenefrozen in the 
greareft frofts that euer were. In the country of Caritt there arc very great and large Oxen, whofe flefh is verie tender and'of a plcafant 
and delicattaftrBcfldes that, the fatteneucrwaxeth hard , but is alwaythinne in the manner of liquid oilc. The Sea that wafheth the 
coaft of this prouince, is very rich of oiftcrs, herrings, congers , cockcls , and other fuch like rimes. In the prouince ofcoyl abouttcn 
miles from the to wnc Air, is a Stone , hardly twelue foot high, of 3 3 . cubites thicke, called of the inhabitants, The deafepne : For al- 
though you ("hall make neuer fo great a noife, nay if one fhall ftioote off a pcece of ordinance on the one fide, it Qiall hardly bcheard on 
the other fide, except one bee a good way off from it , for then the found may eafily be perceiucd. In Lennox , which PtolemcyaMtih 
Leteouia, ( Lelannon-a , as I concciue out of Ptolemey , but I thinke our authour meant SelgouU, which is farre from this place) there is 
a very greatlake, which they call Loumond, aboue twenty foure miles long, and eight miles broad ; Itconteineth thirtic Hands, where- 
of diuers haue villages well inhabited, with Churches and Chappcls dedicated to the feruice of Almighty God. In this three things 
are cfpecially worth the obferuation. For the fifhes there , moft wholefome and good, haue no finnes. The water oft times , when the 
winds arc moft calmc and ftill , is fo boifterous and rough , that it affraicth the beft experienced watermen from putting forth to erode 
the fame : For the wind being alaied the boates are taken in their midde-courfe,and are tolled with fuch danger, that except fome com- 
modious haiicn ihall fortune to be necre hand, many times they arc ouerturncd and caft away . Laftly , there is an iland in it, very good 
pafture for the feeding of cartel!, which/wimmeth and moucth cucry way as the winds driue. It is credibly reported, that there is a 
flone "which growcth in Argadia(Argatheliaoi ArgileJ which if it becoucrcd but a while with ftraw or flax, it will fet it on fire. At 
Slants , a caftlc in Buquhan , there is a catie of a ftrangc nature. For the water that droppeth into it in continuance of time is turned into 
a very white ftonc ; and if within a certaine number of yeares they mould not be taken our, it would haue been long fincc filled vp With 
them. In this prouince there is no rattc euer feenc;andif fo be thatany iliould be brought in thither, it will not by any meanes liue there- 
in the countrie of Fife great (lore of a kind of blackc ftone is digged outof the earth, (we callitfca coale)a molt excellent kind offuell. 
At the mouth ofthe riuer Forth, in the mainc fea there is a very high rocke, out of whofe toppe a fpring of frefh water, (a great miracle 
of nature) doth runnc abundantlie. About two miles diftant from Edenburghjs a fpring, vpon the toppe of whole watcr,dropps of oilc, 
doconunually fwirnmc, in fuch fort, thatifyou take none from offit, there will be ncuer the more: and ifyou take oughtfrom thence, 
there will be neucr the lefTe. Thisoilcis good againft the roughnefle ofthe skinnc. Thus farre ofthe ftrange thinges of this Rcalme. 
Scotland in the countrie of Dri/daile hath a mine of Gold, in the which alio is found that which they commonly call La&ttre. It hath al- 
fo mines both of lion and Lead. 

The inhabitants which poifeiTc the South part, on this fide the mount Gramplus, are moreciuill and humane and do fpeake the En- 
^lifh tongue. Thofe which dwell in the North parts,are a rough and more hard kind of people (they call them The wild-Scottes) and 
do wearc mantles and skirts died with Saffron after the Irifh faihion , and go barelegged. They fpeakc the Irifh tongue. And as the 
Language (^Scotland is of two forts, (b are their mancrs as diuers. Thcfe Miriams* Scotus calleth High-land-men, the other , I meane 
the wild-Scottes, they call Low-land- men. 

The chicfe city of Scotland is Edenhurgh^ there is the kings (eat, and the cattle of Maidens , often mentioned in hiftorics. Saint An- 
drew, and Aberdon are two Vniuerfities. The city Glafow is the Archbifhops fea. The rownc of Perth, commonly called S. Iohns-toun, 
is the onely towncin Scotland thit is walled about. Ofthe wood Caledon,{ whereof Ptolemey and other ancient writers haue recorded.) 
There is fcarcely any mention to be found , onely about the towne of Sterling, there remaincth fome Ihew of the name. Thus farre of 
the kingdome of «SV*//<*W :• now it will not beamhTeto fpeake fome what ofthe ilands, that lie round about the famc,and do belong 
vntothar crowne. 

The Hebrides, (commonly called the Wejl-iles, ) both for bigneffc and number do exccll the reft. HeZtor Boethus faith that they 
be in number 4 3 . But heere he reckoncth vp the ile of Man as one of them, which is not fubiecf to the kingdomc of S cotland, but is vn- 
der the allegeanccof the King of England ; neither do I thinke that it was euer accounted of the ancients among the Hebrides. The firft 
ofthe Hebrides is Aran, /'othcrwife called Boeth ) then Hellaw and Rothes. Notfarre from thefe is Alize, where arc great plenty of Bar- 
nacles,which they call Soland-geefe The greateft of all and the moft famous is lie, a fertile foile for corne, and rich for vcines of mettall. - 
T hen Cumber and Mule. Necre vnto thefe is lone , memorable for the tombs of Kings long fince buried there. Next vnto this is Lewis > 
laft of all is Hirth fituacc in the 43 . degree of latitude. Thus Boethus calleth them. But John Mtior the Scot namcth them thus, Argila, 
Aranea, Awyna, Btttha, or Bothfaya^nd Lemfora. In thcfe ilands arethofe gcefe, which they cdlClakes, ( Gyraldus calleth them Bern*- 
cles ) which Boethus affirmeth to breed of the fea and of rotten wood; and not to grow vpon trees, as the common fort belceue and haue 
published in their writings. For ifyou fhall caft, faith he, a pcece of wood into that fea , in continuance of time, firft wormes do breed 



riucrs Seuern and Zto, and doth vie the ancient Brittifh tongue, is of the fame Angles or En* 
gliftimen called, W alii a or/f<i/«:yettheBrittanor Wcllhman calleth hiinfelfcC«w#; 
and his country Cumria\ xhcEngliih Saijftns'* and their country, Lheegria : neither do they 
know, or at lead they will not acknowledge, what England or an Englishman doth meauc : 
So great difference there is betweene the languages ofthe (eucrall nations of this Hand. 
AH this South part, England, I meane, and Wales , hath their proper king, vnto whom many 
Dukes , Marqucffes , Earlcs , Barons and great Noblemen are fubiec't and obedient. It is a countrie at all times of the 
ycare mod kind and temperate. The Aire is thicke, and fo it is much fubiec't to windes , dowdes and raine : and therefore 
in regard of thickriefle ofthe aire it is neither oppreftwith too much heat or too much cold. Foritisfound true by ex- 
perience that although it be more Northerly than Brabant, Flanders, and other forrcin countries, yet heerc the winter 
is neuer Co bitter nor the froft fo eger as in thofe parts. It hath cuerie where many hilles, (without wood and water,) which 
notwithftandmg do bring forth very fmall and ftiort graffe, an excellent feed for fhecpe : and therefore infinite flockes of 
fheepe do befpread them, which either by rcafon of the kindneflc of the aire, or goodneflc of the foile , do yeeld moftlbfc 
wooll farre finer than thofe of other countries. And for that this country brecdeth neither woolues nor any raucnous 
bead, you fhall fee in diners places flocks offheepe vpon the hilles, and dales, greene paftures, commons, fallowes, and 
cor ne fields ; into which after thecrop is off, eucry man, by a certainc ancient cuftome doth put in his cattell in common, 
to wander hecre and there without a ibephcard. This indeed is that Golden fleece, in which efpecially the riches of the in- 
habitants doth confift : for an huge inaflcofgoldandfiluer, is by Merchants, which thither flocke from all quarters for 
fuchlikc wares , yearly brought into the Hand , and there doth cuntinnally reft, for that it is by proclamation forbidden 
that no man may carry any money outoftheRealmc.Itaboundethalfo with all forts of cattell,cxceptaflcs,mulcs,ca- 
mcls , and elephants. There is in no place of the world greater and larger dogges, nor better. 

The foile is very fatte and fertile , and naturally bringeth foorth, bciide all forts of come and pulfc, all mancr of things, 
oncly the firre-trce, and, as Cdfar faith, the beech tree, although that now it hath in diucrfc places plenty of beeches. The 
ay-green Bay tree doth in thefc Northren countries nowhere thriue better. Such abundance of Rofcmary heerc doth 
grow in all places and that fo high, that they oft times do fence their gardens therewith. Wine they haue none, for the 
grapes fcldomeheere do ripen, andisamongft them planted rather for (hade and plcafure, then for hi- fruit and profit. 
There is in no country in Chriftcndome more Crowes than hecre, a kind of fowle very harmefull : for it doth not onely 
fpoile the ripe and ftanding come r but aflbonc as ic is (hotte they will ftocke and diggc it vp with their billcs , lb thar the 
husbandmen arefaine atthattimc of the yeare to fet Boies in the fields with bow and arrowc? (forthey arc not afraid of 
mens voices) to skarre them away. 

The Ocean or mainc lea , which beateth vpon thecoaft of this Hand, aboundeth with all nuner of Fifh : of which the 
Lucius, or Ptke* as they commonly call it, they clteeme as a deinty difh , a id therefore they oft take it out of fenny pooles 
andriuers, and put it into their filnponds and wcares ; where being purged and cleared from that muddy fauour, feed 
with eeles and othet little fiihes , he groweth exceeding fatte and of a holcfome and pleafing tad. Thisfilh (which is a 
very ftrange thing) being brought aliue into the fifhmarket to be fold, they open his belly with a knife, to fhew how fatte 
he is : if he be not fold , yet of that wound hedieth not, but the (litre being fewed vp, and prefently put into the pond, a- 
mongft the flimie tenches, it is by and by healed againe. There arc no where in all the world either more daintic Oift crs, 
or greater P ore. 

Ityccldeth alfo Gold, Silucr,Copper, and Iron,although no great quantitic of cither fort; but of Lead, arid Tinne,(the 
Latines call that Plumbum nigrum, this Plumbum album) in their kind the beft, is heerc found in great abundance, and 
from thence is tranfportcd to forrein nations. 

The people are tall of ftature,well fauoured and faire countenanced, for the moft part gray eicd,and as in mancr of pro- 
nunciation they much referable the Italian , fo in proportion and feature of body and mancrs they little or nothing differ 
from them. They fhape their apparell much- what after the French fafhion. The women moft faire and beautiful), do 
go very decently and comlily attired. They feed mott-whaton flcfli. Thcdrinke which they vfc, and do make ofmair, 
is indeed very good, holefome and plcafant 5 much fought after in the Low countries, and therefore conueicd thither 
ingreat abundance. At their mealcs both dinners and fuppers they fare well, daintilie, liberallic, and arc very mcrric and 
plcafant. In wane they arc courageous and hardie, good archers, and cannot abide dclaics and lingring $ and therefore 
when they ioine battcll and come to blowes, one part ihall foone be vrrerly ouenhro wnc, for the conqucrcr fcifcth all in- 
to his hands. They build no Caftles j yea thofe which their aunccftours haue builr in former ages, and now 3rc decaied, 
ruinous and rcadie to fall , they care not for the recdifying and vpholding of them. Cities they haue , and many faire 
towncs, goodly hamlets, (treers, and villages. Thechiefe City, mart-towne, and imperiall feat of their Kinges is Lon- 
don, fituate vpon the nuctoCThames : ioincd with a faire ftone bridge of twenty piles, very goodlyarched. Vpon this 
bridge arc houfes fo builton cch fide , that it (eemeth almoft to be a continuall ftreer, not a bridge. This of the nature of 
the foile, temperatute of the aire , manners and behauiour of the people, we haue for the moft part gathered out of Poly 
^r*r/r£/tfhishiftori t hj s Hand. In England thefc things are fa- 

mous and worth the obferuation, as this verfe(heweth,Jfcw, &fons, &pons,ecclefta,femim, Una : Of riucrs, and mout?.- 
taincs, ftone bridges and wooll : Faire women, and Churches. Enriand w full.

_ He dsifcourfe of this prouincc.we haue eompofed out of a certaine fragment of our Angular good 
\(nend.Humfrey Umyd, which not long fince wee caufed Hirhun to imprint.fbr the benefit of thofe 
that are ftudents of Geography. Cambria, faith he, the third part otBritaine, is diuided from 
U>o'egria,(pr Belaud iS you pleafe fo to call it)by the riuersoW/i and 2)fe,otherwife it is on all parts 
confined with the Iriln fca(the Geograph ers commonly call it Qceanus Vergtutus^it was fo nanicd(as 
theydreame)ofCj»^f?-, thcthirdfonneof 'Brute. TheWelfhmeucallitCj'mrc, the Englifh Wales, 
and the Latin Wallia. This part only of this whole Brittifh Hand doth ftil enioy the moft an- 
cient inhabitants being indeed the true naturallBrittans : and do yet retain the Brittilh tongue, 
and cannot fpeakc one word of Englifh, which is a language made efpecially of the mifture of the Dutch and French 
tongues. Wales they do at this time diuide into three prouinces, Venedoth, <Powis-land, and Vehenbarth. Vnder Venedotb the 
ile Jnglefey , (famous long fince , and accounted for the ancient feat of the Druides , ) is conteined. The inhabitants in 
courfe or lite and fafhion of apparcll do follow the Englifh : and are an idle people not willing to labour or take pains, 
bragging much of their gentihtie , and do giue themfelues rather to the feruicc of Noblcmcnand to follow the court, 
than to trades and occupations. Hecrc hence it is thatyou fhall find few Noblemen through out all Zw*iW,which hath 
not the grcatcft part of his followers & feruants(in which thing Englifhmen do furpafTe any other nation whatfoeuer) 
Welfhmcn bornetfor being men that are fed with whitmeats or butter & cheefc,thcy haue nimble & able bodies,fit for 
any maner of feruicc. Moreouer being men of haughty minds , and in extreme penury and beggcry challenging vnto 
themfelues to be nobly defcended.they delight rather to go brauein apparell(like vnto the Spaniard)then to get goods 
or pamper their bellies, and do foone learne courtlike benauiour,and therefore they are of the Englifh Nobility for for- 
uice preferred before the Englifh. Yet of late heere they haue vfed themfelues to dwell in cities, to learn occupations ,to 
trade as merchants, to go to plough, and to do any maner of bufinefTe good for the common-wealth as well as the En" 
glifhrnayin diisthingthey excell them, that there is no man fo poore amongft them, but for a while will fet his fonnes 
to fchole to learne to write and read, and thofe whom they find to be apt; they fend to the Vniuerfities, & caufe them 
for the nioft part to giue their minds tothe ftudy of the ciuill law : Hecrc hence itis that the greater part of thofe, 
which in this kingdome doe profcfTe the Ciuill or Canon law >' are Wellhmen borne. You (hall find alfo very 
few of the common and meaner fort of people but can read and write his owne language, and after their fafhion 
play vpon the Welfh harpe. Now alfo they haue theBiblc, and common praier booke printed in their owne tongue, a 
language, as we faid, vfed of their anceftors and wholly different from the Englifh. And as in old time long fince be- 
ing a people (as Tacitus reporteth) impatient of the lcaft wrongs that might be offered, they were alwaies together by 
the eares and cutting one anothcrs throatcs ; fo now for feare of law ,(to which they are more obedient,then any other 
nanon)they will wrangle and contend one with another, as long as they areworth a groate. Thefefew obferuations 
we haue gleaned out of Lhoyd, to whom we fend the Reader tlmdefireth more ofthe particulars of this country. Sylue- 
Jler Germ-fa Wclftiman hath deSaibedPTales in a feuerafl treatifcRead alfo the Iournall oSmiesMovcoanWilliam of 
T^ewheryiathe^. chap.of hist, booke hath many things ofthe nature of this country, he maners ofthe people. To thefe 
you may adioine <Polyd. Vug. & thofe things which <$$bcrtC<enalis hath written in the fumme of his booke, dere Gallica. 

This Cymri, or ( as the Englifh call it) Wales beltfngeth (that we may heere by the way fay fomething of this) by an 
ancient decree, to the King of Englands eldeft fonne, or daughter if he faile, to the Kings hcire, I meane, who is to fuc 
ceed next after him: and heis called affbone as he is born , The Trince of Wales : and that in the fame fenfe, asinS/>.«»e 
and fortugall they call the Kings hcire, The Prince ; and in France, The Dolphin. 

Jeffrey oSMortmouth writeth.that in thefe parts oS Wales neere the riuer of oW»,thereis a poole which the country peo- 
ple call, Udigmt* This, faith he , when the feafloweth into it, enterteineth the waters like a bottomleffe gulfe, andfo 
drinketh vp the waues that it is neuer full, nor eucr runneth ouer. But when the fea ebbeth , the waters which before it 
had fwallowed do fwell like a mountaine , which then do dafh and run ouer the banks. At whichtime if all the people 
of that (hire fhould ftand any thing neere the poole, with their faces toward it, fothat the water fhall but dalh into 
their clothes and apparcll , they fhall hard be able to auoid the danger , but that they fhalbedrawne into the poole. 
But if ones backefhafbe toward it, there is no danger at all, although he (hould ftand vpon the very edge ofthe fame. 
This is the itory , I haue nam'd the authour, let him approue the truth of the fame.Of Mona the iland vpon the Chore of 
this country thou haft the opinion of Humfrey Lhoydin his epiftle which we haue adioined to the end of this booke.Of 
this alfo/ofei MWinhis GenethliaconoiEdwardViince of», thuswriteth : This Ihni faith he , beingconamredby the 
Englifh,changedthename^nd was caked Anglcfcy,fW isfhe ilandofEngufhmen, PolydoreVirgill, a man of great reading , and good 
tudgemettiinmany matters,!* of another opinion. Heelabourtth with all his forces to proue Menauia to beUom. If the nam, wbichyetit 
retatneth : If the citte Caernarvon , winch it ouer again/} it <vpon the mam, do take his denomination from hence and is called Amoafor

Ireland, next after England the greateft Hand of the knownc world , hath the greater Briuine vpon his Eaft fide vpon the Welt on- 
ly Iieth the vaft and wide Ocean ; on the North three daies failcfrom the coaft oilre /Wlieth Ijhni , 0 f all the Northren iles by far the 
greateft. Bnume is almoft twice as great as Ireland: for feeing that the length ofboth runneth the fame way from South to North;

Thelflesofthe AZORES. 

&Ome are of opinion, that thefe Ifles lituate in the Atlantick or Weft Ocean, are fo named 
Hby the Spaniards, from a kinde of Hauls which they call A%pr. And in the plurall number 
Wares. One writes, but fbndlie, diat they are fo called from the French word EJforer, which 
[fignifiethtodrie or wither. In Latin a man may call them Jecipitrarias , or the Ifles of 
Hauks, andinGreekei« £W yr» m /. Our Netherlanders terme them£>eSIaemfc6e«tlaiHira, 
.diatis,TheflemifliIflands, becaufethey are thought firft to haue beene difcoueredby 
JcertaineFlemifh Marchants of 'Bruges. At that time (they faid) diey could find nothing 
= V p 011 them but trees (efpecullie great ftore of Cedars) and woods, and foules , of diuers 
forts ; and thither they fent inhabitants to pofleffeand manure die faid Ifles. Afterward they fubmitted them- 
felues'todiefWWw, vnder who fe gouernement they yet rcmainc. LeTfesMarmoliustoL 38. reports that they 
were difcouered about the yeare 1455, Undoubtedly auncient writers knew them not: yet might theyname 
them perhaps. For whether they fpecified them vnder the name of Cafiterides, I cannot be allured. The 
Spamth fleets laden with Indian commodities , doe vfually in their returne touch at thefe Ifles, before they ariuc 
■IlJsbme, or Coles. One ftrange thing hade I heard concerning the foile, or the heauenly influence, or (if I may 
ifo fay) the Genius of thefe Ifles : For failing from thefe parts of the world towards America , fo foone as you are 
paft the faid Ifles, you are freed from gnats, fleas, lice, and all kinde of noifome vermin , which beyond the 
Acores doe immediately die, and come to nothing. They are in number nine, and thus called by the Portu- 
*-ales. The Ifle of S. Michael, Tercera, S. Georges Ifle, fico, Fayal, Flores, Cueruo , and die Ifle of 5. Marie .- all which 
we will particularly entreat of. 

TERCERA. 

IHis Ifle is called Tercera, becaufe it is the third in order as you faile from Spaine . And from this one, 
I the common mariners confufedly call the whole nine by the name of Terceras. It abounds with 
I come and fruits , neither is it deftitute of wine. The Inhabitants are greatly inriched by their 
I Madder, wherewith clothes are ^died red. In this Ifle gfowes plenty of this commodity , cfpecjally 
^ about the places commonly called Los Jltares, and Fal/adores. Angra the head city is molt flrongly 
fortified with an impregnable rockc or bulwarke called Brazil. This Ifle alio from the name of our blefled 
Sauiour the Spaniards call I/ola del buenlefu. 

PICO. 

HHM|H|K-Iis Ifle was fo named from a mountaine therein riling fharpein forme of a round Pyramisor 
m^HE>ugar-loate. For whatfouer is naturally of diat lliape is by the Portugals called <Pico. This hill is 
|aRSH^hrec miles high : within it is hollow, and full of darcke caues. At the foote of this mountaine 
Pf^ ff W^ Ealtvvard, there is a fpring of frefh water, which fometimes difchargeth fierie ftreames.and flones 
•BP^^® burning hoat ; and that widi fo great force and violence , that it fends them packing as it were 
with a current, by fleepc and lower places, euen to thefea, whereas of the multitude ofthefc ftones is made a 
promontory or headland commonly called Mijlerij. Itisdiftant from the faid fountaine 11. miles. At this 
prefentit ftretcheth a mile and halfc further into thefea, in regard of the continual increafe of this heape of 
ltones. They are much decerned which write that this Ifle was fo named from the bird called Views Martins , in 
Englifli the woodpecker. 

FAYAL. 

|His Ifle is fo named of the Beech-tree. For the 'Portugals call the Beech Faya : and a place planted 
BwithBeeches Fayal. That heere are yet in this Ifle certaine families oftheFlemilh race which firfl: 
■ inhabited the fame,namely fuch as are called 23?Uptt, SJUtCfitj &c. Ihaue learned from a Portugale *t 
■ good creditte. Linfchott alfo an eye-witnefle, in his Iournall publifhed in Dutch, writeth that in this 
very Ifle there is a riuer called by thePortugales <%ibera des Fiamengos, or the riucr of Flemings ; and faith further 
that all the Inhabitants of this Ifle came originally out of Flanders, and diat they doe as yet much fauourthe 
Flemifli nation. { " 

Concerning the refidue,namely Flores,(o called of abundance of Flowers : C«er«o,of Crowes : Grdcioca,oi plea- 
fantnefle : or the Ifles of S. George, S. Marie,and S.Michael, fo denominated of thofe faints (for it is vfuall with the 
Spaniards to name places after the fame Saints vpon who'fe daies they finde them) I haue nothing to adde: faue 
that Tljeuet is miftaken, in that he falfly, and carelefly afcribes the fame mountaine vnto 5. Michaels Ifle , which 
we haue truly and fully defcribed in 'Pico. Ofthefe Ifles fomewhat you may read in the Hiftorie of home 
Conejlagio, touching the Vnion of the Kingdome of 'Portugale to the cro wne of Cajlile. And alfo in the 97.Chapt.er 
ot lohn Huighcn <vaii Linfchoten his Eaft-Indian iournall.

Shake is diuided into three Prouinces ; Batica, Lufitania, and Tatraconenfis. B<etica on die North is inclofed with 
the riuer Anas, now called Guadiana ; Weft, with that part of the Atlantick Ocean, which is betweene the mouth 
of Guadiana, and theStreightofG/fo-d/far ; South, with part of the Mediterran fea called of olds Mare Balearicum, 
extending from the Streight laft mentioned,to the Promontory of Charidomus, now called Cabo de Gata ; and Eaft- 
ward it is bounded by an imaginary line, drawen from the iaid Promontory by the towne ofCas~lulo to die riuer 
Guadiana. Itis called Beetica of the famous riuer Batis which cuts die whole Prouince in twaine. This riuer fprin- 
gihg out of the wood or foreft anciently called Saltus Xjge?2/z>,runneth into the Atlantick-ocean,and is at this day 
called by an Arabian name, Guadalquibir, that is to fay,The great riuer. This prouince of later times,ofdie Van- 
dal inhabitants, was called Vandalicia,8c at this prefent by die fame word corrupted J'ndalu^ia. Lufitania confineth 
North vpon the riuer B«e>"o,frorri die very mouth thereof,to the bridge ouer againft Simanca6;^NeA it bordereth 
vpon thatpart of the Atlantick-ocean which ebs andflowes betweene the outlets ot'Duero and Guadiana ; South, 
vpon Andalusia ; and Eaft it fronteth Hifpania Tarraconenfis, now called Cajlilia,tkc.eaen from the ancient Orctania to 
the forefaid bridge ouer againft Simancas. Lufitania was thus named from Lufus the fonne of Bacchus,zndLyfa,one 
of Bacchus his companions : whereupon it is fomtimes called of Lufus,Lu/itania ; and fomtimes againe or Lyfajjy* 
fitania. Therefidue ofS/w/jepertainethto the prouince called Tairaconenfts, ofthe city Tarracona which is the head 
of all that prouince; a city (faidiSf«£») moft notably fit for princes in their trauels to retire themfelues : and 
here the Emperors kept their chiefe iurifdiction. This prouince containeth the kingdome ofMurcia, & likewife 
" Vakncia&xvd Jrragon, with Catalonia, Mo CaJliliaVieja,the kingdome of Nauarre, part of 'Portugale between die riuers 
2Wo,and Minho,the kingdome of GaUicia,Ajlwia,3nd all Bifcay. Hitherto Vafeus in his chronicle of Spainc,who in- 
treateth of this argument more at large. Read alfo Marinaus Siculus, Marius Aretius, Damianus a Goes, Francis Tarajfa, 
the biftiop of Gerundo, Junius Viterbienfis ; and in Spanilh Florian del campo, and after him Ambrofio Morales : with all 
thofe other Writers of Spaine tint Vafeus in the fourth chapter of his Chronicle doth recite. Stephan Garibayo in his 
Chronicle of S/Mw,diuided into twenty books,defcribes the kingdome of Nauarre. John Mariana likewife not long 
fince publiftied a volume concerning Spaniih matters. Among the ancient Writers you muft perufe Cefar, Stra* 
bo, and the reft,which Damianus a Goes in his booke called Hifpania doth nominate : alfo the Panegyrick fpeech of 
litmus Tacatus, and Claudianus delaude Serena. Vnto thefe you may adde the firft booke of Laonicus. Thereis ex- 
tant alfo a little Trauellers Breuiate written in Spanilh by Alonco de Menefes , containing almoft all the ordinarie 
voyages in Spaine, wherein alfo are noted the diftances of places. 

Three memorable things (as wiiteth Nauagia-uf) are prouerbially fpoken ofSpaine : the firft, A bridge, ouer 
which the water runneth (whereas it runnes vnder all other bridges) namely the water-conduct at Segouia : the 
fecond, a city compafled with fire, that is to fay, Madrid, became the town-walles are of flint : andthediird, a 
bridge .whereon are daily fed ten thoufand head of cattel ; whereby is fignified the riuer Guadiana, which hiding 
it felre vnder ground for the fpace of feuen miles ,doth then breake forth againe. Albeit this laft is a thing fprung 
rather out of the peoples vulgar opinion, than out of truth ; as Don George of Aujlr'ia Gouernour of Harlebeck, an 
eye-witnclTe moft worthy ot credit, hath informed me, being a man conuerfant in all kinde of hiftory , and a 
a wonderfull fearcher and admirer of naturall Philofophie. 

The iflands belonging vnto Spaine,v/herof ancient writers haue made mention,at the Celtick promontory,or 
Cape Finifter ,are th e Ca&terides, which at this prefent are not to be found in the ocean. Alfo hifuU 2W«w,other- 
wife called Cic<e, and of late times Jfhs de Bayona : Londobris named alfo Frythia, and now the Burlings : Gades in olde 
time dedicated to Hercules, now commonly called Cales. All thefe are in the Ocean. In the Mediterran fea you 
haue Ophiufa now called Formetttera. As likewife the two Gymnefa, or Baleares, at this prefent called by diftincl: 
namesjthe one M»ora?,and the other Minorca. The coaft of Minorca is befet round about with huge mountaines : 
but at the entrance ofthehauen the roots ofthefi mountaines are leuelled into a plaine, till they meet, atfo nar- 
row a diftauce,on the other lide of the fliore,that no (hips can enter the harbor, but with a gentle gale of wind. 
The hauenis named Mi/;o»,being a moft beautiful!, and commodious place ; forit ftretcheth almoft foure miles 
in length, with many inlets, all which ferue for the harboring of ftiips. From hence arifethaperpetuall ridge of 
mountaines,on which the inhabitants cut downe great plenty of wood. At the vtmoft part therot on the moun- 
tain-tops is built a city. Contrariwife the greater Illand hath a plaine (hore, and moft high and barren moun- 
taines in the middeft. A city there is of one and the felfe name with the Ifland,very large and fairly built. They 
- vfe the lawes of the Caftilians, and do much refemble them both in language and maners. This defcription of 
the ifles Mahrca & Minorca we haue borrowed out ofN.Villagagnon his difcourfe of the expedition to After. Who 
delires to know more of thefe ifles,and of the inhabitants difpofition, may reade Bemardin Game^lw fixt and fe- 
uenthbooksofdielifeof/dww T. King of Arragon. That fhdtp King o{ Spaine potfetteth the greateft Empire in 
the v. orld,fince die worlds begiuning.we hauc proued in our Theatre printed in high Dutch.

7&f Interamnis or T^uer bounded prouince, Molly out of the limits of 
Lufitania ■ vnlefje reletting the former defcription,we will rather incline to Strabo, who faith that the 
greateftpart of Lufitania is inhabited by the Callaici. The length of this region is twelue leagues, and 
tie bredth f»hcre it is large fl,is twelue leagues alfo ; being in other places but fix or fourc league s ouer. 
And in thisfofmall a portion of ground, be fides the Metropolitan church c/Braga, the Caihedrallof 
Porto, W other fine Collegiate churches, there are aboue 130. monafleries,the greater part whereof are 
endowed with mofl ample reuenues : and alfo to the number of 14.60. Tarifh churches, as one writeth. 
Certain? it is, that within the peculiar THoceJJe e/Braga there are accounted 800. Whereby you may 
eafily cphieclure both the fruit fulneffe of the foile , and the ancient deuotion of the inhabitants. "But of 
the f leaf antneffe what need wejfeal^e, whenas within this one prouince are found aboue fiue and twenty 
tHufandft ringing fountains bridges mofl fumptucufiy built of fquareflonealmofi two hundred- and 
battens for Jhipping to the number of fix?

H e Diocefle of the Church of S/wtfisfituate in rhatproujncc of Spaine, which in rich com- 
modities,and a kinde of truitfull and peculiar brauery excelleth all the reft. This beautifull 
prouince the ancients , of the riuer Satis, called Bttica : but late Writers haue named it 
PYmdalkia,oi Andalusia of the Vandals.who about a thoufand yeres part ouerran the fame. 
The faid DioceiTe or territory, of all the regions and territories in Spainc, is rightly cftee* 
med the moft happy, both in regard of the multitude and ciuility of the inhabitants, and 
of dieir riches , and ouerflowing abundance of all things ; this being confirmed euen by 
the verfes of the Grecians, who attribute the Elizian pleasures and delights vnto this trad, 
which bordereth vpon the Weft Ocean. This territory containeth here & there almoft zoo. principall townes, 
befides a great number of villages ; fo that there are now more townes vnder the iurifdiction of this one dioceffe 
or conueut,dian there were of old in all foure together : for (as Tlinie writeth) they prefcribed lawes but only to 
175. townes. And how fmall a number will thefe feeme to be, if thofe hundred thoufand villages be accounted, 
which only in the territory o£Siuill, called by die Arabians Axarafi, were by King Fm/wWreceiued into loyall 
allegeance together with the city it felfe ? which notwithftanding after the departure of the Moores, became the 
greateft part of them defolate : howbeit the limits of this as they differ much from the ancient preciu&s of Spa- 
nifh dioceffes ; fo do they come neerer to the forme prefcribed by King Pamk vnto all the Cathedrals of Spainc. 
For this dioceffe hath on theEaft the territory of Corduba; Weft the frontiers of Algarne; North it lieth ouer a- 
gainft that part o(Tortugale which is called The gouernment of Saint logo : but the rcfiduc toward the South is in- 
clofed with the dioceffe oftWi^and the Ocean fea. Principall townes here are very many, efpecially the royall 
city of Skill, moft largely and pleafantly fituate vpon the banke of Sxtis, and enuironed with beautifull and 
ftately walles. This famous riuer Satis or Guadalquibir fpringing out of the foreft called in times paft Salttu TugU 
enfis, and holding on his courfe by the chiefe cities of his adopted prouince, doth from this noble city, kno wen 
of olde by the name oUColonia 1(omulea, continue his ftrcames in a chanell nauigable and abounding with fifh, to 
the Wefterne Ocean, for the {pace of threefcore miles, the banks on both fides flourifhing with Olmets, Vine- 
yards,andmoft admirable fwect Gardens, perfumed with the delegable and fragrant odour of Citrons. 

Now Siuill both for churches and houfes is the gallanteft city in all Spaine , and for the neat attire of the Citi- 
zens.and a kinde of feemelineffe to them only peculiars inferiour to no city in all the world. Here religion,the 
ftudy of liberall arts and the praclife of gentlemanlike exercifes are in their prime. And fo infinite are die riches 
and treafures included within the walles of this city , as neuer the like in olde time could be found in any King- 
dome or Empire how great foeuer ,the Roman only excepted. For this being the richeft of all the cities of Europe, 
la rgely diitributes ouer all Chriftendome that vnfpeakable wealth, and before thefe laft times neuer drcam'c of, 
which it fetchedi as it were from another world, that from hence wasfirft difcouered. Wherewith alfo it abun- 
dantly furnifhefh the very barbarous and fauage nations,inhabiting the inmoft part of Africa and Afia. It is moft 
apparent, that for certaine yeeres together in the account-books of the Lidies-contrailation-boufe, there was moft 
faithfully regiftred an hundred & more millions of gold. So that hence a man may conie&ure,thatfo much more 
was concealed by thofe that brought it, for feare left the King for fome certaine time fhould haue borrowed it. 
What may we then thinke of the infinit & incredible maffe of riches which from their firft difcouery o( America 
till this prefent, hath hither been tranfported ; two fleets yeerely returning into S)wm<r,laden in a maner with no 
other kind of merchand:fe,but gold and filuer,and for the moft part balafted with both ? But thefe (you wil fay) 
are forren and far-fetcht commodities. It is fo rich therefore of it felfe, that it payes for yeerely tribute vnto the 
King, to whom it is moft loyally deuoted, a million and an halfe of golde : fo much as many Princes can fcarfe 
raife out of their whole kingdomes. Here relide for traffike innumerable multitudes of ftrangers, befides whom 
or late yeres there haue been foundi.4000 Citizens houfholders, diuidedinto t8. wards. The firft of thefe wards 
is famous both in regard of the name, and diechurch of SsMoy, than which all Chriftendome hath not a more 
excellent,if you coniider die large and magnificent building with the beauteous and admirable ornaments, and 
the fteeple Jikewife of exceeding higth, from whence fignes are giuen at certaine hourcs, wherein ftands a lofty 
pinacle of moil curious workmanfhip, out of which you may behold a moft glorious profpeft ouer all the city, 
and the fields adiacent. What fhould I here defcribe the royall magnificence of the kings caltle ; than which the 
Kings ot Spame haue none more gorgeoully built , or pleafantly fituate > Or to what purpofe fhould I recount 
the fumptuous palaces of Dukes, Earles and Nobles ; or the neat houfes of Citizcns.widi their cryftall fountains, 
greene arbours,and odoriferous gardens ? with filence I omit the ancient water-ftreames diffufed by arches tho- 
row all parts of the city ; and thofe later ones.which by the infinit coft,and induftry of the Scnatours &Citizens 
of SW/,haue for publicke delight beene conucyed to the place commonly called Harcuks pillars ; where by plan- 
ting of trees they haue conuerted a large fenny quagmire into a moft beautifull groue , leauiug faire and broad 
fpaccs for men to walke,run, and difport themfelues in. Now the gardens without the city, fraught with all vari- 
ety of pleafures,and thofe ftately houfes in the fields,bordering vpon &eto,*ho can fufficiently commend?Out 
of which diey may dayly behold fhips comming in both from the old and new world. For Siuill die queene of 
the Ocean,bcmg placed as a mediatreffe between both.conioines them togetherby profperous nauigations,and 
rich tracks. Tedious it were to fet forth the maieftie of the Kings palace, or of his caftle at Triana. This Trtam is 
a fane fuburbe on the farther fide of 2,<m 5 inhabitcd almoft w ith three thoufand Ciazens,and ioyncd to the city 
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byabndceof timber. But whofo confiders the richncffe and . fertility of their fields founding with all Weof

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FRANCE. 

Ll that draft of land from the riuer of (^included by the Ocean , die Pyreney 
mountaines,the fea Mediteiran, and mount Appennine, as farrc as Jncorn, the an- 
cient Writers by one generall name called Gallia. For Weitward by the Pyreney 
hillesitis dilioynedriom6>^«e : North it borders vpon the French and Bririrti 
Ocean : Earl the riuer <$bene and theses from fea to fea include it , in like ma- 
ner as die Pyreney mountaines doe Well: South it is accoafted by part of the 
Mediterranfeaouer againft Trouence. It was called Gallia , in regard of the peo- 
ples whiterieffe : for the high mountaines and the heauens rigour exclude die 
heat of the Sunne from this part : hereof it comes, that their white bodies change not colour. Where- 
fore the Grxcians name the Gaules or ancient inhabitants of France, Galatas, in regard of their milke- 
white colour : for r<&* in Greeke, fignifiech Milke ; from which name the Latmes haue called them GaU 
los. This deriuation the greateilparts of Writers doe approuc : yet fome there are that deride it , fup- 
pofing them rather to be fo called of raine, which in Hebrew is Galab, and in the olde Britifh language 
Glatt, as who fho uld fay, A moil ancient nation * rain-d vpon, and drenched in the very floud oiNoaL 
This region of dieirs was of olde diuided into Gallia Cifalpma , which in regard of vs lieth beyond the 
Alpes, being that part of Italic, which at this prefent is called Lambardk : zniTranfalpina , which is in- 
cluded within thefe fiue bounds,namely, the riuer <%bene , the Ocean,die Pyreney mountaines.the Me- 
diterranfea, and the Alpes. This Gallia Tranfalpina by Qtfar'm his Commentaries is diuided into three 
parts : Belgica, Qltica, and Afiitanica. Belgica which is enuironedbv the Ocean fea, and the riuers of 
Marne, and Seme, vfing moil: part the Dutch tongue, and at this prefent called the Low-countries. 
Celtica or Lugdunaifis , which is comprehended within the riuers Garomne, Marne, Senie, and l^bofne. It is 
now called France. For the Celtot were fubdued by the Francks of Germany : fo that at length they were 
named Weilcrne Francks , from whom the prouincc it felfe is denominated. Aquitanica before named 
j4rcmortca,v<hich. extendeth from the riuer Garomne to the Ocean,and to the Pyreney mountaines. Well 
and by North it is confined with that part of the Ocean which is called the Bay of Aquitane. Weftward. 
it hzt\\Spaine : North, Celtica or France properly fo called : and South, the country of Trouence. It is now 
called Gafcome, and the inhabitants differ both in ftature, and language from die refidue of France. 

Thefe are the ancient limits of the Gaules. Howbeit the countrey of the French, which at this day 
beares the title of a Kingdome, and is commonly called the Kingdome of France ; hath not fo large ex- 
tenfion : but towards the North only is fo much the naro wer, as it is cut offby an imaginary line from 
Strasbourg vpon %»e to the port of Calais; audit comprehends all that tracl of land , which is con* 
teinecl within this line, the Ocean fea, the Pyreney mountaines, the fea Mediteiran, andthe Alpes. 

<PoJlellus in his booke of the whole world', reckons vp the peculiar Shires, or Prouinces of tliis King- 
dome in maner folio wing : In the Eaft it hath Trouence , Sauoie, SmJferland,Breh?,a, Borgogne, Lorraine 
Champante, Henault.Cleue, and Flanders : on the North, Ticardy, Normandy, and Bretaigne : on the Weft, Bre* 
taigne, Jhiou, Totaou, Xmtoigne, and Gafcoigne : and on the South, Gafcoigne, Beams, %ufillon, Vanplmic, 
Vellay, Forcjl, Auuergne, Ltmofm, <?erigort, and Angolefme. Eaft of Toiilou lie the prouinces of Bourges, Hour* 
ton, Bcaioulm, Lwnnots, the Countie of Burgundy, Auxerrois, Ktuernok, Berry, Tours, Vendofme beyond An* 
tou,UBcau!fe,Gaftmois,FaloisbeyonclSens, andnotfarreofffe'ZWtf, Dmife, and le Mans neere Bretaime. 
And thus at this prefent are thefe Prouinces named. But albeit (Po/M«* accountethS*«oj, Smi^erfand, 
Loraigne, Henault, Cleue, and Flanders among the Prouinces of France, yet are they not now vnder the <ro- 
uernment of this Kingdome : for all of them haue peculiar princes,notfubiecl to the crowne of France. 

Concerning the French King, Villa Nueua reports two memorable things : Firil, That in the Church 
ol ^^rhereisavelTellfullofneuer-decayingoile, fentfromheauen , to anoint the Kings of France 
at their coronation. Secondly/That the fame Kings doe heale the difeafe called in Endifli, The Queenes 
mil, only with touching the place affecled. 

All France is defcribedin alarge volume.by Robert Crtiali, ; reade alfo concerning the fame argument 
Gilbert OgmtusT^orm^ . IohamwsM^, Cbaffamm in his twelfth booke Deghriamundt ■ To/uL in his 
bookeOtthe whole world ; Aimon in the beginning of his llorie oftheFranks ; Sebaftian MmRer ; Belle 
MiTbeuet; and other Defcribers ofthe world. Touching this region alfo, and the difpoiition of the 
inhabitants, you may leaine fomewhat out of the iecond booke of Laomcm Omkocor.dyLs oUthew. Of 
ancient Writers Cefar furpafTeth all. Viodorus Siculits in his fifth booke , and Ann. Maratim m his fif- 
teenth booke haue many notable things concerning this region. Likewife Claudw Cbambier ot U»ns 
wrote in French a Tieatife of the firil originals of the principal! towncs 1.1 all France : SympLoms, fi- 
tter » this man , diicourfcth of the riuers, and the miracles of waters and fountaincs in France, The ci- 
ty of Tarn is defenbed 111 verfe by Fjiftatbhts d fyobelfdorf; and the city of Lions by Gavtmr.

BITVRIGES. 

He people Bituriges are mentioned in moll ofthe ancient Geogra- 
phers. Tlinie calles chem Ltberos : and faith they were alfo named 
Cubos. The country is now diuided into the Vpper & the Lower. 
The principal! citie (called at this prefent Bourges") was named by 
Qtefar (as lome thinke) Amricum. Theobald Fagotius citizen of the 
lame, writeth that the territory adiacent is exceeding fruitfull , and 
wanteth notnmg that all France may affbord j that the city is ancient, as appearech by 
diuers notable monuments • that it is a towne of great trafficke ; that they haue an 
Vniuerlitie flourifhing with all kinde oflearning , infomuch as itmay well be called 
The Honour of the libera/1 Arts , and A Mart of learned men. But concerning the origi- 
nal! of this citie, and the deriuation ofthe name, let vsgiue eare to Iobn Calmcy, who 
writes thereof in maner following. 

1 n the yeere ofthe worlds creation 1791. one Cjomer of the nation of the Gaules, 
bringing a Colonie into this region of the Bituriges , planted the fame in the chiefe 
citie , the name of Ogygis being by 2\£oab his grandfather impofed for honours fake 
vponthe inhabitants: which by them for the fauor and loue they bare to their foun- 
der defcended of Ogygis, was afterward changed : and they named themfelues Bito~ 
gyges, which in the Armenian tongue fignifies, The po/leritie of Ogygis. But as words 
by cuftome are often times corrupted, (for, to make them familiar, or more proper, 
we will not fticke to adde,detract,or alter fome letters or fyllables) fo the nameof this 
countrey and ofthe chiefe citie,either by the force thereof or by the appointment of 
a certaine Prince named Biturix , changed the name oiBitogyges into Bituriges. A- 
mongft other opinionsfomc hold that it was called Bituris quafiBiturris , oftwd anci- 
ent Towers which fometimes flood in this citie : whereupon a certaine Grammarian 
hath written this verfe^ Turribus a bints, inde vocor Bituris } that is , Of Toners Maine 
Bituris I was nam 'd. Thus much out o^folm Qalamaushis booke of the originall of 
the Bituriges, from whence alfo we haue borrowed this Table. 

LIMAIGNE. 

He length of all this region which fome ab alimonijs or victuals call Alimo- 
nia • others of the fat <Sc llimie foile Limaigne, being part of Auuergne,which 
for fhortneffe of time, and in regard of the high hilles and low valleys,and 
the crooked windings and turnings, we could not exactly meafure. The 
length hereof (1 fay) from the bridge of cAfeBriuam , as farre as Ganao (abounding 
\\r S° r n Cj Wine > Honie > Cattell,Horfes, Saffron, Nuts, Pot4iearbs, Paftures, 
Woods, Fountaines, Riuers, Bathes, Marie, Lakes, Siluer-mines, Honourable fa- 
milies, Strong fortrefles, and Rich merchandize) ftretcheth abouttwenty leagues • 
and thebredth almoft eight leagues. But wedefcribing only the more fruitfull and 
inhabited part, dom the Table folio wing comprehend about eight leagues in length, 
andalmoft feuenin bredth, placing the townes and villages , according to the kale 
vnder-annexed. Thus farre the Authour in a Treanfe intituled, A godlteand fyecula- 
tiue Dialogue , by him written in Italian , where you may fee the very Table which I 
haue here put downe. ' 

In the lower partof this Table ftandsa mountaine with a finall towne named ^r- 
gote. This is qergouia in Aruernis, neere the riuer Slaver, whereof Ufar in his feuenth 
booke of the French warres maketh mention.

Eaft it confineth vpon Tourain andVen* 
dofmc. Welt it bordereth vpon TSretaigne. Toi&ou bounds it Southward, 
and the Counties of Maine and La Vat on the North. 

It is a country not very large, butfor fruitfulnehe inferior to none other 
in France : the wine oUnjou excelleth all other French wines. Neither is it 
deftitute of other commodities requifite either for the necefsity or the plea- 
fure of manslife, being euery where beautified with Riuers, Mountaines, 
Woods , and MedoWes. It aboundeth with cattell great and fmall , and 
with filh. -All this their Riuers and Medowes affbord them. Out of their 
Mountaines they digge Marble , and a Jcinde of blew Shtes , wherewith 
they couer Churches and houfes. The common people call them <^r- 
doifes. 

_ This Region is watered with fo many Riuers , Frefliets, Fountaines, 
Fim<pooles, Lakes, and Pondes, thatfome are of opinion, it washeereto- 
fore called jEguada t or Aguada,of the abundance of waters : forin the Aqui- 
taigne tongue they call Water, Agues. The principallRiuers , befideso- 
thers are Ligeris, which the inhabitants do name Loire, calling it likewife 
The Father of French riuers. Into this Riuer, within the compahc oi Anion 
do fall the riuers Vtenne, THue, Thouets, Layon, Leure, Guiuatte, <^Maine 
Seure, Io/r(anuerdiuersfromL/^r«, for it falles thereinto, and is called 
by late Writers Ledtts) nAution, Oudon, Maienne, monacal*, Lojje, and 
trdret, &c. So that there runne about fortie Riuers thorow this Pro- 
uince. 

It hath diucrs faire cities , the principal! whereof is called Anglers ; per- 
haps the fame which in Ttolemey is named fuliomagus. This Icing the 
headcneofalltheRegion, isbuilton eitherfide the riuer Meduan, and 
loyned together by a ftone bridge. The antiquitie hereof is euident out of 
certaine ancient ruinesof a Theater which hang ouer the Citie, and are 
called by the common people <Brohan. Heere fometimes are oldecoines 
found. Whefecond intheyeere 1389. eftablimed an Vniuerfltie in 
this place There be alfo other townes of note, as Saumur, Teufort, Kama 
&c Moft ofthe premium ; for the illuflrration ofthis Table,we haue tranf! 
laced out oFBeBifireft his French Munfler. To whom , he that w,U, may

THE ISLE OF 

France. 

N a ccrtaine Iournall of France I reade this defcription 
of the terriiorie ofTar'u. The MeofFrawreftretcheth 
from the towne of Saint 'Dents as far as T^jjy and Mont-' 
morency : and fo it comprehends all the land within the 
winding nookes of <5W«e,towards U^mmandie one way, 
and towards Ticardie another way. The occafions of 
this name were (as nJ ndrm Tbeuet reporteth) in that the Frankes com- 
mingout of (jermanie planted themfelues firft in this place , and here their 
Captaines tooke vpon them the title of Kings : and alfo for that the Riuers 
Marne, Seine & Oyfe do in a maner compafle it around. Yet all the Region 
being comprized within thefe three Riuers pertaineth not to the faid ifle, 
but only that part which is neere vnto Tarts. My opinion is, that this di- 
uifion might be made , when the fonnes of Qouis fharing the whole King- 
dome , limited and included within thele bounds the dominions of him 
who bare rule at Tarts, and was only called the King of France. Howbeit, 
now this diuifion is notobferued, feeing that ccrtaine Cities of Ticardie, 
'Brie, and other Prouinces arc comprehended within the fame. But let vs 
hearethe opinion oPBelleforeHdfo : After the death of the great King Clo- 
uts, France was diuided after a new maner i for out of one King fprang ma- 
ny, and he only was caUedTne King of France , who gouerned at Tarts : 
wherefore the Ifle of France is the true and ancient iurifdiction of our 
Kings ; albeit Tipins pofteritie 'beganne to negledlit, and afterwards the 
Parifian tcrritorie fell to them by inheritance , whoenioyedtheCrowne 
of all France. 





TheDukedomeof T O V R A I N. 

VHis region is not very large, being on euery fide fo reflrained with bordering 
i Vromnces. IVefltbereofliethAripnandpartofPoi^ouJromthefirB 
I it is fettered by the confines of Saumure and from the fecond by the riuer 
I Creufe : whereupon /lands the city of Chinon JubieB to this Vuhdome of 
I Tourain . South alfo lies fart of Poidtou, along the riuer Creufe, to La 
mm I port dc Pilksjtbich diuides Guienne from Tourain ; and Berry inline 

fort from whence it is feparated ^Chaftillon fituateVpon the riuer Indre. Eajl, not far from 
Loire, theriuer of Cher diuides it from the prouince o/Blois, and from part of "Berry : and 
Zhfyrth it is feuered from the territories o^Maine and Vendofrnois by the riuer Loire : yp~ 
on which riuer is built the citie of Tours, and it tmbraceth the fame on the part of S. Lazarus 
fuburbs. This riuer alfo bends his courfe to the toWne of S. Anne , and to the fuburbe called 
Rich : for Eajl, Wefi, and South it toucheth the riuer Indre j and thQortb, all the region to* 
wards Anjou^WMaine. To the Vukedome and gouernment of 'Tourain arefibieB thefe 
cities, Chinon,Lodun,Touars, Langeflz, Amboife > Loches, Chaftillonx^ow Indre, 
Montrichard, be/ides other places andfortrejfes of 'Barons. 'But the cities which lhaue na~ 
med are of bejl note, and as it were the principal members of the whole Vukedome. Concerning 
euery of which I will jpea^e more largely, hauingfaidfomwhat of the Metropolitan : whereunto 
belong the third part ofBifhop-townes, which in times pajl were vnder the ancient iurifdiBion 
o/Lugdune. For vnder the third receiued diuifion ofDiocejfes apperteining to theTrimacie 
o/Lugdune or Lions, are comprebendedToms, La Mans, Angiers, Rhenes, Nants, 
Cornevaile, Vannes, S. Poll de Leon, Tregoir, Dol, S.Malo, S.Brieu. The Turones 
therefore of fucbantiquitie, and their city the head of fo many J\(ations,lulius Caefarmv^ 
neth in the firjl ranc{e of the people of France : and fo likgwife do other ancient Writers. Pt o- 
lemey placethtbem upon the riuer Ligeris : and Ammianus Marcellinus in Secunda 
Lugdunenfi. But in Caefar they are oftener mentioned, and that very plainly , effecially at 
the endof hiseleuenth boo{e De belloGallico. This done (faithbe) and all France be- 
ing at quiet, fo great an opinion of this war furprized the Barbarians, that euen thofe 
nations which inhabited beyond TSJiene, fent ambafTadours vnto Qafar, promifing to 
giue him pledges, and to obey his commandements. He therefore hauing ended his 
warres, and put his legions in garifon among the Carnutes, Andes, and Turones, 
which were cities neerevntothefe places, departed for Italic Hence you may gather, 
that they were not enemies to the 'Romans, but rather Caefars followers. Gregory Tur onen- 
fis often calles them Senatores Romanos , for they enicyed the libertie of Free-deni^cns, 
which was granted to none but fuch as were the Romans deere friends, and linked vnto them in 
moflfirme league. The Touranois are held to be oneofthe richefi people in all France, both for 
the fruitfulneffe of their fields (which they deferuedlycallTheKings garden} andalfofor 
their excellent maner of gouernment, and the induflry of their Citizens, who are especially addu 
Bed to traffique, for which purpofe tbeirnauigahle riuer fiands them in great ficad. They haue 
alfo attempted oflatetoma(e fill$ , than which Itahe affords no better. At the Eafi part of 
Tourain,v/w; the riuer Loire, /lands Amboife,bui!t in a mofl excellent and choife feat, and 
a delicate pure aire : fo that this place efcecially , the French K&gs haue chofen to retire and 
folace themfelues in. The city ^Montrichard fituate on a plaine , is on the one fide fortified 
with T^oc^s and Woods, and hem'd in on theotherfide with Medowes and delight/ome Fields. 
Without the city are houfes vnder ground with gardens and Vineyards on the topi of them. 
i-oches vpon the riuer of Indre, hath a cajlleboth for pleafantneffe, largenejje, munition and 
filiation, almo/l incomparable : for fituation (Ifay) both by Arte and V^ature impregnable. 
1 autruy Chaftillon, Cormery, Beaulieu, and other cities of this Vuhdomc, are de- 
Jmbed by belleforeft, vntowhom Ireferre tbe'Reader.

I His territorie of Blois confinedi Eaft vpon Orleans and part of GaHmois ; Weft vp- 
ionTourain; South vpon Salloigne and part of 'Berry; and North vpon Fendofmcis 
■and Le Beaulfe. That portion of the citie of Blots which looketh towards Le 
WBeaulfe , Hands partly vpon hilles and rocks , and partly vpon plaine ground ; 
■ which vneuen fituation maketh the wayes and paffages ibmewhat vnealie. 
iHowbeitthisinconuenienceisnodifgrace to the Citie, nor difcourageth Ti a- 
luellers to frequent it : for the fruitfulnelTe and faire beautie of the whole Pro- 
— 'uince makes it amiable , and the excellent temper of the aire, populous • It be- 

ing for plentie of Wheat, Wine, and other neceiTaries for mans life, to noProuince inieriour : for it is 
allfhadie, and hill of Woods, Vineyards, Riuers, Brooks, Pooles andFountaines : fo that Nature hath 
infufed a wonderfull fatnelle into this foile , with fuch a temper of heat vpon the hilles neere about the 
erne, as caufeth their Vineyards exceedingly toprofper. Wherefore this Prouince participating with 
Le±>eau!Je -and Salhigie , excelleth them both in their owne commodities. For abounding with Wheat 
no leffe than LeBeaulfe, it farre furpaffeth the fame in Wines, in other kinds of graine, and in plenty of 
water. For pleafantne/Te it matcheth Salloigne, from whence,though itbefeuered but the bredth of the 
nuer Z,c»-e, yet is not the fruitfulneffe thereof empaird by the others fandie barrennell'e. Wherefore 
that part of Le Beaulfe wherein Blois is f Ituate , hath more abundance of wood and water than the refi- 
duej and the frontiers of Salloigne next adioyning may afcribe dieir fruitfulneffe to the eood neigh- 
bourhood of this territory. Neither can die oldefaidfaw, That it is beft dwelling in Salloigne, and belt 
inhenung in Le Baulfe,be feuerally.but iointlv applied to Blois. That die aire is molt holfome and tem- 
perate , I appeale to multitudes of great and honourable perfonages, who being oppreffed widi moft 
gneuous difeafes, do repaire efpecially to this Prouince for the recouery of their health. Yea the Kings 
children are nurfed & trained vp in the city of Blois: for which caufe it is called Tlx Kms city. Amongl t 
theramies of this prouince , one there is that can hardlyhe found in the whole Kingdome befides, 
name y a veine of that earth,which is commonly called Tena Lemma or Mrt*,beine of the fame force 
and etficaciewith the true earth ofLemnos. All this defection wehauelaten out of Bellefire/l.

His Cartconteineth the defcription of that North- weftern part 
of France, which the Englim were matters of from the yere 134.7. 
vntil the yere 1557. At what timethe Duke of (juife Lieutenant 
for the French King tooke it by force of amies. The townes of 
Qalais, Cjuifnes, an d Jrdres the Englim from time to time haue 
.. . 1 \ ' - OF furnilhed with able garifons. And Qalais hath heretofore beene 
the Staple tbFVV oolles and o^ier Englifh commodities. Concerning the tract of 
< Boulongnc > thus faith Egbert Qtenalisjn his2.book,and 3. Perioche©? re (jallica. Of 
(jefforiacum^ port of the Muini, I may well fay with A/«>r«/,that it is now triiely 
called 'Boulongne vpon the fea fhore,from whence there is a very mort cut to T>ouer 
on the Englim coaft. But the Docke or place for building mips (called S^Qauale 
jefforiacum t wh\ch Tilibaldus falfely afflrmes to be (jaunt) I thinke rather to be Ca- 
t hllum, now named Cajjell. Some by another name call it TetreJJa and Scalas, com- 
monly Scales, Moreouer,by the fituation ofToulongne one may eafily coniedture, 
whether it were Tortus Jccius crno. Wherein that no man may doubt, letvs 
learne this one thing out ofStrabo, That the fea between Tortus lccim and England, 
was iuft 320. Jladia or furlongs ouer : which make in all 4.0. miles. But the later 
Maps containe betweene c Boulongne and Doner 17. Englifh,which are longer than 
Italian miles, and from (Qalais 18. Whereby itismanifeft, that from Toulongne to 
Doue r it is but a very fhort cut : wherefore Tortus (jejjoriacus the hauen, and Zh(a^ 
uale (jeffbriacum the docke, are not all one : which docke whofo thinketh flood 
where Qalais now Hands, I will not greatly contradidt him . Thus farre Qanalis. 

This very place of 'Boulongne is defcribed by Arnoldus Ferronius ("who continu- 
ed the French hiftory of Taulus Mmilius till his ownetime) in ma ner following. 
There is ("faith he) Hafe 'Boulongne, and High 'Boulongne, The bafe towne was vn- 
walled before the ccmming of the Englim. There Hands the church of S. J\(icbo~ 
las,znd a cloiftcr of Francifcans : the Englifh fea beateth vpon this towne. Neere 
vnto this Frierie, which is not farre from the fea, there is a very commodious place 
topafle for England. It is diftant from the higher Boulongne about 100. pafesor 
fomewhat more. But e Boulongne the higher is inuironed with raoft ftrong walles, 
and with high ditches compafsing the walles. All this region is full of that fand, 
which thofe that dwell on the coaft call hot fand. Whereupon they will haue the 
name of Toulongne to be deriued of the French word thatfignifies fuch kindeof 
fand, notwithstanding we know it out of ^A mmianus Marcellinw to be an ancient 
name. Thus much out of Ferronius. Concerning thefe matters reade T>iuaus alfo. 

VERMANDOIS. 

|His Region which of olde thcVeromandui inhabited, ftill retaining the 
^ancient name , is at this prefent called Vermandois. From hence the ri- 
I uers of Some andScbelde fetch their originall. Here in times paft (as c /<o- 
*bert Qanalis witncfleth) flood the city called Augusta Veromanduorum, 
now raced all faue a Monafterie which remaineth. This citie was the fea of a Bi- 
fhop, but vnder Medardus the Bimop thereof it was tranflated to J^pion, as Qaro- 
lusBouillus reporteth. Howbeit the place yetholdeth the ancient name,and is cal- 
led Vermand-abbey. Wherefore they feeme to be in an errour, that thinke the 
towne of S. Quintins to haue beene Auguila Veromanduorum. Concerning the peo- 
ple of this region, reade Teter Viuatts in his booke of the antiquities of Gallia 2fr/- 
gica. 
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PICARDIE. 



t He name ofTicardie, as all that write of France do affirmc not to 
be ancient; fo the originall or deriuation thereof none of them 
can render. Qanalis dares not fay, that it was fo called of the Be- 
gardes. Telle/oresl flatly denies it , fuppofing the Picardes to be 
iomewhat ancienter than the Begardes. Some thinke that they 

| were lo named of the warlike weapon called the Pike ; which, as 

they imagine, was here firft inuented. Certaine it is, that the prouince of Ticardy 
was larger in times part : for we reade that zJrtois, with a part of Flanders, as farre 
asthe riuer £ir, and thecountie of Boulogne, Were all comprehended vnder the 
name of Ticardy. The region which is now properly called Ticardy, extends not 
fo farre as the Map it feJfe. 

This Region is part of (jallia Telgica, whilom inhabited by the Arnbiani , Bel- 
louaci, andVeromandui , or (as Ttolemey callesthem) Romandui. The riuer 
Somme, which fome thinke to be Ttolemey his Phrudis, refreflieth the wole coun- 
trey, and makes it moft fertile of all kinde of graine, and the townes and cities to 
abound with all necellaries : for it yeeldeth fuch plentie of wheat, as it is called by 
an vfuall prouerbe, The Barne or Granarie of Tarts. It hath no vineyards • which 
defect fome thinke is rather to be imputed to the floth of the inhabitants, than to 
the in temperature either of the foile, or of the climate. 

The cities here, ofprincipallnote, are tJ miens, inLatine Ambianum , famous 
both for antiquitie and the Epifcopall fea. It is enuironed around with the riuer 
Somme. Wherefore fome fondly thinke it to be named Ambianum, abambimaqua- 
rum-, , becaufe it is compafTed with waters. It is one of the ftrongeft townes in all 
France. The vulgar fuppofe it tohaue beene built by the fouldiers of Alexander 
the great. Vnder the dioceiTe of Amiens is zAbbeuilejhc name whereofis new, as 
appeareth by the deriuation,which in Latine is <Utbbatis Villa, that is, The Abbats 
to wne : for out of an Abbey it increafed at length to the greatnefle and forme of a 
citie. It is now the head citie of the county Tonthieu v which region is fo called, k 
multitudinepontium, of the multitude of bridges ; becaufe it is in diuers places peft'e- 
red with Marines and Fennes. Ticquenie ftands in this prouince alfo • built as the 
common fort imagine by one Tignon a principall fouldier of Alexander \ht great. 
Likewife in Vermandois you haue the to wne of S. Quintins, which many fu ppofe 
to haue beene AuguHaVeromanduorum,bein^ the ancient feat of the Earles of Ver- 
mandois, and the head of that region. Teronne fo often fpoiled in warres, who can 
be ignorant of . Gmfe alfo feemes to be a Fort againft Lut K enburgk Hence the 
Cjuifian familie denue theirname. Othercities there be of ielTe moment,as Corbie, 
l<$ye, J\eUe, Hen, Cattelette, Mondidier, <3cc. 

In alittle French pamphlet intitled Qheminsde France , or the wayes of France, 
Ticardy is diuided into three parts,. The Lower, The Higher , ^Ticardy pro- 
perly Jo called : wherein are contained the Regions of Vermandois, Tetelois, Tarte- 
nots, and Ttrajje. Ticardy properly fo called is defcribed in this our 1 able 
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PROVENCE. 

Hat portion of France which ancient Writers called Narbonenjem and Sracchatam, Ctfir 
audP&mrdoe comprehend vnder the name of Prouincia : part whereof is conteined 
within the riuers <%ofne and Durance, the Alpes, the riuer Faro, and die Mediterran fea, 
the inhabitants as yet call by the name of Provence. Petrarch writes it was fome- 
times called <%egmtm Arelatenfc. The middle-age writers call it 'Prouinciam Fiennenfim 
tertiam. It boidereth Welt vpon Languedoc, North vpon Daulphine, Halt it is confined 
by Piemont, and South by the Mediterran fea, and the Ifles Stoechades. This euer was 
and now is accounted the moll: fertile region of France : tor Stralo faith it yeelds all 
forts of fruits thultalie affoordeth. If we may credit Selleforejl , it bearedi fugar about the towne o(Yeres. 
Manna is here gathered, as the fame authour affirmeth. The principall cities of this prouince areMi/3/w, 
commonly Marjcillc, which was the ancient Mica Colonia, of the Phocaean Greeks, being as Cxfar 5. CiuiL re- 
ports , compafied by the fea on three fides ; and on the fourth fide, hauing a paffage to the land. Strabo 
writes, that the hauen is in forme of a Theater, and that within compaffe thereof they haue docks for the 
building, and a ftorehoufe for the furnifhmg of fhips. Here was a temple of the Ephelian 'Diana, and ano- 
ther of Apollo Delphicut. The citizens were treble-tongued,fpeaking Greeke,Latine, and French, as 5. Jerome 
reporteth out of Varro. Of this citie reade more largely in the 43. booke of Trogus Pompeim , and in a Pane- 
gyricke fpcech vttered before Conftantine the great by Anonymus or one vnnamed. The citie Jrelatum com- 
monly ^rfo,vpon the riuer o(<%hofne ; which by Mfinim is named^/rf* or Galluk Ityma ; as likewife double 
Jrelas, becaufe (as learned Fmetus obferueth) it was heretofore by the faid riuer diuided in twaine. Now it 
may well be called finglc Arelai , looking of a farre other fhape , and all lituate vpon that fide of the riuer 
whichis towards Italic This, Ammianus makes the renowmc of many cities. And Suetoniu-s faidi, that heere 
was a Romanc colonie planted byTtberius the Emperor his father. Trocopius affirmes, that it was heretofore 
the head citie of the Burgundians. Next folio wes Aqtue SexU<e,(o called (faith Strabo ) becaufe that very Sex* ■ 
tius which fubdued Salyes, built this citie after his owne name , and after the name of certaine hot bathes in ' 
the fame place. Now it is corruptly called Abe, Thefe bathes Strabo in his time fuppofeth to haue turned 
colde, and fo <%obert Cxnalis at this prefent affirmeth , that they haue loft their ancient vcrtue. The Parlia- 
ment of the whole prouince is here refident. OE this c-izie Gabriel Simeonw writeth, that he neuerfaw either : . 
a more pleafant place, or a more courteous people. Then haue you the citie Cabellio, now called Cauaillon. 
Tarafcon retaining mil the ancient name. CarpentoraEle commonly Carpentras. Vafio now Foiton : the fame 
with Forum Vbcontiorum , asfomethinke. Taurentum andTclo Martins , which fome now interpret to be7o«» 
Ion. Fcrwnlultj, now Frejus. Oibia which perhaps is Teres. Antipolis, Antibe. SeguJleron,CtJlero>h Fmtium,Fen^c. 
Glanatica, Glandcms. Dinia,Digne. Tecolata thought to be S. Maximines. Grinicenjis, Grajfe. All famous for an - 
tiquitie. M'oreouer , here is the towne of S. 'Baumc , fituate vpon a craggie hill, in which is a caue ; where, 
the inhabitants hold opinion,that Mary Magdalen did penance,and ended her dayes. Likewife at the mouth 
of GQofne the reader may fee on the one fide the field called LaCraux; and on the other fide LaCamarga 
This laft named (they fay) is miraculoufly fertile of wheat. And Helleforejl thinks it to be called Camargo , Z 
cajlris Martj,o{ the campe oiMarius here pitched. Whereas the other named La Craux^s out of meafure bar- 
ren, yeelding nought but ft ones : for which caufe it is by ancient Writers moft aptly called Campus Lapideus, 
or The ftonie field. The ifles adiacent to this prouince are the Stcechades, difperfed,as Pomponius writeth, 
from the fhore of Liguria or Genoa as farre as Marjeille. Plinie makes them three in number , naming ech. 
And Strabo faith there are three of importance, and two fmall ones, not worthy to be mentioned. About 
thefe ifles growes moft excellent Corrall, as Plinie witnefleth , which 'Belleforelt reporteth ftill to continue. 
In commendation of this prouince, Pctrus Qtunaueranus Bifhop oiSens, hath written a peculiar volume. 

On this fide the riuer Durance, this Region bordcreth vpon that part of the Popf s iurifdict ion, whichis 
commonly called Conte de Venacin, in Latine Comitatus Fenuxinus, and Feneticus, wherein ftands the Citie and 
Vniuerfitie ot Auignon, which in times paft was the Papall fea.namely from Pope Clement the fift in the y eere 
1300. till Gregorie the fecond, for the ipace of 60. yeercs. 'Petrarch then called it The French and Wefternc 
'Babylon. Beiides other notable things in this citie, feuen there are,feuen times told, right worthy the admi- 
ration; namely, feuenPalaces,feuenHofpitals,feuenParifhes,feuenNunries,feuenColleges,feuenFrie- 
ries, and feuen gates. Not farre from hence is the valley of Chi/a at the head of the riuer Sorgues , a place fo 
highly magnified by 'Petrarch , as he often calles it his Helicon and Pernaffus. This he made choife of as an 
hermitage to weane hi mfelfe from worldly cogitations. A man (in my conceit) notof the ordinary caft of 
Writers, and whom I may boldly and defcruedly call, The Chriftian Seneca.

H e principall places along this coaft William P uridine defcribes in rbefe words : Arleswu 
a colonic of the Sextaine , as Come Writers doe affirme. Standing vpon Rhofnc'n is enui- 
roncd with Marines ; wherein at this prefent are a breed of fierce and vntamed Kmc. Whi- 
lome it was a famous Mart-towne, as Stribo writes in manerfollowing : 7(arbt (faith he) 
the molt frequented Martofthis Region, ftandeth atthe outlet of thcriuer Bremer, by the 
hVeWarbonenJis : but vpon Rbodanus the towne of Aries, a Mart of no fmall importance, is 
fituate. Neerevnto^W«arethofehotbathes, where Sextim (faith Strabo) builtatownc 
after his owne name, calling it <^fqu* Sext'u. The caufe why he built it was to place a Ro- 
man garrifon there. Here were the Cimbri flaine by Marim , as writerh S. Iereme. Aurajio, 
now called Orange, famous in times part for thegouernmentof the Gabali , or Cabilonen- 
fes ; wherin I faw the mines of an huge Theater , and a mightie wall excellently built of fquareftone, the like whereof 
I doubt whether all France can affoord. There ftands al(o at the gate towards Lions a triumphal! arche , with a tilt or 
turnimcnt of horfmen ingrauen thercupon,which we long beheld with great delight. To this citie belongeth Xemau- 
fum, now called ^Jrenas , a place renowmedforthe ancient Theatertherc extant. Heereisamoftwoonderfullpaf- 
fagevnder ground, paffing thwart vnder the very chanellof Rhodium, to the citie which ftandeth afarreoff. Heere 
likewifeyoumayfeethe Palace of Plotina, built by (^aVwuheEmperour, as ^r^wreporteth^c. Thusmuch 
out of Paradine. But of all others, mod exactly Ichn Poldo d'Albenahuh described this citie,and fet forth the antiqui- 
ties in picture , with the fituatiens and ancient names of the places adiacent. Of this argument reade Strabo in his 
fourth bookc : and a Poet of Genet. The onginall of this Table my friend M'. CarolusClitJittiof^rras 

gaue medrawen with his ownchand. 

SAVOIE. 

IAvoie ftandeth on this fide the Alpes, the PrinccwhereofcalIedtheDukeof^rf«<r, is Lord 
I, of the Region oiPiemont. The head citie is Chamberi (of olde, asfaith Canalis, called Ciuaro) 
wherein the Senateor Parliament refideth. This region fome thinke was named Sabaudiakom 
■ certaine people called Sebufkni, and as others fuppofe, ofthcSabbatianfourds. But Bouilliuttn- 
jfders another rcafon of this name. For this region (faith he) in regard of the narrow paftages (as 
(being fituate among the Alpes) and of the fcarfitie of inhabitants was all ouer-peftered with 
g thecues, which either robbed or murdered fuch trauellers as paued that way. Hereupon a certaine 
Nobleman hauing obtained it of the Empcrour rndcr the title of a Dukedomc , expelled by force 
of amies all the faid theeues and robbers , and made the way molt fecure for trauellers. This done, he caufed it after- 
ward to be named Salua via, commonly Sauluoy, that is , The fafe way, which before was called Mala via, alias Maul- 
woy, The euill or dangerous way : hence the Latines call it Sabaudia. Hitherto Caroltu Bouillm. Whether it be a fable 
oranhiftojie,Iappealetotheauthourscredit. This one thing I am fure of, that the word Sapavdia isoften vfed 
in the bebke called TiotitU prouinc/arum, for a name of one ofthc prouinccs of Gallia Narbonenfis. 

But here alfo I thinke it not amiffe to annex the defcriprion of this prouince out of the hiftory which P undine wrote 
ofit. His words be thefc : That region which in Latine is now called Sabaudia (commoly Sauoy) ancient Writers na- 
med Allobroges. And it containeth all that tradt, which in times paft the Sabbaty, Ingauni, Intimclij,Hiconij, Tricorij, - 
Vhontij, Lepontij, Latobrigi, Medualli, Centrones, Catoriges, Veragri, Nantuarij, Salap, Tharantasij, and Sedmi inha- 
bited. The regionstliercincomprifedatthis prefent are thusnamed : Sauoy, the countie of Geneua , theMarquifatof 
Sufa, the countie of Morienne, theBaronifleof Tharentatfe, Brengeois, Foucigni, Chabkis, ValdeOfte, PaisdeFaul, 
PaisdcGeis , and fome others. The Duchieof Sauoyhztn vnder it the region of Piemont , adorned with the title of a 
Princcdome. Alfo the region of Sr^?, wherein are the counties olVaras,,Mountrued, Pont deVaulx,Bagey, &c. Out 
of ancient monuments it is apparent , that this region in times paft bare thenameofaKingdome ; efpecially in the 
dayesof Hannibal : who being ordained vmpirebetweene£nwcfowand his brother about the gouernment ofthis 
countrey, compounded their quarrell, and rcftored the kingdome to the eldeft, whom his yonger brother had expel- 
led; as Liuie reports in his 21. booke. f&r/^alfoaffirmeth , ihu Betultus (or as fome reade it Betuitus) the King of 
this place, was taken captiue by Fabim Maximus. And fundrie authours doe make mention of King Cottius in the time 
of the Empcrour Augustus, of whom the neighbour- alpes were called Cottu. More concerning this region you 
mvjteaAe'mPhilibertPingonicitt. 

The Countie of V E N A C I N. 

?j He Countie of Ven aein , named in Latine Cemitatm V e n v x i m v s , and by CanalU Veneticvs, 
\ md the Popes terrirory alfo , becaufc it is vnder his iurifdidiion ; is pan of that region in France now 
I called Prouence, and of olde Narboncnfisfecunda. The principall citie is ^yfuignon fituate vpon the 
I Rhofne. It is the Popes towne , and held for a while thcPapall fea. In this countie are three Bi- 
£ liopricks, where law-matters alfo are decided, namely Carfcntr<n,Cauaglion, oxL'i(lc,m&rauri*s. 
^InthisTableiscomprehendedalfothePrincedomeofbw/;^, focalledofOr^thcchiefecitie, be- 
ing famous in Sidonius and Ptolemey vnder the nameof Artufio. Plinie and Pomponiut call it Araufia Secmdanorum. 
Col. Aravsio Secvkdanor. coh. 33. voLVNT.isfoundgraucnvponanancientftone. More concerning 
this region you may reade in BeUeforeft and Theuet.

Here are two Burgundies ; the lower called intitled with the name oSa 

Dukedome ; whilome the countrey of the Aidui : and the higher named Tnu 
ijeratoria, adorned with the title of a Countie or Earledome, commonly called 
LaFranche Comte, thatis to fay, The free Countie. This of old the 
Seqtwri inhabited. It is represented in this Table. The confines hereof to the 
North are Lorraine and vpper Germany : to the South, Sauqy, and Brejfe : to the 
W eft, the lower Burgundte : and to the Eaft,part oiSivitzerland. It is at this pre- 
Sentdiiuded into three partitions or gouernments ; The Vpper, the Lower, 
and that of Vole. The cities of the vpper are G r a y , one of the principall of the whole gouern- 
ment, Situate vpon the riuer /4ram,orSaonc, rich in fundry kindes of merchandife, and brauely built. 
On the one lide it is endowed withnioft large and fruitfull fields. V e s o v l. It hath ftrong walles, 
beautifull houfes , and faiie vineyards. Momboson, Ivssey, and Palma Standing vpon 
the riuer Dubis, oxDoux. Port-s vr-sao ne , vpon the riuer Arms, or Saone , with Ckoma- 
ray, Montg vstin, and Favlcogney. Thecitiesofthelower!BH)gHW/e!are:SALiNS, 
a large citie, fo named in regard of cei taine fait and high fountaines ; ■for here is excellent white fait 
made, which is carried hence in carts to the neighbour countries , and yeelds great reuenue to this 
region : Scodinga, fituate in a long ftreight valley , extending in lpngth betweene a double 
ridge of high mountaines , which beare vines in fuch places as are moft open to die Sunne : it is ex- 
ceeding ftrong,being fortified with two caftles,anddiuers loftie turrets. Are o is,featedinamoft 
pleafant foile , and abounding with all neceflaries , efpecially with excellent and durable wine. It 
hath large Suburbs on all fides. It is enuironed with ditches , but fuch as diey make gardens vpon. 
Round about it are mountaines of moft beautifull profpecl:, watered with deare Springs , and clad 
with fruitfull vines , and Sightly woods. It is called Alois ab Aboribus , becaufe it is fo planted with 
trees : P o l i g n y a faire towne, fortified with ftately walles and towers ; the caftle called Grimonia 
lying within it : and on the one Side it hath mountaines of woods ; and on the odier fide hilles Set 
with vines, the wine whereof is principall good. Pontarlier, fituate in a low valley betweene 
two mountaines, onthebancke of Dubis. Notfarre hence ftands the ftrong caftle of Iura or Ioux, 
on the top of an exceeding high hill ; So that for Situation it is impregnable. Nozeroy, founded 
vpon an open hill, in the very nauell or midft of this region. All the houfes in a maner are built of 
Stone : the Prince of the countrey hath here a caftle, called The Leaden caftle, becauSe it is couered 
with lead. Here is a Faire kept foure times in the yere. In times paft this towne,before it was walled, 
was named Nucillum, of the abundance of hazel-nuts diat grew round about it. Chastel Cha- 
l o n , built and named by the Emperour Cbarlcmaim , both pleafantly and ftrongly fituate. 
Montmokot, vpon a fteepe mountaine planted with vines. Orgblet, abounding with 
merchandise. The inhabitants are induftrious and painfull , and exerciSe themSeluesin clothing. 
Their fields are barren, for they are full of hilles and craggie rocks ; whereupon is grounded a com- 
mon prouerbe, which faith, That Orgelet hath fields without grafle, riuei s without fifti, and mounr 
taines widiout woods and groues. The cities of Vole, are firft, D o l e it felfe, the headcitie of the 
prouince, a nurfe of all learning, and efpecially of the ciuill law, moft pleafantly fituate vpon the ri- 
uer Dubis, adorn'd with bridges, walles, and inducible forts. The houfes, churches and Schooles, 
both for greattielTe and curious building are moft delightfull to the beholders. Qv i n g e y , a 
moft ancient towne, fituate vpon the bancke of Low. Ornans, ftanding alfo among high 
mountaines by the riuer Loue. L a L o y, a moft ample village. Rochfort a pretie litle towne. 
Vercelles with ruinous and deformed walles. In this counde ftands Besancon, a citie 
Imperial!, and Metropolitan of both 'Burgundies : the defcription whereof, becaufe I cannot con- 
dignly exprefle in this page, being cxaclrly performed by Gilbert Qognatus, Varadine, and George Bruno 
in his volume of cities ; I ceafe here to Speake any farther. For fith their books are fb eafie to behad, 
I referre all ftudents to them. To thefe alSo you may adde Ofcfot Cxnalis. It were to be wifhed that 
Cognatus had not fruftrated the hope of ftudents : for he promifed in a booke , to reftore and bring 
to light ancient Burgundie, together with a particular Map, and the olde and new names of places. 
Butwehaue hitherto expected him in vaine. Howbeit, not long Since Letnt Gollufms published 
concerning this Countie in French, a great and peculiar volume. 
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The Dukedome of B V R G V N D I E. 

Hat part o( France which the ^a/whilome enioyed is now called The Dukedome 
oiBargundie. It is limited North by Champagne and Ga/linois : Welt, by Ntumiois and 
Burbonnois: South, it borders vponLionnois : and Eaft the riuer <$ho/he diuides it from 
Saucy and the county o(Burgundy. The head citie in times paft was Mguflodunum : but 
now Diuio, or D'mionum , as Gregory Turonenfis in his third booke calles it , or as the in- 
habitants , Digion hath go tten the fuperiority ; for here the fupreme court of Parlia- 
ment for the whole Dukedome is holden. It is feated on the bancke of Ofcarus (com-' 
monly Oufcb) a riuer abounding with fifh , in a fertile andplentifull foile, the moun- 
taines adiacent yeelding ftrong and excellent wines : asthefaid Twonenjis reporteth , who moft learnedly 
defci ibes it. Some thinke it was built by the Emperour Aurclian • but others affirme it to be much ancienter. 
It is a citie both by arte and nature moft ftrongly fortified again! t all hoftilc attempts , certaine new forts 
being lately added. Belna (commonly Beaulne) is the fecond citie ofthe Dukedome, famous for the wines 
ofBeaidne, which all men commend. This Citie is fairely built, being impregnable in regard of a Caille 
which LeT»is the twelfth ere<3ed here. It hath an hofpitall comparable for building to any Kings Palace. 
Here alfo is the feat ofthe high court of Chancery. In the territorie adiacent was built by Duke Otho about 
the yeere of our Lord 109 8. the abbey of Ciilertium • in a woody and clammy foile, which fome' thinke was 
fo called in regard of certaine Cifternes there digged. Vnder the iurifdidtion of this Monafterie BelleforeB 
reporteth,that there are i8oo.otherMonafteriesofFriers,andas.manyofNunnes. 

Next folio wes Augitftodunum (which fome , though vpon no fufficient grounds of autiquitie, fuppofe to 
haue beene called Bibra&e) now Auttun. Thatthis citie of ancient times was moft large and populous, it is 
euidcnt out of fundry authours, and efpecially out of Ctfar. Here are yet extant mightie mines of a Thea- 
ter, of Statues , Pillars, Water-chanels, Pyramides, and many other monuments of antiquitie. Likewife 
here are dayly digged vp coines , little vellels , and other fuch ancient fragments. This citie hath endured 
two memorable ouerthro wes : one by Ufar in his French warres ; and the" other about the time of Galienus 
the Emperour. But it was afterward reedified by Conjiantine the fonne of Claudius , as thePanegyrickofB*. 
menius, calling it Flaniam Heduorum, doth teftifie. And at this very day it is adorned with ftately temples,and 
other buildings for publickevfes. 

Then haue you Matifcona Qtfaris, or Matifconenfe caftrum Jntonini, where he placeth in garrifon the tenth 
Roman legion. It is now called Ma/con. Ofoldeit was graced with the title of an Earledome. Itioyneth 
the bancks of Aram by a bridge. Here, the Lords day ofthe Chriftians began find to be hallowed , as 
radtne reporteth out ot the Edift of Guntram. The relation ofthe citie of Ma/con , Philip Bugnonius hath ele- 
gantly, and briefly fetdowne. Cabilonum, now Chalon, vpon the bancke of Aram alfo , anciently called Or. 
bandale, as reporteth <Peter Sanjulian. By Jntoninus the fourteenth Roman legion was here put in garrifon, 
It was of olde the royall feat of Guntram , which notwithftanding afterward Lotharms fonne to Ludouicus ft* 
us fo deftroyed and abolifhed with fire, as he left no mention at all of a citie : yet now it is very rich, and a 
place of great trafficke. Alfo toward the North you haue Semur, a faire towne built vpon an high ground. 
As like Cajldlon, Flamgni, Sobigne, Noiers, with others , the defcription whereof , becaufe this page cannot 
well containe , I reterre the Reader toBelleforeJi , a diligent Surueyer of thefe parts. Only one thing I will 
adde out of the forefaid Sanjulian. He againft the opinionofall other Writers , deriueth this word Burgun, 
die, not a burgts that is, from the boroughs or incorporate townes built in this region, but from one parti- 
cular place called Burg Ogne. In the territorie of Langren about the riuer Ttlle , betweene L^and Tdle-caMe, 
he laith there is a plame which the inhabitants call by no other name but Vol d'Ogne : where in times paft 
flood a famous borough or city. Hence without all queftion he affirmes, that the Burgundians.or as they 
are commonly called Burgognons , do borow their name 5 and holds thofe Writers much deceiued, that re- 
port them, as vagabond people, to haue come out of Sarmatia, Scandta, or the fennes of Meotis to inhabit 
this region ; indeuouring to perfuadc all men that they were the firft and moft ancient inhabiters of this 
countrey. ' " 

The limits of Burgundie were larger in times paft, as appeareth out of fundrie authours. For fomc there 
? C t a Twa u Ut u 7 thcM / r diKrran /"i Eaft, bytneAlpesandtheriuer%«, ; North, by mount 
Vogefus., and Weft, by the riuer of Lo^.and Seine. Then, clafsicke Writers record, that it was gouerned by 
Kings, whofe royall feat was Aries. It was diuided into the Duchie and Countie of , aboutthe 

yeere 1 o 3 4- as the Chronicle of jEmilius teftifieth. Ofthe Burgundians Taradine and Mcola* Vmiter haue 
profeffedly written m Latine , mdTeter Sanjulian in French. Ofthe ancient^/ readcJWaThisPane- 
gyncKe pronounced before Qonflantine the Emperour.

G E R MAN IE. 

Ermanie , the grcateft and largeft countrey of Etrope » is diftinguifhed by 
many names : the limits whereof by authours, according to euery ones feuerall 
time , are fo diuerfly defcribed,as they feeme, applying thcmfelues to the pecu- 
liar ages wherein they liued, to giue notice of a threefold Germanie } namely, the 
ancient, that of middle ages, and Geivianie as it is now taken. The ancient is that 
ot Biro/us, which he circumfcribeth by-the <ltyene, the Ocean,the riuer Tanais ,the 
tuxinefea , and the riuer Danubitis. That of middle ages is die/ame which Tact- 
— — w, Ttolemey, and Tlinie , all of one time acknowledged: whereof,becaufe it is fuf- 

ficieutly knowen out of the authours themfelues, I hold it needlefle in this place to make any defcrip- 
tion. But Germanic as it is now taken, we do confine by the German orDutch tongue ; which learned 
Goropius Bccanus in his volume of the antiquities of nations , moft wittily and learnedly lheweth to be 
the ancienteft language in the world. Wherfbre all diofe countries which at this day vfe the fame lan- 
<rua<re,we comprehend vuder the name of Germany. And fo the greatcft length thereof ftretcheth from 
Calal on the Welt to the riuer Vifiula or ^Xc/Eaitward : and the largeft bredth from the German and 
Baltickfeas to the Alpes. The names of the feuerall regions are thefe, Flanders (the moft Wefterly) 
' Brabant, Zeland, Holland, FriJlanJ, Venmarke,MeckLiurgb,Tomerland,?nfiw, which extendeth beyond the 
riuer Fiftula towards the Baltick fea : as likewife the ancient and ne w Marquefates, Saxonie, VVejlphalh, 
Gelders, Cleueland, Mm, the Bilhopricke of Qkn, Hefcn, Turingen, Mifnia, Lufatia, Silefia, Mamma, Bohe. 
mia, Franconia, the Sifhopricke of Ment^ Lunenburg, the Bifhopricke of Triers, the Countie Palatine, 
Elfas, Vfortenba-g, Suema, Baaaria, Jufiria, Stiria, Carinthia, Tirolis,znA Switzerland next vnto France. There 
be alfo more names of pettie regions,but fuch as are either of no great moment,or comprehended vn- 
der the former^ And albeit Bohemia fpeaketh not die German but the Sclauonian tongue, yet becauffi 
it is fituate in the midft oiGermanie, and the King thereof is one of the Prince-eleaours, it is alfo num- 
bred amongft the German prouinces. , . 

This countrey of Germanie, which for the prefentis adorned with the title of the Roman Empire, is 
fo replenished with beautifull and ftrong cities, caftles, villages and inhabitants, as it is no whit inferi- 
our to Mie,Frauce,oi Spaine : for corne,wine, and riuers abounding with filh, it may compare with the 
moft fruitfull regions Here are fbuntaincs ofvpter, hot bathes.and falt-mines in abundance : and for 
plentie ofmettals,namely,gold,filuer 1 lead, tiitne,bralTe, and iron, no countrey fha'l I euer go beyond 
it. Moreouer, you fhall no where finde more courteous and ciuill behauiour, more honeft and com- 
ly attire , more skill and furniture for the warres , nor greater ftore of nobilitie. This is the place that 
whilome (is CorneliiuTacitM rffiimexh) was either darkened with woods, or drowned with fennes. 
Such changes can Succeeding times ajfourd, as faith the Poet. 

Of late Writers it hath beene diligently defcribed by Beam tycnanus, Muntter in his Cofmography, 
Francifciislrenicus , Iohannes Jtientinus in his Chronicle of Lyonnois : Briefly by Bilibaldtis Tirkcimcrus ., lohan* 
nes Bohemus Aubames : Girardus Nouiomagus, Conradus <Peutingerus, Conradws Celtes a Poet, Iacobus Wimfelmgius 
of Sletjlade , Aimon'mxhe beginning of his French ftorie, and Henry <Pantalion at the entrance of his hrft 
booke oUTrofopograpbia. Sebafiian Brand hath fet downe many iourneys, diftances of places, and cour- 
fesof riuers in this countrey. The riuer <I$ene is defcribed by Bernard Mclknu in verfe, andbyMg= 
nws Gruherm in profe. Iobn Herold hath written two fhort Treatifes of this region : one of the Romans 
moft ancient ftations in olde Germanic ; and another of certeine colonies of theirs on the fhore of 
tit. Gafrar Bmfihius published a volume of the monafteries oiGermanie. Of ancient writers ComcliutTa* 
citm moft exadly defcribed it in a peculiar Treatife : whereon Andrxai AlthamrmJodocusVl^illichius^mA 
lately hJlusLipfius haue written moft learned Commentaries. Diuersodier Writers of Germanie, which 
we haue not as yet feenc , are rcckencd vp by Francis Irenicus , in the firft booke and fecond chapter of 
his Expolition ot Germanie. But here I thmke it not amiffe to alledge the teftimonie of Laonicus Chalco* 
condylar a ftranger, namely of Athens, concerning this countrey and the inhabitants. Thus therefore he 
writethin his fecond booke : This nation is gouerned with better lawes than any other of thofe regi- 
ons or peoples that inhabit towards the North or Weft. It hath many noble and flourifhing cities, 
which vfe their owne lawes, moft agreeable to equine. It isdiuided into fundry principalities, and is 
lubied to Priefts andBifhops adhering to theBifhopof Ifyme. The moft famous and wel-goucrned 
cities in the vpper and lower Germanie, are TSlorinberg a rich city, Strafburg, Hamburg, &c. The nation is 
very populous and mighty ; ruleth farre and wide all the world ouer ; and in greatnefle is fecond tc 
the Scythians or Tartars. Wherefore if they were at concord and vnder one Prince , then might they 
well be deemed inuincible, and the moft puiffant of nations. As touching their bodies, they are verie 
healthful!, and want nothing. Nor is there any nation that I know gouerned by better lawes. Thus 
much and more concerning this people and countrey, who lift may reade in the fame authour.

I pall citie ; but why it Jhould be thus called ', we cannot eaftlie coniellure. 

tA t fir (lit went vnder the title of an Earledome, and afterward was ad- 
J uanced to the dignitie of a Du{edome , and fo till this prefent continueth. 
'J Some fay it was thus aduanced by Wencellaus IQng of the Romans ; 

| others ,by Charles the fourth: howbeit Conradus Vercerius afcribes 

tt to Henry thef>uenth,thcfirsl ^maneEmperour of that family. Ifinde in ancient manu- 
fcripts, that the fir si Earle o/Lutzenburgii?^ one Sigisfridus, and that he was the fonne 
e/Tacuinus Vufy o^Maelland. 

In former times Lutzenburgiw* part of "Triers. Itftretcheth from the wood Arduen- 
na to Mofella (a riuerby Aufonius much celebrated.') The countries bordering vponthis 
Trouince, are part o/Fran ce, Loraigne, Metz, Triers, Mamure, and Liege. It is in 
moft places mountainous and woodie ; but here and there alfo well manured : and of late we 
fee their woods euery where turned vp and conuerted into mosl fruitfull fields. T he people are 
for the greatest part Dutch , and yet their countrie iqyneth hard vpon Fran ce , and they are 
accuslomed to the language and fafhionsof the French. This Du^edome conteineth in com- 
paffe, as faith Guicciardin, feuentie of our Flemifh miles. Within it are feuen Sarledomes, 
many Baronies, and great for e of gentlemen. Cities there are with flonewalles to thenumber 
of twentie three, befides thofe that the furie of wane hath layddefolate : with ii<58. villages, 
and fundrie caslles of importance. 

T he principall citie is called Lutzenburgor Lucemburg -Jor I find it both wayes writ- 
ten, but without any choice : becaufe both the true maner of writing and the deriuation is <un- 
ccrtaine. Somethin{eof the riuerElza running by this citie (which perhaps was Antoni- 
nus /;«Alizontia>^m might be called Elzcnbmg,and corruptly Lelzenhurg. Others 
referre it to the fabulous htslorie of the Inchantreffe Melufina. But my purpofe is neither 
toproue nor diffrouefuch opinions. Here reftdeth the chief e Counfell, and the highesl Court of 
iuslice. The citie is of fufficieni force, but vnequally fituate -forflanding partly on a hill, and 
partly in a loweandfleepe valley, it appeares of a very vneuen Jhape. Then haueyou Arlune 
Jlanding on the top of a hill , a towne very beautifull , where at this prefent are found fundry 
monuments of antiauitie, which Count Peter Erneftus hath caujed to be tranfforted to his 
flately Talace in the citie o/Xutzenburg. Some are of opinion that the Moone in time pail 
was here after a gentilijh manjer adored, and that it was called Arlune , quafi Ara lunx, 
that is, the altar of the moone. Others imagine, that thefe cities following borowed their names 
alfo from the refidueof the planets ; as luofium (commonly Iuoix) from I oue or lupiter • 
Sathenacum (now Soleure) from Saturne ; Virtonium (alias Verton) from Venus ! 
Maruilla (or Maruille) from Mars • Malmedium(Malmediy™« Mercuric Some 
interpret Malmcdi, Montem maledidtum, The accurfed mountaine -Joying that it was 
fo called, becaufe here the Emperour Valentinian loft his armie. frQxt Mowes Radema- 
cnerne. ^Thion.uille,o«^^ 0 /-Mofella : itisthefortrefle of the whole region, 
and a itowne mofl ddenfible againsl all hoflile attempts. Grauenmachern and Coning 
macheny^/^ townes fituate vpon the fame riuer. Dechrij flands vpon the riuerSSxv. 
tchternach, containing a famous Abbey. Vinden likewife. Alfo the towne of Baftonme, 
the principal! mart of the whole region, {landing neere the wood Arduen na. Here you haue 
in li{e fort, Naufchaltelle, Danuiller, la Roche,<WDurbis, townes not altooetber vn- 
wonhie to be mentioned : asAikemfe Sant Vit,M arche,Chiney, W Ferta. M which are 
more amply defcribed ^Guicciardin. Regino in his fecond boo{e makes mention of mount 
Adromare^o^ Thion-uille,^m-CharIemaigne was wont to ride a hunting. More 
concerning this region you may reade in our Itinerarium or lournd. 



G V E LDERLAND. 



V e L D e r l A n d the feat of the ancient Skambri (as moll Writers are of opini- 
on) hath to the North thereof fiv/W,together with an inlet of the German lea, 
commonlv called Si<ider^ee ; Eaft it confineth vpon the Duchy of Q e " e ; South 
vpon Gulkk ; and Welt it atfronteth 'Brabant and Holland. It is a champian coun- 
crey, deititute of mountaines, but all ouer replenifhed with woods and groues. 
It abound eth with all neceflaries, efpecially w ith corne ; and their greene ranke 
medowes yeeld fuch plentie of feed tor cattell,as euen out of the farthelt part ot 
Denmarke they bring hither dieir itarued droues forfuccour. It is watered with 
three famous riuers, namely flhtjue, Maefe, zvAVFaele. It conteineth die countie oiZuqkn and the re- 
oion called VeVehme. The Velum is almoftan ifle , which being fituate betweene a branch oi<%hijn 
that runnes by Ambon, and the riuer Iffel, ftretcheth to the Suyder fea ; it is meanly fruitfull and not al- 
together void of woods , mountaines, and hilles. Some thinke that the inhabitants of this place were 
woont to be called Caninfates. 

The Dukedome of Guilders hath two and twentie cities compared with walles and ditches , and a- 
boue three hundred villages. Nieuinegen vpon the VVaekis the Metropolitan; a citie very populous, 
and gallantly built,& famous in regard ot the mint that is there. The greateft part of the citizens vfing 
trade of merchandize are exceeding rich. The territory of this citie is adorned with the title of a King- 
dome. Next to Howes <%uremonde, fituate where the riuer %>• falles into the Maefe. It hath in my re- 
membrance becne a Bifhppricke. Zutpben, at the mouth of the riuer Berkel, where it difchargeth it 
felfe into Iffel. It beares the title of an Earledome. It hath a rich College of Canons , and is vnder the 
iurifditfion of the Bifhop of Munfter. Amben ftands vpon the banke of <$bym. This is the feat ot the 
high Court of iultice , and of the Chancery. The Clergie of this towne are fubieft to the Bithop of 
Vtrecht. H a t t e m a towne well fortified vpon the riuer Wei. Elbvrg on the fhore of the Zuyder 
fea. Hardervviik, vpon the fame fhore. Heere Iikewife you haue W A g e n i n g , Tiel, 
Bommel, Bronchorst, Doesbvrg, Dotechem, She e r enbekg , gouernedby 
a peculiar prince vndcrthe name of an Earledome; Lochen, Groll, Bredevord, Gelre 
which perhaps gaue name to the whole region ; Straelen, Venio, a towne vpon the banke 
of Maefe fortified both by arte and nature ; Wachtendvnck, of ancient times the city of Her. 
cules, in the Dukedome of Iuliers. Betides thefe there are other fmall townes of note; which though 
now either by furic of warre, or iniurie of time, they are vnwalled ; yet they doe enioy the treedomes 
and priuileges of cities. Their names be %ej)pel, Burg, Gcnderen, Satcburg, Monte ford, Ecbt, Cukburg, and 
<Bwcn • both which haue a peculiar Lord as Bateburg alfo. Vnder Earle Ottho the third, this region was 
mightily iularged; for he compaffed with walles , and endowed with priuileges the townes of <%w-c 
mond,J>7ibem,Harder'toijk, r Bemel, Goch, and VFagemng, which till that time had remained villages. In the 
Chronicle of lobn ^igerfbeg written in Dutch , 1 finde this region in the time ot'Qtrolus Calum to haue 
beene called by the nameof'Powrte ; andthatit was by him in the yeere 878. erected to aSigniorie. 
Then in the yeere 1079. l ^ Signiorie ot Tvnthis was by Henrk the third adorned with the title of an 
Earledome, and called the Earledome oiGuelders : and the firft Earle thereof was Otto a Najftti. It went 
vnder the name of an Earledome till <l%cinbold the fecond. But whenas this <%einhold not only for his va- 
lour and mightincfle grew terrible to his neighbours, but renowmed in regard ot his iultice, his piety 
and fidelity towards the Roman empire ; he was at Frankford in a folemne and royal afTembly by Lswsf 
dieEmperour confecratedDuke ; in prefence otdieKing oiEigland, the FrenchKiug, and the Princes 
Eledtours, in the yeere ot our Lord 13^0. 

Some fay, that in the time of the Emperour Carolus Caluus , towards that place where the towne of 
Gelre now Itandeth, there was a ftrange and venimous beaft, of huge bignelle and monltrous crueitie, 
feared all the co un trey ouer , which lay for the molt part vnder an Oake. This mo niter wafted the 
fields, deuoured cattell great and fmall,and abftained'not rrom men. The inhabitants affrighted with 
the nouehie and vneouthnefle of the matter, abandoned their habitations, and hid themfelues in de- 
fert and folitarie places. Acertaine Lord oi'Pontb had two fonnes ; who partly tendring their owne e- 
ftate, and partly alfo the diltrelTe of their neighbours, afTailed the beat! with lingular policie and cou- 
rage, and attera long combat flew him. The faid Lord therefore not farre from the Maefe vpon the 
banke oiNterfon, for the perpetuall memorie ot his fonnes exploit, built a cattle which he called Gelre ; 
becaufe when the beaft was uaine, he often yelled with a dreadtull roaring noife , Gelre, Gelre: horn 
whence they fay, began the name of the Guelders. Thus much out of the Chronicle oiHnry Jcjud'ms 
a Guelder borne. More concerning this Prouince you may reade in Francis Irenkus ; but a moil large 
defcription hereof you fhall finde in Gukciardin. 





TheBifhoprickeof LIEGE. 

T is a common and conflant opinion, that tbofe which we now call Leodien- 
fes or Ligeois are a (jerman people named of old Eburones. <iA relique or 
monument of which ancient name remained) as jet in the village €hm, a 
German mile difiantfrom the city of Liege. And thu very place (as Ifup- 
r>ofe) is defcribed by Dion lib. 40. Under the name Eburonia. Howbeit 
certame it is, that the iurifdiftion of Liege ftretcheth much farther than that 
of the Eburonesdidofolde. Of the Eburones mention is made by Strabo, Cdar, W Floras. 
Dion calles them Eburos : and late IVriters barbaroufly termethem Eburonaces. Themfelues 
in their mother tongue (which is a fade of broken French)they call Ligeois : but in high "Dutch 
Mmtuandm&tmtn, The deriuation of Eburones & Leodienfes, whofodefires to {now, I re- 
fe r bimtotbeantiquitiesofGoropimBecanus,andtoafma^ c 
Tbisreffion takethvpa great part of ancient Lorraigne :for it contatnesvnderthenameof 
the dioceffeofUeze, the du{edome of Bouillon, the marqucfat o/Franckmont, the countie of 
»*«0» and Loots,and 'many Baronies. In this region beJidesM^nghtM/e wherofisfuL 
iecl to the Vufo o/Brabant, there arefoure andtwentie walled cities, a thoujandjeuen hundred 
Villages with Churches and many Abbeys and Signiories. The names of the cities are thefe fol- 
low^? ■ Lieg-e vpon Maefe, the/cat of a <Bifhop, after which all the whole countrey is named : 
Bouillon Franchemont, Loots, Borchworm,Tungeren, Huy, HaiTelt, Dinant, Ma- 
fac, Stoch, Bilfen, S. Truden, Vifet, Tuin, Varem, Bering, Herck, Bree, Pera Ha- 
mont Chiney, FofTe, W Couin,^ Guicciardin doth both name and number them. More- 
ouer Placentitis writeth , that part o/Maeftright was added to this dioceffe by the donation of 
Pori £"*r/e o/Louaine. The territorie of this citie is called the countie of Maefknd in tbean- 
dent records o/Seruatius abbey , built here by King Arnulphus in theyeere S$p. &(ow this 
countie is vfually called 'Hafpengovv. „ , n/ . , , 

It is a region exceeding pteafant and fertile of all things, cfpecially on the U\orthpart, where 
it ioyneth to Brabant ; for there it aboundcth with come and all fade of fruits, and in fome pla- 
ces ityeeldeth wine, But on the South frontiers towards Lutzenburg and France, it isfome- 
what more barren,mountainous, and ouerffred with woods • here yet being fome remainder of Ar- 
duenna the greatefl forefl in ^//France, as Caefar writeth. This is the outward hiewofthe coun- 
try • but in the entrals and bowels thereof it is enriched with mettals and fundry fads of marbles ; 
asalfo with fea-coales, which they burne in ftead offewell ; and all thefefofurpafjnggood, as in a 
common prouerbe they vfually fay, that they haue bread better than bread , fire hotter than 
fire, and iron harder than iron. 'By their iron (than whichall the prouinces around vfe nei- 
ther better nor indeed any other) theyraifeagreatreuenue. U^orwith any other more forcible 
fire do the Smithes andBearebrewers in all this part of the Low countries heat their furnaces than 
with thefe miner all coales of Liege ; which are of fo flrange a nature , as water increafeth their 
fame, but oile puts itout. Thefmellof this fire or fmokv, thoughit be fomewhatloathfometothofe 
that are not accustomed with it, yet fait being cail thereupon, it fmeUeth either but a little, or not 
at all. But concerning thefe coales ,you may reade more at large in the Tables o/Namur and 
Henault. 

Thisregion they fay was conuertedto the faith by S„Materne thefirslBifhopofTxmgeren, 
about theyeere of our Lord 101. FortheBifhopric^e which is now at Liege , was then at Tun- 
geren , and there continued till theyeere 498, what time it was by S. Seruatius tranflatedto 
Mzeftright; where it remained till the time of S. HuberttheBiJhop y wboin the yeere 713. re- 
moued it to Liege , where it continueth till this prefent. Touching this Trouince reade more 
largely in Guicciardin, Hubert of Liege, and Placentius. To whom you may adde Francis 
Roferius his dejeription o^Loraignc. 
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BRABANT. 



He Dukedomeof Brabant isinfuchfortcircumfcribcd by theriuers Maefe, Scheld, Sombre, and 
Deader, as it no where ouerpaiTcth them ; nor doth it in all places ftretch fo farre : for on this fide 
the Mae/e lies a great part of the ProuinceofZ;^. But (that w e may defcribe the bounds hcreot 
more perfectly) it hath to the North, Holland and Guelder* ; Eaft,the Billioprick of Ltege ; South, 
the counties of Aawrr and//W/;and WeftitisdiuidedFromi^Wwbytheriuer^W. Ic 
is a eoodly and pleafant country .exceeding ferti!I,and abounding with come and fruits ofall lorrs, 
efpccially to the South of the riuer of Demer. For the North part thereof, namely Ktmpenland, is 
fomewhar more barren and fandy. Howbeit,this part is not altogether fruirlefle : for Htobw Spte- 
' 'emu writing to Gunthcrus oiGcnot, affirmeth that the husbandmen of5r^4»/are fo induftnous, 
as^they make the drieft fandestobeare wheat. Alfo to head-cattell and rtieepe, the greateft part 
^Weofraswereadein^^ofthofei^l^cepejarehorned; it yeelds molt pleafant and plentiful! pafture. And now 
bv t hc h duftry & vnceffant labour of the husbandmen it is dayly fo manured ; that where ,n times paft there was nothing but 
vKSciand-hcaps , you may atthis prefent beholde, to the great benefit of the inhabitants, moft fru.rfo I cornc-fields. 
OiuhcFaft part of this Prouince there is akinde of bogge orquagmite called Peek, the ground whereof (as tareporteth 
ofrhefidds L^andi?f«;tremb!ethvndcr3mansfoot5 neithercanitbepafledby horfes or wagons, but only in 
Winter, whenthevppercruftrhcrcofishardcned withfroft. 
Thisrerioncontainesto 

fatofW, the Dukedome of ^rfchct, the Earledomesof Hochfiraten Megen and that of Cantecre, lately erected by 
Charles the fifth, &c. It hath alfo woods and forefts , abounding with wilde beafts of fundry k.ndes : the prmcipall whereof 
xeGrootenbout, Grootenhept, Meerdael, ZauenterlooznASoemenxhz greatclt of all , conteimnginitforthelpace oHeucn 
miles compafle fundry villages fcrnonafteries. Huntingandhawking(exceptinthefefiuewoods,wh.ch arereferuedfe^be 
Pmesownegame)arefre=forall m en. The people are foiocund, as they feemefcarfe to fide the inconuen^cesoWdc 
lac "which frolikedifpofition of theirs hathgiuenoccafion to their neighbours roundabout tovfe this «eff>^^^ 
B°rabantet Hues, themorefoolehe. The aire is exceeding holfome : forwhen the plaguehadi beencmoft vehement inallthc 
tepionsadiacent,B«to hath often mod wonderfully remained free. .

L o v a . n , a large city , con- 
tcinine Gardens, Vineyards, and Paiturcs within the walles : well may you call it The habitation of the Mules ; ^ which 
purpoie in theyeere H U John the fourth Duke of Brabant eftablimedherc an Vniueriltie, which flout.iheth with all kind of 
learning. The territorie of this citic makes to glory of her vintage. Thenfollowes Machelen, famousforthe 

court of Parliament there inftituted by Duke Charles oiBurgundie in the yeerc 1473. H e * t o c e nb o s c h , a towneot no 
f.nall importance, conteining an excellent Grammar fchoolc, andinhabited in times paft with a moft warlikepeople. T 1 s- 
n e n vpon the riuer Ghette .from w hence are brought great ftore of checlcs. Here ftands the church of S \ 6>r»ww,whcreun- 
to belongs a college of Canons. Levwb, where thenoblealeisbtewed. Nivelle. In this citicthereisachanterie ot 
Nunncs , whereinto none but ladies of great nobilitie can be admitted. The GouerneiTe of this chantry the Nunnes them- 
fclucs chufe by voices,yet with theconfent of the Prince, and the Bilhops approbation ; and (he is called the ladieof T^tueUa. 
Alfo the temporall and ccclefiafticall iurifdidion of the towne and adioyning territory foly belongeth vnto her. A r s c h o t, 
fuuatcontheriusrOraw, bearing at firft the titleof a Marquefat , but fince by C^W« the fift aduanccd to a Dukedome. 
Besgen^ Zoom , fo named of a linall riuer that runnes thorow it ; a towne heerctofore of good trafhque, but now by the 
neighbourhood of ^ternw^ not fo frequented of forren merchants. Meohen, fituate vpon the Maefe. Breda, atowiie 
molt fairely built. Here ftands the Palace of the Earles of Naffku, fo gallantly begun by a moft skilfull architect, that being 
once finifhed, it may (I thinke) be preferred before all the Princes houfes in this region. Maestright, a large, populous, 
and rich citiej which though it (eemethto lie without the bounds of Brabant, acknowledgeththeDukeof Brabantuher 
foucrcigneLord. Steeneeroen vpon the fea-fhore. Intimespaftit was a floutifhing mart towne; butnowitisalmoft 
brought to nothing. Lieri, fo beatitifull and pleafant a towne,as many noble men make choifc thereof as a place of tecreat 
andfolace. Vuvohden. Here isaftrongfortrefie, andthecaftleoftheD.ikc. Gemeioms. The Abbat of this towne 
• bearcrh the greateft fway in caufes both ecclefiafticall and temporall. I o v d o i o n e for the holcfomnefle of theairein times 
paftrhenurlcricofthcyongPrincesofthisregion. Hanvt, heretofore reported to hauebeene an Earledome, fituatein a 
moft fertile place. Landen, efteemed of foine the moft ancient towne in all Brabant. Haien, almoft vtterly ruinated by 
wanes. Diest, built on either fide the riuer Demer, afpacious citie, the inhabitants whereof gaine much by clothing. S 1- 
tBENts, a towne vpon the fameriiier. Hbrbntals, that maintaines it felfc alfo by clothing. Eindhoven, in the 
middeft of Kimpenland, vpon the riuer Dommtl. H h l m o nt, whereunto adioy neth a caftlc. 

Some places here are alfo which in Dutch we call filrij&CDCtt, orFreetownes; which though they be notfortified with 
walles and ditches ; yet becaufe they enioy the priuileges and immunities of Princes , we thinke not altogether vnwoorthie 
thenaming : OHerwijck, Orfchot,Turnhout, Hoocbftraten, Duffel, Walen, Merchtcn, <^Afche, IVcrnen, Duisbofch, Hulpen, 
Waure,Bratne, Gemppe,Gbeel, Arendonce, m&Dormd. Here are feuen hundred villages, with parifh-churches that haue 
fteeples and belles ; a great many of which villages are adorned with titles of dignities. Alfo vnder the gouernmentand iu> 
rifdiction of Brabant arc certaine regions beyond the Maefe, as namely the duchy oiLimburg, the countie oiDalem, the ftate 
of Valkenhtirg, &c. Befides all which, ithathmany otherplacesofimportance : but it is not our purpofe here to make rela- 
tion ofall. lihn SeruHiut publilhcd a briefe trearife as touching a confpiracie ofrhe people of Guilders againft this counttcy 
of Brabant, where you ihall findemany furtherances to the betterknowledgeofthis region. Butin G«/c«Wwhisdc(cripti- 
011 of the Low countries you Ihall not only reade of thefe places, but euen behold them with your eyes : fo curioufly hath he 
defcribed them. The antiquities and memorable acb of this countrey my learned friend M. John Gerard is now in hand 
withall. AH which we earneftly expeft tlur he will ere long publilh. The ancient inhabitants of this region were called 
Ambimnti and Aduat'.ci. Concerning whom reade John Goropm Becanmhh Beccefelanit.

| He region of 3\(amur is at this prefent endowed with the title 
iof an Earledome. Whether itwas thus named of the principall 
Icitie, or that the city aflumed this name from the region, remai- 
jneth as yet vncertaine,- as like wife the originall of the word it 
jfelfe. The inhabitants call it ,7\(*w«r,and the high Dutch Mmm 
• wM-n J but tne true %nincation °f tne won * tne y are vtter ty ignorant 
>f. For thok that affirme that an Idol called &(tmu, was of old worftiipped, and 
deliuered anfwers and oracles vpon the fame hill whereon now the caftle of 3S(a- 
mure is fituate, and that afterward, when Chriftian religion began to mine, this 
Idol waxing mute or filent, the whole region of Jtymure was lo named of JA(W> 
nusmutm- do (I thinke) report fables , without the authority of any approoued 
writers. Adeierus affirmeth, that anciently it was called Wjumttr, as much to fay 
in Latine as ZhQmut murut, a new wall. 

Vpon this region do border the prouinces of Liege, ( Brabant,Henauh 3 pxi& LuX- 
^enburg. It is watered by Maefe and Sambre* two nauigable riuers. The country 
is neither mountainous nor plaine • but raifed here & there into little hilles, and 
depreffed into valleys : the woods, whereof the greateft is called Marlaigne,yee\d 
plenty of game for Gentlemen. It abounds with things neceffary for mans life. 
Here are many yron-mines. Here alfothey diggeakindeofftony or minerall 
coles, which in Dutch we call atecnfeolen: the inhabitants , as likewife the Ligeois 
(for they are found with them alfo.) terme them Hoille; the learned call them 
much to fay as Stone~coleu The nature of thefe ftones is moft wonder- 
full : for whereas oyle increafeth the flame of all other fewell, thefe burne more 
vehemently by cafting on water, and are quenched with oyle. With thefe 
coles the inhabitants and bordering nations ("for they are tranfported hence into 
other countries} do make lufty fires ; and Black-fmithes do foften their yron bet- 
ter with this , than with any other fiering. Here are quarries alfo , out of which 
are cut marbles of exceeding hardnelfe, both blacke, browne, and particoloured • 
wherewith the churches 6c houfesofthe regions adiacentare maruelloufly ador- 
ned. By meanes of which marbles the people of D^amwe reapc no fmall benefit. 

This county hath foure walled townes : ^(amure y < Bouuignes ) Qbarlemont, and 
Vallencure. N a m v a e, as hath beene laid, is the principallcity,and oflate is be- 
come the fee of a Bimop : it is right commodioully fituate, namely at the conflu- 
ence or meeting of the riuers Maefe and Sambre : it hath bridges to pafTe ouer both 
riuers. Here is the chiefe tribunall of iuftice for the whole region. B o v v i g- 
n e s ftands vpon the Wefterne banke of Mae/e, atoxrne in times paft glorious 
for building,and populous for inhabitants ; but nowfo deformed and ruined with 
often warres,as it hath loft the greateft part of her beauty. Chablemont is 
a moft impregnable caftle, fo named and built by Charles the fift, neerethe banke 
of Maefe, on the too of an hill, by a village called (jiuet. Neither is Valen- 
cvr a a towne of fmall moment. Alfo within this county, befides diuersAb- 
bies, there are 8i. villages, of which Floreu, c Oafcie i Samfon i and fome others, arefo 
large and beautifull, as they may well be compared with townes. This region of 
old bare the title of a Marquefate : but about the yere uoo. it was conuertcd into 
an Earledome. The people are very warlike, and moft loyall to their Prince. 
They fpeake French. Thisregion (as the reft of the Lowe countries) is exactly 
defcribed by (juicciardine.

Effab<ms writeth (vpon what ground, I know not) that this Prouince wasofoldcal- • 
led Parmonia, becaufe die rufticke god Pan was here worfhipped ; then Saltus c&rbona* 
rim or The cole-foreft ; and afterward, The lower Ticardie. But at length it was na- 
med Hannonia of the liucr Hayfne, that runnes thorow the midft of it. The inhabi- 
tants call itHinault, and the Germans J^negotn, which in the ancient language of the 
place fignifies The field of Hainault. For ©oto in Dutch fignifies a field. Another 
deriuation alfo of the name of this countrey is produced by Qa-olus Bouillus in his 
difcourfe of the variety of vulgar languages. 
To the Well: of this Prouince by Flanders and Artois ■ on the North 'Brabant ; and 'Brabant againe with part 
of Namure and Liege vpon the Eaft ; and South it is bounded by Chamfaigne a Prouince o( France. A country 
as pleafant, and as well ftorcd with woods, lakes, fountaines, medowes, andpaftures, as any other in all 
thefe parts. The inhabitants are warlike, and to wards their Prince mo ft loyall and feruiceable. Their liber- 
tie or ireedome they vfually boaft of in a common prouerbe, faying : Pays de Hainault tenu de Dieu & dufoleil, 
that is, The Prouince of Henaidt holds of God and of the fume. Which prouerbe Nicolaus Brontius in a difcourfe of 
his publifhed in commendation of this region, interprefeth in two Latinc verfes to this efteel : 
Star-guiding hue and Thcebus bright > 
Of this place only challenge right. 
In length it conteineth about twenty, and in breddr fixteene miles. In which fpace (as Guicciardin reporteth) 
it comprehends fbure and twenty to wnes , andaboue nine hundred and fiftie villages or hamlets Robert 
Cenalis reckons vp in this Prouince two thoufand two hundred petie villages with Churches andfteeples. 
At this prefent it beareth the title of an Earledonie : and it containes within it onePrincedome, eight inferi- 
our Earledomes, twelue Peeres, two and twentieBaronies, fix and twentie Abbeys, widi other titles of dig- 
niue, which arr to be feene in Guicciardine. 

The principall cities are Mons and Valenchienes : the laft whercoffituate vpon the riuer Scheld, where it be- 
gins to be nauigable for boats and barks , is a towne very large and ftrongly walled. The townefmen for 
the moft part imploy themfelues in trade of merchandife ; and reape exceeding gaines by a kinde of cloth 
which they call Fuffets, great quantitie whereof is wouen in this citie, and carried from hence to the furtheft 
parts of the world. Mons ftandeth vpon the little riuer Trouille , almoft in the very midft of all the region. 
A towne very fufficiently fortified againfl all hoftile attempts. The citizens enrich themfelues by a kinde 
of ftuffe commonly called Saye, whereof great abundance is here made. Here are befides the townes of 
Qondet, Halle, Angle, Maubeugc, Auefne, Beaumont, Chimay, Quercey, the retiring place of Mary, lifter to EmperoUr 
Charles the fit't, who built there a moft ftately and fumptuous Palace, which was then highly efteemed ; but 
afterward by the French King Henry the fecond quite burned and defaced. Here alfo is Bauaatm commonly 
called Bauais, which fome thinke to be Baganum or Bagacum mentioned by Ptolemey. Others arc of opinion, 
that Cefar in his commentaries calles it Belgium. Howbeit Hubert of Liege thinks it not to haue been fo migh- 
tie in Cxfars time , but rather moft of all to haue flourifhed vnder Confiantine the Emperour : which he gi- 
thereth by the ancient coines here dayly digged vp in great quantitie, with the faid Emperours image vp> 
on them. In the market-place of this towne ftands a pillar of ftone, atthe foot whereof the inhabitants fay 
that all thofe wayes begin , which with an high and direcl: paflage extend from hence to all parts of France. 
Thefe wayes (they fay) were made by Brunchild. And euen till this day they are called after his name. For 
die French commonly term them Chemins de Brum hault ; albeit the high Dutch call them He ftafijc. There are 
as yet extant in fundry places fome broken remainders of thefe wayes. Bouillns noteth certaine wonders of 
them ; namely, diat they are higher than thefields on either fide ; that they lie moft directly betweene the 
principall townes of France; and that they are paued with flint-ftones.whereof all the fields adiacent are de- 
ftitute : fo that with admiration a man may imagine, that thefeflinti either fprang out of the earth, or rai- 
ned do wne from heauen , or by a greater force than mans hand were gathered all the world ouer for the 
grauellmg of thefe wayes. Alfo vpon the frontiers of this region towards the riuer Maefe, in the way to 
France, you haue Qharlemont, Marieburg, and PhilippeuiUe, moft ftrong garrifons againft the incurfions of the 
French : being built and fo named by Emperour Charles the fift.by Mary his filter, and by K. Philip his fonne. 

This region aboundeth with iron and lead-mines. Heere are found alfo fundry kindes of marbles ; as 
blacke, white, and particoloured; right commodious for the adorning of the palaces and fepulchres of 
Kings and great Nobles. Likewife here is digged great plentie of lime. Alfo a kinde of ftony and blacke 
coales, hardenedin the nature of pitch, which the inhabitants vfc for fewell in ftcad of wood. And heere 
alfo arc made thofe thin tranfparent panes of glafle , by meanes whereof ynfeafonable windes and weather 
are fenced out of houfes and churches ; and this glafTe excelleth all other that is made in any place befides. 
More you may reade in Guicciardine, and in a peculiar difcourfe that Jacobus Leffab*ns hath written of this re- 
gion. Alfo HubmThurrmoi Liege in hisbooke de Tungris isr Eburonibus writeth thereof manv memorable 
things.

The Dutch Flanders hath thefe cities • Gant, Bruges, Yperen, Cortrijck, 
Oudenard with Pammele,Newport,Furnas,Bergen, Sluife,Damme,Bierflet ) Dixmud 3 
CafleljDunkerkejGreuelingjBurburch, andHulil. The French Flanders,L'ifle,Do\vay, 
and Orchies. And Flanders Imperiallor Troprietary, Adft } Dendermond t Geertsberg, and 
Nin ouen . The principal! riuers are Scheld, Lys, and Dender. Mofi part of the region is pa- 
flure-ground , effecially towards the IVeil : it breedeth f aire oxen , and mofl excellent and warlike 
horfes. It abounds with butter and cheefe ; andyeeldeth wheat in abundance. The inhabitants are 
moil of them merchants : and of fax (wherofthey hauein Flanders^razf plenty, & excellent good) 
and moll (which is brought them out of Spaine and England) they make great quantity of linnen 
and woollen cloth,which they differ fefarre and wide. This Trouince of Flanders hath 28. Walled 
cities, 1154. ^>iUages,befides fortreffes, castles, and noble mens houfes. nA mong whichGaum is the 
greatesl citie. Wbereof\Lra\mx\s ofRoterdam in his Epislles writeth in maner following : lam of 
opinion (faithhe) if you loofy all Qhrislendomeouer, you /hall not finde a citie comparable to this, 
either for largenejfe and Jlrength, or for the cmill gouernment and towardlineffe of the people. So far 
Erafmus. It containeth in compaffe threeDutch miles. It is watered 'by three riuers, which diuide 
it into twenty inhabited ijles. For multitude and beauty of houfes Bruges excelleth almoH all the 
cities of the Netherlands ; fo famous a mart in times pall, as ( faith Iacobus Marchantius) by 
that meanes the name o/Flanders obfeured all the regions round about. Yperen /lands vpon the 
riuer o/Yperlee , very commodious for Fullers. By clothing it grew in times pafl to an huge hi*- 
neffe, till the Snglifh and men c/Gaunt bejiegingit, cafi downe the large fuburbs, and greatly dimi- 
nifhed the fame. 

As it is fay d in a common prouerbe, that Millan for a Dukedome excelles all Qhrislendome ; fo 
doth Flanders/or an Sarledome. It hath certuine prerogatiues : for theTrince thcreofwrites him- 
Jelfe Earle of Flanders by the grace of (jod: which claufe is proper to the file of things. For it is. 
giuen (faith Meierus) to no Duke, Marques, or Sarle in Chriftendome, but only to him o/Flan- 
ders -.when as all others vfually addc, By the clemency, or By the afsiftance of God, £rc. He 
had in times pafl /undry officers peculiar to a King; as namely his Chancellour , his Majler of the 
horfe,huChamberlain,and his Cupbearer; alfo two Marfhals and ten Teeres, ^/'» France. The 
armes of thisregionin times pail were a fcutcheon A^ure, diuidedbyfiue Croffe-barres ofgolde with 
another fmall red fcutcheon in the midil. J\(ow it is a blacky lion in a golden field- which fome are 
of opinion , he tooke for his armes , together with the other U^etherlandifhTrince) , when they ft 
forthon their expedition towards Syria in the company of Philip ofEKas : for at that time the 
princes o/Flanders, Louaine, Holland, Lutzenburg, Lmiburg, Brabant, Zeland, Frif- 
land Henault, (re. changing their ancient armes, affumedto them/elues lions ofdiuers colours. 

The greater part of Flanders was from the beginning ynder proteBion of the French Kin?s ■ 
hut now it is at libertie, and abfoluteofitfelfe ■ being releafcd by Emperour Charles thefift,6arfe 
of Manders : who in the treatie of Madrid quite fhooke off the French yoke. This region G uio 
ciardine bath mott diligently defcribed , and Iacobus Marchantius mofl learnedly . You may 
reade alfo iacobus Meierus his ten tomes o/Flanders affaires.

and felling, and diligence in getting, and waies to enrich themfelues, they do farre excell them. And in that hec calleth them 
Mxttiaci 1 concciuelt, that they were not fo named either of any place or capraine, but of that fellowlike falutation , as I faid, 
and vluall miner of fpeaking one to another vfuall amongft them, to witte, of 3£ act, which in common fpeach and friendly 
meetings, fignifleth a fellow and companion in all our actions, bargaines, contracts, and dangers i of all our purpofes, coun- 
tries, labours and trauaillcs : acopartner andconfort in any thing whatfoeuer wetake in hand or go abour,&c. Forthc 
nameof Z'Wis not ancient , but is lately inuented , and made of Sea and Land, as who would fay Sea-land, a country or 
land bordering vpon the fea : for it is enclofcd round with the ocean , coniifting of fiftccne Hands, although it be not long 
fince the raging Sea did great hurt in thiscountry, by whofe violence and ouerflowing, agood part of ZeUnd, (his dammcs, 
walles and banks being rent and broken downe , ) was ouercome of the fait- water and laid leuell with the fea : notwithstan- 
ding certaineofthem do remaine, of which efpecially three do continually wreftle with the boiitcrousbillowes of the fea, 
and do very hardly defend thcmlelues with infinite cofts and charges againft this rudeand vnruly element. Of thefe firft Wal- 
cheren (Walachria J doth offer it felfe to the eie of fuch as do faile to thelc coafts ; fo named either of him that firft entered and 
inhabited in it, or (as I gefle) ofthc Gaulls (Gatti) which much frequented this country ; who of the Low-countrie-men arc 
yet called JUUaletl 5 or of that part of Brittaine which lieth vpon the W eft fide of it, and is called Wiles, the molt gentleman- 
like and braueft nation (you may belceue him,) amongft theEnglifh, and defcended alfo from the Gaullcs, which their lan- 
guage asyetdothmanifeft&c. From hence Northward or fomewhat declining toward the Eaft is SStOUU CIl the 
Latines call it ofthc riuer Sceldt, which runneth by it and heere falleth into the fea &c Suytheuclandt, fo named of the fixa- 
tion of it toward the South (to diftinguilli it from another diftant from it North ward and therefore called 'Noortbeuelandi) a 
largeand moft goodly tract of ground, coafting along the fhore of Flanders and Brabant, although oflatc yearcshauing ful- 
lered greatdammage and loflc , it is now much leflc and narrower. Thus farre Lemnitu. Tritthemiits in the Annalles ofthc 
Franks mmah Middleborough the chiefe city of thefe Hands Mefoburgus Meyer; calleth it Mattiacum, morelikeaLatinift, 
then a true Geographer. More of thefethou maift read in the forenamcd Lemnius,viUo hath mofl excellently well defcribed 
all the Ilandsof Zeland, and the cities of the fame. To thefcif thou wilt, thou maift adioine Lewis Guicciaraine, and I know 
not what els thou canft fecke for further fatisfaclion. There are al(b ccrtainc Annalles of thefe Hands, written in the mother 
tongue by Iohn Reygersbcrg.. But for an incommc , thou maift alio to thefe former adde the defcriptions ofthc cities of the 
Low-countries, done by ^Adrian Bar land. Of the people of this prouince thefe verfes are commonly fpoken : 

Crefcit nequitia ,Jimulcrefcentefenelii; theworfethey wax,as they growold j 

in Zelandinis ntnfallit rcguk talis. In Zelanders this rule doth hold. 

Thefe Hands arefituate between themouthes oftheriuersiW«</?and Sceldt, bordering on the North vpon Heffandi on 
the Eaft vpon Brabant, on the South vpon/ landers ; on the Weft vpon the Germane fea. James Meyertb'mkethtbztProct- 
calleth thefe ^Arboricas. Yet Petras Diutushoi opinion thatthisplaceofPrtfw/>.wiscorrupt,andfori_y*rW;VA/«it 
ought to be read and wri ttcn , broditos. 

That thefe are thofe Hands, I do verily beleeue, vnto which Ctfar, in his fixth booke De bello G^///<r<7,affirmcth that hefor^ 
ced a part of the army of ^yfmbiorix Prince ofthe Eburones : which, as his owne words do giue to vndcrltand, did hide them- 
felues in Hands, which the continuall motion , or ebbing and flowing of the fea had made. It is alfo very probable that Lu. 
tane in his firft booke aimed at thefe Hies, in thefe his verfes : Sua^iacetlittm dubium, quod terra fieturn^ Vendicat alter- 
nisvieibus , ekmfunditm ingens Oceanus, vtlchm refugisfc JlucJibus aufert. Ventut ah cxtremopchgusfic ixevolutat, 

&e. They come in troopes amainc , From where th vncertaine fhore doth lie, that is nor fea nor land, But both , by 

courfe, as raging Tethys flow'th and ebb'th againe : Or as the wind with rowling waues all calm'd doth ftand, From North 
to South thus carrying to and fro :&c. And that which the fame Authourin his ninth booke fbmctime didfpeake ofthe

Wealth and gouernment excellent. For cleanltnefle and neat keeping of their houfes , the Hollanders do bcarcaway the bell from all other nation, 
whatfoeuerfbytheiudgemencorMerchantswhichhauetrauelledouerthegreateftpartoftheworld. Otmeane learned men there is no where greater 
plenty. The reafon why many ofthem come not to the height of that txquif.te learning, efpecially of the ancients , is their wanton and riotous life , or 
for thatthey elleeme more of honeftyand vertue, then greatlearning : For it cannot be denied but that they hauegoodw.t^as.smanitellbyn.anyargu- 
mencs : although indeed it doth not appeare by me.whofe gift that way is not great, as in nothing el s. Thus farre Erafmm ,n his CM.ades 

This country of HrfWalmoft wholly enclofed like a Peninfi/a, with the fea, and the mouths of the nuers Macs m&Rhcm, is not very large,as being 
incompatfenotmore then 60. Dutch m.les : yetitcomprehendeth 29. walled cities.whicharethele, Dordr e CHT,aboutanh U ndredyeare S f.nceby 
a delugeand ouerflow.ng ofthe fea made an iland : by this 4 . riuers do runne. It is a mightie city, inhabited of very wealthy c,tizens,and beautified with 
molt gallant bu.ldmgs both publikeand priuate. Heere is a great concourfe of Merchants : for in it is held the Itaple of Rhenilh w.ne,corne timber, and 
otherW and merchandice whichare brought downeby the Macs and Rhem into thefe countries to be fold. Ha e r l e m ? this is the mol . (lately and 
%cateft cit.e of all Holland, fituatem a moll pleafantplace. Hard without the town walls is a very fine groue , whither the citizens vpon fefliualJ da.es, 
do withdraw themfelues, for their pleafure and recreation, after theirlabour and toilefome bnlines. This town is famous lor clothing, where it is cer- 
taine that there are tenne or twelue thoufand clothes yearely made. Heere the citizens do perfwade themfelues the mylterie of printing was firlr inuented 
andpractiied. D e 1 e t , fo named of Delft, whichin their language lignifieth adirrh. Heere alio the townefmen vie clothing. Morcouerin this city, 
they brue °ood beere, which from hence in great plenty is tranlported into Zelmd. This towne in theyeare 1 %i 6. f uffered great loffe by firc,the greateil 
part of it being vtterly defaced. Leiden, vpon the Rhein, not far from his mouth where it fometime did fall into the fea, which now you may perceiue 
to be flopped & choaked with fand. It is thought to be the mollancient city of this prouince : for fome do thinkeit to haue bcene fo named of a Roman 
legion which fometime wintered in this place. Certaine antiquities are heere yet to be feene to this day.\ Gov de vpon the riuer Ifel, inthatplacc 
where it meeteth with the riuer Goude or Gotme , whereof the city tookehis n3me. It is very populous. Amsteiredam, moftitately built vpon the 
inlet or bay called Tie , themofl populous and frequent Mart towne of all thefe parts. In euery Itreetalmoft, like as in Venice, a man may patlefrom 
place to place, by boateafwell as by foot, to d.fpatch his bufineffe. Heere daily from Norway, kttffia, and other Nortbren countries, as alfo from Spainc, 
France, England, &c. greatllore of fhippes do arriueand ancher ; forhat fometimes you flull fee at once two hundred or three hundred faileofMer- 
ehanis fhippes (bulks they call them J to ride heereat anchor. Therefore this city for trarfique , is commonly held to yeeld to nonebut Antwerp. E N- 
ckhvisen, vpon that fea , which they vulgarly call in their language Snydcrz.ee, Famous euen in forren countries for the building of great fhippes. 
HooRN,fituatealfovpon the fame bay. Heere in May iskept a faire, where there is fold fuchinfiniteftoreof butter and cheefe, as is wonderfull. 
Aikmaer; this place for plenty of butter and cheefe doth excell all other cities of this prouince. Pvrme RENDE,famoii;forthecalUeorpalaceof 
the Count Egmoxd. Ed a M,for building of fhippes and good checfc,delerueihalfo tobe rcmembrcdamongftthercrt.MoreoucrM vnnekendam, 
Weesp, Naerden, and Wee rt may notbe forgotten. Ovdevvater, heercgrowethgrcatftoreofhemp,fothathceretheymakealmoft 
all the nets, ropes and cables which the Hollandersand Zclaiiders do vie in filliing. S c o o n h o v e n ; as who would fay, At the fairc Orchards. Here 
is continuallfilhingfor Salmons, where alio is held a Staple of this commodity , as we laid there was of wine at Dordrecht. Nextaftcr thefe dofollowl- 
selstein, Via sen: Item Leer dam, Asp ere n, and H veke len, three little cities round in a circle vpon thcfiuer£.:>rff«i,not about 500. 
pafes one from another. Goricvm and Wori ch vm, fituate, vpon the bankeof the riuer lYael, oneouer againfl another. Gorichnmhith awery 
goodly andbeautifull caftle. A man may iuftly call this town a city of flore of all mancr prouifion : fuch a market is heere daily kept of fuch thingsas are 
neceflary for the fullenanceof mans life, which ate from thence tranlported by fliippc vnco other countries, but efpecially to Antwerp : LafUy , thereate 
Hvesden, Roterodam, Schiedam, and both theM o v n rs, the one known by the name of J. Gertrude , the other of the number of Se- 
iien; Seaenicrgenlmeane,andGecrtritjdenicrgc , forlb they call them. Other towns there are, which fometime were walkd : which although at this 
day vvedo now fee them to want, either by the rageof violent warre,or by reafon of other misfortunes,yet they llill enioy their old liberties and fredoms. 
Of this fort MedsnbliekBeHcrwijck^, Muidtn, Nenfort, Vlacrdixgcn, and Grav.efande. Moreouer in this prouince there are aboue foure hundred villages, 
amongft the which the Hughe, (which they call Earls Haghe) doth farre excell the rell. This town Gmcciardme thinketh for bignelTe, wcalth,beauty and 
pleafaiitfituationtofurpalfeall other in whatfoeucr : for it conteineth two thowfandhoufes : of which the Princes pallacc, built like acaftellfor- 

tifiedwithawallanddichjwherethePriuycourtsoflullice are held , isone. Ncerevnroisadarkeorthickegroue, which by rcsfon ofthe finging of 
birds, and fight of Deere, is both to the eares and eies moll pleafantand delightful!. I might more iulllycallit Comopolis, acitielikctown ; and may 
boldly compare it with Ctejiphtn a borough in Affjria, fituate vpon the riuer Tigris, much magnified ofall ancient writers : of which Strabo writeth,that 
that town is equall to a c;ty for com mand and bignefle , and was the place where the Parthian kings did vie to winter, when they were delirous to (pare 
the city of 

Vnderthelurifdi6honalfoof Holland are certaine Hands , as£W», (with the towns Geervliet, and BricU.)Goeredcn, or Goere, (with a town ofthe 
fame name : S<imerfJ^cki,Tettel, & diners others. The diocefleof Vtrecht, gouerned not long fince by a Bilhop, in which were 5-. cincs, yeeldcd it felfe to 
be fubieS to the iunfdi£lion of Holland, in the time of Charles the fifth Emperour of Rome. This country is lb encloled with ihefea , leutred by nuers, 
lakes, creeks and ditches , whereby it is diuided as it were into certaine plots and quarters, that there is 110 city nor vill.ige heere, to which one may not 
go afwell by water as by waggon. Neither is there any place in the whole prouince, from whence one may not eafily in three houres Ipace, go to the fea. 
Chryfofmiu Ncapoluanm hath defcribed this Olland, (for fo he wnteth it) man eloquent letter ofhis directed ro Coume Nugxrolo. Of this read the hi- 
Rory o( Holland, compiled by Gcrardw Geldenhaur'sKi and Cornelius Aareliiu , as alio Peter Diner, but efpecially Hidriaam huiim bisBai.ixia. Otihe 
wonderfull flore and abundance of this country, read Lud.Guicciardire. Of theruines ofthe Roman armory or florehoufeot munition , which the 
country people call, The Britiifli caflle, (which is vpon the (horeof the Germane ocean, atavillagc called Cataijckeopt.ee, not (ar from thecity Leyden) 
and of theinferiptions in marble there found, wehaue not long imce fct forth a peculiar treatifedcdicated only to that argument. 

Ofthe prouince of Vtrecht, which now is vndet the command of Holland , and is like wife delcribcd in this Mappe , fee the hiftory oiLanbmu. Htr-

this nation and high conceit of their ownevalour, umantfefiby thehiftory o/Verritus WMalorix, two of their frrnces. 
Forthefe(*sTicimsreportethJgoingtoRomc,andfindingWerotheEmperourbufiedab^ 

thcrthintswhkhwere vfually (hewed to barbarous feofle, they erne into PompeysfWf , thatthey might beholdthe 
rrextnS of it. While they fit e idly there vton thejuffold, (for they were not carted away altogether with the fight of the 
pa/limes, Jiftheyneuerhadfienfuchbeforejtheyquemontboutthedifferenceso^ 

where fatcthe Senators, they obferuedfime to fit in the Senatours rooms in ajlrange habit: and demanding who they were, 
afterthey heard, that that honourwas giucntothcEmbaffadours of thofenttionswhich fir valour , and amity with the Ro- 
tnansdidexcellothets,theycriedoutwithaloudvoice,l^% am no moki of thi Woiid, that foii 
Pbovvbs and Fidelity doco uron thi G**»™*s--*»dthereupo»theylefttheirpl*ces&placedthem- 
Jekesinthe Senatours rotme : audit was well taken of the beholders, as a token of 'their ancientj}irit and earnejl emulation 
ofvertuc. Nnomadethembothfreemen of the city «/Rome. 

Pliny writeth in the third chapter of the fifth booke of his naturallhiftorie.that amongft the Frietlanders there grow- 
eth anhearb which they call hauing long blacke lcaues^and ablackeroote. The iuice of this hetb is prefled 

alfooutofche roote. Theflowresbyaproper name they call Vibones : which being gathered before any thundet is 
heard , and eaten, do wholly prcferue a man from that danger. This herb isnotonly good and medicmable forthe 
fmews, anddifeafes of the mouth , but alfo againft the GolneorSquinancy and biting of Serpents. Whethcrthis 
herbbe at this day certainly kno wnc, and by what name,I defire to be informed of our learned Herbarifts. 

Whether that the inhabitants of this ptouince be thofe fame Vrisij, or whethet happily they tookc their beginning 
and name from the Phrygiansof Ajia, as forae would haue it, ot from others of other places, (for J/r4fc*acknowled- 
gethalfocertaineP/^/'in Illyria , about the Ceraunian hilles) I leaue to the learned to determine. The idlefablesof 
thofc men I cannot ch r{c but laugh at, which do thinke that thefc Frist) came into this country from F refit, » ptouince 
of India. If I were delighted with fables, I had rather with Hanibald fetch the name of this people from their king Fri- 
fiu, the fonne of Clodto. The writers of middle age , especially the French, do call them, as I haue oMctwA,Fri(onet t 
by a name framed of the French word Frifont, bywhichthe Frenchmen at this day vulgatly do call the people of this 
ptouince. They retaiue euen to this day the ancient name, hor they are commonly, amongtt themfelucs in their own 
language, called Friefen, by which name alfo they are known throughout all Germtnie. 

They were conuerted vnto Chriftianitie by S. Boniface Archbil hop of Mcntz, at that fame time when Zacharie was 
Pope of Rome. Thetc isa ftrange hiltorie of RabodBuke of Friefland, who when he fhould by Baptilme haue beene 
confecrated and adopted into the number ofChrifts flocke , he demanded to what place his Grandfathers and Great- 
grandfathers were gonebeforehim .-and when he vnderftoodthat they were all gone to Hell, he returned backeagain 
faying, that he had rather bewithhisanceftors. Whetherofthis Rabod our word Raboudt, whereby in our Mother 
tongue we fignifie aknaue and a wicked fellow , were deriued, I cannot tell. Suffridsu Petrut Frifius hath written ge- 
nerally of the Frisi/ , inafeuerall and peculiar treanfe dedicated wholly to this argument : Cornelius Kemfiui and (H 
thers hauedone the iike : But rbboEmmius Frifius Greteufis of all hath done the fame mod learnedly.

Otic/land it tiiis day is by the riuer Earn diuided into WeA-FrkJLmd and Eaft- 
Friejhnd. Wcftfr/f/7W,whofe defcription we hecrc do offer vnto thy view; 
doth by a moft ancient right chalengc vnto it felfe the name oiFriejland'i and 
was alwaids cftee'med the better. For this country had his proper king, vn- 
till thedaicsof(lw-fathc Great : after whofe death this prouincewasdi- 
uerfly vexed and fuffered many grefcuous ftorms of Frowning fortunes irci 
although indeed before that time alfo it had often been a/faulted and batte- 
re,dby the Danes and Norweies. Yea and the raging Ocean , a conrinuall 
and molt noifome encmic of this countries by ouerflowing, beating vpon it, tearing and rending 
his walls and banks hath much molcited the fame, and yet it will not fuffer it to be quiet. Laftly, 
howithath oflater daiesbeen troubled by the Bifhops aiVtrecht audEarlesof£fc//W, I thinke 
there is no man but doth well remember. But at length, in the daies of Qharles the fifth, a very 
peaceable prince , it cnioied peace and reft from all former troubles. At this day they do diuide it 
into three parts'; Weflergoe, Oeftetgoe, and SeuenTttolden i which againe are diltingul fried into i<?. Gre^ 
tanks , (as they vulgarly call them in their mother tongue) Courts orprincipall places appointed 
for the executing ofiuitice. Moreouer in this mappe there is defcribed the territory of the renew* 
hied city Groningen : as alfo that trad which they call Ommeland : to thefe are adioined Oueryfeh t>rent\ 
and Twcnt , countries of a fatte and fertile glebe * well inhabited, full of villages and hamlets,bree- 
ding alfo great plenty of cattell; 

The cities of Weft Frkjhndsxc thirteen, Groeningen, the more famous for that it brought 
forth the learned <%odolphu JgricoU :Dam, L i e vv e r d t with a f'aire caftlcthccrcis keptthc Court 
or place of Parliament and Chancerie, as they commonly call it : D o c k v m* the place where the 
famous Mathematician Gemma Frifim was borne :Franicher, a common palace, and place? of 
retreit whither the Noblemen and Gentry of this country do for their pleafurc retire themfeiues: 
Bolsart,Sneeck, where hachm Hopper a very learned and worthy man; was borne : I L s T, 
5loten,Harlingen, vpon an armeof the German ocean; (which they call Suydcrzee,)\\zth 
a commodious hauenj garded with a ftrong caftle to defend itfrom the impediment and aflault of 
thecnemic : Worckv-m andHiNDELOr-EN, vpon the fame bay z Laftly, StaVeren; 
which in time paft hath been a mighty city* but now hauing endured many bitter ftorms and in- 
undations of the fca; it is nothing fo renowmed nor great. There are befidc thefe 4^0. villages of 
parifhes, of which diuers are endowed with great priuilcdges , and haue many rich farmours : It 
hath many Monasteries; fo that for the beauty of their townes, husbandrie of the land; andftatcly 
Abbeicsj F«e/liw(/giueth place to no other country whatfoeuer; That in thisprouincc are many 
gentlemen defcended from honourable families; hauing their houfes and farms in diuers places of 
the fhirc, and no Barons or free Lordsj the caufe is partly by reafon of the forefaid cafualities, and 
partly for that they being contented with their own cftate and liberty ; haue riot followed the 
, courts of forrein Princes; , 

Tetrus Oliuarus in his annotations vpon 'Poniponius Meki where he fpeaketh of Weft Frie/land,wti- 
tetlv that within fo little a circuite of ground he neuer faw fo many parifh Churches. There were; 
faith he; which do allcadge this to haue been the caufe of that multitude of Churches s they report 
that there arofc a great contention amongft the nobility of this country about their places in thofe 
Churches, eueiyone contending for the higheftfeat : and when as this 1 contention grew euery 
day worfe and worfe,- they determined, as many as were able, to build them feuerall Curches , eue- 
ry man vpon his ownc demaines : arid fo euery man might take the higheft robme in his own feac 
and hcerc grew the caufe of building fo many Churches; Thus farre Oliuaritu ;• where alfo thou 
maift fee many things els worth the reading. Moreouer read Albert m (rdnt^ius, his Saxonia. But he 
that defireth a more ample knowledge of this prouince, lethim haue' recourfe vnto the defcription 
of the Low countries done by Lewis Gukciardine; /Elfins Edouardus Leon Frfius hath defcribed this 
country in Hcroikc verfe , dedicated to D. Vtguus Zmchemus : Cornelius ^emptus, and Sufridus Tetms 
haue done the fame at large in peculiar treatifes. The learned HieronymusVerrutius did this other 
day promifc to fet out the antiquities of this Country;

Theyhauenocatlell, theyliue not zfenmilkeand 
whit-meats as thesr neighbours do, they hunt not any wildbeaft, as being font from any firubs orbufheswhert -they may hide 
thetr heads. OfRetke, a kind of Je 'tweed, and rsifhes growing vpon the wafhes and boggy plates they twi/t cords, whereof they makt 
their filing nets : andtaking vp a kind of muddy earth with their hands, dryingtiraihirwiththewind, then with tht fume 
they vfiiiforfueUte dreffe their meat , and heat their limmes, ftarie Undfiiffe with the coldhlafisefihe7{erthrcn winds. They 
haue no other drsnke but raine water , which they catch and keep in ditches in the porches of their houfis. Tit thefe nations, if they 
be at this day conquered by the Romanes, they count it Ho other but /lauery and bondage. So it is indeed, fortune is favourable to 
fomeiotheirownehurtandhinderante. ThusPliny writeth ofthis people j who Wondereth thatthcy preferred liberty, be- 
fore the tyrannous command of the Romanes, or rather > as I thinke, he enuieth that they were freed from their yoke. For 
neither is it yet fo wonderfullathingashewouldmakeit, for a free nation j before all things els whatfoeuer, to mainraine 
their liberty .-which is fo excellent a thing in his judgement* 6 Plmy, whomthou thy felfedoeft highly commendbeforeall 
other, who perfwadeth vs to maintaine the fame with the vttennoit hazard of our life \ and affirmeth it worthily to be defircd 
and preferred not only of man, but alfo of brute beafts, before all things in the world befidc* 

This country in former times wasdiuided into many Signioties ; which fcuerally were gouerntd by their feuerall and 
proper Princes , eucn vnto rhe time of Fredtritke the third, Emperour of Romt ; who gaue this whole country vnto one r*t- 
ricke, and created him Earle of the fame, in the yeare after Chrifts natiuity 14 £5. 

Thefoile ofthis tradt isforichof all neceflarie things, that it feemeth not greatly to ftandfn need of the help of neighbour 
countries. Yea it doth fo plentifully abound with diuers thines,as Horfes, Oxen, Cattell, Hoggesj Wool, Butter, Cheele k 
Barley , Oates , Wheat, Beanes , Peafe , and Salt , that from hence tuery yeare they conuey great ftore of thefe com- 
modit.es vntoforrem countries. This County hath but two walled cities, namely, Bemden and Awricke. Of which Ekii- 
* 1 k, fituate at the mouth of theriucr£«w, is thecommonMart'towne ofthc whole prouince, for cOncourfe of Merchants 
especially famous, which indeed is caufed by the commodioufnelle and opportunity of the haiien , which doth thruft it felfe 
c m. 4 evp,n . t ? t j ? e , hc " ° fth f ci 7.«fuchagreathcightanddepth,tharitdotheaillyreceiueandcntertainegreatihippes, 
lullladeniwithfadesftrickeninrothevery middeftofthefame. Thiscity is much beautified with the fumptuous palaceof 
thePrmce, a gorgeous Church, the Yeeld hall, and the goodly houfes of the priuate cirirens. Avr ic*,byreafonofth« 
woods and groues ; which on all fides almott do indole it , is inhabiedfor rhe moft part of Gentlemen and Noblemen, whert 
they recreate and delight themfelues with Hawking and Hunting. In the territorie ofthis city, there is,«s Kempim reporter^ 
aplacecolled/Xenclofed round withawall, befet with bufhes, a commodious dwelling for Hates and Deere: in which as 
inaParkcorwamintheymamtaihtagrcatnumbcrofthefckindo

AxoGrmrnatictts hath thus dclcribed Denrntrif. DHNMAiiits,fiithhejpattedinthemicWeftby 
the boifterous fea, conteineth a few final! parts ofthc maine continent , feueredand difioincd 
one from another by the breaking in of the ocean winding and turning it felfc diuers waies. Of thefe 
I v t i a, Iuitknd, is , in refpcd of the greatneffe and beginning, in the enterancc of the kingdomeof 
, Denmarke. Which as it is in (ituation firft , fo running out further, it is placed in the vtmoft borders 
' of Germany. From whole company it being parted by the intercourfeoftheriuer£y<r, it runneth 
I with a larger breadth toward the North , euen to the bankc of the frith of Norwey (he calleth it Pre- 
» tumHtrieum.) In this is the bay of Lemveicke, (Sinus Lymittu) abounding with fuchftorc of fiih, 
o^^l that it alone yeeldeth as much prouifionofvicluall to the inhabitants , as all the whole country be- 
fide. To this is adioined Fresia/ Strand Friefen) a prouince much leflcr, which lying more W 
then Iuitknd inplaine and champion fields, rcceiuethfromthefeaouerflowingit, great ftrength and heart, and is very fer- 
tile for corne. Whofe inundation or violent tide, whether it do bring to the country people mote profit or dammage,ir is hard 
to fay : For in tempeftuous weather the Sea breaking in through the creeks wherein the water was wont to be contained , fiich 
a world of waters oft times doth follow and come into thecountry , that diuers times it runneth ouer not only thcfallow fields^ 
but drowneth alfo whole families with their goods and cattell. After Iuitknd, the ile F i o n i a , (Fuinen ) doth follow vpon 
the Eaft, which a narrow arme of the ocean fea doth feuer from the maine land. This iland as vpon the Weft it Iooketh toward 
Iuitknd , fo vpon the Eaft it hath the ile S s e l a n d , (Sialandia , he calleth it) an iland much commended for the great abun* 
dance of all maner of ncccfTary things that it yeeldeth : which for pleafant fituation is thought to excell all the prouinces of this 
kingdome, andisfuppofedtobeinthemiddeftofi>/m»r^ indifferently fituate between the one end of the fame, and the 
other. Vpon the Eaft fide of this, an arme of the ocean runneth between it and S c o n e , f Scania,Scandinauia ) Bafilia and Btlti* 
called by diners authours) a part of Norwey or Swedland. This feayearelyaffoordethgreatgainetotheFil'hermen. forthis 
whole bay or gulfe of thefea, is fo full of all forts of fiih , that the fifhermcn oft times do catch fuch ftore and therewith they fo 
fraighttheir boats, that they haue no roome to ftirre their oares : neither do they heere vfe any nets or other meanes to take the 
fifh,but many times they arc taken only with thchand. Moreouer Haliand and Busker, (fl/*/^/'*henamcthit)two 
prouinces, iffuing forth from the maine land of Scone, like two armes from one and the fame body of a tree, arc, by many fpaces 
and by-corners , adioined and km'tte to Gotland and i(erwey. Thus farrc Saxo Grammarian* See alfo A Ibtrt Crant&ius, Seb*- 
ftian Munfier, and the Ecclefiafticall hiftory of M. Adams. 

The kingdome of Norway, is fubieft to the crowne of Denmarke, as alfo the ile G o r l a n d i item, (if you will glue cre- 
dit to Marke Iordane in his mappe of Denmarke ) the ilands Greenland, ifland, HetUnd, Feroa, and the Orkneys, Yet we haue 
faid before that the Orkney iles do belong vnto the kingdome of Scotland, vnder the name and title of a Dukcdome. Qtaus alfo 
faith, but falfly as I perfwade my felfe,that the ile Gotland doth belong vnto the kingdome of Swedland. 

G o t h i *, or the ile Gotland is a good ground for the feeding and bringing vp of cattell, horfej and oxen. There is plentiful 
fifhing, fowling and hunting. Itis very rich of a kind of faire marble , asalfoofall maner ofthings neceflary for the mainte- 
nance of mans life. In it is the goodly townefisbui, fomctime the mod famous and frequent Mart of a\l Europe. There are yec 
remaining certaineruines of marble, fufficien t teftimony of his ancient greatneffe and beauty : at this day it is now renowned 
forthe faire Abbey of Benedidtinc Friers 5 and the Library there containing about a 000. bookes of fundry authours j rare and 
ancient manufcripts. Thus farrc out of Olaus Magnus and Jacobus Zieglerus. 

CIMBRICA CHERSONESVS, nowcalled 
IVITLAND. 

^ImbriuCherfonefm, out of the which the Cimbri, about the yeare 105. before the incarnation ofChrift, iffiied 
51 forth and fpread themfelues in other countries of Europe , to the great terrour and affrighting of all Italie, ftrec- 
Sching ir felfc from the riuerf^f into the North about 80. miles , containeth many largeand goodly {hires. It is 
Ha partofthekingdomc of Denmarke, which M.Adams nameth DaniamCifmarinam, Denmarke on this fide the fea. 
— Blntheentranceofitjasonccommethoutotox^there ftandeth Hoistati a, mlfteitt, which old writers, 
torthat itis difioined and feuered from the reft of Germany , toward the North, by the riuer Elbe, (Albis they called it) named 
N o r d a 1 g 1 N g i 1 a : and for that it was alwaies accounted the vttermoft Northrcn bound of the Roman Empire 1 and therefore 
Henry lurnamed Auteps, the Fowler, Emperour of Romejbow 6 5 o .fince, had hecrc in the city of Slefwicke fomewhat beyond 
thelimitcs ofthc Einpire,a Lieutenant and Lord-warden ofthe Marches. cemteineth three principal! lhircs.WAc-itiA, 
5 t o r m a r, and D 1 t m a R s H : ofthe which Frederiike the Emperour , about io<5. yeares agone, made a Dukcdome. The 
next prouince, from the xmvEydore , which is the furtheftbopndoto^, euen vnto iT^, conteineth the 
Sle/wuk, to named of Slefmck thechiefe city , and ancicnteft mart towne of this country. For in former times this country 
was intituled by the name of the Dukedome of Iuitknd > which Waldemare the great-grandchild ofWk/king of Denmarke firft 
held by homage from W their king, about the yeareofChrift 1280. ThcmalelineoftheKingsandDukesfailing.andthe 
Dukedome of Slefmtki >nd the kingdome of Denmarke being vnited and knit intoone body, Queen Margarethtnt to the three 
crownej, granted the Dukedome of Slefmck to Gerard Duke of Holftein, on this conditionjthat he fhould acknowledge his te- 
nure from the kingof Denmarke. The reft of Cimbrica Cherfonefus called North Iuitknd, ftretching it felfe toward Norway, by 
Scagen, (a towne by reafon the quick lands and the fhallow fea there , well known to fea men,) groweth lharp and narrow like 
a wedge. This prouince is broadeft about Aleburgh, a mart towne vpon an arme ofthc fea, which they call Lymfordt for there 
it talleth mo Iuitknd, and pearceth almoft quite thorow the fame Weft ward, diuidmgWenfufel(on\y a very narrow fpace ex- 
cept) from the reft , makingitaPww/a^ orNeckland : from thence fpreading it felfe into a greater breadth, enclofing and 
compafling many goodly ilands, putting forth many elbowes and branches , it diftmguiiheth and boundeth diuers iliircs and 
countries. In this Bay is that Hand, which Otho the firft, Emperour of Rome, about the yeare after Chrifts incarnation 9 6o. 
when as he paffed I with his army from the oneend of Iuitknd to the other , called Ottonta : whereofthe whole tract about this 
lie is called Ottkfunt, or vulgarly Odfimt. That iland is now called Tyrhalm : fo named, as I guefTc, of 'Tyre the mother of king 
Mr aid : who.after the departure ofthe Emperour Otho out oiluitland, caufed all the country from Slejwick Northward, to be 
fenced with a wall and decpe trench. In that Iland at this day there is a village called Odby : where they fuppofe that the Iuites 
ouennrew the Emperour and his forces. Thus farrc the authour of this chart, hath written of this whole prouince. 
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H O L S A T I A, vulgarly called 

HOLSTEIN. 

' F HolJleinihusCrantzJus in the fcuen and twentieth Chapter ofhis to 
xtny. HolftatU tooke the name ofa vulgar wovd ofthat language : for that the country is woody and 
full offorrefts, to diftinguilh between thefe parts and the other ncere adioining, which aie moonlit 
ind green pafturc grounds. The Saxons call the inhabitantsft>^r«» , that is , people dwelling a- 
nongll the woods: on the contrary thofe which dwell in fenny countries they call Mer/lude. There- 
of the Latines haue formed the names Holfati,Holfktia, (Holfattn and Holjtein) like as the French 
and Italians are from thcirown languages wont to enrich the Latine tongue. Vpon the Eaft , this 
country is bounded by the riuer Bikne, on the Weft by Storepn the South by Elbe or Eke ion the 
North by £^tf«,which in time paft wasthe furtlieft bound of Dcnmarke* Fromthis riuer Eallward 
thcWanddlcsorr'anddUsoihvcmk called Wagers did inhabit : ofwhom that prouince was named 
VV a OR i a, of an ancient (and fometirm a populous) city ofthat name, nowapoore village little inhabited, without wall, 
trench, rampart or fence : the houfes are couered with reeds gathered in the fennes , homely and country like : it runneth out 
Eaftward as farre as the riuer Trauenn*. Notwithftanding that part of the country , which from the riuer Bilene by decli- 
ned! toward the riuer Store,ind ofthat riuer is called J7<»i»»rf,Ieauerh but a little ground to the old Holfitia,from Store to Ey- 
dore. For the Dietmarlhers a people inhabiting in mooriili and fenny places,doclaime a freedomc and pritiiledge from the 111- 
rifdidionofany other Prince. This Cmntuut in his time wrote of the (late of Holftemthm. Whereupon it is apparant that 
Hokew was diuided into Thietmtrfc IVagria, and Stormare. The fame C rontziu* and others, do alfo call thefe Hollaters.Tww- 
fdbianosmdMrdalbunos , as fituate beyond and vpon the North-fide of the riuer Elbe, called ofthe Latines Albts. Adorn- 
meth them alfo Northuidos, vnder whom are concerned, the fame authour and Helmeldm do write , the Stormaren, Holfa^ 
ters,andThietmarfhcrs. _ „ , . , * , ; , r ■, , r 

He that wrote ofthe warres between the Danes and Dietmarfliers , (his name we know not) doth defcribe thefe countries 
fomewhat otherwife then thofe forenamed writers haue done. For he affirmeth that Holftem , as now itis called , generally 
doth comprehend theDukedome of Sle/wicke, Wa^ria, Stormare, tietmarfo, and ImtUnd, with ccrtaincother lefkr countries 
and Hands ; as namely, An^le-land, Smnt-land, m&Wcnfuflet anciently called C/«fc#7« Cherfinefus. But this limitation is 
fomewhat too large t for the fame authour doth prefently after write, that Holjtein properly isbounded with thofe foure nuers, 
within which Cranium doth reftrein it. Although that Annonim the Monke, asheciteththere,inftecdoftheriuer£y^ 
doth place vpon the North, the wall and trench which the country pcoplcciWDenwerk. And this is that Holfiem which this 
our Mappe prefenteth vnto rhy view. That the Cimbri a warlicke people did long fincc inhabit this tract, it is very apparant out 
of the writings of moflapproued authours. 

In W**ri* or Wagreland, Crantuus rec koneth vp thefe cities ; Oldenburgh, lutkenburgh, lyie/isdeoi ^igeflad, Todeflo,Ze- 
geberghyienedrc. In Stormare, Hamburgh, Rcinoldesborgh,Itz,eho, Tiiemunfter cff. Dietmarjhhnh no cities, only there 
they dwell in ffreets and villages : andofitwehaue before written at large in his proper place. Ofthe country of Slefwieke t 
vtiADttuiichjtrtm his Saxon hiftory. Where alfo hefpeakcthmuchof Hamburgh, a city belonging to thii Dukedome* 

The Hands belonging to the W AND ALLS. 

Hey arethtee Hands perteining to PomerLtndfi v o t A,Rugen,V s t d a m i \,yfcdom, and Wo 1 1 1 n i a, Wool- 
lin, the more famous for their three Maiket townes , Vmeta , Arconx indlulina. V i n e t a, a goodly towne of 
yfedomc, which Conrad the fccondEmperourof Rome , fumamed Salignm , by the hclpc of Cinutm king of 
De/imarke, deftroicd in the yeare of Chrift , 1036. hailing rtood in flourilhing eltate about 250. yeai es toge-' 
ther:thequarrellgrcw,as they report, for that they had vied certainc Chtiltian Merchants trading thither, 
very defpightfully and cruelly. It was not (ituate,as CrantziM afnrmeth,ncere the mouth ofthe riuer Dincnow t 
or vpon the Eaft fidcof the creeke , where the newlake empricth it fclfe into the fea. Fot it is from thence feuen miles Weft 1 
ward, two miles Southward from the (trongcaftell/fc/j4/f. At this day the foundation ofit isyettobefeeneinthefia, about 
thirty furlongs from the (hore, or from the fifher-mens cottages in Dtmerow. Itfeemethtohaue bcenc wclnighasbiggeas 
iubetke. Toward the latter end of winter, theice ofthe marine quarters thereabout are gathered together and do ftay vpon 
thefe breaches , and oft times it appeareth a farre off like a Calf ell or Bulwarke. Heete the Scales ( Phoa) do eaft their yong 
and bring them vp in the fommer time, (the Eaft fea beingcalme,)vponthccraggesandrocksrherc. And heere they fleepe 
vpon the toppes ofthe cliffesand rocks which areabouc the waters. Thefe do much hurt to the poorc fi.'ner-inen that du ell 
heere about ; eating vp the laxes and other filbes, which they catch with hookes. 

A R c o n a, now the fea-men vulgarly call it Ormunde. In the neckeland of R ugeh, was Wiitne or Witmitnd,zs the Hollan- 
der* call it, ofthe high white chalkiecliffes vpon the fca-coaft. This iland is diuided into many fmallilcs and neck-lands : It 
hathinall 28. parilli Churches. WaldemareVm^oiDenmarke, intheyeareofChrift, n^S.fpoiled^rew*. O/fow/rkingof 
the Romanes and of all ltdte, was borne in if^Wjasalfodiuersotherfam )uscaptaines,renowmedin hiltorics.andregifrred 
by Francis Ireney. In our time it hath brought forth many learned noble men , which haue beene ofthe Counccll to Kings 
and great Princes. 

Iviinvm, now Wollin, flood longeft. This oucrcame the fleet royall and great armado of Swein the firft, kingof Denmarke, 
and tooke him thtife in three feuerall battels at fea ; yet was three times refcucd and release d out ohheir bands againe^ luhnum 
flood in'that place or there about where now the towne«W//»is(eated, as the monuments in the places nee.eadioiningdo 
iufficientlyteffifie. Saint 0/f«Bilhopof5«wfe*rj,the ApoflleQfi , owrr/W,intheyeare 1 124. itvthis towne baptized 22000. 
men. Heere the Princes of PomerLmd vcdied* Bilbops fea, and Albert '/» rhefirftBiihopof/'^rW, was firft inflalled 
Bilhop ofthe fame. Yet the citizens and people about lulinumM loonefall backe to paganifmc and do againe adore their 
idollTr/^/ii^andvtterly forfooke Chrift: and therefore fire fell downe from hcauen,and wafted rhecity. Wddemare alio pre- 
fently after the fire, two yeares, after the ouerthrow of Anona, rafed Iulinum to the ground. There isa!lothcIleGr^ir,ouer 
againft and within kenning of Camin. Thefe things as I haueheerefet them down, v» etc written vnto me iiomColherg, by M. 
Peter Edling. See Saxo t HelmoldmACranmm. 
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THIETMARSI A, or 
DIETMARSH. 

F die Marsi, defended (rdmMarfus, Strdo the ancient Geographer fpeaketh: and 
faith that many yeares fince they went from die coafts about the <Hbein , into a low and 
moorifh country. Of thefe are comethe Thevtomarsi, or> as they commonlic 
pronounce die word , xheTbietmaiJi , (the Dietmarfhers) who about4oo. yeares agone, 
were gouerned by the moll ancient family of Staden , many of which they treacheroufly 
flew , and fo at length they made themfelucs free,by killing & bamfhing all their Nobility. 
Henry ^ furnamed the Lion, Duke ot Saxony fubdued them : but he being out-lawed by the 
Emperout Frederkke , IFaUemarekingotDenmarke &zed vpon the country, and when as 
he vied their helpe againft Jllolpb Earle of Holftein and the Lubeckers, they reuolted vnto the enemies, by whom 
die king was ouercome at die village Bombouet, Thus againe being reftored vnto their liberty, lead they might 
feemetobe^-t7«,fubieatono Iurifdi<ftion, they fhrowded diemfelues vnder the patronage of theArch- 
bifhop oiBreme, and him they acknowledged for their Prince: but yet they would neuer pay him tribute or fub- 
fidie, nor euer would be obedient to his lawes or commands. Often the Dukes of Holftein haue attempted wars 
againft them, and alwaies they fufTered therepulfe. Frederick the third, Emperour of <%nme, gaue the country 
to Qmftian the firft, king of Denmark, vnder the title of a Dukcdome : whofe fonne Iohn, making war vpon them 
in the ycare 1500. loft die day , all his forces being ouerthrowen , himfelfc with a very tew hardly efcaped by 
flight , leauing behind him the greateft part of the nobility of 'Holftein. After that, they grew more infolent by 
this victory > andoft greatly troubled and molcfted the Duke of Holftein. AdM fonne ot FraJmcfoking of Den. 
^fejheiretotbekingdome otNorway^ndDaktoiSlifwickeind Holftein , not being able to endure their male- 
part infalencie, in the yeare of Chrift 1559. muftereth his men , gathereth a great army, to whom Frederick the 
fecond, king ofDenmarke, and Mm his brother, ioine their forces. Thefe armies thus vnited , fet forward* and 
prefently .take Mldorp , with all the South part of the prouince. Then after a few daies refpitc j thev ledde their 
forces along by Ttknbrugge, : againft whom the Dietmarfhers out ot' Hemmingftade make head with all their pow- 
er, and met the enemy before thetowne Heyde ; emending to forcethe fouldiers to retire being wearied with a 
tedious march : butoft repelled, and yet charging againe arrefh, at length they are beaten downe, killed) forced 
tofliei and thetowne is taken andfired. Therewcre flainethatday about 3000. Dietmarfhers. Duke Adolj>b 
labouring like a valiant captaine, to keep his men in aray, and to bring them on againe which began to die* re- 
ceiuedanhurt. This battell was fought vpon the thirteenth day of Iune. The Dietmarfhers hauing receiued 
this ouerthrow, fubmitted themfclues to the King and the Dukes, and obteining pardon, they were againe re- 
ceiued to grace : and thus Dietmarjb , which for many ages together by force of armes had defended and main- 
tained their liberty, became fubieft to theDukcs of Holftein. This the authour of this Mappe, which heere we 
haue inferred into our Theater , hath written of this Country. See alfo Albert (/ant^ius his Chronicle of Saxony. 
QmftiamtfSiliciui, aDane, hath lately fet forth a little Trcatife, in which he hath defcribed thefe warres between 
the Danes and die Dietmarfhers , and other things which do much make for the better vnderftanding of 
this tra£H 

OLDENB VR& 

His country tookc his name from Oldenburg:, the chicfe city. Alberttu Qkit^tu in his Metropolis in the 
fifteenth chapter of the third booke, writeth that this is one of the moft ancient Earledomes of 
Germany : for in the thirty chapter of his fecond booke , hereckonethJP/<feW, Duke of Saxony y 
who liued in the time of (Turks the Great , aniongft the Earles of this country. Traitcm atfirmeth 
: that this city was repaired by Charles the Great, who alfo there dedicated a church to S. Iohn Baptift, 
eonfecrated by £k/gd>gctheBifhop 4 Inthislthinkeheis decerned* thathereckoneth this city aniongft the ci- 
tiesof the XT'andall' , anddefcribeth it vpon that coaft. For this is another city different from diat ; and is in Wa* 
gria, a prouince of Holftein , nothing neere Tmerlandi This the Wandalls called Stargardi, the Danes Brannefia ; ech 
according to the propriety of his owne tongue, as the fame Crantqui writeth. The authour of this Mappe diink- 
eth that the Ambmnes \ (a people which went into Italie with thcCimbers, and were flaine and ouerthrowen by 
Marms, as flittarch reeoi deth) dwelt heere about,and their name yet to remaine amongft that people which they 
call Amerknderu The fame he thinketh of the AlaniSaxones , which he verily beleeueth to haue fometime dwelt 
about the lake Alana 111 this prouince , vpon ech fide of the riuer Alana (both in the Mappe are written Ana) eucn 
as high as the eaftell Oria ; and at this day to be called Lcngener j as who would fay Jiani,and Auerlmgcr, that is, 
the A lanes on the further fide.

SAXONY, 

Lthough this Mappc do beafe the title of Saxony, nbtwithfrancling it conteineth 
not all Saxonyifor the true and ancient Saxony was comprehended in termer times 
between the riueis Elue and %w, according to his vttei moft length : the breadth 
or it was reftrained by the Germane fea, and the riuer Eydore, and the borders of 
Hejftn m&Tburingen. <Brunfwkke wasalmoft in the center and middeit ol it. But 
now it is not bounded with thofe or fuchlike naturall bounds, fuch as riuers and 
mountaines are ; but it is confined by other Princes figniories and countries. 
Therefore Saxony at this day is diuided into the Vpper and Neather. The Vpper 
or High Saxony is that which this Mappe doth reprefent , and is graced with die title ol a Dukedonie : 
whofe Duke alfo is one of the Princes Eledtours, which haue their voices in the choofing of the Empe- 
rour„ Thechietetownesof thisprouince aieFVttteberg and Torga. Of Saxony and the antiquities of the 
fame, Jkrt (rawf^hath written a whole volume. M. Adams alfo in the firft bookc of his Ecclefiafficall 
hiftory , hath fome things of this country worth the reading. Hamelman hath fet out the hiftorics of 
Saxony and W -ftfabu They that do defire to know the fituation, buttcs and bounds, and famous ads, 
let them read VVttkhinde and S&aftian Munfter. 'Pet, Minus Niuanontiut very lately, and DauidCly traits, 
haue written very learnedly of this prouince. 

Of the Marcjuefate of B ft a ndenbvrg, Lvsatia, (Ltuflhit^ and V oitiand, countries 
which we haue alfo defcribed in this Chart,take thefe lew lines; The Marquefatc oIBrandenbvrc, 
one of thofe prouinces which in old time were inhabited ot the WandaUs^ is diuided at this day into the 
Old and the New ; by this runneth the riuer Oder , by that Elue, Albis the Latines call it. In the old Mar- 
quefatc the chiefe cityis Brandenbmg , whereof the whole country tooke his name. The New hath the 
city Francfford: vulgarly called Franckfordvpon Oder , to make a difference between it and that which is 
fituate vpon the riuer Meyn. Heere is an Vniuer/itie,and a great Mart kept twite euery yeare. At 'Berline, 
is the Princes court ordinarily kept. Him, of the Marquefatc they commonly call the Marquefe: he alfo 
IsoneofthePrinceElc&ours. 

V o i t l a n d is a little fhire AibiccT: to the MarqucAe. This /Ene<uSyluius calleth Aduocatorum tcrmn, 
Aad frxtorianam , the Sollicitours or Controwlers land, framing a word from the Etymologic or true 
meaning of the Gcrmaine name; foiFbyt, in the Dutch tongue lignifieth a Sollicitour or Controwlen 
So called tor that fometime the Prince of this country was one of the foure controwlers of the Roman 
Empire. Thetownes of better note are thefe, as Gafter Smfcbius thus rcckoneth them vp in Munfters 
Cofmographie s Qiria ^gnkiana , %i^,court , commonly calledHo^ Cfo named of the riuers which 
tunne by it, and there tailing into Sala,) a great city and very populous, beautified with the goodly and 
ftatcly Church of S. Michael, a large Monaftery of Nunnes.and two richHofpitalls. f Plaubemum,ot flaw?, 
a city with a caftell. Ol/mt^, which the caftcll Foyt^bcrg, neere adioining. Adorff, and Keidonium, (Weyda as 
I thmkc) a faire towne , with certaiae Abbeies aboutthem , Mtlford and Wbite-crowne, Geraw Sclet^, and 
Matfoeucr is between the i&/and Cygney, ftanding vpon the riuer Elfter, (Halleftra, the Latines call it.> 
Neere ynto diis is Feickelberg , that famous mountaine bearing plentifully the ftately Pine-trees , out of 
Which foure riuers do arife & ruune.fa very ffcrange workc of Naturc)vnto foure quarters of the world:

It licth between the riuers Elue and 0<k,and the Bohe- 
mian mountaines. Sometime it war a part of Meifen, (Mt/iua,) and was adioined to it : but the Bohemi- 
ans, who laboured by all mcanes to enlarge the bounds of their kingdome and command , at length 
leizcd it into their hands The people in maners> conditions and language do not much differ from the 
Silefians : only they are diftma trom them by name, and iurifdidion, as gouerned by feuerall Princes. 
The name and appellation of Lufatia, is fomewhat neere in found to the name of Elysu, or hm, which it 
is certaine, as Ioaclmnu, Cureus writcth , fometimc dwelt heere about. Their chiete cities are Gorlit?, and 
Sntaw, and fome others. The riuer N^f runneth through the nuddeft or this country.' Gafberftuar, 
hath this other day ,n Elegiacke verfc, defcribed the fame in a pecular treatife. Misnia, (MM*) a.d 
r h v r i n G i a, (Thunngen) are defcribed and fet out in their feuerall tables, which we haue thereafter 
mlertediato this our Theater ot the World in their proper places. A portraiture and draught of thefe 
countries, fhaddowed and counterfeited out ot the Geographical Chart otM«G/W, wliich was 
'•"printed at Trage la ®okm« in the yearc ot Chrifr 15*8. we haue adioined to this our Worke; 
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The county of MANSFIELD. 

An s f i eld, a part of Old. Saxonie, is thought to haue beene fo called of Mam 

nus : the fecond king of the Germanes : For spanfaelot, in this country fpeech, fee- 
meth to fignifie nothing elfe, but 17* field of 'Uamm, Which deriuauon a&ainen, 
another place not far from hence, denominated, as fome men do verily beleeue, 
oUfcentz, the firft authour of the Germane name and iiation,doth fecmeftrong-

Artebursr So that thefe Earles of Mansfield (which ardalfo called , The noble h>rds of Heldrungen) haue 
thefe princes their neere neighbours : the Archbifhop of Magdeburg , the bifhop of Merfeburg, the 
Prince Eleclour of Saxony, the Landgraueof Thuringia , theDukeofSaxony^thebinvopo fHalber- 
ftade, the Prince of Anhald , theLordof Bernburg, the Earles ofSwartzburg and Stolburg, the Lords 
of Werther and Affeburg. . , , 

When, or by whom, this prouince was graced with the tide of an E au d o m e , Andrew Hop- 
pentode, in his booke, which he hath written & fet forth of the Petigrees of the Saxon Princes, plainly 
confefieththatheis altogether ignorant. Notwithihndingthisfameauthour, and with b 
Spangeberg, do aucrre it to haue beene very ancient, by this, that anEarle of this country, called Hei- 
ir, didliSemthedaie S ofGreatArthur,thatrenowmcdHngoftheBntans, and was one o f thofe 
whichtogether withthe reft ofthe worthies of this king, mvc&t&m^dc^ugksoftk order of tk^ound 
Table. Now this king Arthur, we know liued about 54^ y«es after the incarnation of our Sauior Chrift. 
Bat if there be any man thatfhall thinke and obiccl, that this ftorie of theRound Table is too fabulous 
to confirme this our aflertion, yet this is certaine and cannot be doubted of,that in England, almolt in 
the middeft ofthe kingdome, thereis a townc called Mansfield , fituate betweeene die nuers of Trent 
and Rotheram , not farre from the city of Nottingham. 

This county contained! alfo foure other counties : namely, A R N s t e d t, W i p R a , W b t h i n 
and Qv b.r-n f v r t, all which in former times had their proper and peculiar Earles , but now at this 
day befide the counte Mansfield they haue not any one. In this county alio there is the countv Palatine 
ot Saxony. Moreouer there are befide thefe certaine other Lordfhips and Principalities, asthouniaift 
fee in the Mappe. The chiefe and principall cities are Mansfield, Eysleben, W i p r a and 
Leimbach. , . , 

This'country is very full of Mettall-mines. Heerc out ofthe earth are digged thofe fleitftones»which 
they call Scheyfterfteyn, fuch as fcarccly are to be found, as Sebaftian Munfter writeth, in any other place 
ofthe world befide. It bath alfo certaine ftones; laden with Copper , which being burnt in the fire and 
then fteeped and wathed in water do.yecld the^mettall ,and together with it feme good ftore of Siluer. 
But this is a wonderful! ftrange pranke, that Nature heerc infporting maner vfually plaieth, which the 
fame authour there fpeaketh of well worth the obferuationuiamely of a great Lake in this country well 
ftored with diuers and fundry forts of fifh : all which kinds of fifh, together with the paddockes,frogs> 
newts,and fuch other things Luing in this Iake,are found fo curioufly exprefled & (haped out in ftones, 
as we haue to our great admiration beheld, as it is a Very hard matter at the firft fight vpon the fudden 
to difcern them from the naturall liuing creatures-of that kind,and diat fo liuelily that thou (halt be able 
prefently todiftinguiih one from another and to call them by their feuerall and proper names* Some 
of thefe I harie, giuen me by Peter Erneft, the mbft renownjed and illuftrious Earle ot this country, and 
worthy Gouernour of the prouince of Lutzehburg. 

There is a Lake in this country, which, by reafon of the faltnefle ofthe water, they call Gefalt^en, in- 
to which, if the fifhermen (hall eaft in their nets oner deepe,they will prefently be flenged & fchorched 
euen as if they had beene burnt or drawne through the fire, asSeuerinus Gobelinus , in his hiftory of 
Amber,reporteth. The fame authour writeth that neere vnto Eifleben, there was not long fince a piece 
of Amber found as bigge as a mans head. 

Syriacus Spangeberg did promifeto fet out the hiftory of this countrey,wherin all the cities, caftles, 
villages, mountaines, woods, riuers, lakes, mines &c.lhould feuerally be dcfcribcd ; together with the 
Antiquities, Records, Petigrees, and fuch other hiftoricall matters ofthe fame.

Soagaine in the time of Henry the firft, Empe- 
tne ri rut t ^ ^ otw °jJ an( j Ottoofthishouleot Hennenberg. ferutd valiantly in defence of the Empire agamll theaflaults and inrodesof 
lh" T rZ i Vrrm the Zfw/»»«, two learned men of this family, intheyearesofChrifto.fi. ando6i. were bifhops ot Wurtzeburg , and gouerned 
tl a f "a with -he- °reat applaule and p-aifc of all men. But the true pedigree of thele Princes is deriued from B o p p o , who in the yeare of our 
T A mS following Henry rh- fourth, theEmperoiirsfide, in the battcll fought betwcerie him and Rudolph the Switzer.neerc to the city Mel- 
ehftadt valiantly rilhtin" was honourable llamdnthefkld. After him fucceeded his fonne Gottebald, firll founder of the Abbey of 
Veller fjr the Monkes ofthe order ofthe brotherhood ofthe Praemonitratenfcs : After him followed his fonne Berthoi d ; then Boi-po 
the Second, next him Boppo theThird,all which fucceeded one after another ma right line. This BoppotheThird bad by his fecond wife lut- 
t,i of Thuri'n°cn, HiRMa ft, whole fonne B o p p o the Fourth died, leauing no ilTue behind him : But by his fii it wife Elizabeth, of the familia 
ofthe Princes of Saxonv, he had H en r Y.whohadifTue Henry the Second, Herman the Second, and Berthold the Second : Hen- 
ry had illue B o p p o the Fife ; whole fonne Berthold the Third died without ifliie. But after Herman thele Princes, Henry the Second, 
Herman the Third , FrfdeRick the Firft ,Gioioe the Firft , and lartly Frederick the Second lineally dtlcended one from ano- 
ther, fuccefEuely gouerned this prouince. ThisFredericke had ilTue Herman, who by his wife Margaret , of the family of Brandenburghad 
two lonnes, Behihoi Dthe Fourth, and Albert, both which died in the yeare ofour Lord God, 1 549. and left no iflue behind them. 1 ben 
ofthelmeof Berthold theSecond.thirdlonneofHenrytheFirft.fucceeded Be RTHOLDtheFift, who lor his lingular virtues, wiledome,expe- 
rience, and excellent gifts other waies, was in the yeare after Chrifts incarnation, 1 7. 1 o. by Henry of Lutzelburg the Emperour , with the generall 
confent of the wholecompany ot the tleaours, inftalled one of the Princes of the Empire. And after that, for the fame his virtues, and for that he 
was in managing all maner of bufinefles a moll prudent, faithfulland fortunate man,by Lewis theFourih.thencxt fucciffourinme Err,pirc,much 
let by and greatly elfeemtd. In his time, this whole ptouince as it is heere fet out, in this our Chorographicall Chart ,was lubiect to him and to o- 
ther Princes and Earles ot Hennenberg then liuing. But Henry his fonne dying without iflue male , the grcatelf part of this countrey, by the 
marriage of his three daughters, Katharine, Sophia, and Elizabet h, fell vntothe Marquefl'es of Mifnia, Burgeraues of Nor'berg, 
and Princes ot Wurtenburg, which twolaftfellingiheirportions, the bifliopof Wurtenburg did much enlarge his diocefle. Iohn , the fecond 
fonne of Berthold the firft.by his wife Adelheida of the houfe of HefTen, had by Elivtbethol the family of Luchtenburg, a fonnenamed Henry 
the Fourth, who by Mechtilda , or Mawd, daughter to theMarqueffeofBath, W 1 L L 1 a m the Firft , who by his wife Annaof Brunlwicke , had 
W 1 l l 1 a M the Second, which bv Katharine, Countefle of Hanaw, had iflue W 1 l l i a m theFourth , begotten of his wife AUrgaret daughter 
totheDukeofBrunfwicke. This William had by his wife Anaflafia, daughter of Albert, Prince Eleaour of Brandenburg, feuen/«w»«, and lis 
daughters^ namely W 1 ilia M,and Caspar, which died in theirinfancy : lo H N, Abbot of Fulden : Wolfc an candCKRi stop h er, 
which two died bachelours : Georg e Ernest and Boppo the Sixt : This Boppo, after the death of his firft wife Elizabeth daughter to the 
MarquefTe of Brandenburg,mariedi's/iA»<!,daiightei to the Prince of Luneburgihe died vpon the fourth of March in theyeereofourLord I J74. 
leaning no iflue behind him. He was a very godly, prudent, magnanimous and curtuous Prince. That other, George Erneft, after the death of 
his vite E/K.aietb daughter to the Duke otBiunfwicke, maried daughterto the Prince of Wurtenburg , and at length vpon the fcuen 

and twentieth day ot December in the yeare ot our Lord God 1583. yeelded to Nature and died in thefeuentie and third yeare of his age , being 
the laft Prince ofthatftocke or family. The defcriptionof this prouince of Hennenberg,as heere it is fet downe, atthisdayisfubie&vntodiucrs 
Princes : the greater! part of it, belongeth to the Duke of Saxony, the reft to the bifhop of Wurtenburg and the Landtgraues of HefTen. A more 
large and exafii defenpnon of this Stocke and Family, if any man be defirous to haue, may be learned out of the Genealogy or Pedigree of M. Se- 
baftian Glaler, fometime Chancellour of thisPrincipality of Hennenberg.

■ isa countrey very fertile ofall maner of things neccflary for the maintenance of manslife. Itbeareth novines, butvpon 
5 that fide only that lieth vpon the Rhein. M a r p v r c,and C A s s e l l are the chiefe and ptincipall cities of thiscountry. 
•Whereof this latter is adorned with the Princes court , and concourfe of Nobles, Gentlemen and other braue gallants fol- 
lowing and attendantvpon the fame: the other is graced with a goodly Vniuerfity ; well frequented with ftudentsftom all places neereadioinmg 
round about. In this Landrgrauy there are alio diuers other Counties or Earledomes , asCATZENELEBOG, ZeigenheiM,Nida and 
W a l d e c k, of all which now this Landtgraue writeth himfelfe Lord. But liften what Eobanus Hefl'us, that worthy poet, in a certaine congratu- 
latory poeme of his, written and dedicaied vnto Philip the Landgrane of this country, vpon occafion of the viflory atchieued by him at Wirtem- 
burg wherin he doth by the way thus Ipeake of the nature and fituation of this prouince, and withall fomething alfo of the maners ofthe people.

T H V R I N G I A, 

Or, 

D V R I N G E N. 

His Trouince was fometime a IQngdome , at this day it is onlcy graced with the title of a 
LaNdtgravy. It is feated betweene the two riuers Sala and Werra. Vpon the 
North it is bounded with thatgreatwood.whichtheHiftorians aWSyka Hercinia,zaA 
of them is called Hart^. On the South it hath the vaft foreft of Thuringia , Vuringcr 
Widdt, they call it. The length of this country, which is equall to the breadth ,is about 
twelue Germane miles. In this narrow compalte, (as I remember not long fince Hugh 
Brinkhorft, an Englishman , a citizen of Ertbrd, my good friend, did tell me) there 
12. Co vn tie sorEarledomes, and as many Ab b eis , which they call Csfw 
J}tte Jbtyen) 144* cities, with fo many Market Towns, (Mercktfkcken) 2000. Parishes, and 
1 50. c a s t l e s. It is a pafsing fertile country, and of wheat and fuch like corne it yeeldeth greater plenty 
than any other country of Germany whatfoeuer. Whereupon George Agricola doubted not to call it Sumen 
Oenmnue, The Sweet-bread of Germany. Heere yearely groweth great plenty of woad (T/atis , the Latines 
call it) which from hence is tranfported into other countries, to the great gaine and commodity of the inha- 
bitants : It is an herbe or weed much vfed of Diets , to fet the more perfect: and durable colour in wooll or 
wollen cloth. Heere fome are of opinion that fometime the S o r a b i did inhabite. Reinerus Reyneckius in 
his booke, which he wrote of the Originall of the My/Ten (Myfm) doth thinke thefe TyringeU , to be nothing 
elfe, but as one would fay Tyringottt, that is , The Gothes of Thuringia, and thereupon their city Gothen , or 
Gotha, he maketh no queftion, tooke the name. Zacharias Riuander , in the Dutch tongue hath fet out a 
peculiar treatife containing a defcription of this countrie. 

The Metropolitane or chiefe city of this prouiuce is Bford, which is held to be the greatcft city of all Ger- 
many. The cryftall and nimble ftreamed Gera runneth almoit through cuery ftreet of this city,as we there 
beheld to our great delight and exceeding commodity of the people inhabiting the fame. In it there is a 
mount vpon the which doth if and a goodly Monaftery of Frier Benedi&ines, dedicated vnto S. Peter. Here 
alfo is a ftately church,built by Boniface bifhop ofMentz, and dedicated to our Lady Mary, the blelTed Vir- 
gin. This church hath a bell , famous all Germany ouer tor the huge bigncfle of it and mafsie weight. 

M I S N I A. 

SHis country is by Iohn Garzo ofBononia, an Italian, thus defcribed : Thisprouince, faith he, is 
n f eated vpon the riuer Elbe ; on thcEafifide the Vmdali,the Bohemi on the South, th£ Saxons on 
y the North, and Libonotria, or the Eudofes on the Well , are neerc neighbours to this country : 
Bit is contained within the riuers Sala and Muldaw : beyond the riuer Sala the Thuringcrs dwell. 
In it are many rich and wealthy cities, and diuers thong caftles. Here fometime, as Ptolemey teftifieth, the 
Qducones and the Banditti did inhabite. But Libonotria was poffefledofthe Hertban*, Eudofi, Faring and Suar* 
doncs , all which afterward were generally called Serabi. The country is very fertile ofallmaner of graine jfo 
that it is able, in regard of the great abundance thereof,to ferue almoft all the neighbour countries neere ad- 
loming: Neither doth it yeeld .fuch great ftore of wheat only ,but alfo of wine,hony, and cattell. Thus fane 
out of the fame Garzo. 

The head city of this prouince is MeilTen (Mifim) of which the whole country tooke the name. The riuer 
Elbe (Mis) runneth hard by the wals of this city. Heere is a very goodly and ftrong caftle. Vrefden , where 
the Prince doth ordinarily keepe his court, is a city alfo fituate vpon ech fide of this riuer Elbe , crofTe ouer 
the which a goodly bridge doth parte from one part of the city to the other. Torgaw, alfo ftandeth vpon the 
fame riuer , where there is brewed an excellent kind of beere , and is thereupon called by the name of this 
towne Torgaiv beere. Item Leipzig, fituate vpon the riuer Pleiile, is the greateft and wealthieft market townc 
in all thefe parts : hither the Merchants do flocke, from all quarters farre and neerei to the Mart that here is 
held thnfe euery yeere. Heere alfo is a pretty Vniuerfity, tranflated hither, as Munfter faith, from Prage in 
Bohemia, about the yeere of our Lord 1408. This towne is verie goodlily built and hath many faire houfes, 
but efpecially the Guild-hall, where the Aldermen vfually meet, not long fince repaired with great coft and 
expences, is of all others moft gorgeous. The people are very neat, cleanly, courteous and humane. Befide 
thefe there are diuers other pretty to wnes, zsZek^ Schreckenberg, Naumburg, and Freiberg , a rich towne by 
reafon of txic Gold-mine neere adioining. Heere in old time dwelt the Hermanduri, as Munfter , with other 
good authours doth teach vs. The Originall , Famous ads , Pvemooues or colonies and great Commands 
of this nation are fet out not long fince by Georgius Chemnicenfis in the Latin tongue , by Revnerus Rev- 
neckms, and at large by Petrus Albinus Niuemontius, in the Germane tongue. Of L v s a t i a', a prouince 
alio contained in this mappe, we haue ipoken before, at theMappe of Saxony. 



THE MARQVES ATE OF 
BRANDENBVRG. 

He Marquefate of Brandenburg runneth out in length threefcore German miles. Vpon the Weft 
it bordcrcch vpon Saxony , Mifnia , and Meckelburg. Vpon the North it is bounded by Pomeran, 
Stetin, and the Cafuby. His Eaft part rcfteth vpon Polonia, and Silefia. On the South it hath Bo- 
hemia, Lufitia, and Morauia. Itisdiuidcdinto Old-march, Middle-march, and -New-march. This 
Marquefate alfo conteineth within his iurifdiclion the Lordfhip of Cotbufat Cotwit&of Peil&en, 
Bejcaw, and Storkavp,a\\ in Neathcr Lujatu : the Dukedome of Croffen in Silefia : the Earledomes 
of Rnpin,Stol^,andricrad. To it alfo doth belong the little Proui'nce Pr/gwte. It hath three Bi- 
fhopricks, Brandenburg, Hauelberg, andlubufz, (ituatein Middle-march. Moreouer beyond the 
ritier Oder it hath the citie and fhire Sternberg. Old-march beginneth at thcDefertof Lune- 
burg,ax\d fo extendcth it felfe vnto the riuer £i£f. Itisconfined with the DioceiTesof-iVfcg*/f6«>g, 
Halherftadt^and Meckelburg. The inhabitants long fince were the S cnones Sueui,and in fome places alfo the Angriuari/, with 
the Teutones. In this coaft are (euen cities of no final! account,?" tngermundt vpon the riuer Elbe, in that place where thcriuer 
L/fafjr-Jor Tonagra (now Tangcr ) vnlodeth it felfe into Elbe, fometime the imperiallfeat of the Emperour Charles thefourth. 
Stendal the principall citie of this fhire, where there is a church of S. Nicolas (they call hTbumJlifi) of regular Canons of the 
order of S. Barnard, commonly called OrdoCtfiertienftum, firft founded at Cijlertium (now called Citeaui) a place in Gallia 
Narbonsnfi. Soltwedel,d'mdo.d\x\x.o two cities, the 01d,& the New. Gardeleben,mth a caftlecalled Eijcbnippe. As alfo Ojler- 
hurg, Werben, and Senohuje now Sehaufen, fo named perhaps of the Senones a people that fometime dwelt hereabour. Arn- 
burg, with his callle fituate vpon the riuer Elbe, Bifm.ircb, Beujler, Batch {landing not farrc from the Elbe,Kdbe, and^Njflin- 
gen, w hich they otherwife alfo call Letdtngen. Befides thefe to wnes it hath feuen monafteries richly endowed with tempo- 
raries and fecular iurifdidtion,and diuers Nunries, as Arntjebe, Damkc, Dieftorf, Crewe fen, and -Niendorf Thebreadth of 
this ccuntreybeingequall to the length , isnotaboue eight Dutch miles; andyet in it areat the lea(U65. villages of good 
note. Middie-makch beginneth on the other fide of the Elbe, and ftretcheth it felfe vnto the riuers Oder anaSprc (feme- 
times called Sueuns.) It is watered with the riuer Hauel ,and other fmall brooks of leffe accounr. In former ages it was inhabi- 
ted by the Sue ui, or Switzers. The foile is very fertile, efpccially for come. It hath many Woods, Fil h-ponds,Paftures,and 
Medowes: as alfo certeine Vineyards firftplantedheere by ^/femhcMarqueiTc, furnamed, The beare. Brandenburghis 
chicfccitie; is by the riuer iWdiuidcd into two parts : this iscalled The New citie; that The Older and was fo named of 
irW<wfometimcacaptaineof theFranks. Here is held the gencrall court of iufticc forthewhole countrey. Manypriui- 
leges and great liberties haue (by cmperors,kings,andprinces)becn granted to this prouince; a token or monument where- 
of is the ftatue or image creeled in the new city, holding in his hand a drawen fword, whom the citizens call Rowland. Not 
farre from this citie is the territory otHauclan, fo called of the riuer Hand rh at enuirons it. Alfo the monaftery of Lenin ofthc 
order of S. Bernard. After BranJeburgfollov/es Rathenaw vpon the Hauel: Spandaw with a caftlc vpon the riuer Spree : like- 
wileC^/a and jR*W.» fettered by thefameriuer. InBerlin is the Princes coiirtat thisprefent. Berlin was fo named cither of 
Albert the Marques furnamed Bear, or, asothers holdopinion, of wild bearcs that haunted this place when thefoundations 
were firft laid. Colne was fo called of Collier Jthat in great numbers inhabited the fame in times paft ; or ratherofthe Latine 
word Colonia. Frankford vpon Oder was anciently reckoned in rhc number of the Hanft-townes ; in which regard atthis 
prefenr it payes no tribute to Inbeck, nor to any other cities ofthatafTociation. Ithaththrce marts cueryyecrc. Hcreisa 
College or Vniuerfitie founded by Joachim the firft marques of that name in the ycerc i y 06. Not farrc from the Abbey of 
Carthufians in this citie runnes a fmall frefhet fpringing out of a vine- bearing hill , whereinto whatfoeuer is cart , hardeneth 
into the nature of a (tone. Other townes there be alfo, as Brietz.cn furnamed Theloya/l : alfo Belitzen, and Berntrv, where cx- 
cellentbeereis brewed. Bellin feated by a foord of the little riuer Rhien : Mittenwald, Monnixberg, Bifintal, Blumbcrgcn, of 
the diocese of Brandcburg, Bo/aw with a caftle; Falkenbaghe mthacattk fomerimes belonging to the Tcmplers, Frien- 
wald, and oderberg. Here marques filbert the fecond of that name built a caftle in the midft of the riuer, to conftratne pa(- 
fcngets to pay tolle. Then haue you Fridland, a cloifter of Nunnes, with a little borough. Frifachoi the diocefle of Brande- 
burg, Gerefwald , Grimnitz, Grunheid, Grumxalde, and foppenick, foure parks of the Prince with caftles annexed. Hochelberg 
a village, Landsberg, an obfeure place with a caftle ot great antiquitic, Lichen a fmall to wne ; Liebenwald with a parke •, IVaw- 
en ; Putjlam a little towne with a caftlc ; Newfiadt, Eberfivald, and not fatre from thence Chorin a monaftery of Bernardines. 
Mulrofa a fmall borough and a village ; Sarmnnie, Sconbeck,vihh a patke ; Strausberg, Trebin, Bernewtfck a little borough i 
Zendenick a cloifter of Nunnes ; Zojfa a fmall borough with a caftle ; Stendtl, Swet ; Wrufen, not fatre from Oder* iLietzen, 
S dow afmall borough with many villages and hamlets. This middle marquefat containcs eight and twentie Dutch milci in 
bredth, and fo many in length. 

N e vn-m arch is diuided from the middle by the riuer odera,aho\\i that place where the rmtiWarta falles thereinto,nere 
the towne of Kujlren. The faid riuer oiWarta beginnes in Poland , and watereth this region at the citie of Lansberg, and the 
townes of Zandock and Sonncberg. The head citie of this marquefat is Kufiren , reedified by the marques John , fonnc to 1m- 
chim the firft , who to his exceedingcharge fortified the fame , and there eftablifhed his court. Other townes there be, as 
Landsberg vpon Warta, Koningsbcrg, Bernwald, and Bernfteine, a fmall borough with a caftlc, Bermvijchen, and Berlinichen, 
or the towne of New Berlin. Then haue you the citie ofArnfivald, the borough of Thame,Soldin whilomc the principall ci- 
tie, Furnftenfield a(ma\\ borough , Vramburg, Driefen, Falkenbergthc towne and caftle fituate on the confines of Pmer- 
landt: alfo Hmelftedt a cloifter ofNunnes, Kalis a village, Kartaw, and Lepen two little boroughs, Morgenwaldm Abbey, 
Jtor«afm3lltowne, Meuburg a village, Nurnberg, Reitz with an abbey of the knights ofthc Rhodes, Sutrtzcn contain- 
ingthcpal aces of noblemen, S chiffelben a towne that bearcs the name for good bcerc and excellent Armorers. Moreouer, 
youhauc Ofinund, Sconflis, Woldenberg a fmall borough, Sciltbtrg a village , a little towne with a monafterie, and 
Zandock a petie borough vpon the riuer Warta. The circuit of this new marquez : : is about foure and twenty Dutch miles. 

Now the whole marquezat of Brandeburg, with the regions aboue mentioned thereunto fubiea, containeth Hue and fifty 
cities of importance , threefcore and foure townes , fixtecne boroughs commonly called £39 attfttflfCfel It, eight and thirric 
caftles or noble mens houfes , ten parks , fcuentecne monafteries ofinen and women. This region alio yeeldcrh Corall, the 
Eaglc-ftone or the Actites,and the faffron-coloured ftone called Schifttu , with other gemmes of no lefie account. Thus 
much outoftheDutchdifcourfcof Wolfangtu IcbTtius. Youmay rcadc alfo Munjlermdlrenictu, and Dauidclytr/cuihk 
&oikoi~Saxonie. *

|Vt of Pipkins his Hercules Prodicius I haue thought good to fet downe>e originall and defcription ofthisplace : his words be thefei 
|Whenthebarbarous//«»»«ouerranagreatpartof£«^ , and opprefTed alio the people Noric, inhabiting Btsfaru, certaine prmei- 
pall families of them for Ihelter and rduge fled vnto the forreil HercjnU , planting themfehies in a commodious place by the nuers of 
frvmte and KetnitK, i and fo vpon an hill by nature ftrongly fituate,and free from hollile incurfions, they built thema rude and homely 
immzmi cattle as the Chronicles Banana doe beare record. Within a while their number was increafed by the neighbour- husbandmen and 
r^B^&i ;llE (hepheards of the forreft Hercrnia: and fo of a medley of diucrs forts and profefsions of people , they grew at lad to the bignclle of a 
towne. Butgiuinothemfeluestoabaieanddiirolutekindeoflife, without gouernours, without lawes, and continually molelhng the neighbour Pro- 
uinces'with riots and robberies, it feemed good to the German Emperours to fend thither a colonie ofoldefouldiers.whichmighrierueinfteadofaga- 
rifon for the place , to bridle theiroutrages , and to prefenbe vnto them lawes of ciuilitie. Some report, that Henry of Banana firft brought it into the 
forme of a citie, adorned it with the church of S. Giles, enaEled lawes, and enuironcd the cattle with alargcrwall. Alio, that Cenradm the fecond ioined 
it to the Empire : for at the beginning it was a popular eftarc. One onely ciuill difcord in the time of Charles the fourth , changed it into an AnUocratia, 
or gouernment of a few principall perfons : by which mcanes the whole authoritie came into the hands of the Senatours ; who euer lince haue vied fuch 
equitie and moderation in their gouernment, as there hath not at any time in fo great a multitude of common people, and diuerfitie of nations, grower! 
any notable fedition or pernitious mutinie. In the citie there are three degrees of people, that is to fay , Senatours , Merchants, and Artizans. Ancient 
and honourable families thercare 18. outof which alwaycsarefuppIiednewSenatours : who all ofthem are fix and twentie in number. 'Ihirteeneof 
thefe,calledBurgomarters, doe confult of matters of Eftate : and the other thirteene they call Scabins, whobeingalwayesafsiftcdbythreeftipcndarie 
lawyers, doe vpon Court and Leet dayesexecute iuftice and decide controuerfies among the citizens. It is forbidden by their ancient lawes , that any £J| 
profelled lawyer, oranythatbearesthetitleofaDoaour, Ihould be admitted to their (enare, ortothegouernmentoftheirCommon wealth. Outof w» 
either 01 the laid halfes or thirteenes they chufe euery Lunar moneth or new moone a new Confull ; fo that euery yeere the chicfe magiltracie f allesby ^* 
turne* for thelpaceof anioneth to euery man of both theforefaid thirteenes. Fiue there are of the fame company , that in criminall caiil'es do make in- 
quiry, giue ftntence,and allot punifliment to malefa&ours. They haue likewife a Iudge or Prefident for their fuburbs, who executes iuftice among the 
pefantsand villjgeois. Out of the lamecompany alfo, they yerely eleel two Treafurers, men offuffcient yeeres,credit,and honefty, who take charge 
of the cuftomes and reucnucs of the whole cirie, and haue the receit and disburfing of thefarne. All the laid magillrates, and others that haue any au- 
thoritie , are chofen only out of theforefaid number of Senatours. Two hundred there are yeerely nominated out of the three Eitates and the whole 
citie, who once a yeere, or vpon any vrgent occafion, being allembled by the magiftrates, do lit in common counfell. The State or company of mer- 
chants, albeit very great and honourable, are freed notwithltanding from all publike offices, and endowed with moft ample priuileges : wherefore fol- 
lowing their p.inate rraffike, they do in this citie, as in a common ware-houle, hoord vp the riches not only of Europe , but of the moft remote coun- 
tries and illands in the world. The labourers and artizans , which are the lalt and meaneft degree , are lurfered to haue no conuenticles nor meetings 
priuareor pubhke in the citie ; no folcmne banquets nor feftiuall aifemblies of many together, vnlclTe it be for a matter of relgion or Ibme great fnne- 
rali : for thev hold it a thing pernicious to the publike tranquilliric, hauing found by often experience, that moft dangerousfactions and leduions haue 
growen of luch popular meetings, where people in their drunkennefle difpure ofthe Common- wealth : and thar the like tumults haue beiert many ci- 
tiesoftheir liberric, and brought great calamities vpon them. Now ilany quarrell or diilention anfe among the common fort, ir is not referred to the 
Matters or Wardens of their crafts and myfteries, but to the Senatours thernfelues ; whoprtlently appoint two arbitratour? , toftarchintotbe caufe, 
and to do their belt to compound ir. If they can not bring it to agreement, then it comes before the Senate j who haumgawarded the ma:ter,do vnder 
agrieuouspenalne impolc filence to both parties. With greatfeueritie they punilh fightings, brawles, iniuries, and priuarequarrels, torthe mainte- 
nance of publike peace : infomuch as a man would thinkc , that Mines n\i R'-miAmanikH-; gaue dayly ientence vpon their judgement feats. Thus farre 
Pigbim concerning rhe originall, the magiftrates, and the common wealthof this citie. Moreyoumayreadeinthefameauthour. The territories ad- 
iacent being naturally barren and fandie are by the induftrie of the people made fruitfull. In thefarne rerrirorieftands Aliorf, where not many yeeres 
fince rhe States of Nnreuburg inftituted an Vniuerfitie. Nnrenburf_is watered by the riuer Peg/ut*.,v/hkh it crotlcth with many ftone bridges. In com- 
pai:eitconraincth eight miles. Itis comparted with a double wall, whereonarei!?. turrets, befides caftles and fortrefles. Concerning the originall, fi- 
tuaiion, maners ana cuiloir.es of this citie, you haue a notable ducourfic written by CenraJja Ce/tu a Poet laureat. 
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FRANKENLANDT.

As touching &{orimberg y it is doubtfull whether it belongs to Franfynland or 2?„- 
ttaria : by the name, 'Baaaria mould feeme to chalenge it. For ^(orimberg is as much 
tofay,as Mons^oricus, The Norick hill : whereby it appeareth,that it was the city 
of the Scoria. And after the %n fucceeded the 'Boiari or Bauarians : and now 
that portion of countrey that lies betweene e Danubim and U^primberg, is called _Yb- 
rkum. Howbeitthe city is in the diocefle of 'Bamberg, which belongeth to Franhm- 
landt. The inhabitants of ^(orimberg will be accounted neither Bauarians nor 
Frankes • but a nation differing from both. It is a ftately city, with churches,caftles, 
andhoufes, moft fumptuoufly built. Itftands vpon theriuer^gm^, in a barren 
and fandy place, which increafeth the peoples induftry : for they are all either arti- 
zans or merchants : fo that they are exceeding rich, and beare a great name in </<r- 
many. 1 us a place moft fit for theEmperours court, afreecity, andfeatedalmoft in 
the mid ft of (jermany.

SohmhhCmi- 
ate in Germanic. Eaftitextendethto Afor^and Silejia, and weft ro.R»*<era. ^Aufiru bordereth to 
che South • as Saxonie and Mijhiado Northward. It is in forme ofa Theater enuironcd around by the 
foreft or woods of Hercynia. Wherefore there is no great difference between thelength and the bredth, 
containing not much abouezoo. mi!esapiece.cW/«kingof.ff<^<77W4, who afterward was Empe- 
rour, diuided it into 12. regions, of which onconly henamed after the imaFultaw that runneth 
through Prage : the other eleuen he called by the nainesof their principall townes > fomcofrhem 
being fo hat Ihofpronunciation, thatamanfiiaIlhardlyfpeakethcm,vnlelTehe be a Bohemian borne 
or very skilfull in the language. The chiefe Bohemian townes lying tow ards Morauia are Mutha, 
Cbrudima, Konignigretz, Pardubitz, Litomitz. Towards Bauaria you hmcGlatow, T>omaditi.,Mifx 
andTachow. On the fide towards ^»/r«thcprincipalltowncis Buduitz,, with Cromhve , Trebon , Hradeck : as likewifeon 
the Mifnian fide ftand Pens, Cadana, ChomuUwe, Aufik : and on the Silefian quarter Uromir, Glaci/s,, Curia, and fome others. In 
the heart of the countrey the principall townes ofnote are Cuttenberg, Kolim, P elfin, Veron, Zatecfo, Launa, S Una, Ljtowericlt, 
and Tabor. But the head citie of all is Prage, beingfo great , as itcontaineth three faire cities within it,namely, the new, the old, 




and the little towne, which is difioyned from the two former by the riuer Fultaw, Their Buildings both Publique and priuat: 
ft'ately and magnifical!. This city hath two caftles ionecallcdr#^, whilom theKings palace,butnow wafteand almoftdelo- 
Iate, by meanes of ciuile warres. Again that other caftie that ouer looketh the little towne , as it is named, fo it well defcrueth the 
titleofthe Royal or princely caftie. For krefcmbleth rather a city then a Caftie : filling vpfo great a roome with the wals and 
buildings. Ot publiqueedifices, the Church built by King Charles before mentioned ; and the Caftie erc^ed by YL.Vladi/laut, 
late deceafed, are themoft memorable. And as Prage of allrheir Cities hath the preeminence ; fo hath Elbe (called by Tacitus re- 
nowmed and famous) of all their riuers. HowbeitconcerningrhefoiintaineofthisriuerTacituswritethskarcefoundly, namely 
that it fpringeth in the region ofthe Hermonduri. For it arifeth not among iheHermcnduri, butratheroutofcertaineBohemian, 
' :s lying open to the North , vpon the frontiers of Morauia, which the ancient Bohemians call Cerconefi. From which 



molintaines this riuer rcfrelheth and watcreth the greater and better part of Bohemia ; and then hauing augmented his fttcamcs by 
the influence o{rultawa,Egra, Satzawa, Gitz,era, and Mift his neighbour-riuers, continueth his courle and name through Mifna 
and Saxonie to the maine Ocean , being all that way enriched with abundance of Salmons. Butthc fmaller riuers and frelhets of 
BohemiayetXd in fome places graines of gold, and in others (hell-filhes containing pcarle. Hcerealfo you haue cerrainc hot 
bathes both plcafant and medicinablc. And all the whole countrie fo aboundeth with graine, as it affoordeth plenty ro the neigh- 
bour-regions. Wines there are no great ftore : and thofe of the countrey fo weake , as they laft but a very finall time. Howbeit 
they haue faffron ofthe beft,excelling both in colour, finell, andmoifture, three principall properties to chufethatcommoditie ' 
by. There are filuer-mines fo exceeding rich , that were it not forfome finall quantitie of flint thatinfintiatesit-felfeintothe 
vcine, you Ihonld haue nothing but perfect filuer : whereas in other countries thefe mines are eftecmed of high price, that hold 
aquarterorafiftpart, or at the vtmoftonc halfe of good filuer. They find alfo plenty of gold-ore in cerrainc mines which take 
theirname ofaplace called Giloita. It is reported that the Kings of Bohemia haue had graines ofpure gold brought from thence 
weighing tennc pound a piece. Neither are they deftitute of bafermerall : namely , tinne, lead, copper, andyron. Andfbme- 
times they finde in thofe mineral rockes, the carbuncle, theSaphyre, and the Amethift. Next vnto their mines there is nothing 
ofgreater account to the Bohemians then their waters replenished with carps : which I haue declared more at large in apecnliar 
booke treating of fitTi-pondcs. Now let vs decypher the difpofition of the inhabitants. In briefe therefore,both in maners,habir, 
and ftaturc of body the Bohemians refemble the Lion king of beads , vnder whofc conftillation they are fubiett ; that is to fay, if 
you confider either the largeneiTe of their limbs , rheir broad and mightiebreailcs , their yellow fhag-hairc hanging ouer their 
lhouldersjthe harfhneffe of their voice, their fparklingcies, or their exceeding ftrength and courage. The Lion carries a kind of 
contempt and difdainefull pride ouer other beaftcs , and hardly fhallyou vanquiihhim,if you aiTailchim by force. Neither doth 
the Bohemian in this refpedt degenerate but foonc the wes his contempt towards other nations both in word and deed , anddi£ 
coucrs his arrogancie both in his gate , gefture, and pompe. Being fet light by, he growes impatient ; in any cnterprize he is as 
bold as a Lion, and moft firme and conftant till he hath brought it to execution , but not without a touch of ambition and vaine 
lory. Moreouerlikealionheisgreedieofhismeat, and very curious in the drefiir.g and feafoning thereof. And their ncigh- 
ours the Saxons haue taught them to caroufe both day and night. And by reafon of their neighbourhood the Bohemians differ 
not much from the Germans in other qualities. Hitherto Dubrauitts, by whom alfo the originall and ancient dwelling place of 
this nation is defcribed. They brew excellent ale in thiscountrey, calling it Whiteale. They fpeake the Sclauon tongue, calling 
themfelucs C z,ecks, and the Germans Niemeeks. Vnder the ftile of this kingdomc are alfo comprized the regions of Morauix,Silefta, 
and Lujatia. Likewife in they eare 4 3 1 5 . the city Eg ra became the warehoufeor principall mart- towne of the Bohemians. Con- 
cerning the region it felfe you may read more largely in (.Aeneas Siluiits ; and of the people , in the firft booke of Martintu Cro- 
meriu his Polonian ftory. Vnto thefe you may adde Munfter, Rithaimer, Crantuut in his defcription of IVandalia, and Sabcllicus 
En. 1 0M.1. Panthaleon Candidut wrote of latefeuen books entitled Bohemaidos. Prage the head citie of this Kindome, is peculi- 
arly defcribed by Georgius Handfchim. The Map it felfe we borowed out ofthe Table of Ioannes Crigingerus, publilhed at Prage

O ii a vi A is thus defcribed by Joannes Dubmuius in his Bohemian ftory : Mtrauia was called 
of olde Monomania , becaufeit confined vpon Germany At that place, where Daniibim en- 
tredi Hungary* For Mark in high Dutch ngnifies a limit or confine » and thereupon Marco, 
manni arc tuch as inhabit the borders ot a countrcy. Concerning thefe people jirmnm in 
his relation of Germait),thc tartheft of thefe nations((aith he) are the Quadmnd Marcomanni, 
then the Iazygcs a people ot Sarmatia, alter die Getes, and laftly a great part or thcSarma- 
tians. Howbeit, at this prefent , becaufe it is bounded by the riuer Mm<> from the fame 
riuer the inhabitants are called Moraui, and the countrcy Morauia^ On three iides, as it no w 
ftands,it is diuided by mountaines, woods.foreirs, or riuers ; on the Eaft from Hungary, Weft from Bohemia^ai 
North from Sikjia : for on the South part towards Aujlria it is plaine , being fome where feparated therefrom by 
the riuer Tnayfa , and in other places by another oblcure riuer. The principall riuer in Momma is Mora t which en^ 
uironeth the chiefe city called Olmunt^, and from thence running into Hungary, difchargeth himfelfe with his 
tributary ftreames into the chanell ot Dandius. For Mora receiuing into his bofome the riuer Nim ; and that of 
Switta, whereon ftandeth the city Bri/i next in dignity to Olmtint^; zlCoThajfa, which glideth along by the city 
■Znaim famous for the death o£ Sigi/mund the Emperour ; andlaftly Igla pafsing by the city Igla ; rendreth vp his 
owne and his neighbours fubftance to the great and renowmed Danubius. But the riuer 0</e« fpringing not far 
from Olmtmt^, retainethhis name to the Ocean fea. Somediinke it is called by Vtolcmg Viadrm Odwais fo na- 
med of a word borrowed from fowlers, which call their watch-towers for the fpying and taking of birds* 
Odri; and fuch towers you haue nowin Morauia at the fountaine of Odera* Neither mull we heere omit the riuer 
Hana, which albeit fometiines fcant of water, yet doth it fo moiften the neighbour-fields, being thereby the fer- 
tileft in all the region, as the husbandmen in regard of their plentiful! incrcafe* call them the fat of Morauia. Here 
alfo more than in other places are found the filuer and gold coines of M Antoninus, of Commodus, and other Em- 
perours. Which is a manifeft argument of ancient wanes betweene the forces of the Empire and the Marco- 
mans in thefe parts. 

This one thing is moft worthy the admiration, that in Morauia there is a kind of Frankincenfe & Myrrhc, not 
diftillingout of trees as in other countries , but digged from vnder the ground jn one place only called Gradifco^ 
where till this prefent is found not only Frankincenfe called Male frankincenfe in regard of the refemblance it 
hath with the priuie parts of man; but alfo in thefhape of other members both of man and woman. And of 
late VVencejlaut of the noble family furnamed aQuercu , as he was making a foundation for the banke of a fifh- 
poole in his field of Sterenberg,he found the intire body of a man, confifting all of Myrrhejthe which distributing 
vnto his friends, andrcmembringmc among the reft, beifowedonmemorcthanhaIfeanarme> whichlvfed 
often for a perfume. 

The inner part of die region is arable, an exceeding fertile and fat foile, and moft apt for corne t as the hilles 
for vines , being more fauourablc to Bacchus than the hilles of Bohemia . wherefore it exceJIedi tor abundance of 
good wine. And it is fo generally manured, and hath fuch plentie of husbandmen» thatvnlefl'eitbeinforefts 
and defert places , heere is no pafture at all tor the feeding of cattell. For the reft, both in fpetfchj fafhions and 
cuftomes, they are like die Bohemians. Hitherto Dubrauius, 

Intheyeere 805. the people of this region were inn-rutted in the Chriftian faith by & Methodius * at the pro- 
curement oUmulpbuf the Emperour. Vnder the Emperour Henry the fourth, in the yecre idS6\ this couutrey, 
together with Lufatta and Sdejia, was annexed to the kingdome of Bohemia. Their language is mixt, tor the grea-

uia : forfofkreatthisdayitdodi extend it felfeon that fide. Vpon the South 

coaft it refteth vpon the mountaiiies of Steyri. 

The Ibile is sood and fertile of all maner of eome> and is fuchasis manured and tilled with fmall 
charge. In that part which is beyond Donate and is called Marchfeld , where long lince the Qxtuari and 
and fannecampi were feated,the husbandman falloweth his land' with one poore feely jade only. Marie* 
Without which dieir land in%eraisleane and barren, what it meaneth the husbandmen of Auftrich 
know not. It beareth fo good Saffron , as no other in the world may compare with it v It affoordeth 
Winepaising holefome and- agreeable to the nature of man. ' Altbamerus vpon Cornelius Tacitus his Gov 
mania writeth that it yeeldeth plentie of Ginger in a mountaine neere the towne Hamburg in the middeft 
oiJuftricboi-'Tannony. ' 

Ithath many ancient and famous cities : notwithftanding thofe of greateft note are Styre> V idmhofr, 
Mdcki Caftell, anciently called Clau&mum, Cranbs, Cetro eaftK novfcaMcdZeiQelmaur, Saint Hitfolytus, the 
two Nwberies-, one-furnamed of the Abbey, the odier of Corner fetroncll a village now* but in old time 
a great citie, as his foundation, mines, and heaps of ftones and rubbifh do teftifie. The new city Truck. 
vpon the banke of the riuer Leytb and Hamburg : /but of all the moft famous is Wien fometime calledF/*- 
Hiana and hliobona , renowmed for the Vmuerfitieand Schoole » than which there is none that hath 
brought forth more excellent and greater Mathematicians. This citie is round befet with Vineyards-. 
The houfes of the citizens are ftateiy and beautifull , fo that they may feeme to giue entertainment to 
Princes, and are built with large and open windowes to let the aire in and out : and therefore they arc 
neuer peftered and offended with clofe and bad aire ; for thateuery priuate houfe hath either his ieue- 
rall court-yard or back-fide. Hither is great concourfe of forren nations from all countrcys of Europe-. 
Here is great plentie of all maner of prouifion neceffary tor the maintenance of mans life. 

Theriuersof^w^ricfcareDonflTJ/, fometime thevtmoft border of the region but now it runneth 
thorow the midft of the fame ; Onafns s Drawn-, Blapb, which at Qdla (or Zdltal, famous for the Church 
oftheVirgineA&«e)anfeth out ofa moft pleafant lake : Draifn, Ipfa Mclck, March Thefedoefeuer 
Morauia ixomAuftrich s Comb a notable riuer for fundry forts of fifh : Leytte., andoW^in which are Cre- 
jfilhes or Crabs ofa moil: pleafant tafte. Thus farre <%itbaymen 

Of die originall and reafon of the etymologie of the name of this countrey j this report Latins in 
his Commentaries of ffien doth giue. The name oijujlria (faith he) was inuented of late , about 
foure hundred yeeres fince, of the blaft of the South winde called of the Latincs AuUer, which wmde in 
this countiy bio vvetb. oft t or of the limilitude of the German name ; (which I thinke to be more likely) 
for the Kings of die Franks called the Eafl border of their Kingdomes ©ttcnticlj, like as the Weft part 
they termed Wltitetttitb. 

This region long fince was firftgouerned by Marquefies* thenbyDukcsj and laftly by Archdukes j 
to whom it is now fubiect » as is more at large to be feene in the faid Commentaries of Lazius. The an- 
cient amies of this countrey were fiucLarkes Ore, in a field Azure : butLupold the Marqueffejthe fift of 
that name, of an accident oreuent that befell him* was licenced by the Emperour to alter his coat, and 
to beare a field Gules with a fefle argent : for that in the fiegeand affaultof^aonhe was all ouer em- 
brued with bloud , onely his girdle excepted. More thou maieft rcade of this in Munfter and Cujpmian. 
The defcription of Aujiricb is to be feene in Sonfinius in the end of his fourth booke fourth Decade of his 
hiftorie of Hungai'ie. Ttus the fecond in his defcription of 2w<^eciteth an hiftorie of his , written of this 
countrey : which notwithftanding as yet it was neuer our chance to fee. The fame authourhathin his 
Epiftles pafsing well defcribed Vienna or fyien, the chiefc citie of this Prouincci 
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TkBifhoprickeof SALCZBVRG. 

^•RancisIrenicvs faith , that of die fine Bifhopricks of Bayem , this is 
1 1 the principall, and the Bifhops fea (termed of Sjluius die Metropoli- 
' tan citie) whofe defcription we haue here fet do wne, is by Mtmtter thus de- 
' fcribed : IuliitsCefar cntending to make warrevpou die Germans, caufeda 
! very itron" caftle to be built in die ftreights of diemountaines , whither his 
' fouldiers in danger might retire thcmfclues ; and from whence they might 
• haue fuccour when need required; and therefore it was called Caftrumluua.

called Iuuaum, is thought by fome to haue giuen the name to this caftle, of which alfo the citie af- 
terwards built , was named Iuuauia. This citie hath Fennes, Plaincs, Hilles and Mountames round 
about belonging to it. The Fennes yeeld paftures ; the Mountaincs hawking and hunting. But 
this citie hauiug long fince flourifhed for a few yeres, in the time ot Attila the King of the Hunnes, 
/ ufteined many inrodes and mcurfions,and was miferably wafted with fire and fword. Afterward 
about the yecre ofChrift 510, whenasS.%trf,defcendedofthebloudroyall of the Franks, was 
inucftcd Biftiop of the fea oiWmm* and after the death of Cbildebert was dnuen from diat his Bi- 
ftiopricke,Tfe/oDuke of Kayem entertained him at <$atijP<me withgrcatioy and folemnitie , and 
was baptized of him, withhis Nobles and Commons. Rupert the Bifhop going on vihtation, and 
trauelling about by Noricum euen vnto Tannony, preaching the Gofpell, conuertcd many to the 
faith of Christ; and comming vnto the riuer Iuuaue , where fometime the citie huawt jhad 
flood, but now ruined, decaied, ouergrowen with buftics, and without inhabitant; and obfer- 
uing the place fitting and conucnient for a Bifliops fea , he obtained the poflefsion thereof from 
the Duke, ftocked vp the trees and bu(hcs,and finding the foundation of the buildings, he erefted 
there a Church, which he dedicated vnto the honour of S. Peter. Alfo by the bountifull magnifi- 
cence of the fameDuke , he erefted a Monafterie of the order of S. Sennet , and gouerned the Bi- 
fhops fea foure and fortie yccres &c. The fame authour in that place reckoneth vp alfo the reft of 
the Bifhops and Archbifhops of this fea. See Auentinus, who thinketh this citie to haue beene of 
Ttokmey called, Toediatm. 

This citie is feated amongft the Alpes. Some doe thinke it to haue beene named Sakzbwg, of 
Salt, which in the countrey necrc adioyning, not fane from <%eicbenball, is digged out of the earth 
in great plenty. Yet who doth not fee it , not to be called of them Salt^burg or Salisbury, but Salc% 
burg oi'Salc^oi Salc^acb the riuer, vpon which it is built and fituate, like as Lifperg, Injladt, of the ri- 
uer h;Ilt^ladt,v^onIlt^ Itegmflxrg, vpon <%gen ; not fane from this place , andathoufandfuch 
euery where to be obferued. 

TKe territorie and liberties of this citie is rich of all forts of mettels, asofGolde, Siluer, Brafle, 
and yron. Here is alfo found Vitrioll,Brimftone,Alume, and Antimonie. It hath alfo fome quar- 
ries of Marble- Wtguky Bund hath fet forth a catalogue of the Bilhops of this citie. The Iournall 
oijntammts maketh mention of Ltuaue. But Gajpar Srufcbius thinketh ithe more ancient name of 
luiiaue to haue beene Helfenberg : and of thatthe name Ltuaue to haue beene formed, which in figni- 
fication is the fame. Vigbius writeth, that he hath read thefe verfes in the chiefc church of this city.

?! Ayer n or Bauiere, called cf the Latum Boiaria, or as others lil^e better ,Ba- 
uaria was inhabited in former times by rtaNarifci, Vindelici and Norici. 
The 3\(aris{cs, which now are called Nardge,//*? r/«erDonaw partetb from 
' the ether two. The J\(ork/(s did enter at the riucr In , and doe decline toward 
' the East and JVesl , eucn vnto Hungarie and Italic The Vindelickswere 
\ con tcinedbetwecne the riuer s Lyke,Donaw,Ifara,Inne and the A\ps,wbicb 
J tolenvey "calletb Pennine. All this part now is ynder the dominion of the T>u{es o/Bayem, and 
do'b wholly re/l in the name c/Bayem . Bayern is dinided into the Higher and the Lower . The 
Hi g h r R. is Jituate vnder the Alps, and toward the South. This is combred with manymari- 
foes M oe la{es,fmft jlrcames-,darlie and fearefull woods. Befides beares .bores, andfuch like wild 
beafls^it hath many beards oj f flags of an hundred yeeres old , which no man may hunt without the 
Trinces leaue,but under a great penaltie. It is agood/oileforpa/lorage, and for the feeding ofcat- 
tell, ltyeeldeth yeerely great plentie ofJpples, "Bar ley, Oats, andfuch li{e come, although not of all 
forts : it is inhabited but here and there. The cities of this countrey are M unchen upon the ban^e 
oftheriuer Kara,* mojl goodly and famous citie, and the Vu^es feat. This citie continually main* 
teineth Lions. Many men do thinke it to furpaffe all the cities of Germany for beautic. I ngol- 
ftadt, adorned with a publi{e Vniuerftie. Befide tbefe, there are Freifing a "Bifhopsfea, Waf- 
ferburg, Neuburg, Rofenhaim, Auensburg, (g-c. The Lower Bhern« 
more fertile, and better inhabited : and by reafon of the riuers Donaw,Ifara, and Lauaiy'f bring- 
eth forth Vines. His cities are Regensburg , which fomecall Ratisbone , formerly called Au- 
guita Tiberia, fituate upon Donaw : whofefuburbs vpon the oppofite ban{e of the riuer, are ioy- 
tied to it by a faireflone bridge. Patauium commonly called Pal] aw, at the mouth oftheriuer In, 
rt>here it falleth into Donaw, famous for his Sifhopsfea : Strawbing, Landfliut, Dinglefing, 
OfterhofF, and diners others. 

This countrey generally is reafonably fertile : as of Salt, Come, Cat tell, Fifh> IVoods, 'Birds, 
Taftures, Deere, andofaUfuch things necefarily required to the maintenance of mans life, either 
for appareU or viBuall, it is fufficiently Jlored. It breedeth many fwine , feeding and fatting them 
with mail and wildings, infuchfort, Hungary ajfoordeth Oxen, Jo this Swine to the mosl 
countries of 'Europe. Salt, Cattell and Come are tranfported from hence, and folde into forren coun- 
tries. IVinet are from other places, as out o/ItalieJftriajrvhetia.Rheni, Nicker W Panno- 
ny, conueyed 'hither. ButnoTrouince of Germanie is beautified with more and finer cities : for 
mthin his borders (as Philip Apian in his Map of Bayern miteth) it contcincth foureand thir- 
tic cities, fix andfortic townes, (Mercktflecken they call them) threefcore and txncluc monaste- 
ries, be fide an innumerable company of villages, caUles, and nobtemens houfes. In it Salczburg is 
the ^^Metropolitan citie and the ftArchbifhoprickg , which hath vnder it many Suffragans , as of 
Trent, PafTaw, Wien, &c . The people do rather giue thcmfelues to husbandrie andgrafing 
than to warfare, neither do they delight in merchandife and traffique ; they be muchgiuen to drin- 
king and venery. They feldome traueli forth of their owne countrey. The firs! authour of this na- 
iionwas Alemanus Hercules, the eleventh King of High Germanie. His name as yet ispre- 
ferued in this countrey in the village and caH/e Almonftain, and the riuer Aleman. In time pafl 
this countrey was ruled by his proper Ring "smtill the day es o/Arnulph the Smperour : him, as the 
Tarthians, Arfaces ■ the Egyptians, Ptolemey, they called Cacan. After that it hadTiukes, 
which as yet it reteineth. Marke , a certaine difciple ofS. Paul , conuerted this Trouinccvnto 
QhriWtan religion , and he was the firWBifhop of Laureacke , which Bifliopricke afterward was 
tranflated TvrtoPaflaw. Thus much out of Auentine , Munfter, andlohn Auban of Bo- 
hemia.

He other part of !Bayern which is on the other fide Donaw > and runneth out be- 
yond the Bohemian wood,is called in our time (and long iince was) Nortgom, ha- 
vin%Noremberg for the chiefe citie,from whence the country, as fome men thinke, 
too ke his name. And although that Nuremberg be no ancient citie, yet his cattle, 
fituate vpon the toppe of an hill,is very ancient. This region hath many townes, 
monafteries and villages , efpecially^w^ , which in the yeere of Chrift 1300. 
was enclofed with a wall. Awerbacb,Sult^pacb,CaJicll Munjier, (where in old time the 
Princes oiNortgoia hauc held their Court) Eger, Beieritt, lifter, Naptag, Newenjladti 
tReieenkfihn, F\e»uMt,t(ruJe>i, Greumwerdt,Efchmbach,VVeukn^ernaivffleijlc'm, Herjpruck, Htyrbacb, Neutnarckt, 
Turjbirut, Eibogen, Cbmn^Scbonfee, fQin/perg, Staujf, zzre. Which for the moft part do belong vnto the Pala- 
tine Princes. For£e;pwtheEmperourandDukeofS4je;-«,intheyeereof Chris t 1339* made fuch a 
diuifionythat of the whole prouince oCBayern, the prouince oiNortgoia fhould be fubicct. vnto the Pala- 
tine Princes > except only certaine townes which fhould belong to the Emperour : and many alio that 
did appeitaine to the crowne of the Empire,in time paft haue beenepawned to the Princes oOBayern. 

In this Prouince,betweene 'Bamberg and Nuremberg, in the Eaft,to ward the towne Eger, there is a great 
mountaine called Ficbtelberg, out of which do illue foure riuers, Mcane, Nabe, Sala mdEger. This rnoun-^- 
taine conteinedi in compalTe about fix miles , it bringeth forth diuers kinds of mettals : it yeeldeth the 
belt blew colour, which commonly thev call Azure. In the toppc of the mountaine there is alfo found 
Tinne,and many caues, out of the which in former times mettals haue bcene digged : generally all that 
whole prouince euery where fwellcth with mines, efpccially of iron, by which meanes the Nortgoians 
do yeerelyreape great profit. Otherwife thefoileishard and rough , although in fome places it doth 
bring forth good ftore of graine, and is excellent pafture ground. This Prouince of Nortgoia conteineth 
one of die foure Earledomes or Landtgrauies, which long lince were ere&ed by the Emperors.namcly, 
Lucbtenbcrg, which taketh his nameof the callleLucbtenberg, notwithftanding that the Princes of that iu- 
rifdiction doc kecpe their Court in the towne of Freimbd , and fometime in Grunffelden , the fituauon of 
which towne thou mayeft fee in the Mappc. The Earle which now pofTeileth the place is called George 
if I be not deceiued , descended from his progenitours Albert and Frederick?* This Earledome hath not 
growen vnto fuch greatneflc as the other three , which in proce/Te of time arc much enlarged, both in 
polTefsions and command , and efpecially the Landtgrauie or Earledome of Hejfen. Thus farre Scba* 
JlianMmJler. See alfo 'Pirn the fecond. Of the beginning of the Countic Palatine of this Prouince readc 
Francis Jremcus. Conradus Celtes the Poet hath moft excellently defcribed Noremberg the chiefe citie of this 
Prouince : and of late alfo Tigbius in his Hercules Trodicius. Gajper Brufcb oiEgra hath defcribed Ficbtelberg 
(a mountaine plentifully bearing Pine trees) in a peculiar treatife. 

The territorie or iurifdiction ofSTRASBVRG. 

I He boo ke of Records (Notitiarum liber) makcth mention of Argentoratenjis traHus t thepre- 
I cincr. of Strasbiirg* It taketh lus name oi^frgentoratumot Argentina, is others name it , now 
I called Strasburg. This trad is a part of Haljl , where in time paft xhcTriboces or Tribocci did 
I inhabit, as ^benan,Munsler t and others do thinke. It is apparent out of old records, that it 
hath beene fometime vnder the iurifdiction of the citie Trier. Afterward it was goucrned 
by Earles (although not in that fence in which commonly the word is vfed now-a-dayes) yet they not- 
withftanding were fub.ccl vnto the Duke of Ment^, as the forefaid booke of Records doth (hew. At 
this day it is dignified with the title of a Landtgrauie. Befidcs many things in this citie worthy of com- 
mendation, there is a moft ftatcly fteeple vpon the chiefe church, whofe height is fuch, that it dodi not 
only-excced all the reft of all Germany , but as I thinke , of all Europe, It is , as Munfter hath left recorded, 
fiue hundred fcuentie foure foot high. Thofe of VFien in Aujlricb doe thinke their fteeple vpon the 
Church otS. Stem, mheight to exceed all others, yet that is, as QSinian reporteth, butfoure hundred 
andfourc fcore foot high. The fteeple of S. Paul of London in England, was in height fiue hundred thirty 
toure foot, as the learned M. Camden affirmeth. Ours of the Church of our Lady at Antwerp, is but foure 
hundred fixtie fix foot high. But whether the Geometrical! foot vfed by the Architects of thefe feucrall 
ernes in meafunng, be cquall or not,let them feeke which arc more curious in thefe matters. That ours 
ot Antwerp, for workmanfhip and beautie, doth excell all thofe others, I, which heretofore haue fcene 
alltheforcnamed, dare afnrmc. Of dus territory of Strasburg icadeBeatusMenanuslusRril booke of 
his German hiftories. _

Eleclour, andMarquciTcof 2><fcfew ; laftly it comprehended* the mountainesofoWr^- 
mrwi . , - . I Bb^^ ^ Blacke-wood. OntheSouththemountainesof .^on andtheAlpes of Switzer- 
land (fo the inhabitants do call the higher mountaines of that countrey) do ioyntly ouerlooke it. On the North 
they haue the Franckes dieir neighbours , and not fane offalfo , is Otbos wood. And therefore the iurifdi&ion 
of Wirtemberg can not more fidy take his beginning > than where Mc/*rarifeth , which fpringeth from a fmall 
tountaine out of the high hilles oijrbona in the Dukedome of Wirtemberg , neere vnto the villages Scbwenningen^ 
in the confines of the towne ViBng > not much more than flue hundred pafes from the fountainc of Vandto. 
Not tarre from his fountaine itpaifeth by Gfetwcll, and leauing vpon the left hand the head of Blacke-^ood, vpon 
the right, Switzerland Aipcs , runneth bytheDuehieof Wirtemberg with a wandering and crooked courfe (fo 
lalutinghere and diere certaine noble mens eaftles, andtowncsot the Roman Emperours) from his frit rife 
the /pace of fiue dayes lourney more or leffe, being with diuers little ltreames from fundry places encreafed and 
Jaden , and fo made nauigable, at Heydelberg falleth very fwif tly into the G(bein. 

The whole countrey, by reafon of the nature of the /bile » whether tor tillage or otherwife in reiped of the 
fertility ,is not euery where alike. For that part where Nicker arifeth,and which bordereth vpon the 'Black.e-'kood, 
as alfo that which is abbuttant vpon the Alpes ot Switzerland , (lituate betweene Donaw and Nicber) is fomewhat 
rough, vnapt for vines, but ycelding indifferent good paflure for cattcll. The foile within the Alps is if ony , yet 
very good tor come : in like maner by the tides oi 'Blackc-'toood, the land is fandy of a red co loUr,which notwiths- 
tanding is reafonable good come ground. Euery where the nation is much giuen to breed and bring vp cattelK 
Nere vnto the foreft ot fBlacke-fbood there are recorded to be thefc Lord(hips,iubieci vnto the Duchy of Wtrtenu 
berg : Hornbeig, Sclmttacb t VoniJlad,NagoldWddberg,^_a!be,WiUe bath^Newenftade, By the Alps>or neere vnto then^ 
dicfe Lordfhips, 'Baling, Wrncb, Blawbgrcn, Hcidenbeim, Tutbing vpon the banke of Donaw s by the which, as by a 
certaine trench, diey are feucrcd and diuided. But euery where the confines of the iurifdi&ionof^rtcwfog 
do gather themfelues into a ring,as it were,enclofed with a large band,to the places neere to Nichen But where- 
as Nicber doth fpread it felre into the champian fields, there it is not only more kinde for temperature of the aire* 
but alfo the foile is more fit for tillage. Euery where are riuers well ftored with fith > holefome fprings, pleafant 
lakes , goodly valleys* Euery where hilles b'efct with Vines, well-grating paftures and medowes , fcrufe fields, 
foretls or woods and groues , in the which are great tlore of Beeches , many Okes » innumerable companies of 
Deeres, large paftures, abundance of cattell : in all places plenty ot Wine, Come and Apples. 

Vpon the brinke of crooked Niclxr, here and there , are many goodly cities ; fome of them of reafonable 
greatnetfe, others not fo bigge ; but for building and beautie very glorious. In the higher countrey , vpon M« 
cher doe ilznd Hernberg, Tubing, Nurting, IQtrcb : then Stutgard, which being built as it were in the center of the 
prouince , is the chiete citie and the palace of the princes oi Wirtemberg, and excelleth all the odier cities in buil- 
dings , multitude of people and greatneife. About the lower coaft ot Nicber at this day doe flourilh Wablm*, 
Schro>idorf,Wmida, Bacbanaugefirackenauge, Bmrnck, Bifickc, Bietich^Fmsberg, Megmill, Lauf Gaining, Wabin*. 
Next vnto Statgard vcBebelmg, Lenberg, Qmnoftade : all which cities haue their fcuerall Lordthips , many ftrong 
villages, men and munition. Moreouer, generally the people of this countrcy is for their manhood, humanitie, 
conftancic and religion very renowmed. Thetownes (as I faid before) are not fo great » butarefumptuoufly 
built; whereof fome are fufficiently fortified by nature and benefit of the place ; other fome by the induftrie 
and labour of man. The villages are fo well inhabited, that they are not much inferiourto pi ety townes : their 
houfes are of timber , but very artificially built. The caftles are fortified by nature and fituation , as alfo by the 
ingenious arte oftortificauon , and fo are not cafieto be furprifed i fo diata man would thinke that another I* 
comr were yet extant amongft the S witzers 5 fuch is the cxcellcncie of the men both at home and abroad. 

This Dukedome hath his name ot Wirtemberg an ancient beacon.which now is fituate in the midft of his ter- 
ritory, not very farre from Stutgard, yet vpon fomewhat a rifing ground & hilly place, is neither f or his ftrength 
nor building any terrour to the enemy. But according to the cuftome of their anceftours.who trufted rather to 
their Iwords of fteele, than walles of ftone, it was notable for the pleafantnelTe of the place, only commendable 
now tor his anoquiue , hailing a moft goodly profpeS round about , aboue are the woods of Beech , beneath 
are the fertile hilles of Vines &c. The late Dukes of Wirtemberg for many ages paft , held their Court in this 
towcr ) tak.ng from thence their name, their ftocke.and their arm«,as is to euery man very apparent.

Jmufia FrndelicortmiMurg vpon the riuer Lech, andP&i vpon 2W, are the mod famous cities ot this pi o- 
uince atthis day. There te all Qam^Mmmlngen, Werd, Nordlmg, and odiers, ot which thou mayeft reade 
in Matter. Donaw, the zreateft riuer of all Europe, here taketh his beginning, and pafTeth thorow the middeft ot 
thecountrey. ThisriueF, laden with threefcore ftreames (whichG#™«, according to the report oHMmtm* 
defenbeth by name and order) emptiethit felfcinto TontmBixmm (the Greeks now call ^Maurotbalajfa . the Ita- 
KmsMarJore; dieTurkes, as affirmeth, Cmnfeiif, that is, The blacke-fea) by fixhuge mouthes. 

Euery one of which mouthes are fo great , and the ftreame fo violent, as Winy faith , that you fhall obferue the 
fea to be ouer-maftercd and diiuen backethe fpace of fortie miles , and fo tarre the water to be perceiued to be 
fweet. Of this countrey and his people and foil inhabitants, fee the ancient Geographers : and or the latter wn- 
ters,*Io/;» Man oUBohmia, Munfter andkb, who affirmeth that Naucler hath penned certame books only ot 
this argument , and that Bern a certaine Abbat hath written many volumesof this nation. In the vpper part ot 
this Map you fee a little prouince comonly called Kreichgey . Dauid Cbytrtu* hath defcribed it in a feuerall treatile.

PfBEBi His Ma P contcineth that coaft, in which long fince the %mrad and the Cislurani did inhabit, as alfo 
glwfflp the Walte of Hr/«etw. The %wciin time paft, according to the opinion of moft men, werccon- 
I pj giPl tained betweene che riuers of <%bein, Bjrfa zndJr , and thofe mountaines which from Imjjus doe 
MP reach hither. At this day it is for the moft part vnder the iurifdiction of Bafell. In it as yet is there 
BiHMrW a village vpon the <$ein, diftant a Dutch mile from Bafell, called^, fomeume the chiefe citie ot 
this nauon , and was called Augufta ^uracorum ■ but now it is become a bafe village .' notwithftanding many ap- 
parent fignes of decayed buildings , which as yet do teftifie his anticpitie, we haue feene to remains and be yet 
extant diere. The country is rough,full of many cragged rocks,and euery where fhadowed with thicke woods: 
yet is very well inhabited and manured; fo that euen in the mountaines, befides the goodly paftures for catteM, 
of which it is greatly ifored, it beareth plentifully very good wine and corne. 

Sequani Cuhrani did long fince reach trom the mou'ntaine hra , euen vnto the banke of the riuer Now 
this part is called Sun*ow,znd the Higbtr Efin> and is fubiedt for the moft part vnto the Dukes oUustnch. 

Bnjgow zndBlackt-toood , commonly called Shw^-II^, poffefTe the other banke of the %«. Here the wafte 
or wilderneffe of Hduetia is placed by Ttolemey. Brifgow is very well replenifhcd Vv ith cities and villages,and is ve- 
ry rich in corne. The common people for the moft part hue vpon Vintage. Theiurifdiclion and gouerament 
of this countrey is diuided betweene the Archdukes ofJuftricb and the Marqucffes ot Bath. Ot this (hire thou 
mayeft fee many things in Munfter. Cimftwi Vrftife in a peculiar treatite hadi moft exactly defcribed the citie of 
Bajill. In like maner JEneai Syluu*, afterward called Pope TtusIL 




HELVETIA or SWITZERLAND. 

He Heluetij (which as Eufropiiu faith were in time paft called Quadi) C<ejar writeth to 
'haue been diuided into fbure Tagi. At this time they diuide it into diirteene parts, 
which they call Qmtones or Jngules. Heluetia they now call Stm'tjertaitt) and 
nofcfjafft, of the league and confederacie which they haue made betwcenc them- 

felues._ 

Some men doe thinke this countrey to be the highcft of all Europe , for that it is 
wholly almoit lituate within the Alpes,the higheft mountaines of the fame Europe, 
and becaufe die greateft riuers of the fame, Ifyein/fijiodan or ( ^o/«e,and Po,fpringing 
from hence as from a very high place , do runne into diuers coalts of the world. This countrey is euerie 
where full of fteepe hilles, deepe valleys,great lakes,cleere fprings and brooks. Thefe mountaines do ap- 
peare white with continuall fnow, fo that to thofe which behold them afar off, they fceme to be nothing 
but hard ftone : yetnotwithftanding the Medo wes after they haue beenc burnt, are found to be very fat. 
In them are ted fheepe and kine, from whence great profit arifeth vnto the inhabitants. For from dience 
whey , (as Ofwaldus Molitor writeth) cheefe , butter , andother white meats are made in fuch abundance, 
that not only Switzerland is gkttted.with fuch things, but alfo die nations nere adioyning are from dience 
very plentifully ferued. For they are tranfpoited from hence into Smeueland , beyond the mountaine Iura 
into Italie, and into diuers other places. And that which may hardly be beleeued , as the fame man affir- 
meth for certaine, that of twentie kine the yeerely profit is one hundred crownes, and all charges borne 
which is beftowed vpoh houfe-keeping,men-feruants, and maid-feruants. Here-henceit is, thatfo great 
a people is pofsibly able to liue and be mainteined in fo ftrait a place and little plot of ground. 

The thirteene Cantohes of this countrey (as we faid they are commonly called) are, as Glarean recko- 
ned them vp , Zurkb, Bern, Lucent, Wry, Scbwit^, Siluan,Tugi, Glaron, Bafett,Friburg,SokdurnSchafhufen, 
and %eifer-Jlul Thegouernment and charge generally of the whole countrey is in the hands of thofe 
Cantones : for the rule or gouernmentof Heluetia is an An4rchia,znd is not fubiecl: to the command of any 
Prince. Thefe,when there is any thing thatfalleth out which concerneth the whole countrey or gouern- 
ment of the fame, do meet all ioyntly together, and do determine vpon thatwhich they thinke meet : o- 
therwife feuerall magiftrates do gouerne the feuerall cities. Thefe cities therefore are linked together by 
a certaine bond of Eicndfhip and league , whereupon they are called ^Dtpoffeit, that is , ioyned in one 
couenant. Thofe of ^otweill, Sangall, T)oggenbwg,md Lepont,ha\xc combined themfelues alfo to thofe thir- 
teene Cantons, with the like bond of amitie. 

Heluetia is fituate (that we may defcribe it in the plaineft maner) betweene the riuer <$bein , S. Claudius 
mountaine,the lake oiGcneua, (which of the Latiue writers is commonly called Lacus Lemanut) and Italie. 
Vpon the Eaft it hath the countie oiTtrott: vpon the South,the Duchie oiMillari, and the countrey of TeU 
mont : vpon the Weft it bordered* vpon Sauoy : the other part ofitlieth vpon Burgwidie, France, andflg/j 
Germanic. 

W e faid, that Switzerland amongft the mountaines doth conteine many valleys : of which fome there 
are,that do tend from the tops of the Alps toward Italie inhabited of diuers kinds of men. For Giles Schude 
writeth,that thofe which do inhabit die vale of Augutta or Valde Ofta, where in times paft the Salafi dwelt, 
are for the moft part all Merchants factors. In Cefie vale they are almoft all Stone-cutters and Mafons. 
From Ofcell vale do come Cutlers or Smithes, which do make fword-blades, and kniues, and fuch as doe 
turne woodden difhes and trenchers. All die inhabitants of the vale Vegefe arc Chimney-fweepers,and fo 
that flouenly kinde of men, which liue by fweeping of chimneys,and are wont to wander vp and downe 
thorow Germany, France, Italie, and euen as farre as Sicilia, are bred here. In the vale Galanch they arc all ei- 
ther dreflers of Ro/en, or Basket-makers. But thefe like beggers wander from countrey to countrey : yet 
all the reft do liue vpon their trades. 

Befides that which Cafar, Strubo and other ancient writers haue written of this countrey , thoumayfl: 
reade many other things in Giles Schude, Vadian, Francis Niger oiBafina, Munfier, Henry Glarean, and Ofwald 
Molitor in the commentaries vpon him ; as alfo in Iohn Stumpe , who hath written an huge volume of this 
nation. To thefe you may adioyne Iohn <^hellicanes his commentaries vpon Cafar. Ioftas Simler hath fet forth 
a booke of the prouince of Vallefia and of the Alps. The fame man hath in hand a worke of Switzerland in 
generall. Nicolan Stupan oiT^etia promifeth a defcripa'on of tyetia. For the eftate and gouernment of the 
common wealth of this countrey fee Iohn Bodine in his Metkdus htftmca. Anthony Tinet in his defcription of 
"tics, hath diligently defcribed the politicall eftate and peculiar regiment of the Commonwealth of 
Berne. Giles Schude,Henry Glarean and others do contend and differ about the ancient language of the HeU 
wttj. I do thinke that they neuervfed other than now they do. But we do fend fuch as arc more curious 
ftudents in the dialects of languages, vnto the worke of Iohn Becan which he calleth his Beccefelana. 
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TJieCountieofTIROLL. 

He Earledome oflyroll was adioyned vnto the houfe of Auflrkb, in the yecre after Chrifts 
birth 1360. by Qtodulfb the fo nne of Duke Albert. This Countie is fo rich in Siluer mines, 
efpecially neerc the townc of Scbwat^, that it may not onely be preferred before a rich 
Dukedome , but alfo may iuftly feemc to compare with a large Kingdomc. For it payeth 
yeerely vnto the Prince (zsCujjimian in his hiftorie oSjfuJlrich reporteth) three hundred 
tlioufand crownes of golde. Moreouer in it is found abfolutely the beft bralTe, when as 
J fcarfe other where not any is found that will abide the hammer. This prouince is lituate 
■ almoft within the Alpes , betweene 'Bourne and ltdie. The chiefe cities in it, zxcOempons, 
now commonly called bifbruck, where the Princes Court of this region is ordinarily kept, where alfo the Coun- 
cell-table and Parliament for this prouince and for Auftricb is held. There alfo did we behold with admiration 
the ho ufe of the Lord Maior, vpon the roofe all guilt* ouer with infinite coft and charges. Next vnto it is Bokan 
the Mart-towne ; and the caftlc of Tyroll, of which the whole countrey tooke his name. Then Trent, famous for 
the generall Councell held there within our remembrance. This is fubiecl vnto the Dukes of Jit/Inch, yet partly 
vnto the Bilhops of that fea, and is placed inthe confines of Gmnanie and Italie, whereupon almoft all the inha- 
bitants doe vnderftand and fpeake both the languages. Then Halla, in which fait is made and boiled , which 
from thence is tranfported into thecountreys neere adioyning. The Bilhopricke of Brixia , and the townc of 
Bmmieck, with a caftle which belongeth vnto the fameBifhop. Then Scbivat^, where euery ycerc great ftore 
of filuer, as we fayd before, is digged out of the earth. Verona, &c. But that (which we hauc not thought good 
to conceale) of MunHer, is well worth the reading. There is, faith he, an hill called Nansberg , three miles from 
Trent, extending itfelfe twelue miles in length, and three in bredth ; in which there are three hundred and fiftic 
Parifh-Churches , two and thirtie Caftles , befidesSalt and many pleafant and fweet fmelling fruits. In it all 
things do abundantly grow,which are neceffary for the maintenance of mans life. But of this Countiefee more 
at large i n the fame authour. Iantu Tyrrhus Tincias of Mantua, hath learnedly and at large fet forth the hiftorie of 
Trent in twelue books. 

Of GOERCZ, KARST, CHACZEOLA, CARNIOLA, 

HISTR.IA, and WINDISKM ARKE. • 

F Windiskmarke, IJiria, and Gocrc^, we muft fpeake hereafter, and therefore in this place we will 
furfeafeto fay ought of them. Of Carniott, Jfyrji, andCbac%eoU (to fay the trueth) I know not 
what to write. Something notwithftandhig,that otherwifc than in the other, I do not decciue 
the expectation of the Reader, that fhal! not be vnpleafant vnto thofc which doe admire the 
/onderfull works of the Almightie, I will fpeake in this place. 
There is a place in this Map, which the inhabitants call C^yrcknitzgrfee, of a little townc neerc 
vnto it, called Czyrcknit^,La%us faith that Strabo calleth it the Mere of Lugeyjt is lituate in the prouince of Carnioll. 
This place (fo I call it ; for whether I may more truly terme it a lake, a parke, or a field, 1 know not) as the fame 
La^iits hath, euery yeere yeeldeth corne, fiftiing and hunting. But here I thinke it beft firft to fet do wnc his de- 
scription out of George Wertiber a little more at large : It is endofed, faith he, on euery fide with mountaines, and 
is in length about a mile and a halfe, but in bredth fomewhat Idle. In many places it is cighteene cubits deepe, 
and where his depth is Ieaft, it is ccjuall vnto the full height of a tall man. Out of the hilles round about on euery 
fide ccrteinc fmall brooks do runne, ech from his feuerall channell ; from the Eaft coaft three ; from die South, 
loure. Euery one of thefe the farther they runne, the lefle water they containe ; for the earthfo continually foa- 
keth it vp, that at laft it is wholly confumed by certeine ftonie ditches, fo framed by nature, as they do fceme to 
haue bceue made and cut out by the arte and induftrie of man. Lazius thinketh them to be certeine llgncs and 
arguments of the failing of the Argonautes vnder the earth. Hcerc the waters doe fo mightily fwcll, that by no 
meanes they may be receiued : whereupon it commeth to pafle, that the ditches doe in fuch mancr fwell backe 
againe, that neither they only doc not receiue the water , but alfo what thev hauc receiued, they powre backe 
againe fo exceeding fwiftly, that a nimble horfeman by running (hall hardly be able to auoid the violence of 
die ltreame. Therefore which way focuer the waters (hall finde any way out.they iflue forth and fprcad them-

thofe ditches only ; but the ground euery where almoft doth fo receiue them , as if thcy were po wred thorow a 
fieue. This when the inhabitants do perceiue will come to pane, they by and by flopping the greater palTages 
to the vttermoft they may,they runne thither to filh by great troops : which is not only a pleafant pafle-time to 
them, but alfo is very gainfull and profitable. For thefe fifties being falted , arc carried out in great plentie vnto 
the neighbour-regions round about. Then the lake being dried, lucceedeth an harucft, on that part where the 
foile is fowen ; and the fame is fowen againe before the next floud It is fo fertile of grafle , that euery twcntie 
dayes it may be mowen. Who is it, that which here doth not admire the wonderfull works of fporting nature ? 
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ITALIE. 

%Talie the chicfe prouince of the world, as it hath often changed the name according to the 
% alteration of times and ftates : for it was called Enotria, Aufonia, Hejperia, Saturnia.&cc. fo alio 
Jlhis bounds and borders are diuerlly defcribed by diuers authours : notwithstanding in ki- 
ll teraoes it is thus bounded. Firft, by theriuer.^W; then by a ftraight pafsing by Alpes 
JlCocftrf, now called Monte Gencbr<e ; by Mount Adula,oxS. Gothardes hill ; the Alpes ot <%hetia 
!|or Mmte Braulis, and hilles adioyning ■ dien by the riuer Jijta the vtmoft border ot MrU : 
[I thus itls bounded vpon one fide.the other fides do abut vpon the fea. 'Ttolemey defcribeth 
-'it in the forme of an Ilthmos or Peninfula,which die fea inclofedi on three fides, the other 
is walled by the Alpes. The aucient writers doe liken it vnto an Oke-leafe : the latter doe fet it out not without 
great reiemblance in the proportion and lhape of a mans legge from the hippe vnto the fole of the foot. Italic 
hath the mountaine Jpemime as it were a ridge or backe pafsing along from one end of it to the other, like as wc 
fee in filhes the ridge bone to runne along from the head vnto the taile. This mountaine, which arifeth out of 
the Alpes, where they decline from the lower or Mediterranean fea, when as almoft with a ftraight courfe, nere 
Jncona, it tendeth toward the Higher or Adriatique fea, and there feemeth to end ; yet from thence againe de- 
clining from that fea,it pafTeth thorow the middeft of Me toward the Brutij (now Calabria inferiore) and the Sici- 
lian Itraights. Elian affirmeth that in times paft there were in this countrey 1107. cities. Gttido a Prieft of ^auenna, 
out of Igfnus, which fix hunnred yeeres fince wrote of the cities of Italie , writeth that in his time there were but 
feuen hundred oniy. Blondus diuidedv Italie into 18. prouinces ; bander, into 19. and their names arethefe:

fflinie, according to the opinion oiVarro, maketh the lake Cutilius, in the territorie ofrfteatino, to be the center 
of all Italie. Neerc vnto this lake is the territorie of ^ofelli (called of VirgillJRofxa rum rvelini; Velino's fields bedecked 
with rofes fweet) of all Italie the moft fertile : which fertilitie was fuch , as Varro witne/Teth, that a rod being left 
in it ouer night , the next day it might not be feene for gralTe ; and therefore it is called Sumcn Italic , The fweet 
bread oiltalie. In former ages they haue reported, that the plaine ot Stellate was the goodlieft and bell foile of all 
Italie i but now, as Blondus faith, the places about Bonony and Mutina do far furpafle the reft. Sabrfliciis, according 
to the common report of the common people, attributed! thefe epithets vnto the chiefe cities of Italie xVeni.e 
the rich, MUane the great, Genua, the proud, Florence the faire, 'Bonony the fertile, ^auenna the olde, fyrnc the holie, 
and Naples the noble. But the commendation of this country ,fet out by Tlinie, with as greata maicfty of words, 
as that countrey doth excell the reft of the countreys of the world , 1 cannot but I muft needs , before I paffe 
from it, fetdowne in this place by way of digrefsion ; tor fo he fpeaketh of it in his third booke and fift chapter : 
Italie the nurfe and motlter of cdl nations , chofen by the prouidence of God, to aide a lujlre to the wry heauens tbemfelues, to 
unite dijperfed kingdomes, to temper and mollifie their rude and <vnciuill manersfo draw the dtjfjnant, barbarous and fauage langua- 
ges of Jo many diuers people , by the entercourfe of one refined fyeecb to a conference and parley, to teach ciuilitk to men , and briefly to 
make this one a common countrey for all the nations of the florid. But Tshat pall I fay more ? Such is the excellence of all places, that 
any man Jhallcome <Tjnto,fuch is the mdieflie of all things, and of all people "tohich do pofjeffe it. Vie citie of Rome, Tnhkh in it fee* 
meth only to excell, and to be a worthy face for fo glorious a necke, D>itb tt>hat tfords or eloquence may Iexpreffe it '. How beautifull is 
the countenance of Campania by it felfe ! how great and many are the glorious pleafures and delights of the fame I That it is manifefl 
that in this one place nature hath jhewed all her skill in a Tt>orke therein pe meant especially to delight. And now indxd fuch is the 
njitall and continual 1 holfimnejfe of the temperate aire, fuch fertile plaines and champian grounds , fuch funny banks, fuch barmleffe 
fore/Is, fuch cook and fhadygroues,fuch fruitfull and bountifull kinds of Mods, fuch fertility of come, >vines amid oliue:, fuch goodly 
flocks ofjheepe, Juch fat beeues, fo many lakes, fuch Jlore of riuers and fountaines cuery tvhere Catering and bedrenching it, fo mcoiy 
fea4, battens or ports as it Tt>ere bo fames of the land eueiy Tt>here open and ready to entertaine and receiue the traffic of 41 lands , and 
it felfe running into the fea as it t»ere Tttllingly offering it felfe and eanieflly de firing to helpe and fuccour mor'tall mendflrejfed in the 
fame. I doe omit to Jpeake of the fine Tbits , natures and matters of the people of the fame, as alfo of the feuerall nations ouercome by it 
partly by /valour, and partly by humanity. The Grecians tbemfelues, a nation exceeding prodigall of their owne praife a>ul glory, haue 
iudgedfo of it, calling agreat part of it Magna Gratcia, Great Greece. 

Of the ancient writers Cairn Sempromus, Marcus Cato, Tolyb'ms in his fecond booke,but moft exadly Strabn,is he 
doth all things els, haue defcribed this countrey. Ot the latter hiftoriographers, Blo)tdtM, Iobannes AnnmViterb'Kiio 
Jisia his commentaries vpon 'Berofin,mA other authors imprinted together withhim. Tontanus in his full boo ke 
of the tamous acts of King Alphonfus, Volatermne, Sabellicus, Bernardus Saccm, and Dommicus Niger, but molt exactly 
Leander,Gaude/itius Meruit hadi moft excellently defcribed Gallia Cifalp 'ma, which indeed is not the leaft part oiltalie.

1 burma : but from whence,when,or for what caufe it was 10 called, he fhewethnot. 
Thefirft that had here ought to doe, were the Eitganei, Vcncti, Troiani, Galli ; and. 
after thofe, the Romans : vnder whom it did continually perlilt , fo long as the fortuue and maiefrie of 
the Roman Empire did ftand foundand whole: whichatlafl: declining, it came into the hands and iu- 
rifdidion of the barbarous nauons which oppreffed Italie, efpecially the Lombards , and fo remained 
vnto the time of Charles the great. After that, the gouernment thereof was in the power of the Patriarch 
oijfquikky vntill at length die Venetians (defirousto enlarge their territories on this fide) reduced it 
wholly vnder their mrifdiclion, who at this day poflefie it. 

Thefituation of the region is thus : It beginneth from a plaine abbuttant vpon the fea , and fo by a 
little and little encreafing , firft it rifeth vp in little hilles , and then into very high mountaines , which 
almoft on euery fide fo enclofe his borders, that this plaine enuironed about with the toppes of moun- 
taines as with a wall, (heweth like a Theater , it is open but at one narrow ftraight, by the which, as by 
agate, ferrying ouer the naerSontio from Taruijio, it may only be entred. The other borders of it, the 
Alpes on euery lide doc limit : and therefore not to be come vnto but by the fea-ports or valleys of the 
mountaines , or els ouer their tops. It hath vpon the ica-coaits very many hauens. In diis moft good- 
ly countrey are large champians watered with many pleafant ftreames , and thofe fields exceeding fer- 
tile : for it aboundeth with vines , yeelding a kindc of wine , which Tlinie reckoneth and commendeth 
for the beit , and callcth it Vmum Tucinum , of the place. The mountaines of this countrey are very rich 
almoft ofall forts of mettals; to wit, of Iron, Lead, Tinne, Brafie, Quicke-filucr, Silucrand Goldc. 
They haue alfo Marble, w hite, blacke, and party-coloured : Pretious ftones ; as Carneols, Berylls, &c. 
aud cryftall. Here are all forts of fruits, and apples of a moft excellent tafte : Woods both for fuell, tim- 
ber, and hunting, moftftately : pleafant and bcautifull meddowes, and paftures moft excellent paftu- 
rageforcattell. The aire is temperate. The fields of themfclues doe abound with all things neceflary 
for the vfe of man, as alfo for pleafure and delight. The people of this countrey are moft apt not only 
vnto all artcs and liberall feiences, but alfo for all merchandife and fuch other trades of life. The moft 
famous cities in it are Jquileya, adorned with the title of a Patriarchy. This citie Mela namcth, The rich : 
In times part it was the feat of the Emperours , and therefore it was called , Another <$ome , and was in 
compafle twelue miles. In it there haue beenc accounted long fiiice an hundred and twentie thoufand 
citizens. The great profperitie and flourifhing eftate of this citie , efpecially grew by the great throng- 
ing hither of Merchants ; for that from all quarters almoft of the world, by reafon of the great com- 
mpdioufnefie of the place ,\ eafie and fare entrance vnto it afwell by land as by fea , merchandife were 
conucved to this citie as to a common warc-houfe. That great trade of merchandife ended together 
widi the fortune of the citie, the Venetians growing mightic, and drawing vnto themfclues all meanes 
of trade and traffiquc : fo thatno w of a moft flouriftung and populous city,it is almoft waft and defert. 
Ffe,which alfo is called Fiinum(the Italians vulgarly call k,Vdene ; the Dutch Weyden) fituate in a plaine, 
hath a ftroug caftle built vpon the toppe of an hill,raifed by the labour and induftric of man, contein- 
mg at this day fortie furlongs in compafte. Tergefo Tricile vpon the fea fhore, a colonic of the Romans. 
Gorttta, fomeume (it I be not deceiued) called Noma. Here are many monuments of great antiquirie to 
this day remaining. The ciue Auftria (many thinke it in oldedme to haue beenc called Forum Juhj) fitu- 
ate in the ftraights of the mountaines , is a place ftrong and fortified by nature. Thoro w the middeft 
of it doth runne the riuer Natifo , vpon the which is a faire ftone bridge. S. Daniels towne feated vpon a 
veiy high and fteepe hill. Tom Gruaro, vpon the South banke of Limine. Then Spilimhergo, Afarano,M>nt. 
falcone, and others, of which thou mayeft reade in Leander, out of whom we haue drawen this briefe de- 
fcription. Iohannes Candidm hath written an hiitorie oiAquikia , whofe copartener in his labour and tra- 
ucll Leander writethtohauebeeneG/fgon'w/^m^w. Of the monuments and antiquities of Aquileia, Sa> 
bellicus hath written fix bookes which are euery where to be gotten. 
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The liberties ofthe cirieof VERONA. 

He citie of the Cenomanes,fituate in (jallia Qfalpina, or as now 
they call it, Lombardie, is within the iurifdi&ion of the Veneti- 
ans • a citie moft ftately built vpon ecli banke ofthe riuer Jdefe, 
but conioyned by foure faire bridges. The fame riuer as it doth 
diuide it into two parts , fo it doth almoft on euery fide enclofe 
it round:fo that it is not only a commodity vnto the citie,butal- 
foa^deleiice and ornament vnto the fame. The foile of this tract is excellent good, 
yeelding many things neceffary and profitable vnto it- Great ftore of oileand 
corne,yeelding yeerelygreatgaines vnto the country people byfellingand tranf- 
porting it to forren nations • Woll for fineneffe excelling the other forts otftalie* 
The c?tie is moft excellently and pleafantly feated, beautified with faire and 
goodly buildings,afwell priuate as pubh'ke. J t hath many famous monuments of 
antiquitie worth the regarding : amongft the which is the Amphitheater, which 
the common fort call Arena, The fand ; of all thofe which remaine in Italie or in 6* 
ther places of Europe, the wholleft and leaft defaced cither by iniurie of times, or 
rage of barbarous nations. Moreouer, a triumphall arche , inwhofe infcriptioii 
this citie is termed Colonia A vgvsta Vbrona Nova Gallie* 
n i a n a. There are alfo other monuments , which here for bteuitie fake we 
muft omit. 

The liberties or ground belonging to this citie is in length , from the little 
tovme'Bamcbello, vnto Itya (which is on thefarther fide ofLagode (jarda) fixtie 
fiue miles : in bredth,which beginneth atZ«* tone delle confine, vntoTZiuoltellaf or ~ 
tie miles:and conteineth in all 14.4.3278. fields ("fo the common people of Italie call 
the meafure whereby they meaiure their lands, Seardeonius interpreteth it Akers) 
whereof 1225112. are fertile, 1 1 02 66 are barren:which notwithstanding daylyCby 
theinduftry and diligence ofthe husbandmen^ are made more fruitfull. 

There is in this trad a very high mountaine (the Mappe placeth it betweene 
Lugo de (jardo and the riuer <tA defe) which they call 'Baldo. This hill is very well 
knowen toHerborifts and Apothecaries , which flocke hither from all quarters, 
and do gather many kindes of herbs and roots neceffary in Phyficke , and good 
and holefome for the vie of man. 

There is alfo here in a certaine vale called Tolicella, a place named U^egarina: 
where there is a very hard ftone to be feene , hauing vpon it teats carued to the 
iuft faftiion and proportion of a womans breafts; out of the which pappes water 
doth continually diftill and droppe,- wherewith if a nurfe or a woman giuing 
fucke doe warn her breafts dried vp by ficknelTc or any other mifchance, it pre- 
fently draweth downethe milke againe. There are alfo other waters of this coun- 
trey, giuen by the benefit of nature, both pleafantand profitable. But the ftudi- 
ous Reader defirous to know more of this territory,let him reade lilondui and he- 
ander, he (hall be, I dare boldly affirme, fatisfied at the full. Torellus Sarayna hath 
written a whole booke of the antiquities, original!, gouernment and policy and 
famous men of the citie oiVerona. (jeorgiiu lodocus ( Bergamtts hath defenbed Lago 
de(jarda or *Benac{e lake in verfe in hue books. lu/iiu Qeefar Scaliger hath founded 
forth the praife of the citie Verona and the lake Henacfy in his funerall oration. 
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The Duchie of M I L L A N E. 

r MiiijSR'Vyi Eander in thedefcription o( Italie , (after a long difcour/c of the gouernment of this 
IjMMiMjj^^p ! Duchie) maketh this relation of MiHane his chiefecitie : The citie M/7<sk, faith he, 
1H H^nl " fo conucnicntl y featcd, that befides the great ftore of fruite which the ground of 
fyiBgP sBf ms tcrr "°" es <*o ycc\d, out of Gallia Ctfalpma or Lombardie, all things, a/well for pica- 
Wm mJWwWfc ^ urc an£ * ^chght as for profit and nccclTarie vfc in mans life, may be eafily tranfpor. 
UB^^^^m tc & thither. It is fo great, that it may well compare with the greatcft dues of all 
^^^B ^H^H \ Euro P e - Ithathvery longe and large fuburbes, by which it is greatly augmented 
/ rrFif™^^™|Ffo me Q f t hem fo huge , that they may contend for bigncfle with other great cities 
of Italie. Notwithftanding of late ycares they foffered great wrecke, by rcafon of the mortall warres and 
continuall troubles betweene Charles the flit and the French and Venetians. By which they were by fire 
andfwordalmoft vttcrly ouerthrowne anddeftroied, although now by great diligence and induftrie 
of the citizens they arc reedified againe. Wide and dcepe diches full of water do compalTe both the 
citie and fuburbes : by which on euery fide by boate and barge fuch great ftore of prouilion is brought 
vnto it, that there is not any thing hcere which is not to be bought at a reafonable rate. It is very admi- 
rable in my conceite , to record the great aboundance and plenty of all things neceflary for the v/c of 
man. 56 many there are and fuch diuerfe forts of Artificers here, and fo great a concourfe, as is wonder- 
full and may fcarcely be told : whereupon that common by-word of the vulgar fort did arifc, He that 
TbouldrepaireallltaUt, muft firji pull donmeMtUane : to wit,thatby this meanes out of his holes and nefts the 
fwarmes of Artificers might be diipearfed into all quarters of Italie. The citie hadi very ftately and beau- 
tifull buildings : efpecially the gorgeous and fumptuous edifice, which they call Tlxboufe, reered with in- 
finite charge , and fuch wonderfull workemanfhip, that there is but a very few Churches of the whole 
world that may be compared, vnto it , whcdier you refped: the huge greatnefle, and ingenious Archite- 
cture, or the price of the Marble andrare worke ofthefame: for that not oncly euery way within and 
without it is beautifully trimmed and pargetted ouer with white marble, but alfo it is bedecked with a 
wonderfull imagery, wrought in Marble with exceeding cunning. Bcfide very many famous Chur- 
ches and Chappcls efpecially Grace church, and Praechers church, fituate ouer againft the moftftrong 
Cattle of Porta iexkhauing an Bemiftbere made by Lewis Sfortia the Duke ofMlLtne : vnderneath the which 
hec together with his wife lie buried , enclofed in a tombe of the bcit marble. To this Church is adioy- 
ned the Irately Abbey, of the Friers Predicant , with a goodly Librarie and a very faire Chamber or Hall 
trimmed about with the ftoric of the fupper of Chrift and his Apoftlcs, an admirable peece of worke, 
done by the hand of Leonardo Vmcio a Florentine fufficiently approuing the great skill and cunning of the 
ingenious workeman , by the iudgemcnt of all men experienced in the Art of painting. There are very 
many gorgeous houfesofpriuate citizens euery where to be feene within the citie. The Caftle of Porta 
Iouia, is the ftrongeft and beftjcontriucd fortification in all Chriftendome, which hitherto could neucr be 
furprized and forcibly taken by any enemie. There are bclides thefe very many excellent buildings in 
MUane, which heere 1 muft palle ouer with filence. Thus tarre Lewder , who doth excellently defcribe 
the reft of the townes and places of his territories of this citie. See alfo Folateran in his Geography, Geor- 
giusMerula, 'Bernard Arlm, and Sonauenture CaJiiUion, who hath written a fcuerall Treatife of the hfubres, of 
their auncients feats and antiquities. MoreouerSOTMr<t«eG;vV«hathwrittentheMillanehiftorieinthe 
Italian tongue. Laonkm Chalcocondjlas alfo foeaketh fomething of the happy eftate of this citie, anda- 
moneft other things he doth excellendy defcribe and fet out the fable of the Dragon, which made this 
citie defolate in the time of the MariangeK, from whence the armes and cognifance of this city were dcui- 
fed, as is very likely. Butitwili not be amifle to adioine to thefe the opinion of Pmopius, whowriteth 
that this city doth furpaffe the city of%»ein greatnejfc, multitude of citizens, and other great blcfsings 
ofGod. ~ o & 

Igw-walfo, which in this Chart is wholly defcribed , is bounded with the riuers Varo and Mma, the 
Apcninemountainesandthe Ligufticke fea , (a branch of the Mediterranean fea) now called Leonhto. 
This now they call %m di Genoa, of Genua his chiefc citie. This citie long fince had enlarged his domi- 
nion vnto Tanau : for it had Tbeodofta (now alledCafa) vnder his fubic<aion : as alfo the Ifles of Cyprus, 
Lesbos, and Ckos, with Vera the city of Thme. Atthisday ithaththecommaundofall/Jgwrwandthe 
Hand Corfica. It is a famous Mart towne , whofe moft valiant and ftout citizens haue gotten to them- 
felues, by merchandife and traffiquc almoft into all parts of the world an honourable name and renown 
together with great riches and large poflefsions. Auften hflinian Bilhop oiT&bta hadimoft curioufly 
compiled in the mother tongue the hiftorie of Genua : which alfo very lately Tetro Ti^aro , zndFJerberto 
Folietta haue done in the Latin tongue. Moreouer Francis Petrarch hath written fomething of this Citie in 
his holy Iournall and Laonkus in his j. Booke. 
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The libertiesof CREMONA. 

: ^at this citie is verie auncient,all men may fee by that faying of Virgil, 
Mantua vx mi/era nimium yicina Cremona. O Mantua great thou fittit 
tooneere vnto Qremona poore. Yet Liuy and others do report it to 
haue beene reduced to a Colonie of the Romanes Jong before that 
time, to witte, about the yeare 53 6. after the building of'Rome. This 
H citie is placed in QjaUia Gfalpina (now called Lorn bardie) amongftthe 
Cenomans^s^o/oworecordeth, orinthe tenth prouince of//a//>,as Tlinie affirmeth, 
vpon the banke of the riuer Po. The foile of his liberties is Champion ground , very 
fertile ofali maner ofgraine, as alfo of wine ; other things which are ncceifarily required 
for the preferuation of mans life , are plentifully conueied thither by the benefit of the 
flxeame.lt hath endured many bitter ftormes of fortune hauingben oft lacked and fpoi- 
led;Firft, in thofe furious warres of Marine Antonie t when as the territories of this citie, 
sAugufut Qajar being victor, weregiuen vnto the fouldiers. Then againe in the time of 
Vacllim, after the battell nt < Bebriac{e i 40000. fouldiers alfaulted and facked it : the com- 
pany of freebooters, Iwaggerers, and bafe flaues was fuch, as T tcitus affirmeth that they 
regarded nothing whether it were profane or holy all wasfifti that came to net. Onely 
Mephitis templum {landing without the walls, wasvntoucht, whether hy Godsproui- 
dence or ftrength of the place I know not. Againe it was fpoiled by the tyranous and ro- 
guihS Gothes and Vandalls, then by the barbarous Lombards about the yeare after 
Chrift 6 ; o. Moreouer it abode the violent a/fault of Frederic^ furnamed jEnobarbe,ov 
Warbarofo, who beat downe his walls , and laide them Ieuell with the ground. After 
this the Ciuill warres betweene the Guelfs and Gibellines efpecially raged heere,- in the 
yere,»$i2.Laftly, vnder thegouernmetofthe vicounts ofMiltane,& tha vnder hisDuks, 
it began againe by little and little to fprout vp and recouer it felfe. Vnder thefe hitherto 
nhathprofperoufly and peaceably enioiedthe eftateofaflourifliing common-weale. 
This city hath a caftle,aboue all other in /b//>,moft ftrong & fearful to the enimy.Keere 
is alfo a turret of a woonderfull height , farre exceeding all the reft of this Country: 
whereupon it is famous in this their common by-word and rime which they vfe , Vno 
Tetro in Kama, Vno portu in Ancona, vna tune in Cremona. One Teter in Ttyme, one hauen 
in Ancone t and one turret in Qremone. Levis Qauitellius an Aldermansfonne did lately fet 
forth the hiftones of this city. The author of this fame mappe hath put forth a booke of 
the antiquities and worthy acls of the fame.

He liberties ofBrefiia now pofleflcth part of that coaft where in time paficd the Cenomanes dwelt : 
andextcndethitfelfeinlengthSoo. furlongs, orioo. miles ; in bredth 400. furlongs, or 50. miles, 
as£&»C4/>r«/wa(firmeth : it is fituate bctweene the lakes Garda and ij'eo : the Alpesandtheriuer 
Oglit. Thefc fields, at lohn Planer miKth, are worthily accounted amongftrhe moft dclightfome 
champions of Lemhordie. Forithath, isBaptift Naztrio faith, Gold, Sillier, Braffe, Lead, Iron, 
Alume, Marble, borh Porphyric and Serpentine, as they call it, barly coloured with blackeand 
greene, PtfwrcaIlethitO/>A/w; and other ftones of great price ; as alto the Marehafite, whichaun- 
cicntly hath beenc called Pyrites, or The fire ftone. 

The citie Brixia, whereof this territoric rooke his name ; asyet reteineth thefamchis auncicnt 
name: for the inhabitants do call it Brefeia, the which for his riches and bcautic they termc in that 
common prouerbe of theirs , The Bride of the city of Venice. There is nor any of the eld writers , either Hiltorians or Geogra- 
phers which do not make mention of this city . Trogus Pompeius writeth that it was built by the GtUiSenones. Liuy faith, that it 
is the chiefe city of the Cenomanes.i'% 'n n » s Epiftlcs of this writeth thus vnto Junius Mauricut, Brixia is that city which con- 
fbntlyretainethasyet much of that grauc modcftyandold ftugalitieofour auncicnt Italians. Ithathbeene graced with the 
title ofaDuchie, forfolfind written in Diaconus his 5. bookc oi£ombardit inthejS. Chapter. But becaufe that none ofthc 
late writers, (that I may fay nought of the more ancient) haue defcribed this citie more learnedly and eloquently, than Pighim 
in his Hercules Prodiciut, rhou 1 halt hcare him fpeake in his owne termes. Bref u which is fcated at the foot of the mountaincs, 
may contendwith mod of the cities of Italic, for antiquitie and ftatdineflc of buildings, IulimCafar .5Wis«-,afamoiisPoet 
of our age, hath thus defcribed it in this Epigramme ; Thou Brixia^wf which proudly oucrlook'H the boornes and lowlie 
pkrne, by due defertnow iuftlie may ft thefoueraigne Empire chime. Thy heatthfkllfeat, thy plexfant fertile foile , thy people 
•wife and nation flout , ifciuilidifcordhad not croft, longfince had brought about, Thatwhere long time thou haft beene thrall, 
andpop'B toothers lore ; Thou mightclthaue lorded ouer thofe, to whom theuferud'Sr before. Por this Citie by reafon 
ofciuilldifcordanddiOention, being fubducd vndcr the yoke ofthc French and their next neighbours the Infubres , orthc 
Millancrs, hath endured much miferic : yet now atlength, vndcr the peaceable goucrnment of the Venetians, it is growen ve- 
ry wealthy, a great market well furniftied with all things neceflary , very populous and inhabited of a wife and difcteet nation. 
The (hire is very fertile ofoi!e,wine, come, and inoft excellent fruites ofallforts. It hath alfofomerich veincs ofMcttalls,but 
efpecially of Iron and Copper j whereof arifcth to this citie great gaine and commodity. LiuitmA other good authors report, 
That Brefcit was built by the Galli Cenomanes , about the time of the Romane kings , which afterward the Romanes , haning 
fubduedallthat part ofthecountrw ofthc which lieth beyond the riuer .P*, reduced vndcr their iurifdidtion. It is ap- 
parent out of liuie , how firme it fometimes flood with the Romans, efpecially in thofe moft dangerous warres between them 
and HannibaU. Some would haue it to haue beene made a Colonic prcfent after the end of the League- warre, when as Cneim 
Pompeiut Strobe, the father oiPompey the great, planted colonics in Verona and othet cities beyond the riuer TV. Not long 
alter, by the fauour of C. C*far,it together with othercities thereabout , obtained the freedome of the city of*«»r,and after 
that it is woondcrfull how ir flourilbed vnder the Roman Emperours, lb long as the greatnefleof that Empire ftood vnfhakcn 
This, diucrs monuments of Antiquitie, which as yet remainc in this city and in the liberties of the fame : as namely many 
goodly inferiptions of marble, ftatues,pillars,and Epitaphcs of famous mcn,do conftantly auerre,by which the former great- 
neile of this city may eafily be gathered. Thus farre Ptghius. 

SaptiHaHax^rio wrote a feuerall Treadle ofthis city , inthewhich hefetteth downe all che inferiptions oftheauncient 
monuments of this country. Helios Capriolus hath comprized the whole hiftorieofthiscirie in la.bookcs. Gaudentiut Me- 
ruit, in his trad of the originall and antiquitie of the Cifalpincs , fpeaketh fomewhat of it , as alfo chryfifiomus Zanchus, 
writing ofthc originall of the Orobij and Cenomanes, likewife Leandcr i^ilhertus and lately \^fndrete Paccius in his fixth booke 
of the Wines of Italic. There is in rhis prouince a towne called gujntiamm,\o. miles fouth-eaftward from Brefciajxm to the 
riuer Otto, of the which lohn Planer a citizen of the fame wrote a final! Treatife , who in an Epiftlc of his to Pau/lus Mamtius, 
doth highly commend it both for learning and chiualrie. Whether this be that J2u.intianum, of which Of tutus after fpeaketh, 
I leaue to the learned to determine. 

The riuer MekatMelk ; of whichf/rj// maketh mention , doth runnethrough the middeft of this (hire ; as alfo Catullus in 
this Verfe affirmeth , Brixia Cygnaa fofttus injpecuk , Flauus quam molli per turrit flumine Melk. Old Brixia plac'd ainidde the 
brookes,as gardian of the Swans , The riuer MeUa kindly greetth, and watcreth all his lands. This riuer rctaineth the name of 
Metta vnto this day. Not withftanding it runneth not by it now , as you may fee, although not farre offfrom thence it pafleth 
throughhis liberties. Thelittleriucr which runneth along by the city, is now called Garza : butlthinkethatinoldtimeit 
was ailbcallcd Melk. And I rhinke I may truly affirme, that the riuer Melk, when it approacbeth neerc vnto thecity, fpreadeth 
it felfe into two channells , both of them retaining the fame name, do make a riuer-iland, (like as A*/*/ maketh Heracleopolites,) 
and then againe falling into one ftrcame ftill kcepe the name of MelU,m6 hauing fo,heauily laden, runnc for many miles toge- 
ther, at length it vnladeth it (elfe into the riuer Otto. 

But before I finifh the difcourfe of this Mappe, I haue thought good to lay fomewhat ofthe Lakes of the fame. Thelakc 
Benac us (called of the poet Catullus, Lydiu*}Ca/>rioluf thinketh to haue been fo named of the city Benac *»,fometime feared vpon 
his brinkc, a menrion of which ro this day remainerh ftill in a village called Tojcokno, which thou fceft vpon his weft fide, (lan- 
ding vpon a brooke of the fame name. A memoriall of this dry is prcferued in an auncicnt monument , whole inferjption Ma- 
nuttus fecteth downe in his Orthographic. Thislake is now called Garda, of thecaftle Garda placed oppofite vnto Benacovpon 
his eait bankc This lake , as Alexius Vgonim writeth in a letter of his to Cardinal! Poole, aboundeth with ftore of filh, which 
for goodnefle do far furpalle all others. It is endofed on euery fide wirh moft pleafanr hilles : into it from all quarters the cleare 
fountaincs flow. Goodly meddowes, vines, oliues, beeches, laurdl, and cedars jbefidestownes, furnifhcdwirhallmanerof 
neceflarie prouifion , like a crowne befer it round on euery fide : Co that nothing at all of thofe things may further be defired, 
which may make a champion country either bcautifull to the eie, or commendable for profit and commodities &c. Whilel 
was writing of this, there came into my mind what fpeechlonce had of this Lke , with that moft learned good man Bcncdi- 
&us ^yirias Montxnus, (for wc both had feene thefame , although not at the fame time) in which we both did proteft either to 
other,rhat we neuct in all our Hues had feene a place drher more pleafanr for fituation, or more delighnoinc to the eie, fo that 
" was no maruell that Catullus did fo highly commend in his Epigrammes , thar his Sirmion , and the watersof this fake. The 
other lake in this Cart is Sehinus or Seuinms (for Plnievtah both) madeby the riuer Otto. This now they callow, ofatown 
ofthe lame name fituate vpon his banke. There is alfo another lake which they call idro ; by what name it was called ofthe 
auicientsjor whether by any, I doe not certainly know. I know, that a certaine learned man doth hold it to be BrtgtntinusLa- 
tU3 % whereof Plinie fpeaketh ; but why I am not of his opinio*., I haue fhewed tcafonsin my Geographicall treadre. 
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TheDulcedomeof P IEMONT. 

Hatprouince which was formerly called Taurmonmi regie , is now termed 
<PmnontOT<Pede,nont , for that it is feated atthebottomeof the Alpes, which 
do diuide France and Sauoy from Itahe , and fo is as one would fay, The pro- 
uinceatthefootofthe hilles. The bounds ofthis country are thus: on the 
Eaft,ther.uer? 0 : on the South the Alpes of Uguria : vpon the Weft, the 
J Alpes of France : on the North , %mm di Duna : Ithathmany good- 
Jly fields full of pleafantand fruittull hilles , which yeeld corne and o- 
ther forts of graine , excellent wines and fruite great ftore. It is well replc- 
nifhed with Cities.Townes, and Villages. "' * 

Vnder the gouernment of the Lombardes it was called , The Dukedome aiTamnc, (fo named 
of the city Twin.) By them it was firft reducedinto die forme ofa prouince,vnder the iurifdiclion 
ofaDuke. The gouernment of the Lombardes being come vnto a period, it was made fubiedc 
to the Kings ofltalie , who were alwaies chofen by the Emperours : after that it was "ouerned by 
. diuers Petie Kings : and long lince, in later ages it was accounted as part of the iunfdiction of the 
Princes , Earles , and Dukes of Sauoy , vntill the yeare 1536". when as Francis the firit King of France 
tookeagreat part of it : and now it is againe reftored to the Dukcof&woy. The chiefe city of 
this Prouince is 7a>w, feated at the mouth of the riuer Dona, where it falleth into fo. This citie 
'Ptolemey, Tlinie andTackus call AuguflaTaurinorwn. That this citie in old time was a very famous 
citie , it may eafily appeare , in that it was a colonie of the Romanes. It lieth at the toot of the 
mountaines, it is foure fquare, and hath foure goodly gates. It is very famous for the rich Ifle and 
ftate of the citizens, and is adorned with many goodly buildings, amongft the which the Cathe- 
,t. drall Church is moft beautifull. It hath an Vniuerfitie of all mancr of goodly learning : and is very 
well ferued with all forts of prouifion of vicluall. The countrie is of a very good and fertile foile, 
efpecially toward the Eaft and South, hauing Vallies moft rich for veines of Iron, faults Diaconm 
affirmeth that Tawin was the feat of the Lombardes : vnto whom it was fubie6t vntill Dcfideriits 
their king was oucrcome and taken by Charles the Great : and then it was brought vnder the fub- 
ieclionofthe Kings of Italie, Emperours, Countes, Montferrate and Marchions , and Dukes of 
Sauoy; to whom at this time it is obedient. Neere the head of the riuer'Po toward %>// (or C. de 
^euell) and Vat/ana, are quarries of moft excellent Marble. * 

Vpon the North fide of the fountaine of the riuer'Po , beginneth a certaine pleafant valley cal- 
led the Vale ot <Po , or (as the inhabitants terme it) the Vale of Luferna, of the towne Luferna which 
ftandethinit. It runneth out in length thirtie miles , and is not aboue foure miles broad. In the 
entrance or his Eaftend, is Mambrmum ; in the end toward the Weft is a very hiVh ftone crofTe The 
peopleofthisplaceare commonly called, TbeCbriJlians, butinfomemaners and cuftomes which 
thcyvfe, theyfcarfefollowtheftnckt rules of Chriftianity : nay they do obferue moft vneodly 
and wicked rites and eeremonies:amongft which this is one ; That once in a moneth they obferue 
oneday, in the which all meeting in a Church , after a collation made by their filthie and wicked 
Superintendent, atmght the = Candlesbeingputout jwithout any choiceorregard.they falllike 
bruue bcaftes vnto their beaftly Venerie. This we haue taken out of Lcandcr , where thou mailt 
Courtly P "^nyotherfuch likethmgs. Dommiau Niger alfo hath written ofthis 

Vfadme in his defcription ofSauoy writeth, That the Dukedome offc»r doth conteine in it, 
t n7 § t °fi7 JT' ? rc ,f and P°P u, °^ (wWch arein number flue) more then fifte Town* 
w e l fortified and beautiful ; and alfo two hundred Borrowes, walled and fenced with Fortrefles 
and Caltles.

P e r v c i a is feated vpon the mountaine Apcnnine , the greateft part of the countnc arifmg with goodly 
pleafant hilles, fertile of ftrong Wines, Oiles, Figges, Apples, and other forts ot moft excellent fruits. Beneath 
the citie at Afijut* as alfo toward Tuder, neere Tiber, the pleafant champion fields do fpread thcmfelues, yeeldui^ 
plenty of wheat and other kind of graine. The city by reafon ot the nature of the place is very ftrong, adorned 
with gorgeous buildings both of religious houfes and churches as alfo priuate citizens : together with a famous 
and large fountaine inthemiddeft otthecitie. Itisvery populous andthe citizensare very ingenious and ot 
couragious ftomaefces, apt indifferently either tor any maner litterature or for feruice in the field. 

PisA,lons;fuicehathbeenea famous citie and many waies richly bleffed , not onely before the flouriihing 
eftate ot the Roman Empire , but euen when it was at the full height : as alfo many ycares after.

Thefccond alteration ofrhis Common- wealth happened in 
the time of Alexander the fixth Bifhop of Rome, when as his Ibnne C*J*r Borgia, Duke of Kf/w* , (neuer labouring to bring home a- 
gaine/' e f e r ) /#A«and/Wi» ) thefonnesofL4*r««Af>^«, whobutlatcly had beene banilhed) at length brought the matter lo a- 
EoutthatthcofficeoftheG^/wmmouldbegiuento Peter Soderim forapcrpetuallandihndingoffice : who together with the 
Pwricholeneuerytwomoneths, afterthe ancienrcuftome, molt wifely behaued himlelfe and orderly gonerned that Common- 
wealth : vnttll at length bring expelled by Raimimdo Cordon* Embafladour of Ferdinand thcKingof Arragonmi Naples , (who was 
to reltore iohn Cardinall Medices, and his brother Mian,) in the yeare of Grace 1 4 : 2 . and erefl ing the ancient maner of gouernmenr, 
which continued vntill the yeare 1530. In the meane time , although the city were commanded , at the diffretion and direaion of 
the Popes Leo the tenth , (which was hhn Medices,) and Clement the leuenth, (which was Mim Medices) the baftard fonne of lulim, 
the firlt Cardinall Corrowf* .hauing the wardlhip.and being Gardian to Hippolytm the fonneof/*/i«» the fecond)& of Alexander, \ho 
ballard fonne of Lourenzjiio, thenephewof Petertbe fecond. Yet notwithftandingthe ancient Magiftrateswerechofen afterthe cu- 
ftomcformerly vfed. In that fame yeare therefore , when as three yeares before , the Emperours fouldiers beficging Clement the fe- 
uenth in H*/™«caftle,the city (haking offtheyoke of bondage , obteinedfreedome , and endeuouredbyall meanes to reraine the 
lame, Philip the Prince of Attrange leading the armieof the Emperour Charles rhefifth. Clement entreating that Alexander his ne- 
phew, whom before he had intituled Duke of Penna, to bebrought againe into the city, forced it being much diltrelfed for want of vi- 
ftuall to yeeld to the obedience of the Emperour. Charles the Emperour at the requdt of Cltment the Pope prefently created Alex- 
ander perpctuall Priour : and thus the offices of the Priori and Gonfalmcrio were vttcrly taken away. Then,when the Emperour Charles 
had created Alexander Duke of Flerence, and giuen »nto him in mariage Margaret hisbaftard daughter, in the yeare ofour Sauiour, 
tt;5.andtwoyearesafterthat, beforetheleuenthdayoflanuarie, Laurence Medices , the fonne of PeterFrancis, that he might let 
his natiue country at liberty, as he pretended . had miferably llaine him. Co/mm Medices the fonne of lohn Medices was created Duke 
inhis roome. Thus farre Leander , vnto which I may adioine thefe words of my kind friend M. hhn PinadelU -. When it was known 
faith he, to Putt the fifth Pope of Rome , that CoCtmu Medices , Duke of Florence, had.it that time taken great paines for the main tai- 
nance of theChurch and Religion, and fpared no collin the warres againft the hereticks, in the yeare 1 570. in the moneth of Febru- 
aric comniing to the city, crowned him in Aula Regia , the Kings hall (aplace in Vaticana fo named) and gaue him and his fueceflours, 
the title of, The great Duke. InwhofeCrownethePopecaufed thefe wordstobeengrauen, Pi vs Qvi ntvs Pmt.Mtx.teexi- 
miamdtleBmem , drCatholic* religionis utlnm , fr*cipunmq\i*ftiiu /Indium donauit. thatis, Phsthejlfii BiJbopofRome , intokenof 
great lone, eamefl volt of Cathtlufue religion, and confront mamtamanceoftrtulHjluegaHethu.

N former times this region was called Planum , now they call it Marca Aactntt , oftheheadcity ofthe fame. Sometime it was 
called M.ircaFirmiana, ofa town in this prouince, asfcifc hath giuenout. It lieth between the riuers/yiHr/H, (now called 
F o"lia,) and Trento,and betweene the Hadriaticke fea , and Mount Apennine. It is manifeft by ancient records that the Piceni, 
Vmbrt 3c Smmes.viere longfince leated in this tract. Thecountry is a fertile l'oile,yeelding in great plenty all mancrcommodities, 
but efpccially for fruit trees <Sc cornc ,it doth farre excell other places. Silitti Itahctu, doth highly commend it efpecially foroliues. 

The head city, aswehauelaid, hjneona, fo called of his fituation, for thatbeing feated vponthe promontory Comer*m,'tL 
liethoutintothegulfeofr«"Cf like an arnieorelbow. Whereupon the ancient coinesofthiscity, (which heere oft times are 
- found within the earth 1 ' areobferued to be (lamped , withanarme holding a pennein the hand. The Hauen ofthis moftancicnt 
madeby Traiaa the F.mperoiir, as an'inlcription in Marble doth giue to vnderftand. Heere is alio vAE.Ua Ricina, otherwile (ince that called'Airi- 
• ■ ■ ■ i),i S atownefituatevponthetoppeofanhill,\»herewelawtheMartorFaire(whichthereiskept,- 




net«m, (and at this day now, Reca.-vti),is a towne fituate vpon the toppeofan hill, where we law the Mart or Faire (which thereis kept atcertame times 
of the yeare) vnto which thev come almolt from all quarters of the World. Nor farre from henceis the Church of S. Maria Laareiana, with the hamlet 
Zorjrc.encloled with a very ftrong wall. The gorgeoulhelfe of this church and holinelfc of theplace is fuch, that lb foone as one iliall let foot within the 
dores , it will ftrike him into a great admiration. This Church is well furnifhed with all maner of weapons and engins, both for offence and defence a- 
gainlt 'the aflaulto; Pirates. 1 he villageismhabitedalmoft of none elsbutCooks,Oltlcrs| Shoemakers and fuch like fellowes, which attend lieereready 
todoanybafmelTe,forluch as refort hither almoftall the yearelong in great numbers for deuotion : and to prouideand ferue them with iiich things as 
they want. Heere is alio the town and ealHe called Fabrimo, whole inhabitants doalmoftaltogetherliueby making ofPapcr, which thereofis called 
Qharta FabrUna. Therearealfomanyothergoodlytownsinthis prouince, which are excellently defcribed in £<vi»(i«-. Fratici/auPampbi/mlachAio 
writteninverfeadelcriptionotrhis ^hire. 

TheMount Apennine in thisplacehangethouerthis country with craggy roppsexceedinghigh,in which is that huge catie that they call Sibyll/ucaut, 
(in their language GrctradelaSibjlla) andwhichthe poets fame to be the Elyfianfie Ids. For thecommon people do dreame of one j/fy//* to be in this 
caue, which heere pollelleth a large kmgdome full of gorgeous buildings and Princely palaces , belet with plealantgardens, abounding with many fine 
wanton wenches and all maner of plealuresand delights : all which Qiewill beftow vpon them, which through this caue (which isalwaiesopen) will go 
vnto her : and after they haue been there the fpace of one whole yeare , they hauefree liberty giuen them by SibjlU , (if they pleale) to depart, and from 
that time, being returned vnto vs, they affirine that they liue for the reft of their time, a moftblefl'ed and happy life. This cane isknownealfotoour 
countne-men by the name of UrOtP SlcnUB btrgb > that is , The Lady Venus mount. Whereupon they vulgarly ling certaine Dutch nnie^ of one little 
UmuI((ot fo the ballad calleth him) who after that he had liued a whole yeare in this caue, at laft it repented him ofthis kind of lite , therefore heere he 
leauinghisLouedeparteth,goethtoit«»f, commethtothePope, confefleth his finne, anddefirethtobeablblued. The Pope not deeming the (inne 
to be veniall, the itafte which by chance he had in his hand, (withered and dne) (ticking it into the ground , laid, that his finnes (liould then be pardoned 
when this llaffe fhall beare Roles. Dantelby thisanfweare defpairing of his faluation , wentaway very heauy and difcontent, and prefenrly taking two of 
his nephewes, his filters fonnes with him, returneth againe vnto his Paramour. Within three daies after the ftaffe was oblerued to put forth blollbmes : 
Z)«>«Wwas Ibughr for vp and down, but could no where be found :For they dobeIeeueth3thefpenctherellofhislifeinthisc4ue. Buttheltoryofthil 
ballade is a worthy matter lor a poeucall head, and to be deemed as true as the relt of their 6&ioas.

cattelf. The chiefc cities of it are, AmUM^mna or Teramo y Amatr,ce,Atrt^mne i and long fince 
heere haucftoodc Amiterno, and Furconio, both now defaced, yet of their mines and afhes is rai- 
fed Aquila fome fine miles off, built vpon the toppe of an hill, as Voktcran and others haue writ- 
ten. This city is feated in a place mollfertile ot all maner of things neccflary : fo that the Gab- 
badges heere (audi capucei, they call them)do often weigh, as Manila reporteth, fometime thir- 
ty, fometimcfortie pound ; and therefore A&rfMflfaidhotamuTe, Nisamttcrnusagerfchabwsc- 
ducathortis ; In Memoes fertilcfields we liuc and fpend our daies. The fields before this citic* 
do yeeldfuch great plenty of Saffron, that thereofyearcly they make 40000. ducates, Heere 
isonceayearekepta greatFaire. Ithatb no, Churches. Neere this citv , as®W«* faith, isa 
ftone, from vndcr the which runneth a ftrcame of oile, which they call Oile ofpeter, or Tetro- 
fc«m:andisdcfired and fought for of many , butofdie Almaincs and Hungarians it is more 
eiteemed, then of the Italians. The fameauthour recorded* that the country people fhewed 
himaPcare-tree growing vpon an hill not farre from the head of the xianVefcaraox Aternoi 
(hooting vp in fuch a fort, that the water falling vpon it, diuideth it felfe into three parts, 
which become three great riuers, Felino> Tronto miTefcara, running three diuerswaies, Jm* 
terno> in former times a goodly city,famous in hiftories, and the natiue country o(SaluJl the no- 
blehiftorian, can hardly be difcerned where it ftood : yetfilondus faith, that they do yet fhew 
fome pieces of the Theater, Temples, and Turrets. Manila affirmeth that there yet do re- 
maine the Temple o(Saturne , die tombe oCDrufus daughter , and a triumph ofthe Samnites 
engrauen in marble , a memoriall of their happie victory obtained againft the Roman army, 
adfurcas Qwdiiw. Teramo long fince called hteramnia^ for that it is fituate between three riuers, 
FiumceUo , Trontino and Vttiole , is the head city of this prouince ; whofc Bifhop is graced with 
many titles and dignities , and the lord of the foile is called by the name ofthe Duke of Teramo, 
Jdria the ancient colonie of the Romanes, is now called Jtr'u Some do thinke that the Empe- 
rour Hadrian was borne heere, and of it tooke his name, as alfo the Hadriaticke fea, now called 
Mare fuperum, the higher fea, the Gulfe or Bay of Venice. Furconium fomctime hath been a famous < 
BiQioprickc,whofe Bifhops are often mentioned in the Councels and Synods held 8oo,yearcs 
fince, at%t<?or other places of Me. At this day only fome fmall mention is to be feen of it 2 
for it was deftroied by the Lombardes, and the Bifhops fea, was by Pope Alexander the fourth, j 
from thence tranflated vnto Aquila, The arms of this country, as Sapio Mip:<//-< wriceth,is an 
Eagle argent crowned , ftanding vpon three mounts ore, in a field Azure.

Hiskmgdome'generally comprehended between the Adriaticke and Mid-land feasjfrom 
the riucr Fmito and Fundi, a city fituatc vpon the lake FuncLuio, vnto the Frith Myft/M,'(the 
Latincscall it FretumMamertinum or Mejjaiu, the Italians elfarodiMefim) conteinedi nine 
molt rich and goodly countries of Italic: namely thefc ; A part or Lttimn, Campania felix, 
Lucanii Qalabria* Magna Gmcia, Salentini) Jpxdi Teucety, Apuli Daunt, and Aprutium. The gal- 
lant city "Maples , which gaue the name to the whole kingdome feated between the fca 
fhorc and the foote of moft pleafant mountaines ; hath a temperate and wholefbme aire, 
with moft fweet fields aboutit : and therefore in this our age, Princes, and Noblemen do 
refort hither, afmuch as euer heeretofore : for almoft all the Nobility of this whole kingdome do fpend moft 
of the yeare in this city , and all for the moft part haue hcere moft beautifull and irately houfes : fo that the fre- 
quent throng of Princes, Dukes » Marqueffes, Earlcs, Knights, Doftors, Barons, and Noble-men, is heere fo 
^reat, that there arc very few cities of the world whichinmyiudgement, in that refpett may compare with 
Naples-. The city in compafle is very large and wide, gorgeoufly built and feated, as I faid, between the fea, and 
the goodly pleafant hils , ftrongly walled and fortified , efpecially that part which was done of late daies at the 
commandement oiQharks the filth. The buildings either of Churches or priuatc citizens houfes are moft beauti- 
full and ftately, with diuers Caftlcs and Towers almoft inuintible. But amongft the reft, the houfe of the Duke 
o£Gmma> and the Prince of [Salerno, do farre excell. The ftreets of the city arc very faire and ftraight. There are 
fourc Courts, which they call Seats, Capuana, Nida,M»ttana,in<l S. <Wgio,where the Princes, Dukes, Marqueiles, 
and other of the Nobility do meet to confult of waighty matters and publike bufineffes. The ftrong Cartels are 
thefe ; Qajlelh now, which Alphonfus the firft raifed and entrenched with very great charges and expenccs, fo that 
now it may be accounted one of the moft defenciblc fortification of all Europe. Nexttothisis Qtjldh Qafuanc-, 
which now is emploied for place of meeting for the ftate in confutation , for matters of the kingdome and city : 
Then is, QajleUwn out , a little diftance without the city , ftahding vpon a rocke (the ancients called it Meagrum) 
compaiiedroundwiththefea. Befide thefc is QpUumSantemeren/e, vpon a cliffe , looking ouer the walls of the 
city, lately fortified very ftrongly by (harks the fifth. Without the wals, vpon the South fide of the city, there is 
a Block-houfein the fea, a worke of wonderfull art and cunning workemanfhip, built forthe defence and late- 
gardoftheHauen, continually full with fhippes almoft from all quarters of the world. HeerealfoisaiiVni- 
uerfitie where all maner of Arts andLiberall Sciences are taught and profeffed , vnto which there is great con- 
courfe of ftudents from all places of the kingdome. Thus farre Vbertus Folietta , in a Treadle of his , wliich he 
wrote and intituled Bt umanum. 

Without the wals of this moft ftately city , there are moft pleafant fweet fields, yeelding all maner of things 
neceflarie , notonely for the maintainancc of man and beaft , butalfb fuch as feruc for pleafurc and delight : 
Efpeciallie with all maner of Come and Grainc , and of rich and ftrong Wine fuch plenty , thathe that hath 
not feene the great ftore both of Corneand Wine that one Aker of ground doth yeeld, may hardlie be made 
to bclecue it. The Hilles and. Mountaines in this place are very fertile , and full of moft excellent fruits : and 
feme of them , cnclof ing the lowly plaines in manner of a Theater , do affoord plentie of Deere and game 
for the Nobilitie. Moreouer about Naples are moft pleafant and fine Orchards, planted withMcdicinall plants, 
and fuch like goodlie fruite trees, euerie where rcfounding with a moft fweet noifc of brookes andftreames 
running to and fro : euery where moft fragrant and odoriferous fmelles do offer themfelucs vnto your fen- 
- fes, fuchisthcabundanceofMyrtill.Laurell, Gelfemine , Rofemarie, Rofe-trees, &c. in euerie corner. To be 
fliort, the beauty, delightfomneffe » and elegancic of all places round about is fuch, as it doth almoft exceed 
the capacitie of mans witte ; no man need to wonder why in former times, as well as now* the Noble- 
men fo much delighted to dwell heere. Thiswehaue taken oxxt ol Leander , where manie other things may be 
read of, who hath defcribed the whole kingdome, this Citic , and the Liberties thereof, very curiouflie, that 
indeed it is not neceffarie to fend the Reader vnto any other Authour but Scipio Ma^effa , ( which in a feuerall 
and peculiar Treatife, hath with extraordinarie paines, and diligence, let out, in the Italian Tongue, a 
defenption of this kingdome. There is alfo in Print a little booke , written by Jlexander Andreas , of the warre 
betweene '?/>/"%><• King ofSpaine, and <Paul the fourth Pope of <fyme , outof which the Reader which isnotfans- 
ficd with this difcourfc of ours,may heere and there picke out fomething, concerning this kingdome, worth the 
noting and not triuialh The booke is fet out in the Italian tongue by Hteronymo'Rufcello. Iobn Bapti/la Carafe, 
Vontantu , and <Pandulfm Qillenutitu , haue written the hiftories and chronicles of the kingdome otNaples : in the 
which they in diuers places fpeake much of the fituation of this country* GabrielSarrj , hath very curioufly de- 
fcribed QMria t his natiuc country, a* Sanfelicius hath done Qampania,

|*| names, Artfiotle ^and Herodotm called it Tapygia, others, Peucetia, others, Mefapia : others, ManaGratiL 
tee : others Apulia : others, Calabria : (foe that which now is called Calabria, was anciently called 





Great Greece : others, Afulu : others, C^r« .- (foe that which now is called Calabria, was anciently called 
Brum.) Thecorne,hcarbs,andfmitsofthis country areofthebeft. Theoatsofthisfoile,isasgoodasthc 
barly of other conntnes : and the barly , as good as their wheat. Melones ofa mod plcafing tafte,and Pome- 
citrons do euery where grow in great plenty. Phyfick herbs of greater force then other where, are here in all 
i >■ places very common. The aireis very wholefome, the foile is neither drie, nor fqually or mooru% But thefe 

o great gilts ana wettings of God arc lntermedled with fomc mifchiefe and danger : for hcerc nature doth breed a mod venert:ous and 
pernicious kind offpider, (the Greeks do .call it or the Latines Phalmgium m&Aranem) whofepoifonous bitcisonely 
cured by Mufickc or Tabret and Pipe. Hcere is alio the ven.mous ferpent which the Greeks call Chtrfydro: , the Latines Tutrix lerre. 
ftw, the Land fiiakc; we call it, if 1 be not decerned , an Adder: and KeereisakindeofLocuft, which hurt and mar all things they light 
vpon. The cicics of this countty,Iong (ince more famous, were, Tarcntum, now Taranto, proudly feated between two feas exceedingly 
ftored with fiili,in forme fomewhat like a long Hand. This city in all mens judgement is inuincible. Cal/ipolis f now Gtlipoli, Pliny cal- 
led xi^Jnxa) is acity fituatc in the endofapromontorie orforland, fhooting farre out into the fea, but with fuch a narrow Ifthmosot 
nccke-land, that in fomeplaces there is fcarce fo much as a cartway. It is very ftrong and round befet wich highcliffes i from the maine 
land there is only one entrance , in the which is a very ftrong Caftcll. ffydruntum,oftbtm called Otranto, is the chiefc city, and (which 
is fomewhat more,) Metropolitan of the whole Penwfula, or Demi-ile, and that not without caufc": for whether you refped the anti- 
quity ofit, the vertue and humanity of the citizens, ioined with valour and great magnanimity,ithath cuer been of them accountedfor 
a very famous and worthy city. It hath a very good and capacious hauen , but againft the raging blafts of the North wind not fo fafe. It 
was fometime very ftrong and defencible, but now it lieth almoft leuell with the ground. The fields adioining are very fruitfull ; full of 
fprings and alwaies green . From hence Montes Cerauni, certainc h ills of Epirtts, (now called Cimtra and Ctnina) may eafily be defcried. 
Heerc is the end ofthe Hadriaticke and Ionian feas, as Pliny teftificth. Brutidufium now called BrindiJ:, a famouscity , hath as notable 
a hauen as any in the world els where ; theinner hauen is endofed with cafllcs and an huge chaine : the outer hauen is hcere and there 
befet with rocks and fmall Hands ; but his mouth is by <^ilphonfoes meanes , fo Hopped and dene vp, that there is no entrance, but for 
little friippes and barges. It hath beene in former time a very populous city , now it is little inhabited. Theft are the chiefc marine ci- 
ties. He that would know more particularly of the ancient names, fituation , antiquities , and ptiuate ftories of the midland cities and 
towncs, we refer him to the learned difcourfe of Galatey, written of this hisnatiuc country : to which if he pleafe to adioine the defcrip- 
tion of Leander, I perfwadc my fclfc the thirftie Reader fhall not know what els he may demand. 

CALABRIA. 

VlAbrielBimut Francifianm hath very curioufly defcribed Calabria in flue bookestwhich are imprinted at Rme with as lit- 
u tie heedfull diligence. Out of him we haue culled thefe particulars following : C a l a* r i », faith he, a country of Italie, 
H in forme and fafhion not much vnlike a tongue, lieth between the vpper and neather feas. It beginncth at the ncather lea, 
gKthe Greekscall it the Tyrrhen fea, the Latines the Mcdirerran or Mid-land fea,) from the riuer Talao, which runneth into 
_ SI the Bay aSPolicaftro •. at the vpper fea (the Ionian fea, the Grecians tcrmc it) from the riuer Sir is (otherwife fometime cal- 
led, Senna) and coafteth along vntill it come to the (heights of Faro di Mejjhnt , and the city Xegio: and fo being diuided longwifeby 
the mount A/ennine (hcerc they call it Ajpro monte) it endeth in two capes or promontories, the one called Leuupttra , (of them Cap* 
de Leoeopetra) the other Ladnium (vulgarly ofthem called Cabo dette colonne, otCabo dell' Alice.) Not only the plaines and champions, 
but eiien the hillie places , like vnto Latium or Campania, are well ferued with water. Whatfoeuer is nccciTary for the maintainanceof 
mans life, this country doth yeeld in great abundance, it needeth no forraine commodities , but is able to line ofit felfe. Calabria gene- 
rally is a good and a fertile foile, it is not combred with Fcnnes , Lakes or Bogges, but is alwaies green, affoording good paftcrage for 
cattcll, and excellent ground for all fortsof graine. The fountaincsand brooks are many, and thofcpaffingclearc and wholefome. The 
funnie hills and mountaines, open toeuery coolcblaft of wind, are wondcrfull fertile forcorne,vines, and trees of diuers kind^whereof 
ante great profit to the inhabitants. The vaUeics are pleafant and fruitfull. The fhady groues and woods do affoord many pleafures and 
delights. The goodly meddowesand pafturesare richly decked with herbs , and fwcet-fmcllingflowrcs , andeuer-running ftreames. 
Andamongftother.heereisgreatplentyofMcdickefoddcr, wherewith they feed and fatte their cattcll. Heerc alfo grow many excel- 
lent phydeke hearbs offouciaigne verrues againft diners and fundric difeafes. It bringeth forth diuers plants, as the Planetree,rt/« or 
Agnm cajtn, the Tiirpcntine tree, the Oliue tree, Siliqna S,keftris, Arbutc or Strawberry tree, wild Saffron, Madder, Liquirife,Tube- 
ra or Sowbread. It hath alio fomc hoate baths , continually diltilling from their four.taines , which do cure aches and many other like 
maladies. In dmers places there arc fprings offalt water, whereof they make a kind of brine or pickle. Ir is well watered with raanvfine 
nucrs, and rhofe ftored with fundrie forts of frclh fiili. The fea alfo on ech fide yceldcth great plenty offilh, both tunics, fword-fthes, 
andiamprc.es. There in many places is found the beft Corall , both white and redde. Hcere is moft pleafant hunting and hawking: 
tor in thefe quarters diuers and fundrie forts of wild beafts do lodge ; and as many birds and fowles do breed and build : wildboares, 
Jiarts,hindes,goates, hares, fox«,lynce^ 

tne mountaines. Or fowles, phefants,panridges, quailes, wood-cocks, ring-doues, crowes, &c asalfoofmany kindsofhawksitis 
euery where hill It maintaineth fome herds of'cattell and flocks of Iheep and goats. It brcedeth excellent horfes, very fwift and of great 
ltomacke. Mertalsbeere were found in old rime, andnowalfoit aboundeth at this day with diuers kinds of mineral! : hauing indeed 
euery where mines of gold, filuer, iron, fait, marble, alablafter , cryftal), marchafite , red-lead , or vermillion, copperas, alume, brim- 
none tVc. many kindsofcornc, wheat, filigo , beerbarly,rie,trimino, (wecallit, I thinke, Turky wheat) barly, rife, and of fcfamum 
inhmteltore. Itaboundeth alfo with all kind ofpulfe, (leguminafa Latines call them J oilc, wineand hony, and thofe in their kinds 
tnebclt. I here are hcere euery where orchards thicke fet with oranges, limons, and pome cittron rrees. Heerc alfo is made great 
d -fi°ll n ' bcttCT thcn 2n ? kind of fi,kc made in other P Iaccs oindie - The Cotton "ee (Goftpium, ) groweth heerc 

pentitully. But what Ihall I fpeake of the kind temperature ofthe aire ? For heererheffclds both winterandfummerareconrinuallie

Solvuis in like maner writeth 
ot it, That whatfoeuer this country breedeth either of the nature of the foile, or inuention 
of man,it is little inferiour to thofe things which are efteemed of greateit worth.

Which, although now it be obferucd to bcioi- 
ned to the Uc,yet in former ages it was called Gerimda, and was apart and difioined from the lie, as Pontanus, a man ofgoodcrcdit.doth 
teftihe in his fecond booke which he wrote of the warres of Naples : where he affirmeth, that in his time it was ioincd vnto the Hand by 
a caufway made between them. Proebit* not farre diftant from hence, (which Plinie doth write to haue been feuered from Pitbecuft ) 
doth (hew that this was fometime adioined to,and fometime difioined from this Iland. The fame authoiir doth affirme, (which Stiabo 
alfo doth arjproue, ) that all thefe fometime were cut off from the mainc continent, and to haue been part ofthc cape Mifeno. This doth 
the fbrenamed Pentanusin his fixth booke confirme, in thefe words : That Anuria, faith he , was cutteoff, from the maine continent, 
many things do demonftrare : namely, The tome rocks, The hollow ground full of caucs, The nature ofthc foile,likc vnto that of the 
connnenrjeane, drie. and fpuing out hotte fprings and fduntaincs. It breed cth flaming fires in the middeft of the earth, wherefore it is 
manfeft that it conteineth much Aluiiie. Andreas Baccius , in that his famous workc of the Bathes ofthc whole world, writcth , that 
this iland doth coumethkCamPJnia (of which it was fometime a part) not only in refped of the fertility of the foile , but alfo for like- 
ne(fe,and fimiiitude of the bathes. Erytbrain vpon the 9. booke otVirgills jEneiads.doth thinke it to be called Arima,o( a kind of people 
or bcafts Co named : and that VirgiU was the firft,that when he tranflated that of Homer, «•„ «vf,»-f, of die Ionicke prepofition «>, and Jeiwu 
altering the dccle'nfion and number, did make the new word Jmrime. Yet Plinie in the 6. chapter of his 3. booke and Solirtns lurnamcd 
Polybijhr, arc of a contrary opinion, which do affirme it to be of Homer alfo called Inmme. And as the fame Pliny reporteth,it was cal- 
led Aenaria, for the fhips of Acne ^'put into harborough heere : & Pithcmftpot ofthc great ffore of Apes there found,but of Coopers 
{hops or warehcAjfes. But this opinion the fame Erythr&m in theforefaid place Iaboureth to oucrthrow, as not altogether conforunt to 
the truth, for that oftunnes made for this purpofe, he protefteth that he hath not read of in any authour whatfoeuer. Yet Strains in my 
iudgement feemeth vpon the fotcited 6. olVtrgih kneads , to ftand for Pliny, where he faith, that by Cum* there was acertainc place 
named Doliola, that is, if we fhould interpret it, Tames. And it is more likely , that this Iland fliould take the name from that place', wi r! t 
which fometime it was vnited , according to the opinion of thefe good authours, rather then of apes,(for I regard not the fable 0(0.1 id J 
of which bcafts none are heere, or euer were. That this Iland from the beginning hath been fubicdt to earth-quakes, flames of lire, and 
hot Waters from thence oft breaking out, we arc certified by Strabo and Pliny. The mountaine which Stritbo calleth Ej,omeiis,mi Plwy 
Epopos, now they call it S. Nicolas mount, which forthe fame caufc they report to haue burned inwardly at the bottome : and being ma- 
ker) with an earthquake to haue fomtimes caft out gteat flakes of fire. Heere hence arofe that fable o(Typhon the giant,(whcrof you may 
read 'uiHomcryitgiU^ Silius Italicus, (who calleth him tipetus ) Lucane and others) as the fame Straho interpreted!, which they table to 
lie vnderneath this hill, and to breath out fire and water. That it is on euery fide wonderfully fertile, of the laft writers, To. Ely fins, Fran. 
Lombardus, 1«. Pontanus, Solenander, Andreas Baccius, and efpecially Iafolinus the authour of this map, hath (hewed abundantly : who 
in it doth reckon vp,befide the i8.naturall bathes which others haue written of 3 5 . other,firft difcoucred by himfclfe. The fame author 
alfo befide thefe baths doth make mention of 1 9. ftoues or hot houCes/fumarolas they call them) and 5 . medicinal! finds, fou'eraigiic in 
fhyfick forthe drying vp of raw humours. Of thisfireheere in the bowels of theearth, Ariftotle inhis booke of the Miraclesof Nature, 
affirmeth that heere arecertaine ftoues, which do burnc with ficriekind offorce and exceeding fcruent heate,and yetneuer do burftouc 
into flames : But ElyJius,Pandulphics and Pontanus do report the contrary. There is a place in this Hand ifchnt^hom a mile from the city 
of the fame name,which,of the raging fire that happened heere in the time of Charles 1 1, in the yeare 1 3 o 1 .is at this day called Cremate. 
For heere the bowels ofthc earth cleaning in funder , by the flafhing fire that flamed out,a great part of it was fo confumed,that a finall 
village being firft burnt down, was at the laft vttcrly fwallowed vp. And carting vp into the aire huge (tones, intcrmedled with fmoke, 
fire, and durt, which falling againc by their own force and violence, fcattered heerc and there vpon the ground, made a moft fertile and 
pleafant iland, wart and defolate. This fire continued the fpaceoftwomoneths,fo that many,both men and beads were by itdcrtroied: 
and many (hipping rhemfelues & their goods forced to flie either to the ilands neere adioining,or to the mainc continent. Yet this iland 
for many things is very Fruitful! : for initthereareexcellcnt good wines and thofeofdiuerfe kinds, as that which they call Greeks wine, 
Latine, Sorbinio and Cauda caballi. It beareth good corn about S. Nicolas mount. In it the Cedar,the pomecitron,and the Quince tree, 
idogrow euery where moft plentifully. Alumc and Brimftonearefound dcepwithinthe earth : ithathhad longfinccforaevciiicsof 
gold, as Strabo and Elyftus haue written , and now hath as Ujolinus affirmeth. About the hill, (commonly called Monte Ligoro ) there is 
great florc of phefants, hares, conies,and other wild beafts : neere the cape of S. Nicolas they take much fi(li,and witha.'l find much Co- 
rall. Not farre from thence is the hauenFicus or Fichera, where the water boileth fohot, tbarinitflemorfiiharcfbddenin afhort 
time , and yet notwithftanding it is of a pleafant taft and very fauory . There is a fountaine which they call Nitroli ,in which this is admi- 
rable, that befides his great vertues for the cure of certaine difcafes, ifyou f hall lay flax in it, within three daies at the moft it will make 
it as white as fno w. Whereupon the authour of this Table faith, that this iie for bignefTe, good aire, fertility offoile, mines ofmcnall, 
ftrong wines, doth far fiirpafle the other 2 5 . ilands which are in the bay of Naples. Betweene the foreland called Acus , the needle, and 
that other named Cephalino, there is a great caue,or fafe harborough for fhips,efpecial!y for pinnaces & thofe leffcr forts of fhips. Hccrc 
it is like that Aeneas landed, of which 0««/fpeaketh : zsalCoPompey, when as he failed from Sicilia to Puteeli, whereof Appian writcth 
inhis5.bookeofCiuiIlwars. In this fame Iland ouer againft Cum* , there is alakein which there is continually great plenty of Sea- 
mews or Fenducks ( Larus or Fulica ) thefe are very gainfiill and profitable to the inhabitants. The words of Pliny (peaking of this iland 
are worth the noting. In the fame, faith he, a whole town did finke : and at another time by an earthquake the firmc land became a ffan- 
dingpoo!e,/^»«/» he calleth it: (although that theancient printed copies Cor flagvumhzueftatinas; in which place the learned 
had rather read 7?^/«*r,meaning ftanding waters.) The fame Pliny hath left in record, rhat if one heere (hall cut do wn a Cedar tree, yet 
it will (hoot forth and bud againe. Liuy faith that theChalcidenfes of Euboea did firft inhabit this iland .• yet Strabo faith they were the E- 
retnenfes. Bur thefe alfo came from the ile Euboea. I am of opinion that Athemus in his 9 bookc,a!thongh he nameth it mc,yct he mca- 
neth this iland, which he affirmeth hefaw, (as hcdikdCromDicaarchiamto^aplesJ inhabited byafewinen,butfiillofcoiiics.Thcre 
is alfo neere vnto this, Prochyta,ir\ iland fb named, noto( Aeneas his nurfc, bur becaufcit wasprofefa ab AenariafaucredtunA^r'a, 
or as Stra'oom his 5 . booke affirm:th from Pithecuft. Notwithftanding in his I. booke he writcth that it was hindered from M-fj>m: yet 
both may be true: for afweli this, as that by inundations and tempeftuous (forms were rent off fmm the maine land. The poc.% tr.r.c 
thatMinasthe giant lieth vnder this Iland, isTyphon doihmia ifchia.

There is akmdof Itufte made there of <r 0 ates haire, which now we 
call Chamdett, the Italians Zambelloto. This Hand fendeth ouer diuers commoditieiTinto other count-ies where- 
of they yearely raife greatprofit and games ; it doth not much ftand in need of any forrein commodities or mer- 
chandife. The aire is riot very wholefome nor healthful!. The people generally do glue themfclues to pieafures 
/ports and voluptuoufnefle : the women are very wanton , and of light behauiour. The fruitful'iefle of it is fo' 
great, that mold time they called it Mtcaria-, that is -, The Blcffcd Hand ; and the lafciuioumefle of thc nation 
iach,ta?x vulgarly it was fuppof cd to haue beene dedicated to Venm the Goddeffe oi loue. It is 4,17. miles about 
and ioo. long, as Sordonms hath recorded. The Venetians do hold it by right of inheritance, and is vnder them' 
gouerned by a Lieutenant orPvxtor. Diodorm Siculus in his 16. booke faith, that in this iland were nine good- 
ly cities, which had their feuerall petie Kings s by whom they were gouerned ; all notwithitandin<T fubicd to the 
King olferfir. Inferiour townes alfo were commanded by theirproper Kings. 

But that the fertility ofthisile may better appeare , I thinke it good to fet downe that commendation of Am* 
manusMarcclbw-, which he hath left behind him of it ; Cyprus-, faith he, is fo fertile and aboundcth with fuch va- 
riety ofall things, that without the help of any forrein commodities, only of themfelues it is able to builda fhip 
from the keel to the toppe faile^ and fend it to the fea ridged and furnifhed with all things neceflary whatfoeuer. 
•"Sextm^fm alfo hath thefe words of it; Cyprus; famous for wealth and great riches , tempted the poore and 
needy Romanes to inuade it , fo that we held the poflefsion of that iland iniuftly and rather for gaine, then for 
any right wc had vnto it. But this, 6 Ity/m is not, as they fay, mercenary commendation of the Roman valour. 

Amongft the ancient writers , Strabo-, Mela\ and other Geographers haue defciibed this Hand: Of the latter, 
(Bcmdi8ns Bordottius in his treatife of Hands : Fadianua, Pitts the fecond Pope of l^me, Vom'm. Niger, Sabellkus, Full 
tcrran, and hcobus 2?^fowpafsing well : Stephanas Lujigmmsi hath in the French tongue written a peculiar booke 
of this Iland.

ButBelhdus narrowlyfec- 
fcmg for his foundation, could not find any mention of itrnor any of the countrythat could fhew him any more 
n.encertame pieces of it. The fame authbur affirmeth that there are yet remaining in it 75. villages. The earth 
which anciently was called Sphragida and Terra Lemma, commonly Tarafigillata, is now; (as in old time it was 
vvont) digged out of the ground not widiout a certaine kind of fuperftitious ceremony, euery yearcvponthe 
l'.xth day of Augufb ; and at no time els. For vpon paine of death , it is decreed that no man either priuately or 
openly fhall go thither to digge out ought. Theplace where it is digged out, they call Vulcanes mount. Orthc 
kinds of hearbs; ferpents, and fifties which are heere very common : and of the ceremonies and with what adoe 
the earth jthat is called Terra Lemma, is taken out of the ground, and of diuers other peculiar things ofthis iland, 
read the jirlf. booke of P: Bedouins his Obferuarions. Andreas Mattbiolus alfo, out of the letters o'iAlbaurim , vnto 
Aitgeruu Husbedms^zih. a curious defcription and difcourfe of the ceremonies vfed in the digging out ot'Tlrrafi 
giUata, m thole his learned commentaries vpon T>iofcoride>. O'ithis alfo read Hodmporicum liiy.nnum Hvjyis Eu 
t«k<.^ He that defireth the old ceremonies of digging out of the fame, let him haue recourfe to OAv lu nicndi 
too;-e a;;d fecond' chapter, Ve Mcdicam; fimfir.

' Recce 3 which fometimc was as it were trtemothcr and nurce of all good learning and difci- 
plincs, ofa rich and wealthy country 3 and which by his valour and magnanimity was Em- 
prelfe & Prince of the bettet halfc of the world > is at this day driucn to that ftate (fuch is the 
mutability and vnconftancy of fortune, which turnethallthingsvpfidedd'Whe) that there 
is no part of it but either it is fubiea to the Turkc and enthralled to his flauifh fcruirudc, ot 
els it is vnderthecommandofthe Venetiaris^rtributary to them. TheTurkepoiTefleth the 
greater part i the Venetians do only enioy certaine ilands in that fea. Thofe which are 
vnder the Venetian gouemment arc in better ftate, in rcfpcft of Religion , than thofe which 
arefubiect to the Turkc. Thofe which are viicfer the obedience of the Turke, do conformc 
themfelues to their maners, as likcwife thofe which are commanded of the Venetians j doe 
imirarc the behauiour of the Venetians. Yet all of them do line in fuch great darkencfle of ignorant blindnefle , that in 
all Greecenow there is not one VniuerfTty or fctvoole of liberall fciences : neither are they defirous to haue their chil- 
dren taught fo much as to write and read. And all of them generally dofpeake their ancient language , but much cor- 
rupted.although fomc of them do fpeake-more purely then others. Yet their moderne language doth come more neere 
to the old Greckc, rhen the Italian to the Roman or Latin tongue. Thofe which dwell in cities fubiett to the Venetian 
iuriflidion, do fpeakc Greekeand Italian : but the country people only Grceke : thofe which dwell in cities comman- 
ded by the Turkc, dofpeake Grceke and the Turkifh tongues ; thofe in the villages and vpland places , only Greeke. 
They haue alfo at this day , as (alfo they had in former ages) diuers and different dialers ; for the people of one prouinte 
do Ipcake more pure ; they of another fhirc more barbaroufly and rudely : whereupon that happeneth to this country j 
which is incident to other parts of Europe, that one doth mockc and fcoftc anothers pronunciation , which to his eares 
feemethtude and clownifh:fo that the Boies ofC^/^/w^doinockeandlaiighattheforrenersifortheirpronun- 
ciation and diuers accenting of words different from them. Muchlike as the Italian, which fpeaketh the Tufcane: 
or the French which fpeaketh French : orthe Spaniard , which fpeaketh the Caftillian languages, dofloutandhiiTcat 
thofe which are brought vp in other countries of the fame kingdomes* 

But that we may fet out in the bed maner the whole courfe of life of this nation , I thinke it necefliiry to diftinguifh 
the Nobility and citizens from the common people and bafer fort of men i for they which are of greater teuenews and 
of better credit, do vfe the habit and fafhion of apparell of thofe Princes to whom they are fubiect , fo that thofe which 
aregouemed by the Venetians, do imitate the Venetians : thofe that arc fubieft to thcTurke.theTurkcs. But the com- 
mon people vnder whofe iurifdiaionfo euer, afwcll within the maineland,asthcilanders,doyet retainefomething of 
the old cuftomesofthe Greeks: for, forthc moftpartallofthemdowcare the haire of their head long behind, and 
(hort before : and do vfe great double cappes. The Ilanders in the forme of diuinc feruice, all of them both in tites and 
ceremonies , afwell as in Ecclefiafticall goucrnment, do not any whit vary one from another. All the Greeks general 
ly , after the Tutkes maner, haue not much houfhold ftuffe, neither do they lie vpon feather-beds, but in fteed of them 
they vfe certaine pillowes, fluffed with flocks or wooll. All of them do hate delaied wine , that is , wine mingled with 
water , and to this day they keepc their old cuftome ofcaroufing and liberall kind of drinking, elpecially the Creets. 
Yet in this they differ from the Germancs t in that thefc prouokc one another to drinkc whole cuppes , thofe do flppe 
and drinke, fmaller draughts. Whereupon Grdctri, was then (and now ftill is) vfcd,for/»r£/M",tobedruiiken.But 
becaufc that in drinking they vie certaine Iawcs or ceremonies, I cannot pafle them ouer with filcrtce. Firft, their tables 
arevcrylow, andtheydrinkebyturnes, no man euer skipping his courfe t fothatifany man Ihall call for wineoutof 
, order, that is, before his turnc come about, it is held for a vcty vnmannerly part. He that can fill wine heft, holdeth the 
wine pone, and healonefillethoutforthercftinordcrasitcommethtothcir courfe. In thofe their drinkings they vfe 
it certaine little kind of glaffc without a foote, fo that it cannot be fet downe but euery man muft drinkc all our, and may 
not leaue one drop in the glafle. Sometime they challenge one another to drinke after the Dutch falhion , and thai 
they embrace one another , and hold hands , and one kifleth the hand of him to whom he drinkcth, and firft layeth it 

rhis forehead , then he ftroaketh and kifleth both his checks t but in this kind of drinking they obferue no order as 
. And becaufc they drinke a very ltrong wine, and that in flnall draughts, and fo do heate themfelues very much, 
they haue alwaics by them a great tankerd full of water, whereof they drinkc euery foote large draughts to coole them- 
felucsagaine : for othcrwife they fhould fcaricly be able to alay their third. No women may be prefent at theirdrilike^ 
ings. Theoldcuftome vfedoftheheathenofmoumingforthedead, is ftill obferued at this day all ouer Greece, and 
countries necre adioining: which is a very foolilh maner: forasiboncasoncisdcad, the women merit together in a 
certaine place j and at the breakc of day they begin a kind of lamentation or ho wling,ftriking their brcafts.tearing their 
cheekes, twichmg and pulling their haire, they keep a pitifull and ruefull adoeto fee to. And that thefc ceremonies may 
be done more folemnely, thcyhireone woman abouc thereftwithamoftfhrill loud voice, to lead the reft and guide 
their Voices, that their refts,or paufes as they call them.and the accents may better be diftinguifhed : and in this mourn- 
full fong they fet out the praifes and vertuous qualities of the parry deccaffed , from his cradle euen to the laft home of 
his death. &c. Thefc we haue taken out of the firft booke of P. BeUonim his obferuarions, where thou maieft lee many 
thing* more worth the noting. 

Amongft the old wrirers, Strtba and Mela defcribed this country ,but PatfmiM more curioufly and with greater di- 
ligence. Ofthelatter, N colas Gerbeliut and Wolfimgut Liuiu^ who alfo citethone^»/^^WsBilhopof^w, 
whohadtrauailleditallouer.an'dhathlatelyfetoutamore late defcriptidn pfthefame, with the moderne names and 
appellations of places. To thefc you may adde rhe Hadeforicum ByxMttium Hugonis Huolij , and the Oriental! obfer- 
Uations of S. T^iiokif, Andrew Theuet, Peter Bellonc Sec Peter Gill hath moil exactly defcribed Bdjphorui, (the Lannei 
call it S treat A Confiimtinmli ; the Grcekes now, Laimon ; the Turkes, B&um) and the city Conpnimople. Affui 
alfo in his fourth booke of Ciuill warres, hath many things which make much for the defchption ot Thrace.

Llyr-kum, or,(which plcafcth others better) l//yris,h a country vpon the coaft of the Hadti- 
atickcfca.oppofite to Italy. The bounds of this prouioce according to diners authours, arc 
diners. For Pliny doth aflignc it but a narrow roome' between the riucrs Arfiazn&Tititu. 
And Ptolemcy he extendeth the confines of it as farre , namely from Hifim , vp as high as 
Macedonia^ along by the fea coaft : and his vpland or more inner parts,hc makcth to reach 
cuen vnto the skirts oiPannonia and Mtefia the higher. Pomponius Mela and Dionyfitts Ale- 
xandrine do yet make it farre greater, afcribing to lllyricum all that tract of the Hadriatickc 
fea that is between T trgejlumma Mantes Cerattntj, and affirmeth withal! that theory do 
dwell beyond the riuer Danaw. For Mela doth account the riuer Danaw amongft the riuers 
" of lllyricum. Strabo alfo in his feuenth bookc ofh is Geography , faith that the 1/lyri/, do 
border vpon Macedonia and Thracia. But Appiamts Alexandrine doth yet make it nunc large then any of thofefor- 
,,'cr writers : for thus he wri.etu ofthe illyrij. The Greeks, faith he. do call all thofc lllyrtj, which dwell between Chao- 
' L T l, . 0 ti ' be\ ond Macedonia and Thracia) vp as high as the riuer //? er : for this is the length of this prouince. 
The breadth of it is the fpace betwixt Macedonia and the mountaines of Thrace, enen vnto Paomi and the Ionian fea, 
and fo butteh vpon the Alpes, which is about fiu'e' daies iournics length. His length is thrife as great as the breadth &c. 
And a little after the fame authour hath thefe words : The Romans do generally comprehend vnder that of the illyrij, 
not only thofc before cited, but alio the P tones beyond them, together with the Xh&i^rici, and Mysij which inha- 
bit Europe, and whatfoeuer Nations els do bolder vpon thefe, which they leaue vpon the tight hand that failevp the 
riuer filer' and a°aine that they may diftinguifh theHellines from the Grcekes, they call them by their feucrall and 
proper names >. otherwifc generally they are by one name called//^: For euen from the head ofthe riuer//?,, vnto 
thePonticke lea, they commonly tcrme them illyrici. Thusfarre^//w»*. SnetmM , mthelifeoW^C^rtc- 
itifiethinlikcimnerthatthe bounds of arc thus large at the left. 

Sextos Rufits, who liued in the time of Valentinian the Emperour , afenbeth feuenteen ptouir.ces to ■ 
Two oftheA^««,thetWo Pannonies, falcrU, Sauia,Dalmati*, Atoefia, thcvnoDactas, Macedonia, Theffalta , Achata, 

tW Somedo\hink«LTthefecw 

Cadmus. Strabo writeth that all the fea coaft of lllyricum , with the ilands adioining, isf urnifhcd with many good ha- 
tiens : when as contrariwife the whole coaft of Italic oueragainft this , hath none at all. It is a hot country , as Italy is, 
and very fertile of many forts of graine, famous for oliues and vines t except certamc places which are altogether rough 
and vntoiled. The high country which is aboue this is altogether mountainous, cold and fno wie,efpccially that w hich 
is toward the North- The country people in old time were much giuen to robberies and theeumg, but now they be 
Ibmewhatmoreciuill. They dwell for the mod part in houfes of timber , thatcht withdraw, excepting only a few 
marinecities , in which their buildings are allttle better. Thus farre Strabo. Amongftthc which the chiefeis%«A, 
anciently called Ejidaurus,z city famous for the Mart, afwell as for the politicke goucrnment of their common-wealth. 
Not long fince it was a-free city, now it is tributary to the Turkes , and for that (as 2{icolaits l^icolahts witncffetli in his 
Obfetuations) it paieth yearely to the great Turke 12000. ducatesofGold- A defcription cfthis you may read ofin 
the tenth booke of Martin B irlet of the life of Scanderbeg. 

Thus farre generally of lllyricum : now I thinkeitnot amiffeto fpeake fomethingofthis our Mappe which doth 
not comprehend all lllyricum according to the iudgement of the forenamed authours , Pliny only excepted who doth 
reftrainetheboundsofit, aswefaid, into a more narrow roome. There are in this Chart Hifiria , Slauonia, Dalmatia, 
Bofnia, Carinlhia , ymofCarriiold , and part of Stiru : all almoft tributary vnto the kingdome ote»£»7, excepta 
few prouinccsabuttant vpon the fea, which belong to the Venetians. The Turke hath fubdued the greareftpartof 
them to his obedience. All which countties almoft are defcribed in their feueraU Tables in this our Theater, and 
therefore in this place we fpeake nothing atall ofthem. Only Ithinke knot amiffeto addethisoneftoryof Stirii, 
That this country doth breed thofc Struma ft, that is, a kind of people fubied to wennes, and that there are often (eene 
fome with fuch huge great wennes , that they do hinder their fpeach : and a woman giuing fuckc (as Aubanm writeth) 
doth cart it ouer her fhoulderlikca facke or wallet , leaft it fhould let the child from taking the breaft. And indeed we 
in the ycare 1558. iournied from Frifachby VientiaxoVenice, where we faw to our great admiration, a man whole chin 
beginning at his cares wasalinoft as broade as from ftioulder to fhoulder , and hung do wne cuen to his breaft. I fay, 
hot without great admiration, againft that of InuenaU, Sluts iumidum gutiur mireiur in Alpibm? It is no wonder 
great, tofeethe wenne amongft the Alpes. They commonly attribute the caufe ofthewenne to the water and aire 
which hecre the inhabitants do vfe, and draw into their bodies. Rithmaimcr this counrry-man borne, in his treatilc of 
the foliation ofthe World , hath a peculiar defcription of Stmt. OiBofinamd D. chytrtus his Chronicle oi Saxony. 
Ofthefe Illvrians read more at large in Dominion* "Niger, Volaterran, and Lewis Verger m the Cbfmography of Scbap- 
mMwfttr,i& alfo Ladnictts chalcondylas , who in his tenth booVeNjiiliar , hath written fomcthing ofthiscountnc 
Worth the reading. All this tract, except thofe (hires which border vpon Germanic, doth fpeake the Slauoman 
tongue : which , (that I may fay fomcthing of it by the way) of fome is now called Windijh , was thought to be that, 
which the Latines called Lingua lllyrica, the Illynan tongue, and at this day is very farre fpread, as being generally Ipo- 
kenofall the nations inhabiting between the Gulfc of Venice, andthe Northfea. For tie ^inhabitants oirjtru , Dal- 
matia, Bofna, Morauia, Bohemia, Lufatia, Polonta, Lithuania, Pruthema, Scandinauta, Bulgaria and X»JS* that wide 
and large kingdome,and many otherneighbour countries, vp as high almoft as Conjtantmopledo fpeake that tongue; 
fo that it is alfo much vfed amongft theTurkesi

Hadpurpofed, asl promifedinthe Preface to this 

booke , to haue fet outofeuery country but one 
Mappe or Table : and that as exact as might be : 
therefore when the famous man lohannes Sambuau 

nac J f en t vnto me a more abfolute defcription of this 

country to be inferted into this our Theater, I had determined to 
haue left the other out. But as it is oft times both delightfull and pro- 
fitabletoknowdiuers opinionsofone and the famething, loailol 
perfwade my felfe, it will not be altogether vnprofitable fometime to 
fee the different defections of fundry autliours of one and the fame 
cduntrie. Againe left the ftudious and diligent Reader mould mhTe 
in this our laft edition , that which was to be had in our firft, we haue 
thought good to reteine alfo afwell the one as the other : and to place 
itheere in this place as an in-come or by-matter.I doubt not but it will 
be a thing well pleafing to all ftudents of Cofmography.

This is that place, where the princes arc wont to hi 
crooned abroad in the open aire, a Arange and vnufuall kind of ceremony curioufly defcribed by Pirn the fecond in his Euro* 
yill.ich,2 towne, whole houfes in their forefront gorgeoufly painted andfetout with hiftories and variety of colours veeld h 
tifull and goodly Chew to the beholders. It is feared vpon the riuer Dra, in a plaine, enclofed with very high ftcepe rocks w>! 
great ftonebridgc oucrthe riuer. CLg:nf«rt , a ftrong city anciently called, as Uz.hu witnefTeth, Chnik. Sonic there are thit 
write, that the citizens of this city are fo hardly bent agamft theeues, that vpon the leaft occafion of fnlpicion of theft a man Hull 
there without examination be hanged , and then the third day after that heis hanged , they fwevpon the triall ;if fo be that thev 
find him to haue been vniuftly executed, they bury him very honourably : ifiuftly , they let him hang dill. But Rithmnnr faith 
that this is but a meere fable. Moreouer Frifach , a very ancient to wne S. Lionhm, Wolfjperg, & t . are townes alfo of this conn' 
try. Informertimes the lapydes were thought to haue dwelt heere abouts. The foueraignty and fectilar iurifdi&ion of this coun- 
try doth belong vnto the Dukes of Aujtrhh : but as concerning Ecclefiafticall iurifdichon it partly belongeth to the Billiopof 
Sjlczburg, and partly to the Pattiarch of Aquileia , as Pamceljtn affirmerh in his forccited Chronicle. But in the fame place he 
hath a moft ridiculous etymologie of the name of this prouince, which he faineth to be fetched from the Latines, namely , that it 
fhould be named Carintbk , as who would fay, Caritas intima, Intire louc and affeclion. As if the firft inhabitants who' feated 
themfelues heere fhould haue been defirous to haue their country named by a name fetcht from aforrein nation and (trance lan- 
guage, not vnderftood of them. The Reader not fatisfied with this heere fet do wne by vs , lethimhauerecourfcvntoWL/rw* 
Munfier,SabclHcus,Pto\\.Uc>\ vndcrftand alfo thitondo/m Sdukn, hath furueiedthis country, whofe defcription as yet 
Ihauenotfeenc. 3 ' 

Goritiapaktinatus, The county palatine of Gorcz,, belonging to the Duke of Auflricb, is fo named of Goercz,, the chicfe city of 
this country, called of the Italians (for it fhndeth in Italic beyond the Alpes) Goricia, of Ptolemey Iulium Carnkum , as Lewder 
thinketh. Amafaus, as the fame Leander faith, gathereth by diners antiquities heere found and remaining, that ^/wjfometime 
was feated heere about. Itisa townc fituate at the mouth of the riuer Wipach, (formerly called Fluuiusjrigidus,) Imeanewhcre 
W^cAfallcthintothc riuer Nat.fo. -• J "

r Tisalmoftacommonthing generally (as Pliny faith in his natural! hiftorie) that euery man defcribeth beft 
I and moft curioufly that country , in which he was borne and brought vp. And within a few lines after the 
fame authour faith thus ; I will folio w no one man altogether , but as I (hall find him in all points to fpeake 
f mortprobablyand confonant tothetruth. And therefore heere in this place (the which I do almofreucry 
I whereln thefedifcourfes vpon my Maps) I haue determined, amongft many others that hauedefcribed this 
7 proumce,to offer to the view of the Reader a great defcription according to the capacity of the placc.of Lewis 
7 .. r - , — f ^fjthatcountrymanborne. This man in the Cofmography of Munfter, faith that this Neckland or De- 
mi-ile, from the inner bay where Trtefte now ftandeth hard vpon the Chore, vnto the J. Veit, a towne fituate in Funatko vpon the 
riuer Fume, contemeth in length better then zoo. miles. The whole country is not very leucll andplaine yetthe mountaincs 
are neither very high, fteep nor barren, but plentifully replenifhed with vines, oliues, and othcrfruitrrecs, corne, pafhires and 
cattell : only m that part'which bendeth toward the bay, Golfo di$uerncro , fomctimecalled Fhmtkoox Famtko, it hath a very 
high mountaine, which they commonly call Monttmdor. This firft prefenteth it felfe to the eie of the feamen which faile hither- 
ward ; in whole toppe thereanfeth a very goodly fpring of frefh-water. It yeeldetb many rare hearbs and plants of fingularver- 
tues which do make Phyfitions, farrc dwellers from hence, to rcfort hither in time of the ycare, and with great toile and danger 
to clamber vp the fame. The riuers otHiftrh are three, Fornio, T^aupertus and Arfia -. the firft the country people call Rifino : the 
lecond, J&eto : thehd Arft, which falleth inro the bay guernero or Fanatko, and is now the vtmoft bound of Italic. Theci- 
ries ot Htjtrta are Aftpj, Iu(lmopolis, l(oU, Pitano, (or Firm as I thinke it is named in the mappe) P»ma£e, Hememx, Parenio, 0- 
J*ra,Rubmo,Pola,S. Vett, all of them marine cities. Pinguento , Mont*n*,PortaU,Grifignand, Bulla, S. Lorento,t>oi cajlelli, 
i.Vincenzo ValAdignano, Pamerano, Albona, Fianona, Pitim, Galiiragna, Ce/taco, and /'///w.arevpland cities. Tbcmoft fa- 
mous city of this whole country \tlujlinopolis, which they commonly call Capod' /jrria,thd\eidof//iffrij, Pliny nameth it^- 
g'da ■■ it ftandeth vpon a rocke in the fea, farre remote from rhc continent, vnto which it is ioined by a long bridge. This city with 
many other is fubiecl vnto the Venetians, the reft arc vnder the gouernment of the Dukeof AuHrich &c. Befide theancient Ge- 
ographers read alfo Leander, Folaterran, and Dom. Niger, Cajsiodore in his 1 2 . booke Vviir, bath much of this prouince .

Vngaria, (which it is ccrtaine was Co named of the Hwmi or Hungari\ a people 
come out ot Scytbia, which now inhabit it) conteineth almoft both the Panno- 
nies, the countries of the Ia^jges, and the ZWr, now comprehending Tmnffylm* 
hia^ VValachria and Moldauia. On the South it beginneth at the riuer Dra, : on the 
North it is bounded by Sarmatia Europ&a , now called Tolonia ; and Getia, at this 
day named VValagrut : on the Welt it hath Avjirkb , fometime the head of the 
Higher Tannonia : vpon the Eait it is confined with iWjyidy.vhich at this day they 
call (Rbetia. Donaw (Danubius) of all the riuers oi Europe by farre the greateft, run- 
neth through the niiddeft or it , and fodiuideth it into two parts , the Heather and the Farder. The 
Heather Hvngaria, is that which formerly were the Pannonies , the Vpper and Neather i 
this is feuered from the further Hungaria by the riuer Dm : from Aujlrkh and Baycrrti by the foote of' the 
mount Cmm ; from Slanonia by Dra : from Bofna and Ofy/cia; by Saw. The head and chiefe cities of tills 
part is (often they call it) the imperiallfeat of thetr kings. Other townes of great account are, 
Jlba^cga!is,(StulwciJJcnburg) famous for the coronation and tombes of their kings ; Strigoniun:,(Gran) 
the Metropolitan or Archbifhops fea, Qjwhjui-ecchfi.e (Fmfkircbm, the Turkes call it Tetfcben ) a bilhop- 
ricke ; Soprorimm, Tawunum(thc Gcrmancs call it Griechweiffeii'mrg, the Hungarians , Nandor alba ■ the Ita- 
lians "Edgy-ado :) Sabaria, (Zombatd) or S^pmbatb hely) the place where S. Martine was borne : and Stridon, 
(Sdrigna,) the natiue foile of S. Hieromc. It hath many goodly riuers ; and two very famous lakes, (Ba- 
latcn) and (Ferlou). To this part o(Hungary, as foone as thou art ouer theriuer Dra, is annexed SUuonia\ 
fometime a part of the vppcrTanncnk, lying between the riuers Saw and Dra ; although indeed it doth 
extend it felte farre beyond the Saw, as farre as the riuer Hum, (for fo it is at this day called) where Q-o. 
atia beginneth. After it followeth Dalmatia, coafting along by the Hadriaticke fea, partly mbiccl: to the 
Turke, partly to the Venetian; The leaftpart of it now is vnder the king of Hungaria : thevpland 
country is poffeffed of the Hosiers, and <%afaans, which anciently were called Maftfuperiorcs. The chiefe 
city of Slauonia is (Zagrabia) of Qvatia, (Bigihon) is now, but in former ages Fumium was the chiefe* The 
Farther H v n 6 a R y, or Hungaiy beyond Donaw , is feuered from Morauia, S'defia , Polo/iidi and 
Gtttfcia by the montes Carpatbtj , (called now by the Germanes (Scbncberg) which do begin a little abouc 
(Pofonium, (^Prcsburgb) and from thence by many long and tedious windings, pafle between this coun- 
try vntill they end at the Euxine fea or Marmaiore , at that place where there is the country which now 
they call Maromarujta. There now other mountaincs and woods, from that place bending to ward Se- 
uerhmm,* city fituate vpon Donaw , do diuidc it from Tranjfyluania and VTalacbria tranfalp'ma. Theriuer 
Tibifmf, well itored with diuers forts of fifh, arifing out of the mountaincs of Maromarufia, runneth 
through the middeil part of Hungary. It hath many goodly towhes , ns'Pofonium, (Tresburg) Tirnaula, 
(Dyru) ct-c. on the Weft : Colacia, Bacbia, Zegedinum, (Zcgcd,) ■isre. on the South : Varadinum, Dedrccmum, 
<C?r. beyond the riuer Tibifem, where alfo are the mines of gold and filuer;AtSc«fW««»/, is yet to be fceu 
a mention ot the bridge, long fince built by Traiane the Emperour,and other townes and things worth 
the remembrance, which in this place , the fhortneile otour entended difcourfe doth force me to 
omit. 

The Inhabitants dofpeake the Scythian language , a tongue much different from any language 
fpokenby any of their neighbours round about them. It giueth place to no country of the World, 
for valiant and ftout men, itore of cattell fertility ot foile, and rich veines of mettalls : but for tempera- 
ture of the aire, wholefome and pleafant fituation , itmay iuftly beprcferred before any whatfoeuer 
that I know. The earth is plentifully endowed by nature with all maner of things neceffary and com- 
modious : Gold, Siluer, Salt, Precious-ftones,Mincralls for colours arc heere digged vp in great abun- 
dance. It yeeldeth great ftore of corne , graine, fodder for cattell, apples and fruites of diuers forts. 
They haue many riuers well ftored with tfefhfifh. They haue great plenty ofCoppar. In the moft of 
their riuers there are often found certaine fhiuers ofthebeft and fineft gold : yea cuen in their vines, 
(fuch is the nature of this golden foile) they do extrad great plenty of Gold. 

This we haue gathered out of the little treatife otSteeuen Broderitb, and the Decades of Hungary writ- 
ten by Antony Bottfinius : to whom the ftudious Reader for further fatistadion may haue recoui fe. Let 
him alfo read Herboflein his Commentaries of Mofcouj; Matthias a Micbou oiSarmatia, Munjicr, and Cujpi* 
man in orationeTrotreptka, and in his Aujiria : and efpecially the abridgement of the hiifories of Hungary 
written by Teterl^an^ane, who, amonglt other ftrange wonders which he reckoneth vp of this coun- 
try ,affirmeth,it you will beleeue him,that bimfelre hathfeen very many golden branches and twigs of 
v '"es, fomeas long as ones finger , others halrc afooteio.ig. Gjorg? Vfcmba hath written a little 
ti aclofthe ftrange waters of Hungary.

Tctteri 'Brcdaith, in his Treatife printed at altogether with the Hungarian hi- 
ftory of Antony $onfinins, defcribeth this country thus : Tranfduania, faith he, was 
fometime a part of Vacia. His chicle city is Alba Julia , (Weijfaiburg) fo called ei- 
ther of Itdm Citfar , or rather oiHitda a certaine prince ot theHunncs. It hath 
many other goodly townes,amongft the which are Cibinum, {Hermanjladt) called 
of the Hungarians (Seben) fituate vpon the riuer Ctbin, Bratfouia,(ChonJladt)Co* 
kftum, (Claujenburg) Sifiricia, (Bejlere^e) and many other built and inhabited by a 
people ol high Germany , which wecall Saxons. In this country are the Siadi, a 
fierce and warlike Nation : amongit which there is neither downe, nor gendeman, all men are in de~ 
ores equall, like as amongit the Switzers Tranfiluanh is very fertile of all maner of things, cfpecially of 
Gold, biluer, and other mettalls ; as alfo of Salt digged out of mountaines. It brcedcth excellent Hor- 
fes, and hath great plenty ol Winc.although not fo good as Hungary and Slauonia. The two W alachies 
ffrlachia Tranjalpina, Walachie beyond the mountaines, and Moldauia, do enclofc Tranfiluania : diat reft- 
eth vpon the riuer Vonaw , this vpon the Euxine fea , or Mar maiore, as the Italians call it ; both of them 
toother withTranfiiluania do nowpoiTelTe thatpart of Europe , which anciently was called D a c i a. 
Thus that whole trad beyond Vonaw , which doth not only conteine the higher Hungary ; but alfo 
Tmkluania together with both the Walachies , is endofed round on euery fide with Vonaw, the Car- 
pathian hills, (Crapacke, as fome thinke) the Euxine fea , and againe widuhc fame Vonaw, Thusfarre 

B> ButJ thinke it not amitfe to fet downe heere the defcription of it o utof Antony Bonfiniiu his I. decade 
of the firft booke ot his hiftory of Hungary. Beyond dieCarpathian mountaines, faith he, is the vttcr- 
moftprouinceof©*™, extended euen vnto the riuer Axiaces, This now vulgarly is knowenbythe 
name of T r ans si l v a hi A.they call it Stbenburghen,the Hungarians Herdel.lt is a molt fertile coutt- 
try of cattelJ, wine, and come : alfo of Gold and Siluer : where certaine riuer s do dnue downe fhiuers 
otGold, and pieces fometime ofa pound and an halfc weight » being euery way round bcfetwith 
fteep hills in maner ofa crownct. In the woods are kincorbeeues with long manes like horfes ; buffs 
and wild horfes,both very fwift and lightin running : but the horfes hauelong maneshanging down 
to the very ground : thofe which are tame and brought vp forferuice , naturally haue a very fine eafic 
kind of amble. This country is inhabited partly by Scythians, partly by the Saxones and Dakesithefe 
are more humane and ciuill , thofe more rude and. churlifh. In old time before th e breaking in of the 
Gothes and Hunnes , allBdcwwas poiTcfTcdby the Roman and Sarmadan colonies, wc. George of 
<%eichterfdorffhzxh deferibed this country in a peculiar Treatifc. See alfo George %thaymer, Peter <^it^an, 
Pius the fecondin his defcription of Europe, Iohn Auentine, and Martine Qomer in his twelfth booke of the 
hiftory of Poland. This country vulgarly is called Sibenburgb , and Zipferland, as SebaJlianMunJler hath 
giuenout.

The famous Mo v n- 
t a i n e s of this country are Hoemus, (Monte Argenlaro, or Catena, mmidi, the chaine of the world, the Italians 
call it t the Turkes, Balkan : the Slauonians, Cumoui^a >.) (Rhodope, (Vali^u, or Czernaritwerti, they now call it)f>. 
btlus, (^aropnit^e) <Pang<eus , (Malaca or Caftagna) and diuers others of leffer note. The Rivers are Hebrm^ 
(Mart/a) Nefus, (Nefto or Meftro , the Turkes call it Cbarafou) Melas, (now Lameta> or Larijfa.) and Sttymon, as 
fome thinke, although others do rather iudge this to be a riuer oEMacedony. The famous Cities are, Ab. 
den, (now Afp'erofa, as Niger thinketh ■ or 'Tolyfiyk, as Sophianus . or AJlri^a, as Nardui af firmethj) Al>olloma,W,. 
nopolts, Thtlippolts, Nicopolis vpon the riuer Hems , Nicopolis vpon the riuer Nejfus, Hadrianopolis, (the Turkes 
call it Endrem, as Busbechius writeth ; or Edernay as Po/leHus tacheth) Selyhria,t)cbeltus, Heraclea, Lyftmachia,(H- 
xamilt) and Byfantium, famous in all ages , fo named ot'Byfa who firft built it, afterward it was enlarged and 
fortified by the Emp. Qmftantine , and of him was called Qonftantinopolis, butat this time corruptly and 
fhort Stamboli. This now as alfo longfinceit was> is the moil famous and honourable city or all this c UU i 
try, next after Hadrianopk (Jndernopoli, itis commonly called) then Sophia , and others of le/Te eftimation. 
This country alfo hath adioinedvntoit a neeke-land or demi-ile , which they call the Foreland of Thrace-. 
Heereis Callipolts (GaUippoli) andSi/ro famous forthe loueofLcWw. VauidCbytr<eus in his Chronicle of Sa- 
xony hath diuers things worth the noting of the prouinces of this chart* 

The ilands in the Archipelago {mare JEgwrn) neere to (Romania are Samothracj a, commonly called 
Samandrachi : and Thalassia oiftokmq, which others call Tbatfus, and to this day it reteineth fome li- 
militude of that name j for the latter writers do name it Taffo. In 'Tropontis or Mar di Marmora, is P roe* 
connesvs, or Elapbomiefus , which fomehaue named Neuris, Now the Turkes and Greeke's do call it 
Marmora, whereof thatfea tooke the name, In £o#/;om> (the Latines call it Strettodi Qonftantinopoli, the ftraites 
of Conjlantinople, theGreekesId/wwz , the Turkes Boga^in,) zreihchfuU Cyaneae, (which Strabo calleth 
Symplegades, now Tauonare or farads) oft mentioned in the writings of ancient Poets, who after their maner 
did feine them firft to haue floted vpon the water and to be moueablej and then by the failing oftheAr- 
gonautes to haue been fetled and fixed. Befidethe old Geographers Ttolemey, Strabo, fliny, and Tomlmnius 
Mela, which haue written of this country ; the latter writers alfo are not to be neglefted : efpecially the An- 
gular learned VFolfangus La^ius his commentaries of Greece ; and Bellmim his Obfeiuations. Varus Gyl/iusluth 
moft curioufly and diligently defcribed the city Qnpntinople, which city a man may fay was by the proui- 
dence of God ordeinedto be the head of many kingdomes, and to haue beenc fomctime called Nw Thme 
andattliis day (Romania: fo that the famous poet Ttbullus may feeme to haue fpoken not without iult caufe' 
and by a kind of diuine inipiration, when he faid ,Romatvvm nomen terris f a t a l e r v- 
c e n d I s, O <%ome , thy name doth giue, thou fhouldeO- the world command. And in the ind anient of 
, the Gods would haue it, VtRoma sitcap V torbis terrarvm, That To m Ihould 
be the head of all the World, as Liuy hath left record in the fL lt booke of hi. Decades.

HisMappetonteineth almoft all the Northen tra&of the knowen world : butefpeeiallythc 
Neck-land'or Peninfula, knowen vnto the old writers by thefe names, Scandia, Scandinauia, Bal- 
tia and Bo/ilia, but to them neucr throughly difcried : which in regard of his grcatnefTe they hauc 
called Another World, and the Shoppe of men , and as it were the (cabberd from whence Co ma- 
ny Nations haue been drawen . But of the diuers names of this country ,read that which wc hauc 
written at the mapp; of 7/W,as alfo in our Treaffiry of Geography , in the word B a s i l i A.This 
Neckeland in this our age conteineth three kingdomes , ?$orwcj, Swedkndnid Gotland i with 
a part of the kingdome of Denmxrke , and many other prouinccs, as Bothny, Finmarke, Finland 
! Lsppl*nd,&c. whofefeueralldefcriptionswewill heercfetdowne out oU<vnesZiegler. 

No ft V e g i a, 2(erway, if you would interpret it, is as much to fay, as the Northren trad, or 
Northren way. Thiswasfometime a mod flourifhing kingdome, and comprehended Denmar ke, and Friejland with the 
circumiace"t Hands, vntill fuchtimeasthe kingdome was gouerncd by an hereditary fucceffion of kings. Afterward the 
line failing inthetimeofvacancie, by theconfent of the Nobility it was decreed, tharthekingsiliould bcchofenbyelccJi- 
on Atthisdayitis vndrtthe iunfdiaionofthe kings of Z>«w.v^ , whodonotonlytakethelawfiillreucnewsiuftlyduc 
to thecrowne butimpofing intolerable exaaions, and by fcrapingahd raking all commodities into their hands,theycon- 
ucv all the wealth ofthis country into Demurke. Neither is this aggreeuance alone, but with all the difaduantageand con- 
dition of the place doth much hurt thefubieclsrforall the hauens,roads,& dipping are at thecommandohhe king ofDen- 
marke- fo that neither they may without his leauevfethe fea or tranfport their merchand^c into forren countries.

Of D e n m a r k e and the B r i t i s h I l e s we will fpeake nothing in this place, feeing that we entreated ofthem at their 
proper and feuerall mappes. In this chart thereis defcribed alfo Is l And, an Hand as famous as any other for ftrange mira- 
cles and fecret works of nature. toGsoENUNi), another Hand knowen to very few. Heere alfo is Fr ibslan d, a 
third iland altogether vnknowen to ancient writers i neither is it once named of the latter Geographers or Hydrographcrs ; 
only T^kolaoZeno, aVenetian, who, in thcyeareofChrifti38o.toffed with many continuall bitter (formes in this fea, at 
Ialtrcntandweather-beaten,arriuedinthislle. Thisauthour affirmeth that this iland is fubiea tothekingof-Mnr^,and 
to be greater then Ireland, and that the chiefetowne is of the fame name with the He it felfe ; laftly, that the country people 
do for the moft part liue by fithing. For in the hauen ofthis towne they catch fuch abundance of all forts of fifh , that from 
thence they lade whole fhippes, and tranfport them into other ilands neere adioining. The fea next to this iland vpon the 
Weft,fulloffhelu<!s and rocks, as he wtiteth,is of the inhabitants called Mare Icarium, harm fea : and an iland in it,hefaith 
isnamed Ic aria. OfGRo bn land he writcth, that the winter heere is 9. monethslong,andallthattimcitneuerrain- 
cth norrhefnow which falleth in the beginning of winter euer ddTolueth vntill the latter end ofthefamc. Butthatismott 
wo'ndcrfull which hetellcth of the MonafteryofthcorderofFrierPredicantSydedicatedtothehonourofS.rAow/w^n this 
Iland : namely , that there is not farre from it a mountaine , which like vnto Aetna in Sicilia doth at certaine feafons burne 
andcaft out huge flakes of fire.and that there is in the fame place a fountaine of hot or skalding waters.whercwith not only 
all the chambers ofthis monallery are warmed in the maner of Scones , and hot-houfes , but alfo all kind of meat and bread 
is fodden and drefTed, and wirh no other fire. All the monaftery is built of a kind of hollow light ftone, which the flames of 
that burning mountaine do caft forth. For thefe burning ftones, being by nature fomewhat fatand oily, arc folid and firme, 
but being quenched withthis water , they become drie, full ofholes and light; and the water wherewith they wcrcquen- 
ched is turned into a clammy kind of ftufFe like bitumen, wherewith thefe ftones are Iaied, in (feed of mortar, when they are 
to vfe them in building : andthus they makeafurcworkeagainft the miuryofall weathers, Theirorchyeardsalfoandgar-^ 
dens watered with this water are alwaies green and do flourifti almoft all the yearelong, with all maner of flowres, kinds of 
comeand fruits. This Priory ftandeth vpon the fea rtiore, and hath a reafonable capacious and large hauen ; into which the 
forenamed fountaine emptying his waters , doth make it fo warme that it neuer freefeth , in the hardeft and egereft froaft 
that cuer was knowen. Whereupon heere isfuch abundance offifh, which do fiocke hitherfrom more colde places , that 
not only thefe Monkes, but alfo the neighbours round about are furnilhed from hence with prouifion ofviduall. Thefe 
thinges amongft many others Zenus hath written of thefe Hands , who, being made by Zichimnus, king of certaine Ilands 
heere about, high Admirall of his nauy, difcouercd all thefe Northren coafts. 

The ile Fr 1 e s land, now againe in thefe our daies was defcried by the Englishmen, ana was by them called by a new 
name West England. In old writers there are but few records left of thefc Ilands. Amongft the new writers Olam 
Matntu Gothm Epfcofu* Vpfalienfis, Alberts Crtnrzius, Sax* Grammatics, Ucobw Ziegler ttt, S igi/mundw ab Herberftein 
in his commentaries ofifofcoui^haie defcribed thefe countries : And Nicolas Wimman hath fet fori h the nauieation of the 
Northren fea. See alfbahttledifcourfeof^*; and Nicolas Zenis , two brethren, of the ilands fituarevndcr the North 
pole, together with the Ihipwracke of Peter Quirinus, written by himfelfe and clmftophero Fiorauante, a, a fo by NttMm 
Mwhel in the Irahan tongue. There is alf ,a difcourfe of thefe Northren parrs written by SehajlunCabato^ho in theycare 
1 557- fir : t failed into thefe quarters. But aboue all the hiftory of Saxony lately written and fet out by Dautd Chjtrw is not 
to be forgotten.

Itisthereforeascleareasthenooneday,ashelaith,that/ylWisnotihelamethat7"/w/j'«'as : and the 
fame Procoptus&ith , that it is inhabited by thirteen Nations, and gouerned by lb many Kings,and to be tenne times as great as Brttumc : lb that 
not without good cauk Stephanas giueth it the title of Great ; when asit iscertaine that Ijlwd is much leftc than Brittaine. Thefame Procopms 
affirmeth that the Scritifinni, a kind of people fo called, did inhabite Thule ; thele Diaconus nameth Striilofinn, : and Ipeakech of them in Scandia ; 
as doth 3IC0 lornandes in hishiilory ; notwithstanding he corruptly calleth them (thatl may notethisby the way) Crefinnx:' Thus, gentle Reader, 
thou feeft that which they name Scandia or Scone , he calleth Thule : and the. fame nation to this day d wellcth in the lame Scandia, called by the 
fame name no whit corrupted. For they are called vulgarly Scricksfinner, and do dwell in Scandia, and not in Ijl.md. In Thule Procopiiu writeth, 
thatthcrebehugegreatwoods.-in/y/Wall the world knoweth there are none at all. Andfo 1/acius vpon Lycopbron faith truly, when heaffirmeth 
that Thulc, is vpon the Eaft oi Brit tame, not vpon the North, as is IJUnd. Contrary to that which Strobe (a moil worthy and diligent Geographer, 
by the Ibund judgement ofall the learned) faith of it, but from the relation, asthereheaddethof/^/fo*, afliamefiilllyingh.ltoricgrapher, 
whofe cullome was , as Diodorus Siculrn in his feCond booke writeth , to counterfait and coinefables fb cunningly that ordinarily they palled for 
true rtories. This is that Thule , which Tacitus reporteth , whentheRomane nauy failed round about 5r«/<««wasleenand viewed by them, 
but not regarded, and therefore not entered as is probable. This could not be IJUnd, which is much farrherofF, and out of kenning. But this is 
enough in this place of Thule or Scandia. WewilladdrelTeour leluestofpeakeof IJUnd, an iland aIrogethervnknowen,and not oncenamed in 
any ancientwriter. 

Island, or, the Frofen or Icieland, which is all one , was fo named of the ice which lieth continually vpon his North fide : for [here now be- 
ginneth the Frofen-fea, as CranttMss writeth. It was called S n e l a n d, of the Snow which all the yeare long doth hecre in fome places continue : 
JtemG ar D arsh ol m, that is, Garders ile,(o called, as Arngrimus himlelfe being an Wander borne writeth, of one Gardar a man lb named who 
firft found it orinhabited thefame. Thisiland is an hundred Germane miles in length, as commonly molt writers do holdj but thcfbrcfaid Ant- 
grinms lotus faith it is 144. miles long. For the molt part it is not inhabited , but is waft and mountainous, efpecially toward thc North part : by 
reafon of the bitter Marts of the South winds , which will not fuffer , as Olaus teacheth , fo much as any low fhrubbe or bufli once to put forth his 
head. Itisfubie&tothekingofA r erw,«r, and fo hath continued euer fince the yeare of ChriftiarJo. at what time firft, the fame Amgrime affir- 
meth, they did their homage to that Crowne. Whereupon the king of Denmark; eueryyeare fendeth thithera Lieutenant, by whom theyarc 
now gouerned, as in times pall they were by certaine Bilhops of their owne ; by whom they were, as we laid before, conuerted vnto Chriflianirv, 
in the time of Adclbcrt Billiop of Breme. In the raigne of Harold with the faire lockes.f Ptilchricomue, Harfigro they vulgarly called him as Unas 
writeth J who was the firft Monarch of Norway, it was firft begun to beinhabited,as lbme would faine pcrlwade : namely, when he had ouercome 
the pety kings and had baniflied themoutofAfo-war , they being driucn to feeke their dwellinginfomeotherplace , theyforfooketheirownc 
natiue country , (hipped themfelues together with their wiues , children , and whole families , landed at the length in thi ; iland, and heerc feated 
themfelues. Thisfeemethtome to haue happened aboHt the yeareof Chrifts incarnation 1 coo. butthe forcnamedauthour Arng>mm lon.u 
faith that it was in the yeare 874. who alio there fetteth downe a Catalogue and names of all their Bilhops. The firft Bilhop, as Crant^im wrireth, 
was/yZtf. That it was fubieft to the command of the famcNorweies about 200. yeares, I find in theabridgement of Zenies hclogs ; whe^ e J find 
that Zicbmiking of /r/VyWattempted warre againft this iland , but in vaine , and was repelled by agarrifon of fouldiers placed there by theking 
of Norway, to defend thefame from theadaultofenemies. Itisdmidedintofoure parts or ptoumces according to the foure quarters ofthe 
World : namely.into ©tettfiOJDuriB, auftlenDinjafiiJOunC!;, jflOJOUngafiojoung and SmnolcrmingafiojDUIlS, as to fay as the Well quarter, Eaft 
quarter, North quarter and South quarter. It hath but two Bilhops feaSjJVW/W^r, and /Mi; with certaine Icholcsadioined vnto them. In the 
diocelTeoff/^aretheMonafteries/'/BjorrfjfifWf/?^, Modur, and Mxnketuere. Infhediocefleof Schalhcld!ZKViity,P]ncbur, Kirl^bar and 
Skjrda. Yet by the letters oiVelltius, theauthour of th is chart, which he wrote vnto me, I do vnderftand that therearc hecre nine monallcries:and 
befides them 5 29. churches. They haue no coine of their owne , nor cities : for the mountaines are to them in fteed of cities, and fountaines for 
pleafureand delights, as Cranttius teflifieth , whoaffirmeth that for the moll part they dwell in caues, making their lodgings and roomes by cut- 
ting and digging them out in the fides of hilles. The which alio Olaus doth teilifie , efpecially in the winter time. They build their houfes of filh 
bonesjforwantofwood. Contrariwile Unas he faith , thatheerearemanychurchesand houfes built reafonably faircandfumptuotillyofwood, 
ftoneandmrffe. Wares they exchange with Merchants forother wares. Forrein dainties andpleafures they are not acquainted withall. They 
fpeake the Cimbrian language, or the ancient Germane tongue, into which wefaw this other day theholy Scriptures tranllatcd, and imprinted at 
Bola (a place in the North part of this iland ) in a mod goodly and faire letter, in the yeare of our Lord 1 j 84. 1 fay, in the old Germane tongue- 
forldoobierueitto be the fame with that, in which a little booke that is imprinted vnder the name of OtfrtdesGosJels, is written in. Ion* himlelfe 
confeireththattheyhauenomanerofcattellbefideHorles, and Kine. PclUius witneffeth that they haue no trees but Berch and lumper. The 
foileisfatteforpallorageandthegraflelbranke, that all men thathaue written of this iland do iontly and with one conlemaffirme, thatexcept 
they do fometime fetch their cattell from the pafture and moderate their feeding, they wil be in danger of being llopped vp with their owne fatte. 

Thefoileis not good forcorneorforeareablcground , andlbitbearethnotanyma- 
nerofgraine, thereforefor the molt part theyliue altogether on filh. Which alio being dried and beaten, andasitwereg oundtomealethey 
makeinto loaues and cakes, and do vieit at their tables in llead of bread. Theirdrinkein former time was fairewater,but now of come, brought 
vnto them from forren places , they hauelearned to brew a kind of beere : fo that after they began to trade with ftrangcrs referring to them , they 
beganalfo to loue better liquoursandhaueleftthcirdrinking ofwater. For as Gcorgim Brum maketh me bcleeuc , the Lubeke s, Hamburgers 
and Bremers doyearely reforr to this iland, which thither do cary Meale, Bread, Beere, Wine, Aqua vita:, courfe Englifb clorhes and orherfuch 
of low prices, both Wollen and Linnen , Iron, Steele, Tinne, Copper, Siluer,Mony both Sillier and Gold, Kniues, Shoes, CoifcsandKer- 
chcifesfor women, and Wood whereof they build their houfes and make their boats. For thele they exchangethe Ijlmd cloth, ( they commonly 
call it iVjtman) huge lumps ofBnmflon« , and great ttore of dried fifh , StockefiP> we call it. All this out of the Wdt and South parrs of the lame.

T A R T A R I A, 

O R 

THE EMPIRE OF THE MIGHT IE 

CHAM. 

E that will take vpon him to defcribe T a r t a r i a ■, he muff needes fpeake 
ota great number or nations , farre afunderand remote one from another. 
For all that huge trad and portion of the Maine land is now called Tartaric, 
that is between the Eaft fea,(or as he calleth it Mare Mangicmn, the lea ofMangi 
or ot Si?i, a country all the World ouer, and vulgarly knowen by the name of 
Qhina) and the South countries, Sin or China, that part of India which is beyond 
Ganges, the country of the Saci , the riuer laxartes, (now they call it Chejel) the 
Cajpivi lea, Mar delle Zabacchc Q, Cutis palm, it was called of the ancient writers) 
and Weftwardvp ashighalmolt as the Mofcouites. For all thefe countries well neere the Tartars 
did polleile , and in thefe places they were feared. So that it comprehendeth that country which 
the oldHift oriographers called Sarmatia oiAfta, both the Scythiaes and Serin, the country where the 
Sem dwelt, which now I take to be named Qataio. 

The name of this Nation was neuer heard of in Europe before the yeare after Chriits incarnation 
int. They are diuided (in lleadoffhiresj into Hordaes, that is, as the word amongft them doth 
lignifie, into companies or couents. But as they do inhabite large and wide countries farre diilant 
and remote one from another, fo in manners and kind of life they are as farre different. They are 
well limmedmen , broad and fatte faced , fcowling countenanced and hollow eied, fhauen all but 
their beards , which they neuer cut low : they are ftrong and of able bodies, and do eat horfe flefh 
and other beafts howfoeuer they come to their deaths : only hogges excepted , from which they 
wholly abitaine,- they can more eafily endure hunger and third than other men, a little fleepe doth 
feruethem : moreouer when they ride , if they be very hungry andthirfty, they vfe to pricke the 
veines of their horfes vpon which they ride , and by drinking of their bloud to flackc their hunger 
and thrift. And becaufe they roue vp and downe andhaue no certaine place of abode , they guide 
their courfe and iourney by the ftars, efpecially by the obferuation of the North pole ftarre, which 
they in their language call, as Sigifmwid Herberjiein teftifieth, Seles nicol, that is, the iron clubbe naile, 
orfterne. They flaynot long in one place, taking itto be aligneofill fortuneto dwell long vpon 
oneplotte. They obferue no manerofiufticc or law. The people, efpecially the poorer fort, are 
very rauenous and couetous ; alwaies gaping-after other mens soods. They haue no maner of vfe 
either of gold or filuer. 

In this country thou feeft T A N g v t, a prouince from whence all the ^aAviejAat is fpent and 
vfed in all the wor!d,is brought vnto vs and other places.Heere alfo is . <e country Cata i A,whofe 
chief e city is Qtmbalu , wliich , as Nicolaus de Gmtttbm writeth, is eighteen Italian miles about, or as 
M. TaulmF metrn, thirty two. It is of a fquare forme, in ech of whofe corners there are caftles built, 
toure miles in compaffe, where continually the Emperours garrifons are kept. But Quin^ai, a city of 
the prouince Mangi, which is from hence Eaftward, vpon the Eaftern fea, is thought to be farre big- 
ger than this : For this as the fame M. Taulus Venetm atfirmeth , who dwelt there about the yeare al- 
ter the birth of Chrilt 1160. is in compaffe anhundred miles. The fame is alfo auouched by Odericm 
ot Frmlt (deforo Iulio) who nameth it Qanfay. It is fituate in alake of frefh water. There are in it it.6 o. 
bridges, whereof many are of fuch great height, that fhippes full laden may go vnder them and ne- 
uer ftrike faile Heere the Great Qham hath a flanding garnfon of 11000. trained fouldiers continu- 
ally refident. It is a wonderfull flatelyand pleafant city, whereupon it obtained that name, for 
Quintal, they interpret, The city of Heaueru 

The Tartars call their Emperour Cbm> which fignifieth the fame that Wmceps,* Prince : hereupon 
Qambalu is interpreted , The feate or city of the Prince. Sigifmundm of Herberjiein writeth , that the 
Tartars do call themfelues Befermannl 

The Tartars, together with their mannerand courfeoflife , arc moft liuely defcribed by Sigif* 
mundoi Herberjiein and Marline Broniouim : as alfo in the Hiftoricall GlafTe, orMirourot hifbnes, 
wnten by VmcentwBcluacenfif, in the 30. 31. and 31. bookes of the fame. See alfo the commentaries 
of Hungary, written by Antonio Bonjinio: M. Tatdus Venetm, who it is certaine liued long there amongft 
them ; and the Iournall or Trauells of Iofapba Barbaras a Venetian.- Of their original], read Matthias 
oiMichou, Hmton the • Armenian , Qdmf fecundm (urio his Saracen hilfory, and the letters of Iacobo 
Nauarcho a Iefuite. Oi the Tartars there be many things worth the reading in the trauells of two Fi i- 
ars, which about the yeare 1247. wcrefent into thefe quarters , by Pope Gregory the fourth, in the 
thirtieth chapter of Niaphorus his eigtecnth booke. Laomcus alfo hath many things, in diuers places 
ot his wo ikes, of the Tartars vnder the name of the Scythians : the like hath Grtgoras another Grcckc 
writer. Laftlv, Dauul Chytrms in his Saxon chronicle hath written much of this nation. But no man 
hath more fully and amply fet out the miners and life of the Tartars then William %'bricius, a Friar 
oi the order otS. Francis, a copy of whofe trauells into thefe parts , inthe yeare of Chrill 12.53. I 
haue by me in written hand.

together between the countries. It is a country very fertile of all maner of things neceffary for the maintenance of mans life, can- 
ted not only by the goodneffe of the (bile, and temperature of the aire, but efpecially by tlx husbandry and indtiliry of the people. 
For the men hecre are not einen to idlenelfc, but are vcrv laborious and paincfull. To be idle hecre itiscnuntcdalhamcfull 
thing. It hath wonderful! ftrre of Gold , Si lucr , and Rheubarbe. The lea which bcatcth vpon this coaft , and the riuers u hich 
runne through the middeftof this country, do abound with all f< >rts offiih. Vpon the motinraines, vales and meddowes infinite 
flocks of cattcll do teed and art maintained. The woods, forrells and groucs are poffdfed with Bores, Foxes , Harcs,Conies, 
Zi beilines , Martens , and diticrs other fuch kind of beads , whofc skins arc much fct by lor facings for gownes. Of all kinds of 
hird^ityeeldethmaruailousplcnry, efpecially of water- foulc, as is manifeft by tliis, tliat in Carton, which is one of thcleaft cities 
of this protiincc , there are (pent cucry day vpon their Tables tenneor twelue thoufand Ducks and Gcefc. They fow the drier 
ground with wheat and barly : the wet, pla'ine or moonfh grounds, withe rife : which they cut or reap fourc times in aycarc : this 
js their chicfeft diet and lining. Thehigher and ftcep places and fides of hilles are befctwith Pine-trees : amongft the which they 
jbwpanicke,andpiil!corhorfecorne. There is no place therefore, no field, no plot of ground vnfruitfl.il 1. Euery v. here are Or- 
chards, Gardens, Fruirs, Roles, Floures, of all forts ycelding a moft fragrant and plcafant find! and goodly (hew to the beholders. 
They plant flax in great abundance euery where, whereofthey make diuers forts oflinnen, whereof ihcymakctheir apparcll ibtit 
efpecially Sugar canes, (which heerc groweth in maruellous great abundance) and theMulbery trees for the feeding of their Hike 
wormes which are maintained with the leauesofthistree. Tor Silke isthechifeft merchandife and commodity, whereofthey 
raife ycarcly an infinixgainc and profit. There are in this kingdome 240. goodly cities, the names of which do all generally end 
in the fyl!abIe/», which in their language fignifieth a city ; as The tow'neswhercofthcre is infinite number, 

theyhkewifeendinCfc. Villages whicharenottobenumbred, by rcafon of the continual! husbandry and tillage, are very po- 
pulousand wonderfully inhabited. All their cities for the moft part, arc future vpon the banke offomcgrcat and nauigablc 
llrcamc, fortified with broad and deep ditches , and very high ftrong walks. Tliefc walsfrom the foundation vpward, arc made 
of (lone ; toward the toppe and battlement, with bricke,laid in feed of lime and morrar, with lomc or potters clay , the fame fluffc, 
I mcane , whereof the china dilhes , fo muchefteemedofamotigftvs, are made. Thehcightofthem and thickncfTe is fo great, 
that fine or fix men may walke a breaft vpon the toppe of them. Vpon the wall arc placed hecre and there certainc high towers 
and bulwarkes 3 out of which they may fee all the fields otter fai re andneerc roundabout. Oncchfideofthewalsfo much vacant 
ground (pomerium the Latines call it) is Ieaft, that horfemen may pafle them fix and (ixin a rancke in battcll aray. Thefe wals are 
To clofe and foundly wrought without any rifts or chinks,that one would thinke them to bane been but newly made, when as their 
hiflories do teflific them to haue been built two thoufand yearcs finder. The entrance into the cities is by great gates moft won- 
derfully and ftately built. Their (treets are as imooth and precifcly plaine, as if they were altogether made by line and Ieuell , and 
are fo large and broad that tenne yea fifteene horfemen may ride a breaft through them, which in many and fimdry places are par- 
ted and feuered with ftately triumphall arches, gracing the cities beyond all meafurc. Certainc Portugals do report that they fiw 
in the city Fticho a turtette, (landing vpon forty marblepillars, whofe height were forty hand breadth , andthcthickcnefletweltfe 
after the meafure which the Architects vfe. This , (they affitme in their iudgemcnt) for greatnetfe, for exqtiifite workcmanlhip, 
beauty and coftlineffe, doth farre exceed all the ftately buildings of all Europe. The grcatneffe of their cities we do gather by this, 
that they fay the chf. Canton , which we faid was one of thcleaft of their cities, is twelue Englifh miles in compaffc ; befide 355. 
fuburbes which do belong to it, very great and populous. The people arc broad and round faced, thinnc Iuircd,flattcnofcd,ar.d 
finall eiedialthough there be fome amongft them reafonable well fauotircd and handfome men. Thecolour oftheir faces is fomc- 
whatlikethat ofthofe which inhabitc£«n>/v , yet thofe which dwell about Carta* arc of a browne complexion. They (cldome 
or neuertrauel! further than their owne country, neither will they cafily fuffcr a ftranger to dwell amongft them, efpecially in the 
vpland places, except they be publikely fworne to be true vnto the King and Country. The wealthy and better fort of men haue 
all their apparcll made of (like of diuers and fimdry colours. The bate and meaner fort do wcare akmd of fhiffe made of white or 
blacke cotton,and fometime linnen coloured or ftaincd with party colours ; for as yet in thefe patts they know not how to make 
wollen cloth. The men there, as women do hcere,do weare their haire long, which they winde vp in a knot to the crownc oftheir 
head, where they bind and fallen it with a filuer bodkin. The women comb their haire very trimly , and do bchang and fet it out 
with gold fpanglesand diuers kind ofpearlesand pretious ftoncs. They paint and befmearetheirfaces with complexion, fuel; as 
the Spanifh women do commonly vfe. They neuer oncelookcoutofdores , except they be carried in their littars vpon mens 
Hioulders, and attended by all the family. 

It is lawf ull for the men to marry many wines , of which they keep but one in the hotife , the other they maintaine at boord a- 
broad in other places. Thofe which are conuidt of adultery, are put to death.- Within the city there may be no ftcwes, the courti- 
zanes do liue altogether in the fuburbes without the wals. Weddings arealwaics kept inthenewmooneor beginning of the 
moneth,and that forthe moft part on the firft day of March,which is their New-yeares-day, orfirft day of thcycarc. Thefe feafts 
they fet out, like as we alfo do, very fumptuoufly and with as great preparation and prouifion as may be gotten and diuiled. Their 
chambers are hanged andfpread with hangings offiikeand richtapeftry, flowrcs areftrcwed andcaft in c: cry corner. Thisfe.ift 
is held and continued for many daies together. At them they haue mufickc and all forts of inftruments, with Interludes and llage 
plaies. At thefe bankets they eat and drinkefo foundly , that in this euen the very Dutchmen and Flemings thcmfclussdo not 
much exceed them. Their meat rhey do not touch with theirhands, but with a filuer forkcorhooketbcypiitit into their 
mouthes. They fit at their meat or tables in chaires or on ftooles, as hecre we do in Europe , not vpon the groiind,as rhe reft ofthe 
Afiansvfe. It is a very witty and ingenious people , fo that they haue dcuifed and framed certainc waggons, which they caiukil- 
fully guide in the fields and champion plaincs, diiuen and forced by failcs and windes, like as fhippes arc vpon rhe fea. Thefe peo- 
ple haue had the vfc and art cf Printing of bookes , long before it was knowen to vs heerc in Europe, the Weft parr of the world.

other lurddidions w hich cannot iuftly be called kingdomes. The length of the w hole mainc land 
is, as they fay, almoft two hundred leagues : the breadth is nothing fo much : for in fome places it is not aboue tenne leagues 
broad : at the nioft it is not aboue thirty leaguestmer. OfthecompalTe there is nothing certainly written that I know of. It 
runneth out from the South toward the North from the thirty degree oflatittide almofl to the thirty and eight. Vponihe 
Ealiitisoppofiteto New-Spa ne, remote from it nor aboue 150. leagues. Vpon the North it hath the Scythians or Tartari- 
an, and other fuch people exceeding rude and bai barous. On the Weft lieth China, (S,nirum reg 0 ) in fome place necrer, in 
fome place futther off, according to the diueis windings and bendings ofthe fnorc : for from the city Liampo, which is thevt- 
termoft bound ofcA^, toward the Welt, vntoG^w/Oj^Ithinke) which is the firft Hand ofal! /*/>«* that offcreth it 
felfe to the view ofthofc which fade fiom ihence hithcrward, is not aboue thteefcore leagues but from ^w4«»,amarttow n 
in the Weft, where the Portugalsforthe molt part do altogether vfeto trade, vntothefamcC7tf/«w,theciitte is is)7.1caEties 
oner. On the South, neere hand it hath naught but the vaft and wide Ocean ; further off,certaine lands and countries not yet 
defcried orknowne, out of which, the report goeth, that certaine failoi.rs cameonce by chance vnro Upan, and tieuer put off 
from thence any more to rcrurncbacke to thtirnatiuefoile. The country forthe moftpart is full offnow all theyearelongj 
bleakcand cold, and therefore not very fertile. In Septemberthcy cut downe their rife, infome places they reap their wheat 
in May: (for this generally is the vfuall food throughout the whole countiy) yet they make no bread ofit, as we vfe heere irt 
£«r*/f,butakind ofptidding or pappc, which they earin (lead ofbread. The temperature ofthe aire is very kind and whole- 1 
fome : theirfrefh waters are palling good : they iiauc alfo fome bathes orfprings of hot waters of (bueraigne vermes in Pby- 
fickc,asfomcdoconftantly report. High and Iteep mountaines theyhauc many heere and there, but two arc efpccially fa- 
mous, the one of which, whole name 1 know not , doth continually burne and caff out flames of fire, as Aetna in S elk w at 
wont to do, and as Heck in Ifland now vflially d. *th at certaine times. In the toppe of this mountaine, the Duiell, cncloled irt 
awhiteclowd, (hewcth himfelfe to certaine men . after that for deuotions fake they ha uc long fafted and pined themlelues* 
The other, called Figenoiama,zx\fc\h vpcerraine leagues aboue thecloudes. The people do diggefundry forts of mettals out 
of the bowels of the earth, whereby they inriceforrenNationstocomefromfarrevntotheitquarters. Trees they hauebotli 
tor plealure and f>r profit or fruit not much vnlike ours heere in Europe : yctthere is one tree , w hich doth much refemble the 
Palme- tree, whofe nature is very flrange : (or, as they affirme, it is afraid ofany mancrofmoiflure: and iffo be by chance it 
happen to be wette, it Ihrinketh together, and as if it had been infected with thcplagtie , (mitten or blalf ed, it withcreth ard 
dicth immediately. The helpe and meanes to recouer ,t againe, is to plucke it vp by the roots and to dric it in thefunne: then 
to lay it in a dry ditch or empty pit, and to couer itallouer, cither with the ruft of iron beaten to powder, orclfc withfand i 
there, alter it is planted an diet into [he ground againe, it groweth and buddeth as afore, and fo it flourifheth and becommeth 
as trunmeand beautifull aseuer it was t the boughes alfo that fall off, or are broken off, ifthcy be faflcned with a naile vnto 
the ftocke or body of the tree, they will row and ioinc to the fame afwell as if they had becne grafted into it.

There running to and fro and in many 
places crofsing and watering the fame* do caufe it, as in a moift foile, where the funne is of force, to brinsr forth 
all things molt plentifully. It itoreth all the world with Spices , Pearles and Pretious Hones , as hauina greater 
plenty ot thefe commodities than all the countries ot the whole world befides. '° 

There are neere vnto diis country many goodly ilands, which heere and there lie fcattcrin? in the maine 
Ocean* fo that it may luftly be tcarmed the World of Ilands. But efpecially t a p a N ,which M. VaulmVewtus callcth 
Zifangrt, fituate in this fea, is worth the noting: which, becaufe it is not many ycares fince that it was knowen to 
few or none, I thmk?n ncs amifTe to fay fomething of it in this place. It is a very large and wide iland, and hath 
almolt the fame eleuation ot the Northren pole and pofition from the South with Italy.

| F the originall and beginning of the Turkifh Empire, the encrealmg and grow'th of 
I the lame, viuill it came by little and little to that greatnefle that now it is ot, whereby 
lit is feareiull to all nations round about , we haue gathered thefe few lines out of the 
■belt Hiftoriographers of our time. In the yeare ot Chrift 1300. one O tt o m a n- 
In v s a Turke, the fonne otZicbi, a man ot meane parentage, began tor his pregnant 
Iwitte and great experience in feats of armes and difcipline ot warre , to grow tamous 
landrenowmed amongft the Turkes. Ot this man the ftockeof the Turkifh Empe- 
^ rours firtt tooke their name and beginning, and he was the firit that ordeined a king 
oucr the Turkes. He raigned feuen and twenty yeares, in which fpace he conquered all Sub) ma and Lappa* 
docia, and fubdued many itrong holds neere vnto Mar Maiore, or the great fea ; fb now the Italians call that 
fea which the old writers call Mare Tonticum and Sinus Euximts, the Gieekes now MaurgthJaJJa,And the Turkes 
faradenis, that is, the Blacke fea. After him fucceeded his fonne Orchanes, who wonne the great and 
itrong city frufia or frufa, (now called,as Bellonim writeth Soww.and was fometime named ZAha and 7l>eo- 
politana) which he made the head of his kingdome and place ofrefidence for his Court. He was flaine in an 
vnfortunate battell which he fought againit the Tartars, in the 22.. yeare of his raigne, and lett Amvrathes 
his fonne to rule the kingdome after him : who firft,(the Grecian Princes tailing at variance and calling him 
in) failed with an huge army out oiAfia into Europe : he in a fhort fpace fubdued almoit all Greece, and Tbo. 
cis a partof 'Bulgaria , buthimfelfe at laft being ouercome and taken by Tamerlane , died and ended his dales 
molt dishonourably. The father being taken,C alepinvs his fonneftepped into the throne,and tooke 
pofiefsion of the kingdome. But hauing in battell vtterly ouerthrowen Sigtjmund and his forces, and begun 
to waft and fpoile the borders and territories of the Emperour of Conftantinople, died in the floure ot his age, 
when he had raigned but fix yeares. Heere note by the T»ay that, Ado lphus Venerius doth not recbn tbts Calepine 
amongst the Turkifh Emperours. For immediately after Baiazeth, be (loath Mahomet. And that Imaygiue euery man hu 
right, the fmgular learned man , my good fiend , Georgi us Bruno Agrippinenlis bath taught me that the <vcry Turk.es 
themfelues do not account himfor an Emperour. After him Mahometes tooke vnto him the crown ot the Em- 
pire, who made fierce warres vpon the Walachians : fubdued a great part of Slauonia : firtt palled with an 
armieouer the Z>oaw: conquered Macedonia : and pearced through the country cuen as low as the Ionian 
fea. He tranflated his Court from Trujiat in Bitbynia, vnto Ademopoli 'in Greece , wherehedicd in the four- 
teenth yeare of his raigne. AfterhimAMVRATH thefecondfucceedediu the kingdome. This man con- 
quered Epirufj Aitolia, Acbaia , Boeotia , Attica and Tbejfalonica, (now Sdonichi) a city belonging to the ltate ot 
Venice. After him Mahomet the fecond tooke vpon him the Diademe , he ouerthrew Athens the moil 
renowmed Vniuerfity of the World. He wonne by battery the great city of Qonftantinople , vpon the nine 
and twentithday of May in the yeare after the birth of Chrift 1451. He fubdued the kingdome ot Trape^on* 
«iWnder his command. He tooke (jorinth. He forced theilands Lemnos (Stalamine they now call it) Eubxa 
(Kigroponte) and Mitylene to yceld to his obedience. Hegot Qapha, a city belonging to the Signioryot Genua; 
and at Geiuifen a city of Bitbynia died in the 32.. yeare of his raigne. Baiazeth the fecond, after his death 
polIeHed the crowne. He made warre vpon die Venetians , and wanne from them NaupaBus (Lepanto, or, 
as the Turkes call \t.,Enebachti)Methona,{Modon or Mutune,* city in r Peloponefus)D)nacbium(T)ura^p)md fpoiled 
all Dalmaiia. He was poifoned by a lew his Phylition. After whom S e l \ m v s his fonne fucceeded in the 
Emperiall throne. He wanne Alcairo, the ftrongeft city of JEgypt, and killing the Souldan, fubdued Alexan. 
aria and all /Egypt vnder his obedience. He tooke alfo Damafcm in Syria. S o l y m a n n v s the only fonne 
oiZebnm, pollefsing his fathers roome, wanne Belgrad, tooke Buda the Princes feat, and fpoiled Strigonium 
and almoit all H«>g<J9>. Hf gatte the tyodes by compofition, and vtterly rafed QuinqueecclefiM in Hungary, 
(the Turkes call it 'Vetfcku, the DatchFunfkirchen). Hauing furprized the city, he befiegedZ^ef/?, where he 
ended his life. Z e l i m V s the fecond his ibnne,continued the battery, wanne it and facked it in the yeare 
ot Chrift 15 66. And thus vnder 11. Emperours, in z6o. yeares, a great partof Africa, a greater ot Europe and 
the molt of Afa was by Turkifh tyranny , brought vnder their yoke. But he that defireth a more abfblute 
knowledge of the hiftories of the Turks, let him read Taulus bum ,Qmpfer ^chei-,Cufp'mian,BaptiJlaEgnatiui, 
Gilbertm No^prenus, Andreas Lacuna,Tius the fecond in the fourth chapter of his Ettropa, and others that haue 
written of the Turkifh affaires;but no man hath fet out thefe hiftories either with greater diligence or more 
amply than M. ^chard^nolles , our learned countryman myiingular good friend. Laonicus ChakondyUs hath 
curioufly defcribed the pedigree of the Ottomans together with the originall of the Turks. Mm Lcondaw hath 
very lately imprinted the Annallcs of the Souldan Otthomans, written by the Turks in their o wne language, 
and interpreted byhiminto theLatine tongue. Of their ancient maner of life, behauiour andcurtomes, 
thou mailt read in the eighteen chapter of Leo the Emperour , of Warlike preparation : as alfo in Bartbolo* 
mew Georgieui^who hath written a feuerall treattfe of that argumcnttbut efpecially the Annalles ot the Tur- 
iifh Souldans and the hiitory of the Mufulmans,both written by the lingular learned Mm LeomldiP,(hi\\ fa- 
tishe thee to the full.

TheHauenof CARTHAGE* 




|Tisnotourpiirpofeto defcribe Carthage that famous city (and next after Rome the only glory ofthe 
I world) which fo long bearded the Romanes and flood out againft all forren fubicdion : but becaufe we fa w 
3 this his Bay to be fet out in Italy in this forme, I thought it would be a thing; wel-pleafing theJcarned ftudent 
sj of Geography, to ioine the fame alfo to this our worke together with this difcourfe of Paul/a louw written of 
U the fame. Such is the forme of the Bay ofCartbage,thzt the enttance into it is not to be defcried by fuch as failc 
J thitherwardfrom the mainefea : for that the cape Clupea, called ofold writers Mercuries Forelandox Fa-rmcffe 
ftretchcthoutk felfe farre intotheWelt, andagaine winding itfelfeand bending inward makcth another 
cape, fometimes called ^polices Foreland , nowtlie failourscallit^/^.^. From thence vnto the ftraits of Golettohis redou- 
bled in maner of an halfe moonc ; and at the left hand of the city Rada (Raba the chart hath) famous for hot bathes of foKeraiene 
vertue, itleaueth the country.

He fame whom wein E xrope call Prefyter hbnjat Priefi M»,theMoorescalI Atici AKASsi.thenftlus,thatis,the 
Abylsmcs or Ethiopians , A c e o v t and N e g v z, that is, En-.perour and King, for his proper name is arbitrarily 
gitien him (as heere we vfe in Europe ) ar the difcretion ot ihe parents .It fcemeth alio that at his coronation hechan- 
geth his name, (like as the Popes ot Horn: vie at this day to do) and together with his crowne to take vnto him ano- 
ther proper appellation : for he which in our reinenibiance poflelled the throne and made a league of amity with 
the ivmg of Portrait, was called before his coronation AumTnrg -J, but after he had taken vpon him the Empenall 
diadenx hewas named Damd. This Prefer fohn, out of doubt, in this out age. is one of the gearelt Monarches 
of the World, whole kingdome lying between the twoTropickes, reacheth trom the Red-feaalmoll vnto the Ethi- 
opian ocean : and that we may Ibmewhat more precilely let downe the bounds ot this Empire, (for as much as we 
can gather out of the lurueihgs ofthelame , made and let forth by Ibme learned men of our time) it hath vpon the 
North Egypt , (which now is vnder rhecommand of rheTurke) on the halt it abimeth vpon the Red lea and Bar- 
bancumfmm (Pliny Callcth it T roglodyttcHmfinum ; others ^jpcrttmm ire , the rough lea i the leamen arthis day vulgarly, Golfodc Mtlmde : on 
the South itisftrongiy by nature tenfed and enclofed by Monies L«n.t,the mounraines ofthe Moone: on the Welt it is confined by thekingdorne 
ofJVaiwandtheriuerJVi/w. Thele boundsdofceme to conrainethat prouince which old writers called Ethiopia, beneaih Egypt , together with 
TroghdjtuA Cmnimamtftra «£<o,(thecountry where in thofe daies Cinnamon grew moil plentifuli, with part ofthe inner iSja.Thele countnei 
riowarediuided into many lmallerprouinces, and arecalkd by diuers and f.indrie names, as thou mailt fee in theMappe. Thele countrie people 
are at this day generally ofall our moderns Hilloricgraphers called Aby ss i Ni.or , as themfelues with the Arabians round about them, pro- 
nounce the word HhabM, and with Al, the Arabicke article or pronoune, prefixed, Alhabai, as reporter h ;and Abexim, as Garciat ab 
Horn auSrmerh .-all which wordes indeed originally are the fame , and do only differ citherinlbund or maner of writing : for the Ealtern Hhcth, 
(aletterl meane proper to thofe nations,and barbarous to vs borne in Europe, the Welt part of the World) is diuerllly exprelled by diuers , (as 
they dowell know which know ought in the Hebrew, Arabicke, Syrian, and Ethiopicke languages) fometimesby our fing!eA,fomctime by the 
double otherwife by ch, others do wholly omit it,as not finding any letter, in that languageinwhich they write, that is ofthatnarureand pow- 
cr,whereby they may truly exprelle the fame. Again the laft letter ofthe fame wordwhich the Hebrewes and Arabians call Schm, is fometime ex- 
prelledbyjS, fometime byj/, or by the Spamm*, (which they found almoft likeour^andlbmetimesbyj-or*. For thus 1 find the word writ- 
ten often in the holy Scriptutes tranllated into Arabicke and Haba/himd Alhabaffl, PfalmM. 3 2. and y^^.ltem'm Gen.i. 1 j.where 
Ard<i ' Ihebat, the land of Ethiopia, is the fame that Anke»w in the 2 83 .chapter of the fecond traft of his fecond booke,calleth B'ledi'lhhab«{hah, 
thecountry of the Abyfsines, or as our fathers named it, India Occidental*, the Well Indies; the interpetour Gcrardut Crcmmenfts hath Terras al- 
babes,B:!limenfis hath Terras Indk minoris , the countries of the Abyfsines, or of the lefler India. Heere alfo it is worth the obfetuing that this word, 
outofalldoubt, hadhis originall from the Hebrew Ciijh, whereby they did long fincecall this nation and people, a> it is apparantoutof 
Gen. 1 o. 5 . and 2 . 1 3. by the lodgement of all Interpreters, Grammarians and Iewifh Rabbines. For the Hebrew -\, or vim , which indeed, and in 
his owne nature is thefamewith our n>, is pronounced of fomenationsinfome cafes l.ke the Germane t), or k confonant, as they callit,fomewhat 
like the found oi'b , altogether the fame with that pronunciation of the Hebrew Beth, when it followeth a vowell , as the modem Grammarians 
and Iewilh Rabbines do now teach. According to which cuftome it is notvnhkcly but that this word which the lewesfounded Cujh, fome 
other nations might pronounce and vowell thus, w$\chastajh,cbzbaas,babai, or AbyJJl. And indeed, the Allans generally.and they themlclues, 
as Ortelms citeth out of Iofephus, do call themfelues Chnfaas, and,as he reporteth from the relationof the reuerend B. Aria, Montanm Hilfalcnfis, 
they are euen to this day ofthe Portugals Hill called Cssfsij of Cujh, I make no queltion. The people are blacke, or of a deep tawny or blackilh co- 
lour :andblacke,wefay in our common prouerbe, will takenoneother hue. Whereupon thePropher/w«;inthe2^verfeofthci 3. chapter 
ofhis prophecy faith thus: Can <iyj-o C«/Z>i, (the Abyfsineor Blacka-moore) change hisskinncforthe leopard hisfpots < For the fame reafon 
alfo the learned Diuines do iudge that Dauidm the title or fuperlcriprion of the leucnth Pfalme , by Cu/b did mcane Saul, for that his deadly hare 
was fuch toward him, that by no good meanes that he might vie , he could make him change his mind , more than an Indian doth his skinne, as 
Ktmchi the great Rabbine doth interpret this place. The peoplearc by profefsion Chrillians, as appeareth by the letters ofthe laid Dauid, written 
vnto Pope Clemem the feuenth. Ofwhofemanneroflife, cuftomes and religion, we haue gathered thefe few lines, out of thetrauelsof/>,i»cti 
Miiares, written and imprinted in theltalian tongue. 

In thele countries there are very many Monasteries and Religions houfes, both of men and women : Into the Monafleriesof the men, there is 
neither woman , nor any lining creatureof the female lex , that may enter or once looke within the gates. Their Monkes , which heere do hold 
their Lent for fif:y daies together,do fail for the molt part only with bread and water. For inthele countries thcreisfmalllloreoffifli, efpccialiy 
in the vpland places : for although the riuers are well flored of fifli , yet they giue not their mind to fiflu'ng , becaufe they know not how to catch 
them ; there is none skilled in that art. IntimeofLent, certaine of thefe Monkes do not eat any bread at all, only they liue vpon rootes and herbs : 
fome of them for all that time do neuer go to bed , nor ileepe but as they fit in the water vp to the chinne. In their Churches they haue bels as we 
haue,butiorthemollpartmadeofiW. Their Minifters andPriefts are married. They fay Maile , and do go in procefsion with erodes and 
cenfers like as they vfe in fome Churches in Europe. The Friars do weare their haire long , but their Pnefh do not fo : neither of them weare any 
(hoes, norany man, neither Churchman nor Layman,may once enter within the Church dotes, with (hoeson his feet. TheykeepSnndaiesand 
Holy-daies, vpon which they do no manner ofworke. They are all circumcifed, both men and women : but they are alfo baptiled in the name 
of the Father and ofthe Sonne, and ofthe Holy Gholl , yet not vntill the fortith day after their 1 birth : they which line not till this day, are buried 
vnchrillencd : to all thofe that are baptized the holy communion or Euchariil, as they call it, is at the fame inftant admiuillrtd , powrmg a great 
deale of water into the cluldes mouth, that he may lb much the more calily get it downe. The proper names which then are giuen them, are all of 
Ibme fignification. They affitme that they were conuerted vnto Ohriflian religion by Conduces, (a Queen of this country ,fpokcn ofin the I7.verfe 
ofthe 8. chapter of the A6h of the Apoflles) whofe proper name they rhinke was ludith. They haue a booke diuided into 8. parts, (this they call 
Manda&nd AbetiLs) which they do verily beleeue was written by all the Apollles being jointly for that purpofe gathered together at Hierxfalem : 
all the contents of this booke they do moil diligently 'and ftriaiyobferue. Thebaferfortofpeopledowithoutanycontrowlementorfeareofpu- 
ni!hmentmarry2.or;.wiues, according to their ability and astheycan tell how to maintainc them : but thefe are excommunicated, and forbid- 
den by the Cleargy to enrerinto the Church. Theirlawesdo tolerate diuorcements.TheNoble-men do elleem raw becfe, ferucd in with frefii or 
hot bloud, in manner as we vfe our boiled meats with pottage or llewed broth, for a great and dainty difli. 

In all the kingdome of Prefer lohnthey haue no manner of brafen or copper money ; but in Heed ofit they vfe pure gold vneoined of a certaine 
weight. In like manner lalt, (yetnot only in thefeprouinces, butallbgenerall throughout all Africans vied inexchange and buying andfellingin 
fteadofmoney. Infbmeplaces fmall pieces of iron bright and burnifhed doleruethatturne. Butpepper amongfl thele people is of fuch great 
price, that whatfoeuer a man will buy , he may eafily obtaine it for that merchandice. Thefecountnes haue almoll all forts of bealls and fowles ; 
as Elephants, Lions, Tygres, Lofles, {Lymes the Latines call them) Badgers, Apes and Stagges, (contrary to the opinion ofthe old writers.which 
hauegenerally denied that Africa doth veeldthiskindotbeall) butin all that fix yeare which Almtres this our aurhour,dwelt in thefecountries, he 
wrireth that he neuer law any Be.ires, Conies, Linnets, Magpies, ot Cuccoes. Yet lohn Leo an African borne, 111 his 9. bookefaith, that in Barban 
there is wonderful! (lore of Conies. J 
TheLocultsdomorevexand hurt this country, than any placeof the World be(ide,fo that this p! igueis almoft proper and pcculiarto them. 
Such oftentimes is the number and abundance of them , that as they flie they do leeme to darken the aire and lhadow the eattii : they flic togethet 
in (Lch great flockes and thicke troupes that they do vtterly Ipoile and conlume the fruits fometimeofoneprouinccfometimeofanorhcr; wholly 
almoft deuounng all their corn vpon the ground,eati:ig vp the leaues and barkes of thetrccs, leaning their meddowesam) paltures bare of grade, 
fo that the pcopledo oftentimes leaue their natiue loile where they were bred and borne , and are forced , for want of victuals , to go leeke Ibme 
other place to dwellin. 

There is in thele quarters acity named C.iftmo , fbmetime the feat (as their hiftories do record) and place of the Qirccn of S<i(>« , MacjUfd-im, 
(thatis,aslthinke, A.mflcs. aProuoft or Prefident)they lay (lie was called. By whom they aifirme that Salimm King oil/ra /,hadafonnenamed 
Mcilcch. (that is. The King.) In this city they are pcrlwaded that the Ojiecn Lund cwdidatterward dwell. Butit is bell that the Reader that is de- 
firous of further latisfaclion, to haue recourli; to the lame Francis Alstons , who hath very cunoully defcribed thole thing which he did moll dili- 
gently of feruein that his Ambafiage into thele countries.

o Ifii^l^lrJr R ° c c H °' "<ech the name of Maroccho (chey call it Marox , the Spaniards Marrtechos) the chicfeand metro- 
! c WSM Ote&L* f ollt f e Cltle ot *c(ame.Thc territories round about this city,and generally thefoile and fields of the whole 
kingdome, as lorn Leo Africans writeth, are molt plcaiant and fertile, eucry where befpread with heards of 
cattell, floe tes of tbeep and diners forts of deereand wild beafb : in all places are green and goodly pafturcs, 
moft plentiful yyceldingwbatfoeuerisn^ 

thefen es by plcafant fmels, or pleafe the eies with delightfome fhewes. The whole kingdome is almoft no- 
clung ede but one large champion, nor much vnlike Lombardy, the Paradife of Italy. The hils that are (which 
are but very few) are exceeding bieake, cold, and barren, fo that they will beare nothing but barly. Maroccho 
v. hich we faid was the chiefe city of this kingdome , is accounted one of the greateft cities of the whole world : for it is of fuch a won- 
derfull bigncfle , that m the raigne of Haly the fonnc of lofeph their king, it had more than an hundred thoufand families. It hath about 
it 14. garcs. The wall of a manielous thicknefTe, is made of a kind of white ftone and chalke vnburned. There are heeie fuch abundance 
of Churches, Collcdges,froues or hothoufes and innes,as iuflly more may not bedetired. Amongft the Churches,thcrc is rone more 
artificially and gorgeoufly built, than that which ftandeth in the middeft of the city built by the forefaid Haly. There is another befide 
tins firft,raifed by Abdu-lmumen, his fucceflbur, and enlarged by Manfir, his nephew : and Iaftly more richly fct out with many good- 
ly columncs, which he cauicd to bebrought out of Spame. He niadeafountaine orcefternvndemeaththe Church , aslartjeand wide 
as the whole Church it fclfe The roofeofthc Church he couered all oucr with lead. At euery corner he made fpoutes , bywhichthe 
raine waterfallingvponthe roofe might runne into the ceftern vnderneath. The fteeple made ofa very hard kind of ftonc, likethatof 
the Amphitheater of Veftafmmx. Rome , is higherthan that towreof Sonoma in/taly. The greefesor ftaicr*, by which they go vptothc 
toppeofit, are euery one nine handfull thicke , but in the out fide ofthewallare tenne. This tower hath fcucn roomcs or lofts one a- 
boue another. Vpon the toppe of it is fet another turret or fpire like a pyramis, (liarpc toward thetop. This hath three loftsone aboue 
another, into which they go vp from one to another by ftaires cr ladders made of wood. On the toppe of this fpixc vpon a fhaft of iron, 
in fteed of a weathcr-cocke, duth ftand a moft goodly Moonc of pure gold, with three golden globesfo put vpon the iron fhaft, that the 
greateft is Io weft, the leaft higheft of all. Ifany man from the toppe of the fteeplc mall looke downc to ward the ground, thetallcll man 
that is feemeth no bigger, than a child ofa y care old. From the toppe alfo of this the cape or fore-land which they call tsfzaphy, being 
anhundred and thirty miles off, may eafily be defcried. And although one fhould skarcely find a greater Church if one 
(houkl traucll all the world oucr , yet the place is almoll wholly defert : for none do cuer vfc to come hither but vpon Fridaies. Vndcr 
the cloifters ofthis Church they report that there were wont to be an hundred*Statioiiers , and as many oner againft them on the other 
fide of the Churchyard, which daily heerc keptfhoppe, whereas nowIdonotthinkethatallthiswholccitycanafFoordatthis time 
one booke-fcller. Hardly the one third part of the towne is inhabited. Hcerc hence it is that within the wals there arc many vincyeards 
large gardens of palme-trees and other fruites , with goodly come fields mof I fertile and well manured : for without the w'als they can-' 
not till the ground by rcafon of the frequent inrodes ofthe theeuifli Arabians. This one thing is moft ccrtaine, that this city is fuddcnlv 
grownc old before the time : for it is not aboue fine hundred and fix yeares, fince it was firft built. There is alfo in this city a very ftrona 
cattle, which in refped ot the large bignetfc, the great thickenefTe and compafle of the wals , the high and many towers orlaftlv the 
goodly and (lately gates built ofthe richeft Tiburtinc marble , may iurtly be accounted for a fairc towne. Within this cattle is a moft 
beautifull Church with a very high fteeplc , vpon whofc toppe is a golden moone, with three golden globes of djfFcrent biencflcs all 
. of them weighing ijccrownes. There haue been fome kingsofthiscountry, who, moued with the lone and valew of the gold h-ue 
attempted to take thcte gtobesdowne and to put them into theirpurtes, but alwaies fome ftrangc cucnr or misfortune or other did hin- 
der their purpofe and erotic their dclites. So that it is now commonly amongft the people held for a very ominous thine for any man 
but once to otter to touch thefe globes withhis hand. Let this be ftiflicient to haue fpoken ofthis city in this place : he that defireth a 
largerdifcourfeboth otthc city and caftle, let him haue recotirfe vnto Leo Africanui , who in his 2. bookewill tatisfichimtothcfiilj 
In this kingdome alfo is the city T a r a d a n t , ( the Moores call it Taurent) a very great and goodly city built by the ancient Africancs' 
Itcontcineth about 3ooo.hou(cs orfamilies.ThcpeoplearemorcciuillandcurtuousthaninotherpIaccs becreabout.'Hcercarcinanv 
amficersofdiuersandfundry occupations. Thetownefmcndo ycarely raifeagrcat profit by keeping ofa gard to defend merchants 
that from hence do ttauell vp higher into the country, fiora the aflluilt of theeues and robbers, and to condud and lead them the neerc ' 
eft and beft way : for it is a place of great retort of ftrangers afwell of Chriftians as others. There are alfo other cities, as the mappe doth 
ihew : amongft the which isMess A ,hauing a Church not farre from the fea, which they do moft rciigioufly rctierencc. For there are 
fome hecre that moft fondly do beleeue a nd affirmc that the Prophet lonas, when he was fent of God to preach vnto the Niniuites was 
at this p!?ce caft vp of the fii"h, which before had fwallowed him. Thefparrcs of this Churchand the beamcs are made of whale bones • 
foritisacommon thins, for the tea to caft vp heerc dead whales ofimruailousbignetle. Vpon the coaft alfo ofthis country is found 
that kind of Arnbcr, vv hich we call Amber-greefe. Not farre from this city isTeint, a towne where all thofe rich skinnes are droned 
which are commonly called Maroccho pelts. More ofthis kingdome thou maift read oimLco Africans, Marmoliut, and in the Saracen 
hittory of C alius Auguftinui C urio, where he hath a feuerall trcatifc of this prouince. Thus farre of Maroccho : it remaincth now that we 
ii]ouldfpeakelikewireofF<#. 

F e s s e , like as Maroccho, is a kingdome fo called of the chiefe city and mctropolitane ofthe fame. Thiscity is (Ituate in the hart and 
middeft ofthe kingdome. It was built as they affirmc aboutthcyearc ofourLord786. Neitlierisit only the head ciry ofthis king- 
dome, butit is efteemcd, The Mctropolitane ofa'U Barbary, and is vulgarly called, as Marmoliut teftifieth, The Court of all the Weftptrtof 
theWorld, Some there are which do thinke it to haue been named Fefcofi mafleofgold, that heerc was found when fiift they began 
to lay the foundations ofthe fame: for/win Arabickefignifieth anhcapormafte. The greateft part of theciry ftandeth vponhils, only 
the middeft ofit is plaine and Ieuell. The riuer vpon whichit is featcdentreth it attwotundry places, (forrheoncis diuided intotwo 
parts) and being entered within the wals irtpreadeth it felfealmoft into infinite branches , and is by and by, in channels, rrouehs and 
pipes conucighcdalmoftro euery priuare houfe, church, colledgc,inneandhofpita!l. Laftly, running through their vault, fewersand 
finkes, ir carieth with it all the ordure and foile ofrhe city out into the inaine riuer , and by thar mcancs keepeth it continually neat and 
cleane. The greateft part ofrheir houfe , built of bricke and coloured ftones, are very beautifull and do make a goodly Ihew to ihc be- 
holder. Moreouer the open places, galleries and porches are made ofa kind of party-coloured bnckcorpauenicr.r, muchlikevnto 
thofe earthen difnes which the Italians call Maionca. The roofe or feelings ofrheir iioufes they ouerlay with gold and other moft orient 
coloures very finely and gorgeoufly. The roppes of their houfes < ,n the out fide arc o >ucrcd oucr with boord a d aic made plaine , fo 
that in the fummer time they may be ouei fpread with coucrlcts and orhcr clothes : for heere in hot weather rhcy vfc to lie ai;d flccpc' all 
night. Item, for the moft part euery houfe hath a turret feuered into many roomcs and lofts, whither the womcn,bcing tolled and w ca- 
rv, may with-draw themfelues, to recreate and rcfreth their mindes : tor from hence they may almoft fecal-ouer thecity. Churches and 
Chapels they haue in this city to the number almoft ot 700. whereof 5 o. are vc: y laryc and goodlie , moft fumptuouflic built of f 1 ce 
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floncoi bricke, euerv onehauinga fountainc or conduit adioining to it, made of a kind of marble orrtonc vnknowen of the Italians. 
Euerv Church hath one Pricft beloi iging to it, whole charge is to lay ieruice there and to read praiers. The grcatelt and chicfe church 
ii i tin's city called Carrauen , is of that greatnefle th« it is laid to be almoft a mile and a halfe about. It hath one and thirty gates of mar- 
nellotis biuneile and height. 1 hcftceple of this Church , out of which the people with a very lowd and thundering voice are called to 
Church, (like as \<. e do vie by the towling of a bell) is very high. Vndcrncath this is a cellar or vault, where the oile, lights, lampes.mats 
and fuch other thing" necclfanly and ordinarily \ led in the Church , arekept andlaid vp. InthisChiirchtherearceuerymghtinthc 
■yearepoo.lair.ps lighted atoncc. Morcouer, in this city there are more than an hundred Bathes :ltem,two hundred innes, euery one 
haning fix skorc chambers apeece atthe leaft : for diuers of them haue many more. Euery inne hath a well or fountainc of watcrpnuat 
toitlelfe. In about foure hundred places you fhallfind mill-houfes, euery place hauing in it fiuc or fix mils: fo that in all you may ac- 
count licerccertajncthoulands of mils. All occupations hecre arc allotted their fcuerall and proper places to dwell in, euery one by it 
fclfe, fo that the belt and more worlliipfull trade; arc placed nccreft rhecathcdrall Church. All things which arc to be (old, haue their 
leucrali market places appointed out for them. There is alio a place afligned as proper to the Merchants, which one may iuftlycai! a lit- 
tle city, cncioled round with a bricke wall. It hath about it tweluc gates, ech of which hath a great iron chainedrawnc before ic,to keep 
dories and carccs out. And thus much of the Welt part of Feffe. For the other fide which is vpon the Eaft,aIthough ir haue many good- 
ly churches, bui!dings,noblemcns houlcs, and collcdgcs, yet it hath not fo many tradefmen of fundry occupations. Notw ithftanding 
heere ar; about fine hundred and twenty wcauers iliops , betides an hundred fhops built for the whiting of thread. Heere is a goodly 
c all Ic, cquall in bignclTe to a prettic townc , which in time part was theKings houfc where he vfed to keep his court. Thefe particulars 
we haue heere and there gathered out of the third book of John Leoh\% defcription of Africa, where thou mailt readof very many other 
thingsof thiscity, both pleafantand admirable. ItemIohnM.tr/noliuthiih written fomethingofthefaine. Morcouer D/V^f Torrefio^ 
in that his bookc which he fomctime w rot of the Scriffs, (or Xariffs as the Spaniards vfually write it) hath done the like. Out of whom I 
thinkc it not amine in this place to adde this one thing worth the remembrance. There is a (tone faith he, at one of the gates of this ciry, 
which hathvpon it this infcription in Arabicke letters, F»z Vlede el e nes, id eft, populifs gentium, or thus, Fes 

blead, 'lenes : Feffe is a world of men : like as they commonly fpeakc of Norway calling it Officinam homimm, the ihoppe or workchoufc 
where men arc made. Againe he allcadgcth this as a common prouerbc vulgarly fpoken of this city -.Sjiien file dcFez,dondeira?y qui- 
enven.ie tr.go,quecomprera? asmuchtofay inEnghfh, He that is weary of Feffe, whither will he go? and he that fcllcth wheat, v. hit 
will he buy ? ani werable to that of the poet, fpoken of K ome , guid fit is eft, fi Romaparum eft ? What will content thee, if all Rome be 
not inough ? This S. liter ome ; in his fecond Epiftle vnto Geruchia a virgine, doth cite out oiArdem the Poet.

— --<Ssl an e y witneffe of that which heere is fit downe , out of whom -we haue drawen thefe few particulars : This kingdome is diuided 
intothefe fix prouinces: Bamba, Sogno, Sundi.Pango, Batta andPembi. Thefirft of 'which is inhabited ' andpoffeffed by awarlike and ve- 
ry populous nation .fothat this one by itfelfe is able, if need be, to make 40000. fighting men. The chiefe city ofthts prouince, and feat of their 
■Kings, wBanfa, which now they ca/lCuu de S. Saluador. Allthis whole prouince is very rich of flitter and other mettals , efpecially about 
■the Hand Loanda, where alfo they catch abundance of thofi ftjell fijh which breed the pearles : thefe they do vfein this kingdome for exchange in. 
buyingand fillingin freed 'of "money -.for heere there is no manner ofvfeofcoine : neither do they much effeeme of gold or filuer. Heereisaifo 
great traff.ckeforlhitesfotb.it the Portugals doyetrely buy and carry from hence about 5000. Negroes. This country doth breed great ftore 
"of Elephants, which they in their language «//Manzao' There is alfo found in thefe quarters a kind of wildbeaft, which they all Zebra, of the 
bigneffeandfafhionofamule. But that itisnot amule , it is apparent , in that this beaft is not barren, as the mule is .-for this doth breed and 
bring forth yong, as other beafts do. The pelt or hide of it is different from thofe of other liuing creatures of like fort : foritisftrakedwith 
firths of three diuers colours, namely, blacke, white and yeallow or lion tawny as they call it. Itisfo wonderfullfwift offoote andfo wild that 
bynomeanesitmay be tamed or btmadefiruiceaUefor any vfeofman : whereupon they commonly vfethis foraprouerbe , Asfwittasrhe 
Zebra. There are alfo, as in other places, Lions, Tigers, Woolues, Hartes,hares,Conies, Apes, Chamaleons with diuers and fundry kindes 
4>f Serpents :bejtde hedges, flieep, goats, hennesandparrattes. Crocodiles, which they termeCmmm,are heere very plentiful. Butborfes, 
oxen and other beafts fit for fuch kind off entices and vfisfor mankind , they haue none at all. Heere doth grow great ftore of Palme-trees. Of 
the leaues of this tree they make ami weaue almoft all kind of pike garments and apparell. For the vfe oftheftlke-wormes, which in other places 
is wellknowen, is heere altogether vnknowen. Themaner of their pofts, ormaner of trauellftom one place to another ( for as we hauefhewed 
before, they haue no horfis J Ithmkeit well worth the while to fit downe in this place, out of the 1 5 .booke »f Maphcy his Indian hiflorics,who 
dfrmcthth.it they haue no other but wooden horfis \ which fi 'ory hethut kith downe. Vpon a rafter or beame, faith he, about nine inches 
tbicke , and eight foot lon<r, they fpretd apiece of \ 1 buffe hide of the breadth and compajje of a /addle ; vpon this thetrtuelierftttethftradling: 
two men beare the bayard vpon their jhoulders, and if the tourney be long , then other two defhtft and eafi them of their burden. Theforena- 
med authour Pi gafetta , defcribeth another kind of -.arying ofpaffengers from place toplace,yet itisnot very much different from this. Vpon 
the 7{orth part ofthts ki>i<? -iome do abutte the Anzicanes , a mankind nation, a people Imeane that eateth mansftefh : fo that heere mansftefh 
is openly fold in their jlamUes and fl.-fh markets , as beefe and mutton and other meat is amongst vs. That alfo which they report ^/Loanda, 
an tknd vpon the coaft of this country, 1 thtnke it worth the noting in this place ; namely, that they fay it licth fo exceeding flat te and low, that 
it is fiarcely feeneahoue the water and that it is a made {round compounded of the mudde and (and , which the niter againff wh ch it lieth, ca- 
ftethout into thefea. Laftly , that if an, man ffu/ldlgge but two or three hanifuls deepe within the ground , hefljallfinifrefh water, very 
whole fame and good to drinke : and that which is moft wonder full, this fame water when thefea ebbeth will he fait, but atfullfea only it isfrefh.

THE GEOGRAPHY OF 

HOLY WRITERS. 

Hat which we haue promifed, behold now,yeltudentsofD>uinitvandHoiy writte, at 
length we offer to your view, namely, a Map ot Sacred Geography, or of fuch places as 
are named oy holy writers in the bookes ot the Old and New Teitaments, whether fo ex- 
acUy as the matter requireth and thou doeft looke for,I know nottbut that it is done with 
my belt ability & skill (to which in any matter, and therefore in this efpecially, I dare not 
much rely) I know and can truly proteft. Yet notwithftanding, that I haue not bereaued 
the learned of their due commendation in doing the like ■, I do acknowledge and do wil- 
ling confefie, we haue done what we could, feeing that we might not pertorme what we 
would. Therefore whatheere we offer it is rather our will,than our wilh.Two thingSimoitkindReader,wede- 
fire thee to obferue and marke , before thou mdge and cenfure this our labour. Fide, that in the Geographicall 
names of places , we haue followed the tranflation of Septuagints : becaufe that is but one and vniforme. The 
Latine fanflations as they are many, fo alfo they are different, and in naming of places they vary much and dif- 
fent one from another: fo that that word which one doth interpret properly, another otherwiie doth tranflate 
it according to the fenfe and meaning. Which is, that I may vie Farms phrafe, to make a noune appellutiueof 
a proper name:and contrariwife of proper names to make appellatiues.- Examples of which thou mailt fee in the 
annotations of Bnaml Sa, as alfo in our Geographicall Treafure. Therefore where we fticke as doubtful!, which 
ot thefe different readings and. writings of proper names we may take,we runne vnto the 71.iatcrpret.ours as vn- 
toafure ground. It any man be defirousto know how otherwifc the Latine interpreters do call thefe proper 
names, let him haue recourfe to our Treafurie , and hefhall without any great difficulty eafily fiuisfie his defire. 
For in this he fliall findall the Synonymes of places digelted according to die order of the Alphabet. The other 
thing, gentle Reader, which I would haue thee to obferue, andneceffarily ought to be done, baft preiudice 
do go before found iudgement ; is this* the feats of all places ofP^wMarenotfetdownc inrhisour Mapp, but 
a tew ot thofe that are more famousj according to the capacity of the table : (for thou fecit how lb aire and nar- 
row it is :) what heere is wanting may be fupplied out of the Tables following ; two ot Thnan Stella, the third in- 
tituled the TeregrmationofS. 'Paul , and the fourth intituled the 'Peregrination of the Patriarch Abraham-. For it all thefe 
fhould haue been portraitured and ioined togethei in one and the fame Mappe, itwouldgrow too much too 
great : yea it would be fo great and huge that it would exceed this, which heere we giue, an hundred times ; and 
io by reafon ot the greatnefle, it would not only be troublefome in vfe, but alfo vnpleafant to the eie. In the hart 
and middeft of the plottc, where thou feeftojra, as it hath been fufficiently rcplenifhed and filled with places, 
fo in places round about vpon thecoafts on alliides, itis molt empty and barren : fo that it would appeare like a 
fmall iland in the vaft ocean, and would foone haue growenmto a great, burdenfome and chargeable bi^etfe 
tonopurpofeorprofitatalh ' s ° 

We haue vpon the fide in a void place fet the Mappe of the whole World, whereby the diligent Undent of 
Diuunty by conferring might eafily fee, what andhow great aportion of the fame, the holy hittorv doth men- 
tion and comprehend : and at once ; iointly with the lame labour to find out the lituation and polkion of two 
famous places mentioned in the holy Scriptures : namely ot" the fituation of the country Ophyr and the earthly 
Taradife. Of the which although many men do write many and diuers things, and the opinions ot the learned 
be different, yet we haue alfo fet downe our'iudgement, willingly giuing leaue to the learned Reader, in his di- 
fcretion, to take which him pleafethand he may read, it he thmke good ; that which in our Geographicall Trea- 
furie , we haue written more at large of Ophyr. Of Tamdi/e alfo there is the like controuerfie^and cjueltion a- 
monglhheDiuines. The moft men do place it in the Faff , others in Syria; 'Poftcllus , vnder the pole Arclicke. 
Some there are which do gefle it to haue been vnder the Equinoftiall line. GoropiiM, our countrieman , is perfwa- 
ded by many arguments that it was in Indofcythia , a prouince oi India in the Eaft , abutting vpon the riuer him. 
Some of die old writers did imagine it to reach as high as the fphere of the moone : others do place it in other 
places. Qdfarius the brother ofNa^ian^ene in his Dialogues , in what place he fuppofeth it to be, I cannot deuife : 
for he maketh Dbnaw one of thofe foure riuers ; namely, that which facred antiquity called Phifonxhis Saint Hie. 
rome and Eufebtus do vnderftand to haue been Nilm in &gypt , others Ganges in Eaft India : S. Auguftme againft the 
Manicheies hath this opinion: Beatam <vitam,Paradtfi nomine fignificatam exiftimo : By Paradife I do thmke the blefled 
life to be vnderftood. Others more later , which purpofedly haue written of the fituation of Taradife, are Mbfes 
Bar Qpha, in the Syriacke tongue, and tranflated by the learned Mafius ; Pereriws vpon Gcncfis ; him Hopkinfon, an 
Englilliman, in a peculiar treatife, where alfo thou mailtfeea Geographicall Mappe of the fame.

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Hat which we haue pronvifed, behold now,yeftudentiofDiuinityandHolywritte, at 
length we offer to your view, namely, a Map ot Sacred Geography, or of fuch places as 
are named by holy writers in the bookes of the Old and New Telbments, whether lo ex- 
actly as the matter requireth and thou doeft looke for,I know nofcbut that it is done with 
my belt abifcty & skill (to which in any matter, and therefore in this especially, I dare not 
much rely) I know andean truly protelt. Yet notwithftanding, that I haue not bereaued 
X^ ^ffVZ rr^fl c ^ e ^ eaiue j of their due commendation in doing the like ■, I do acknowledge and do wik 

E " Ihily confelle, we haue done what we could, feeing that we might not pertorme what we 

would. Therefore whatheere we offer it is rather our will,than ourwilh. Two thingSimoltkindReader,wede^ 
fire thee to obferue and marke , before thou mdge and cenfure this our labour. Firft, that in the Geographicall 
names of places , we haue followed the tranflation of Septuagints : becaufe that is but one and vniforme. The 
Latine fanllations as they are many, fo alfo they aredifTerent, and in naming of places they vary much and dif- 
fent one from another: fo that that word which one doth interpret properly, another oth'erwife doth tranflate 
it according to the fenfe and meaning. Which is, that I may v/c Faroes phrafe, to make a noune appellatiue of 
a proper name:and contrari wife of proper names to make appellatiues.- Examples of which thou mailt fee i n the 
annotations oiEjiauclSa^ as alfo in our Geographicall Treafure. Therefore where we fticke as doubtfulf, which 
of thefe different readings and writings of proper names we may take, we runne vnto the 7t.interpretours as vn- 
toafure ground. It any man be deliiousto know how otherwifc the Latine interpretors do call thefe proper 
names, let him haue- recourfe to our Treafurie , and he (hall without any great cUlfieulty eafily fatisfie his defire* 
Tor in this he fhall findall the Synonymes of places digefted according toVic order of the Alphabet. The other 
thing, gentle Reader , which I would haue thee to obferue , and neceffarily ought to be done , ball preiudice 
do go before found judgement ; is this, the feats of all places of Paleftina are not fet downe in this our Mapp, but 
a tew of thofe that are more famous, according to the capacity of the table : (for thou feell how fhaite and nar- 
row it is :) what heere is wanting may be fupplied out of the Tables following ; two ot Thmn SV/^the third in- 
tituled the Peregrination ofS. Paul , and the fourth intituled the (peregrination of the Patriarch Abraham-. For if all thefe 
Ihould haue bcenportraitured and ioined together in one and the fame Mappe, it would grow too much too 
great : yea it would be fo great and huge that it would exceed this, which heere we giue; an hundred times ; and 
lo by reafon ofdie greatnelle, it would not only be troublefomem vfe, but alfo vnpleafant to the eie. In the hart 
and middeft ofthe plotte, where thou feeftojra, as it hath been fufficiently rcplenifhed and filled with places, 
lo in p aces round about vpon the coafts on allfides, it is molt empty and barren : fo that it would appeare like a 
Imall iland in the vaft ocean, and would foone haue gro wen into a great, burdenfome and chargeable bi-neife 
to nopuipoleoi prohtatalf. ' & s 

We haue vpon the fide in a void place fet the Mappe ofthe whole World, whereby the diligent If udent of 
Diumity by conferring might eafily lee, what and how great aportion of the fame, the holy hiltorv doth men- 
tion and comprehend : and at once , jointly with the lame labour to find out the fituation and poluion of two 
bmoas places mentioned. n the holy Scriptures : namely ofthe fituation ofthe country Opbjr and the eardily 
Taradtje. Ot the which although many men do write many and diuers things, and the opinions ot the learned 
be different, yet we haue alfo fet downe ouriudgementi willingly giuing leaue to the learned Reader, in his di- 
scretion, to take which him pleafeth:and he may read, it he thinke good,that which in our Geographicall Trea- 
furie , we haue written more at large of Ophyr. Of Paradife alfo there is the like controuerhVancl queltion a^ 
monglhheDiuines. The moft men do place it in the Ealt , others in Syria. Po/lellus , vnder the pole Arclicke. 
Some there are which dogelTe it to haue been vnder the Equinocliall line. Goropiw, our countrieman, is perfwa- 
ded by many arguments that it was in Indofcythia , a prouince of India in the Ealt , abutting vpon the nuer hdus 
Some ofthe old writers did imagine it to reach as high as the fphere ofthe moone : others do place it in other 
places. Warms the brother of Na^ian^ene in his Dialogues , in whatplace he fuppofeth itto be, I cannot deuife • 
lor he rmketh Donam one of thofe foure nuers ; namely, that which facred antiquity called Phifonxhis Saint Hie.

Or 

The ROMANE EMPIRE. 

Mmianui Marcelkw thus writeth in his foureteenth booke : At fuch time 
as triumphant Iconic (which (hall flourifh as long as men do liue vpon the 
earth) began firft to grow into credit and honour in the world , that it 
might hull rife by degrees and lofty lleppes into afirme league of eternal! 
peace, vertue and fortune (which often times iarre) did fully confentand 
agree. For if either of them had oppofed themfelues, it furely had neuer 
come to that abfolutc height and greatneile. The people of this city 
— — from the firft infancy euen vnto the laft of childhood , which was limi- 
ted almofr, within the compafTe of three hundred yearcs, abode the bitter aifaults and wanes 
of their neighbours round about them : then hauing growentoafhiplingsageand palf the 
rodde, after many outragious furies of Mars , it palled the Alp es and narrow fea. Being come 
to mans efhte and beftyeares, from all quarters of the wide world, it brought away the laurell 
the figne of conquelt and triumph: but now being old and beginning to dote, and fometime 
only bearing the name of conquerour rather than winning ought indeed , it hath betaken it 
felfe to a more quiet kind of life. Therefore this city , reuerend forfo many glorious conquefts 
of flout and fierce nations,and for fo many good and wholefome lawes which it hath cna&ed, 
hath now at laft, like a kind and thrifty father, both wife and wealthy, committed her patrimo- 
ny and poiTefsions to die Emperours , as vnto her naturall fonnes , to be ruled and gouerned. 
And lately, although the tribes and wardes be idle,the hundreds and wapentakes ftill and qui-, 
et , and there be no diflcnlions in the Senate houfe, but that the more fecure and calmer times, 
fuch as Numa Pompilius liued in, were come againe : yet in all parts of the world whercfoeuer, it 
is regarded as a MiftrelTe and Queen, in all places the reuerend gray haires of the graue Sena- 
tours, euery where the very name of the Roman Nation is greatly cfteemed and honourable. 
Thus farre Moreouer this you fhall find in Sulpiciaes Satyrickepoeme • Two things 
there are which raifed great <%ome to thatheight.valour in wan e and wifdomein peace. As this 
Romane Empire , in the iudgementof all men , was efteemed very great and large, fo alfo in- 
deed it was jefpeciallyityou fhall compare it with thofe which haue been in former a<res , as 
that of the Afiyrians,Perfians and Grecians Jtcm, with thofe which fince their fall haue fprong 
vp m their places, as namely .that of the Otbomans , amongft the Turkes : the Sophies, amougft 
We Perfians : of the great Qsm , ouer theTartars laAfia. : and of Prefterlohn, as we call him, o- 
uer the Ethiopians or Abyfsines in Africa. But if yoiT fhall compare it with that Monarchy 
which Charles the fifth, Emperour of %;e , within the memorie of our fathers, eftabliihed in di- 
uers parts of the world, and Philip his fonne in our age hath enlarged, and fhall by looking in- 
to an vniuerfall mappe of the Earthly globe , conferrc and meafure the greatnefTe of this with 
thofe others, by the eieyou fliall plainly and truly difcerne , that this tor largenefle may not 
only be preferred farre before all thofe other forenamed , but alfo euen before that of the Ro- 
manes. Thekingdome of the Poi tugals , after that by diuers nauigations they had fubdued 
vuder their obedience the marine trads and fea coafts of Eaft , together with the ilands 
there about, if it did reach and were extended vp as farre within the land, as it commandeth a- 
bout the fhore, it might doubtlelte be accounted none o'the leail Empires. Seeing now there- 
fore that this alio at this day is vnder the obedience of the faid K. 'Philip, who doth not fee that 
this Empire is the greateft that euer was in the world ? 

Of the Empire of as it flood in his daies, Tertidlian in his booke De Pallio, fpeaketh thus 
honourably : %cra Orbis ctdtifimum hum Imprnj rus eft . that is, In very deed the whole world is 
nothing elfe but a farme well ftocked f and ftored, belonging fo this Empire. Laft ly, Quid, in his 
fecondbooke T)e Faftis, thus writeth ofit : Genttbw eft aim tellws data limite certo, ^oman^e fpacium <ft 
rvrbis & Orbis idem. All other nations, m the Earth their certaine boundsmay name ; the com- 
pafTe of the World and Tfyme, they only are the fame.

But of the nature of 'this country, the manors and caftomcs of the people, let vs heare what Strabo that excellent Geographerfaiih 
in his fecondbo. kj ; This pare is moft fertileof valiantand pro dent men. It is all generally habitable, excepting only a very Gnall portion toward 
the North, and abutting vpon the Hamaxici, which dwell vpon Tanais, ( Don) Mto- is palm ( Mar delle Zab*cche ) and Boryjihcncs (N:eperox 
Dxefter) which place, by realbnofthe extream cold , is not habitable.

Andindeed theGrcekes 
when they dwelt vpon the rocks and mountaines, dsvelt well and conueniently, by reafon oftheirwilecariagelnciuill matters, arts, fciencesand 
knowledge ofthofe things, which necellarily are required to the maintenanceof mans life. In like maner the Romanes , hauing brought many 
lauage and fierce Nations vnder theirieruile yoke, featedjlmean^in places not very coiluenient to dwell in.inrefpctl or the nature ofthe coun- 
try, either tor that it was rough and craggy, or wanted hatien., or was too bleake and cold , or for other caules, taught them to vfe merchandile 
before vnknowen, and haue brought themfromafauageand brunmlife, to lr.ie citully and more humanely. But thoft parts which arefiiuatc in 
an equal! and temperat climate, thcrenatureadminillreth all things neceffary for the maintenance of manandbeaft. NowwhenasiholeN.itions 
\vhichdoinh.ibireand dwell infertileand rich countries, arcmaintainers of peaceaiidquietnene ; and thole which are leatcd in barren and vn-. 
fruitfull countries, are molt hardy and ftout : it commeth to pafle that both are helpfuil one to another ; while thele do vie their weapons for: 
their countries defence, thofeagamedo help and maintain* them by die 'profits that they raileout of theeatth,by their arts and myileiies,asalfo 
by their learning, wiledome and policy : euen as in like maner alio the dammage is mutuall and either lide feeleth a Icnfible hurt, when the one 
part doth not helpe the other: yet the eftateofthelbuldierand warlike man is fomewhat better , if they be not one come with multitude.

(as Strabo writeth) they make failcs, although Gatfar auoucheth that the Vcneti people of America or Britaine did vfe skinncs or leather in flccd of fades. That there did grow the 
citron- tree may be gathered one of Patcrculus, who affirmeth thatlulius Catfar made preparation for his French triumph of the citron-tree. But as there are in thijeountry thele 
and fuch like herbsHnd trees, for the profit and vfc of man : fo arc thete rhofe that be venemous and pernicious to mans nature. Ofwhich fort is the yew trqe, and thcreof,accor- 
ding to the tefHmonyofCifar,very great plenty, which Diofcoridcs doth deliuer to beinNarboncoffodcadlyapoifon,thatwholoeuerdoeitherllcepe viidcrit,orlhallfitand 
reft themfelucs in this Ibade, they be not only hurt, but oft times they do catch their death by it.

He word Belgium, which Ctfar, in his Commentaries of the \varrcs of France, VfecK more than once or twife.hath long and 
much troubled the Readers. For fome of themdo thinke that Csfar by it meant a eity, whichfome, (of whofe number 
veGuicciardmean&Marliamu) do interpret it to be IBeaOOtB in France; others ^BaU.ll'S in Henault ; otthii later ibrt arc 
B. y:g-nereiu,3n& our owne Chronicles. The learned Goripiits thinketh that the Belloitaci, a people of this prouince were 
vnderftood by it. Some there are which ihinkethat Csfar vied Belgium, for B.-lgica: as Ltuy doth Sammam, forthecomi- 
trie of the Samnices;of this opinion was Glareanm. lohn Rhellicanc faith that it conteined a part of G./lia Belgica, but which 
part it lliould be, he doth not name. H. L'odim would liaue it to be that part which is about Henault, where the (aid ffia- 
UilPS now ftandcth. But omittirg thele opinions, let vs heare what Cxjar himfelfe fpeaketh of this his Belgium. Hce m his

Neither can I be 
pcrhtaded that it was neere the Bellouaci, but rather that it was that part of Belgica, which is more neere the lea , and herh vp higher toward the North : 
namely, where abour the three great riuers the Rbein; Maefcand Scheldt do meet and fall into the maine ocean: thefedoaffoord an caficpadage and fall 
into the lea. and from thence a Thort cut into Britaixe. Moreouer it is more likely that they fhould pa! le the lea, which were acquainted and vied to it, 
and were feared vpon this fliore and bankes of thele riuers, then thole which dwelt vp higher into thecountry, to whom the lea was more fearcfulland 
terrible. They therefore that went from Belgium, into Brittame, did only change co.ilt for coaft. 

Of the original! and reafonofthe word Belgium and Belgica , the opinions oflundriewritcrsarediuers. Some there are whicfi derine icoflorloxiTor 
CSdgCit; a word of our owne, which figtiifieth %ftr*nger. Another man of great learning and iudgement fcrcheth it f/om Briaca or ISahjcn, f gmfying 
tobeangrie, tofigbr. Our Chronicles do thinkeit lb named of ^f^a, thechicfe city of this prouince. Neither do they agree in the placmgand fearing of 
it ; for one of them placeth itat Banais, atowne in Henault:il\z other at iHcltficl! a village about Oudcnard. They which thinke it fo named of the city Bel, 
gis ( which notwithstanding is no where elfe read of in any good auth.our, either Geographer or Hiftorian) they haue Iftdore, in the 4. chapter of the 1 ? . 
booke of his Origincs, for their patrone where he thus fpeaketh ; Bc/gis is a city of Gallia, whereof GAltca the prouince tojkethe name. The fame hath Hefy- 
chius, the Grecian beforehiin, in his Lexicon .'BeajaTsf wot ct\s»« Y,'iKy,r,.\.hiX.k,Belgy was fonamedof the city Bilges: saMo Homrins'm his counterfeit of 
theworld.

But keereagame I doealfoobferucancnorvery frequent amongHthe 
Greeks writers, mi(t*ki*gPxoniafor Pannonia -.For Pannonia <»• Hungary <r«« tethisdayisfiricb of golde, that it is wcndcrfullandfcarfeto bebelcc- 
tted offuch as haue notfeene ,t , as Bonfmius/Broderirb, ^a'Ranzan doe ioiutly aff.rme, who do allwrite thai they hauefeene very many golden twigges of 
■vines , fime .u lontr at ones fingtr, others ofhalfeafiote ling : but oftkerichneffe ofVxotsufor mines of golde , I haue neuer heard nor read in any authour to 
vsyremembrance. Diogenes Laertius , in the life o/Pyrrhus Elienfa hah noted , that the P*ones doe vfe to cafl the bodies of dead men into pondesor 
deepe pooles. Maxinuis Tyrius in his eight and thirtieth oration writeth , that the Paioncs did worfhip the Sunne , and that theftgne or idol! of the fame, 
vhicb they ador-d \ r,;is a little difl, , put vpon the end of a long pole andfet vpright. But whether this be meant of them, or ofthe Pannones [fir that thu 
authcur is a Grecian ) I know not , lleaiieitto the confederation ofthe learned. The like it that place of iElianus in the twelfth chapter of hit feuenth booke 
de Animalibus, where he writeth a difcourfe ofthe laborious painfulneffe ofthe women of this countrey , wellworth the reading and obferuation. Tzetzes 
alfi, in the three hundred and eighteenth chapter of hit tenth Chiltade ; name th the Pseonesjftr the Pannones , where he hathfomethingperteining to this 
ourpurpofe.

That Italy hath had diucrs inhabitants, partly Barbarians and partly Grecians, itismanifcftout 
of the ancient records both of Latines and Greekes. For at the firft it was inhabited by the Aborigi' 
nes,Siculi, 1'elafgi, Arcades, Epei, Troiani, Morgctes, An/ones i\\(\Oenotri. And therefore it was cal- 
led by diucrs and (iindry names : as, A v s c N i a, OE m o t r i a, of the people and nations poflefling it: I a nicvla, of Una: 
S a r v r n i a , ofSaturne : and laftly , Italia (which it ftil! retaineth) of /talus their King , or as Varro witnefleth of bills or 
oxen r for the ancient Grecians did in thofe daies call buls, i«*.SV ; and becaufe that this country did breed and maintaine many 
goodly buls, it was of them called Italia: or, (as others affirme , which more regard poetical! fables) for that Hercules from St- 
«7whithcrfol!oweda worthy bull, which was named Italus. Of the Greekes alfo it was named H EsPERiA,oi Hejperus, the 
for.ne of Atlas : or, which pleafeth others better, of Hefttrus the euening ftarre: whereof alfo in old time Spatiie was called He- 
(beri*. For, for the fame reafon that Italy was (ometime of the G recians called Hejperia, was Spaine of the Latines called Hejpe* 
ria. Yet for diftinclion fakc,^7, in the firft and feuen bookes of his vEneiads, calleth Italy, Hefieriam Magnam, Great Hejlc- 
ritt Butitwasalfo by others named by other names. For I fee that ofMacrobittt, Dionyfius Halicarnajfem, Marcus Cats, IJaac 
r«te«eK'itwascaI!ed Apenina, A*ob$$«, Came sena, Tvhsenia, Salevmbro n a and. Ta vr iha. Stepba- 
pus writeth that it wascalled Chonia and Bret tia. A part alfo of it was called by writers of good note M a o n a G r ae- 
c i a Great Greece , of the Grecians that fomctime dwelt in it. They report , as Aeliantts writeth , that there hauc dwelt heere 
fo m'anv and fundrie nations (more than in any other country of the world) by reafon cfpecially , that all cimes and feafons of the 
ycarc are very mild and temperate : againe , for that the goodnefTe of the foile is excellent, well watered, and very fertile oral!

modious lying round about it.and the fea coaft on all fides open, and cut into fundrie baies, inlets, creekes and hauens, feruing 
very- fitly for the entertainment and harborough of goodly tall fhippes. Laftly, the extraordinary kindneffeandhumaniry of 
thepeopleinhabitingit, hath been a great meanes to draw others to (eatthemfelues heere. The Italians were euer, 2s,Iulius 
/•/rwy«^wimelTeth,veiyfamousfortheirprincelycunefieandgentIemanlikcbehauiour. 

^AEthictu calleth this country Heauenly Italy, xndTheg&een of the World ; Rutiliiu, Rertmdominam, ThemiftrefTcofall 
Nations :Dw» ?mf*ui,7hemoflbleJfedandhaf>pie country ofall ^ Europe : Halicarnaffkus in his firft booke, faith, that for many 
reaibns, Itisthebeft country ofthe whole World. Strabofoth, That none may fuffiticntly exprejfe inwordes the due commendati- 
ons of this country, according to the north of the fame. But I thinke it not amiffe to fet out the praifes of this country by this one 
commendation of Pliny , wherewith he concludcth that his famous worke whichhewrote ofthe hi (lory of Nature. Inthe 
whole World, faith he, the cope ofbeauen, Italy is the moft beautifull country , and ofall things it doth poffefje the fitter aignty .- it it 
another nurce and mother ofthe World, for men, women, captaines , fottldiers , fcruants , famous arts and occupations, 
worthy wittes andinuentions , commodious fttuation , wholefomeneffe and temperature ofthe aire, e.tfte acceffe of nit nations, many 
fafe hauens, kindbltftsofwindes , fufficient goodwater , pleafant and healthfu/l woods , goodly <hils and mountaines, greatftore of 
dcercandw:ldbeafts,andthtfeharmcle(fc,fertility of foile,andmultitudeof people. WhatfoeaerUncceffarily required for the miiin- 
tenance of man an{beaftisheeretobe found, andnowhere better. Come, Wine , Oliues , Weoll, Linnen, Woollen and Bullockes. 
Neither did I euer fee better horfes, or more efteemedat the runnings or horfe races, than thofe bred in our owne country. For met- 
tals, asGold,Siluer, Copper andiron, (folong as theypleafedtofearch for them) it was inferiour unto none, allwhichit flillre- 
' taineth in herwombe. Now it yeeldeth allmaner of liquors of fundrie force andvertue, together with all forts ofgraine and pleafant 
toothfomefruites. Thus hm-Plmy. Youmayaddctothefe, if you pleafe, that which the fame authourwriteth in the fifth 
chapter ofhis third bouke -.Item, thatof Polybius in hisfecond booke : oiVarro in thefecond chapter ofhis firft booke ofHut 
bandrie : of Strabo neerethe end ofhis fixth booke : andlaftly olVtrgil in diuers places. Si factum certa mtmdumrationefate- 
mur, Confiliumque Deimachina tantafuit: If thatwefhall confefle thatheaucn by heauenly skill was raif'd, Andinthefame 
the maffie globe by due proportion paifd : as Rutdius in his fecond booke fpeakcth of Italy. 

Octauianus Augustus , Empcrour of Rome , as Pliny teftifieth , diuided this country into eleuen (nires : Conftantine the 
Great,asi?»^«^,inhisfecondbookcofthehiftoryofJJ<««<r/»w,faitii,intofcuenteen. Or, into eighteen, as I read in the one 
and twentieth chapter ofthe feco^d booke o(Diaconushis hiftory dtLombardy. t^fElianuswmeih that it was beautified in his 
time, with i j 97.cities. This is that fame coun trie , which , when word was brought of the riling ofthe Gauls, at what time 
as L. t^AEmilius Pattlus and Caius <^Attilius Regulus, were Confiils, of it fclfe, without any forren aid, yea and without r!ie help 
of thofe which dwelt beyond the P», muttered Soooo- horfemen, and 700000. footmen. Polybius faith, that in the time of 
HannibaS,thc trained-men of this countrie were7ooooo. fotmen, and 70009. horfemen.

Out ofthe which 
chufir.g one king in common, ech people fenrtbeirfcuerallfergeants, to attend vpon him. Seruius namcththem Lueumones, 
at the fecond booke oiFirgils Gcorgickes, and would haue the word to fignifie kings : yet Feftusfnth that they are men fo called 
oftheirmadneile, for that they make all places whercthey come vnluckie and vnfortunate. In the forenamcd Origines, they 
a re called twelue colonies ; and are thus recited in order , lanicidum, Arinunum vpon Tiber, Phefid.Q^ and another Ar'mi.vnan 
vpon Amas, Pbregem, Voice Folaterra, Curiam otherwife named Luna vpon the fhore, Ogygianum, Arctium, Rofe/Le, and Vol- 
finium within the land. Vol.itcrrmus reckoneth them vp by thefe names and in this order 1 Luna, Pifx, Poptdonia, VoLte; ra,A- 
gyllwa,Fefid£,RnJJeltam,Aretium,Pemfia,Clufim, Faleria zniVulfinh. An ancient monument of ftonc, yctrcmaininfat 
ridftmumifioljena) as o^Waffirmeth, maketh mention of fifteen Hundreds of Etruria. 

The country hath been called by diuers names. For out of Pliny we learne that it was firft named V m b m a : who withall af- 
hrmeth that the Vmbri were throw en out of it by the Pelafgi,^ thereupon it was called P b l a s g i a. Thefe the Lydi did expell 
as the fame Pliny with Tragus doth wimefie, of whofe king Tyrrhemis it wasintituled T y r am n i a, as Patercidusfldicarnaf- 
frus, Strabo and Liuy haue left recorded. Soone after that , of the ceremony of facrificing, it was called in the Grcekc tongue 
Tvs ^ A - It was alfo named, as the fame//«:W.^*JwritethR asen a, of accrtaincDukeorGencrallofthatnation : In 
Myrplus, it I be not decemed, it is corruptly written Rafem*. Moreouer it was called Ccmaka and Salevmerone, if w e 
w.llbelecue the hmt&Eerofus, Annus, and ftich like fabulous writers. ThzPhocenfes , isHeredotusmClio writcth,fomctime 
poflefled it. T re fragment of Antonius neere the Jake Arms maketh mention ofthe Phoccnfes , and thelake Phocenfis. 
HalicarnaJ/MS alio m his firft booke faith that the Skull did inhabite it before the entrance ofthe Pelafgi. 

The nature ofthe foile is very fertile of all maner of things , yea of vines efpecially, uhkStmuffkm hath giuen out. The 
large champion plaines , diu.dcd into feuerall by-hils and mounraines, are well manured and very fruitful!, as Viodorus witnef- 
letli It is very woody , good paftorage and well watered with many pleafant ftreames , as Plutarch iuftifieth. Martianus fai til 
that for fertility of folic it was euer renowmcd and of great eftimation : which fertility is no foul] mcanes to draw the people to 
gmcthemfcluesoucrmuchropleafureandeafe : forthey 

dainty in tneir diet both at home andabroad .-who indeed befide things neceffarie, do carrie about with them, eticn when they 
go to warrc, d.uers fane things moft curiouflie wrought onlie for plcafiirc and delight. Euflathius calleth it a robbing, crt-cll and 
vnenu I nation. Eufebusm his 1. booke depraparati. Euang. faith that they were much giuen to Nccromancie. Arrwbius in his 
7 booke contra Gentes , maketh it the mother and nurcc ofluperif ition. They wcreal waies counted verv religious, and lo were 
the firft that found out facrifices, diuinations, and foothfayings, from whomalfo the Romanes receiucd thefe vaine and fupei- 
f titious arts : as alio the S ella curulu (coach of eftate) paludamenta, trabea,(the rich robe) toeapretexta, terap'Ua fates (ecures 
Jatcbets)to^ 

& robes ofthe Confuls, or rather,(that I may vfe the words of Floral the brauery & badges wherewith the honorable eftate 
of the Empire was graced & fa ovx.Cafwdore in the 1 < .(cflion of his 7. book doth attribute to them the inucntio ofthe caftinq 
and w orbng of ftatues of brafte. Heere hence it arcfe that the Romans firft committed their children to the Etru fa, to be taucht 
& brought vp 5 as afterward they vfed to do to the Grecians.asyou may read in Liuy, Strabo and Diodorm Sicultu. That the flute - 
(tib,a) was the inucnt.on of hzFyrrhcni, by which they did not only fight,butalio whip their fcruants, yea and to fccth./nffw 
P fa _do tl i cite out of ^nftotle. Of them Plutarch ,n the 8. booke of his Conumal. writeth, that by an ancient ftatute they v- 
led to d. perie their coiier.cds and blanckcts when they rofe out of their beds in the morning. Item, taking of their pots off the . 
fate, drey lef no print thereof m the allies , but did alwaies rake them abroad. They neuer would fuffer ant fwallowcs to come 
wknintneirnotiie iney m.ghtnotgo oucr a broomc. They would keep none in their houfe that had crcokednailes vpon 
his fingers. Yet Thmon mthe 11. bookeof Athene, his de,pnofophfio», calleth them voluptuous and licentious liuers! and 
none ot the belt reportfor their conuerfation : heereofyou may fee manie examples if you take anie delight in fuch ftorics. The 
like you may reac 1 in his 4 _ booke. Bur I cannot omit this one thing which Heraclides in his Politicks doth recite : namclv.that 
it anie man be lo farre in debt that he is not able to paie , the boies do follow him holding vp vnto him , in mockery, an cmptie 
pur e. 1 lie ttruja w ere long fince accounted verie wealthie. They were very ftrong both by fca and by land : and in want e- 
. quail 111 ftrength to the Romanes. Liuy (to whom niodorm doth fubferibe) faith it is the ncheft prouincc oi Italy both for men, 
munition and money. Plutarch in the life of Camillm, faith, that thiscountrie did reach from the Alpcs Northward as high as 
theHadnaticKcfca, and Southward as low as the midland fea. That there were 300. cities ofthe Vmbri, battered and taken by « 
theTuJa, wehnd recorded, faith Pliny. Such was the wealth and command of , that it did not onNc fill! the land -.-ith

MAGNA GRiECIA,

GREAT GREECE, 

S Hsr a great part of the true arid ancient July (ifnotallofit) together with z\\ Sicily vvaSiomctimC 
I called by the name of G fat G re e c e , 1 tlnnketlierc is no man meanly feen in Geographic that 
I maketh any doubt : for the Grecians did in former times pofferle , as Tragus writeth, not only a parr, 
| but welnighall Italy. Liftcn what Pliny, in the fifth chapter of his third bo,/kc, faith , Of it the Grc- 
|cians, a Nation very prodigall in commending themfeluss, hauegiucn their verdict, in that they 
lenainedagreatpartoficOVw/c?;^. Hither alio pcrrainethofe wordes off rjhts. was cal- 
led Great Greece, becaufe the Sictili, Ibmetime palled it , or for that many and the grcateft cities of ir, 
wercbuilt by the Grecians. Seruius in his Commentaries vpon thefiri tofr/rf Vx/Eneids, writeth 
ijj elms : Italy was termed MegdeHelLts , Great Greece , forthatall the cities ttomTaranta, (Tarcntum ) 
eucnvntoCffwrf , werefirll founded by the Grecians. And therefore it was not altogether vnfitly nf 
Plant in in his Meneclmu, called Grxciaexotica, oiulandiH, Greece. Seneca, in his Confbtatior:, thus lpcakcth of it : All that fide 
ot Italy, which coaltcth along with thoNcathcr fea ( MarTofco) was called Great Greece. IhztCampania (Terrtdilaiwro ) was 
poffefled by the Grecians, Pliny doth plainly afflrme. Maximtts Tyritts in his fix and twentieth Oration defcribeth Aucrnm Item , 
the lake o! Ttpergola, in Campania ,ro be within thecompaiTc of Great Greece. And that thefc authoiirs fpcake truth, Tragus par- 
ticularly flic/, cth in the twentith bookc ofhis hiitory , in tlicfc wordc* : ThcTnfct which dwell along by'ihc coafl of the Ncathcr 
ica,ca,nefrom^/M://t-w, the Venetians (Veneti) which now wc fcctobefcatednecrethcvpper-fca, (Golfadil'enetia, the 
Hadriaticke lea) Troy, when it was taken and Qcked.fcnt thither vndcr thecondinftof^/fwr: inoreoucr,thecity Ahia(Atri) 
v. hich hrl ■ gauc name to the Adriacickc (ca, necrc neighbour vnto the Illirian lea, is a city built by the Grcekes : Diomedes, after 
the otici -throw oiTroy, built the city Wrpi, fSarpi, or Monte S. Angela* city in Ksipultij being himfelfe and his company caried 
thither by violence of ftormc and temped. And Pifa in Liguria, (Pifa in Riuiera di Genoa ) was firft begun by the Grecians : as 
alfo in Titfcanethz Tarquinij , (Tarqticne) camefrom the TheiTaliansand Spinambrians : and the Peruftni (Perugia ) from the 
Achaians : what fhall 1 fay of the city Care ( Ceruetere ? ) what of the Latini ? which do feeme to haue had their beginning from 
i^sieneas : now the Falifii, Nalani, CAbclani, are they not generally held for to be no other but colonics deriued from the Chalci- 
denfes of ^Jjia the Leile ? what fhall I fpeake ofthe whole fhire of Campania ? of the Brutij and Sabini ? of the Samnites and Ta- 
rentini ? haue we not heard oft that they came from Laced&monia, and were commonly called spurij ? They report that Philo- 
£f etes built the city oftheTburini/ T erra nouajwhece to this day his tombe is to be feene : as alfo the arrowes o(ffercnles,wh ich 
were the bane of Troy. T:hcMetapoKtini,(Torre dimareJdCodoMlickme , in the temple of Afwer/w, thetooles wherewith 
Epem (from whom they are defcended) made the Troiane horfe, whereby the city was betraied. Whereupon all that part of Ua- 
^,wascalled Great Greece. Thus farrc Iujline out of Tragus Pompeius. Whereby we gather, that the plcafant poet Ouid 
in the fourth booke ofhis Fajlorttm, did fpeake but the truth, when hefaid : Italanamtellus Gratia Maior em : For Greet* Grcar, 
that land was called,which now Jtaliahight : and fo foorth,as followcth in the fame place. The fame almofl that you haue heard 
out olTragus. Of chis fame Great Greece I cannot but adde that which I haue obierued contrary to the opinion which.fome ve- 
ry learned men in our time, haue written of it : namely , that eucn as Sicilia , as Strabo in his fixth booke teff ifieth, was compre- 
hended vnderthe name of Great Greece; fo contrariwife alfo this Great Greece, was now and then vnderftood by the nameof Si* • 
cilia : for proofe heereof confider thefe authorities .• Saint Hierome faith, that Rhegiumluliun^Morum, (Reggio in Calabria the 
Lower) is a city of S icilia : ^AElianus and Suidas affirme the fame of Tarcntum in Calabria : thf fixth CounfeJI oiConfiantinople, 
held in the time of C onft amine the Great, doth the like of BaU in Campania : Stephanas defcribeth Sinuejfa, a to wne of Campania) 
Caulo>iia,(Caftroveto)ahheLocri , Zagana, ohhcThurini; and Mataur us, ofthe Brutij ; bythcnameofplaccsofJ/«/M:the 
like doth Etifiatkus, by C rathis ( Gratti) a riuer in Calabria : the Scholiaft of Theocritus, by ?(exthus, a riuer of the Crotoniatx , a 
people oWmbrta Item, Liny an Italian borne, a man of lingular iudgement , and moreancicnt than thofe, hath Siculas vrbesi* 
Campuua } cmcs oXStcili* in Campania. Yea Pliny hath left recorded , that Tcgata Gallia, the further! prouince ot Italy toward the 
V Veil, before fuch time as the Gauls came thither, was poffclfed of the Siculi. Thucydides writeth, that the Siculi being expelled 
by the Op/a, a people ofCampania, feized vpon this iland. And if we will not giue credit vnto Seruius, yet againft Halicarnajjatis 
a writer of good credit, we cannot except , who hath written the very felfc fame thing : namely, that the Siculi, a people borne 
and br;d in Italy, and did firft of all nations whatfoeucr inhabiw and polTefle the Romancfoilc. Laftly, that this prouince, called 
Great Greece, was inhabited of the Siculi , Strabo in the fith booke ofhis Geography doth teftifie out ol^fntiochns. Thus farrc 
of that ancient Great Greece, or, ifyou pleafe fo to call it, of Sicilia : all which wehauc not defcribed in this Mappc, but only the 
oiuter part of it ; m which, befide Calabria Apulia, the Brutij and Locri : there is Great Greece, properly fo called by Ptolemey t 
Lucy, Polybtm ^ithenzus and Valerius Maximus : and that, as Strabo in his fixth booke, and Cicero in his 2 booke ofhis Oratour, 
thinke becaufe Pythagoras the Grecian Philofopher dwelt fometime in thefe quarters ; or , as Synefius in his oration deDono wri - 
tetb, forthatit alwaies maintained and brought foorth fchollerlkeandmil/tariemen. YetJI rather relie vpon the iudge mentof 
^ftheneus who writeth that it was focalled ofthe infinite number c/Grecitns which vfually dwelt in this prouince. Andthat 
Fe/iusmd Tragus are of this opinion , I haue partly fliewed before. Thefe forcnamed countries olHalicarnaffaus, arc compre- 
hended vnder the name ofEAs t Italy. Pltny calleth them, The front of Italy .- which, as Mela faith, is diuided into two homes, 
called in the fragments of Salufl, two promontories, nelTcs, capes, orforclands, namely, Brut/urn, (Capo di Sparta vento, or, Capo 
dc Larme) and Salentm nm(now offome called Capo deS. Maria : of others, S.Mariadefinterre : and Capo de Lenca ; item Stalat.)

HELLAS, 

Hat country which the Latines call G r Ae c i A,£»mr, of the Greekes themfelues general- 
ly was named Hellas: yet the out-borders of it arc not the fame, according to euery 
mans defaiption and limitation. That was truly and moil anciently called Greece, which 
Ttoleme)) Tliny and Mela, name A c H a i A ; in which Athens^ the firft and molt flouriihing 
Vniucrfity of the World, and moil renowmed citie ofthefe parts was feated; Heere/«/i/> 
ter himfelfe, as Athaueus witnefleth , kept his Court. It is a free city, as <Plmy calleth it, and 
needed* as he faith, no further commendations/o famous andhonourable it is> and euer 
hath been beyond all meafure or conceipt of man. Yet it is manifeft, not only out of the 
Writers ofthe common fort ofHiftoriographers , but alfo euen outof&wio himfelfe , the prince of Geogra- 
phers, that manv countries are comprehended vndcr the name of Gnecia or HeHas, as namely, Macedonia, Eftrus^ 
VdoponnefM, and thofe other prouinces and lhires, conteincd vnder thefe names : fo that all Greece, as it is gene- 
rally taken, is onthree fides bounded with the Ionian, &gean(Jrchipekgo) and the Ubyanfczsi toward the mainc 
land it abuttcth vpon thofe moumaines which do part Macedonia from Ti,racia, (Romania) Myfia the vpper, (6V« 
uia <Bofm and S«/U,) and Dalmatia, (now it is called Sclauonia.) This is that Greece , which, as Mamhm faith, is 
Maxima tenarvim, vfecundfima doElu Vrbibm, &c Renowpied Greece, for warlike men, and fchollers deeply 
learned, doth farre exccll- &c. which, (asfjeero writeth in his oration pro Flacco) for honour, renowme, learning, dims 
arts andfeiences , ciuillfoky in time ofpeace^ and feates of amies and martiall chkalrie abroad, hath euer hen famous : or, as Tro> 
2 m iPompeius in his 8. bookc faith, was for valour and eftimation, frincefe of the World. From hence, as Mwy £uth» 
the bright lufture of all maner of literature and humane learning, firft caft forth his beames , and enlightned 
the reft ofthe world on all fides round about. 

In this country humanity and letters together with the maner to write and read, how to till the ground and 
' fow come, was firft inuented and pradifed, as flinim frcttus hath left recorded in his epiftle written to his friend 
Maximus : And this is that country, faith he , from whom we had our ftatutcs : that I meane, which receiued not 
lawes, as thofe do which are at the command of the conquerour , but willingly and curteoufly did communi- 
cate them ,to fuch as did demand them. Macedonia, polTefieth the greateft part of Greece. This long fince 
hauin*- conquered the greateft part ofthe World , pafsing through Afia the Lcfle, Amenta, Iberia, Albania, Catf* 
docia Syria, %rtpt, the mountaines Taurus and Caucafus,(u bdued 'Bailna, Media, <PerJia and the reft of thofe Eaftem 
countrics.'euen as farre as India } (in this following the fteps of Bacchus and Hercules) of which alfo it became the 
Emprefle, yea thou maift fay, if thou wilt, of the whole world, anfweareable to that ofManilius, - &• Macedwn 
tellwam viceM Orbem : - and Macedonia ftout which all the world fubducd. This is that Macedonia, ji. of whofe 
cities, Tadie JEmiUus, a Romane Confull , facked and fold in one day. Then ncxtafter this followeth Pe l o- 
p on'n e s v s, zpeninftda or demy-ile, (not much inferiour for goodneflc of foile, fertility and riches.to no coun- 
try vnder heauen) is very like in forme to the leafe ofthe plane tree. In this ftandeth hums (ormtlms, the city 
forinth, the fortreiTe, buiwarke and gate of all G;wc,fituate between two fcas in thcijlhmos, neckeland or narrow 
place between this prouincc and Achaia. Heere alfo is Lacedtmon (Mtfithra or Zaconia , as fomc thmke, but it was 
in old time called S/wta>euercnd and honoured of all men for the politique gouernraent & commonwealth in- 
ftituted by Lycurw, for many memorable'atfs done both at home and abroad. But that the name ot Greece did 
extend it fclfe further than before fpecified , on ech fide of the fca, it plainly appeareth out of die records ofthe 
beft writersf for how great a portion of Italy was in old time calledMignd Grxcia, Great Greece . ? A great pa; t alfa 
ofthe maine continent in ^.beyond the fca oueragainft Macedonia, of certaine colonies tranfported thither and 
feated there by the Greekes, was named alfo by this^me : whofe inhabitants, <Pkiarcbm his L^iic* apothegms 
ta, for diftindion fake, nameth Graces Afimos, AfilpGf eekes. For Lucian in his,treatife of Louc,(^ Anoribus)mi- 
teth,that theinful* QieUonix, certaine fmali ilands, or rocks, as fome call thcm,in the midland lea fthey are now 
called Ifole corrente, as QftMa iudgeth, OxQafrofe, as Tinetus thinketh:) were the ancient bounds of Greece. Ifocrates^ 
in his oration intituled Tanegyricos, writeth that the Grecians did inhabit from Qiidus, (a town in the prouince of 
Doris in Afia the LefTcr) euen vnto Sinope ( a city of Taphlagonia in Afia , fituate vpon the Euxine fea, Chalcondylas 
calleth it Tordapa*, the Turkes, zs Leunclaw rcporKth, Sinabe.) In like maner the ^e^fca (Archipelago) which 
beateth vpon the coaft oiMacedonia, and alfo vpon this forenamed Afia, is called of TI?ugdides,?lutarcb, Arrian and 
(polyene, (Hcllenice tbalafa) oi Tliny Grmenfe mare , the Greekc fea. Strabo incWaufanias, amongft the reft, haue 
defcribed Greece , as then it ftood, molt diligently and curioufly. OfGrrfCM^f/c<j,thispartofG/-(-f«in^/w, 
the Leilcr, which thou feeft oppofite to Macedonia, read Taufanias in his Achaia ; and Vitrtmw: in the fourth chap- 
ter oi his firft booke of Archite&ure.

I dorians and Poets , as the comming of Eur opa : the louer^ of Paftphae and Ariadne : the cruelty and 
i calamity of the Minotaure ; the labyrinth and flight of Dxdalus : the ftation and death of Tolm :(uho 
Ithrifeinaday, as -rf£^/«wW<v reporteth, went round about it) yet there is nothing that made it 

lore renowmed than the natiuity , education and tombe of Jupiter. Yet it was alio much honoured 
>r the natiuities (if we may beleeue Diodorus Sicultts)o{ many other Gods : as namely or Pluto,Buc- 
hus, Pi/las and Diclynna, whom fome thinke to be Diana : fo that one may not vnfitly call this iland, 

II The C»adu of the Gods. Moreouer , they fay , that in the confines of Gnof/a, (Cinofa) 
I neere the riuer Therene , the manage of Iupiter , wirh lima was celebrated and kept. The hiftory of 

Mimes the Law- giuer : and Radamanthtts ,thc feuere Iufticierjiath made it more talked of, than any 
other ile in this ocean. That it is very full of mountaincs and woods, and hath alfo diuers fertile valleies and champion plaines, 
j7wt«dothfufficientlyW!tnefle. Solinui makethittobea country well rtored with wild goates. Item, hellieweththatthe 
fheep, efpccialiy about Gurtjna.) are red and foiire horn'd. Pliny callethir, The natiue foile ofthe Cypreflerrte:for 
v Inch way foeucr any man fhall goe , or wherelbeuer he lhall offer to fee his foote, efpccialiy about mount Ida ( Vfdoriti) and 
thole which they call, The white hils, except rhe foile be planted with other rrees, this tree fprowth vp, and that: notonly in any 
pcculiaror mads ground , but euery w here of it owne accord naturally. Cornelius C ctfus fpeaketh of A riftolocbia Cystica. That 
[here isheerenoOwle,orany mifchieuotis and harmefull creature, befidethe/ , /^«f/«w,akindofpenl!ousSpidcr,/'W^, 
Piny, Solium, ^AEltanm and Antigonius do jointly tertifie. Ammirnut Marcellinus , in his 30. booke , doth commend the 
dogoes or hounds ofthisiland forexcellent hunters. Thefe Iuliut Pollux, in the fifth bookeofhis Deipnofophipn, diuideth into 
two kindes, Parippi, (light foot and his kindc) and Diaponi (Toyler, with her whelpes) that is , The one fort excelled for fwift- 
ueffe of foote, the other for painefuIncfTe and fure hunting. Pattfanias, Liuiiu, Aelian, Xenophon and C tefw commend the in- 
habitants and peopleofthis ile for the bed Archers. Plutarch faith, they are a warlike people and very lafciuious \itcm, deceic- 
full,rauenoiisandcouerous : Atheneushc affirmeth that they be great wine-bibbers, and cunning dancers .• S. Paul in his 
YLvi9i\cxoTitm,chap. i.ver. 9. callcth them, by the tellimony of Epimenides a poet of their nation, Alwates Iters, emllbeafts, 
and flow bellies. Notwithftanding in his Lawes writeth, thatthey more regard thefenfeand true vndcrftanding of mat- 
ters, than words and quaint temies. Diodorus Siculus reporteth thatthcile wasfirft inhabited ofthe Eteecreta , apeople bred 
and borne there (indigent ) whofe King he calleth Creta : yet this king Solims nameth, the king of the C ureU, and from hence 
the iland was called C r e t a. But if we^may beleeue Dociades, whom Plinie citeth, it tooke the name of C reta, a nymph fo cal- 
led. It was alio named Cvretis 5 of the Cureti a chiefe nation which did fometime inhabiteit : this doth Plinie and Solims 
teftifie : Item, they affirme that it was before that called JE R 1 a, Item, Mac aros, BlelTed 5 and M a c a r o n n e s o s. The blcf- 
fed ile ; ofthe temperature ofthe aire: Stephanas calleth it I d ae a and Cthonia: Item,T * t c h i o n 1 a, of theTelchtnes the in- 
habitants, as Gyraldtts witnefTeth : Item, Hscat o mpolis, ofthe hundred cities , which in former times it had, as Plme.S o- 
linns and Strobe out of Homer reporteth : who otherwife faith (which Plato iuftifieth ) that it had only fourefcore and renne. 
Yet I, in this my mappe, out ofthe writers in both languages , haue gathered an hundred feuerall names of cities , and more : 
many of which , for that I knew not their fituation and place,I haue fct apart by themfeJucs, as ccrtaine other places hecre men- 
tioned by fome authours. Amon^ft the greater iles of the midland fca, this, as Eupthius teft ifleth , poffeffcth the fourth place. 
In Straho,Diodorus, Herachdes, in his Commonwealth , and Athene* in his Deipnofophipn (befide other) you may read ma- 
ny things of this iland.

* formes and proportions,do liken this to the print of a mans foot : whereupon it was fometime named I c h- 
\ NvSAandSANDALioTissoftheGreekcsitvvascalled, otor^»,//w«/«his(onne, Sardon; ofthe 
W Latines, Sardinia. This,by the teftimonie of Paufanias in his Phocica , may be compared to thofe iles 
J which, either for greatneflc or goodneffeof foile , are mofihighlie commended. Polybius faith, Thar for 
t greatneflc, multitude of men, and all manner of excellent fruites , it beareth the bell from other ilands in 
this fea. ^JElianus calleth it, The beft nurccforcattell : Strabo makcth it, The bed foile for corne , where- 
upon Floras termethit , <^Annonapignus, apawnefor all maner of prouifion. Prudentius writeth, That a nauic, which fhould 
bring ouer into Italy rhe ftore of graine in Sardinia, would burtl all the barnes of Rome. Saltttanus nameth this iland, 
Vitalem vrbis Romx venom, the vitall artery, or veine wherein the life bloud of the citie of Rome doth confift. S idonius in Pane- 
gyrko Maiorani, faith that it is very fertile of filuer. It is an iland verie rich and fertile of filuer, as Pomponius writeth : Item, hee 
writeth that rhe foile is much better than the aire : and as it is verie fruitfull, fo is it for the mod part pcftilcnt and vnwholcfome: 
the which Strabo alfo confirmeth , where he faith, That in fotnmcr time it is verie dangerous for fickcr.effcs, efpccialiy in thofe 
places where it is moft fertile. To thefe discommodities , the hearb Sardoma , alfo may be adioined, which, as Diofcorides, in 
the foiireteenth chaprerof his fixth booke,writeth, that if it be eaten troubleth the braine, raketh away a mans meinorie,maketh 
him yawne, and fo to die as if he laughed. There is alfo the Solifuga, (as Pliny calleth it,or Solipungia, as Peps) a little creature, 
muchliketotheSpider,vponwhich,whoioeuerfhallchanceto lit, heligntlie fhalbc dangerouilie hurr. The Mufnio, a bead 
like toa ramme, which Pliny faith is proper to Corpa , Strabo attributeth to this lie : to whom alfo ^AElianus in the foure and 
thirtith chapter of his (ixtcenth booke De <^inmdibus , doth feeme to giue his voice. Suidas faith that hecre are bred the beft 
and fined purples. "Nonnius Marcellus, by the authority of Varro, in his booke Degenere veftimeittorum, commendcth the Sar- 
dinian tapeflrief except there bca fault in thecopie, and for Sardinedja. fhould be written Sardtanis , of Strdis the citie of Ap; 
which I do rather thinke to be true and more probable : for ofthe Sardian tapeftrie we maie read in t^lthenstts and orhers .) , 
CUudtanus in the later end of his treatife Be hello Gildonico ,doth inoft finely defcribe Calaru, ( Calari, or CaglireJ the chiefe city 
ofthe fame.

This city, as Suidas, Hefychius, and Tzetajs do teftifie, was called M A R o N E a, norv Marogna, as Sophianus and Niger both do 
peremptorily affirm,or,Mafo\ia,as Leunclaw writeth. In Hyginus fables It is faljly written Marathonia.^W; hut it (l>ouldbe amended & written Ma- 
ronea,it is very manifefifor that the wine wherewithal! Vlyffes afterward made the great lubber Polyphemus drur.^. was fetched from hence, as hee then 
writeth, and which Euripides in his Cyclops doth ittflifie to be true. Moreouer Vinum JVlaroneum, the wine of Maronea, hath beene'm oldtimemnch 
efleemedofand was as famous at any other fort whatfoeuer. Therefore after thefacke of this city, and as Suidas reporteth, Hecuba , ending her dates, 
neere the fettling there intombed in ftonein a place commonly called by the name of C ynossem A,he was ajptultedby the Ciconesafiitrdy androttgh 
kind of people inhabitingamongH the monntaines of Thrace ; and fo by that meanes was forced wuh.great loffeandpughterofhis men toboife fade and 
put off to fea againe. And direcling his courfe toward Malba, (Cabo Malio, or S. Michaels wings) a promontory or foreland of Pelopomeftu,the 
weather growing verjfottle,he was fore troubledand his {hips rent andtorne mofl grieuoufly ,m Homer tefiifieth. But firfl it is very probable that heput 
into O H los (Sdiles) an iland in the Archipelago, lying diretlly in his way , and where they write , that before the altar of Apollo, J'lyjjetfaw a tall 
and flenderVilme- ueegrow : which, Cicero in his booke of Lawes ajfirmcth, was ftill to befeene in his time : and it is likely was the very fame , whit h 
Pliny reporteth in hts time had remained from the daies of Apollo. Homer tt/fo andPaufanias do ffeake of this palrns tree. From Malea, he came to the 
lie C Y T k E Ii A (Ccrigo) in the lomanfeanotfarrefrem the coafi of Peloponnefiu, and from thence he went to the L o T O P H A G I .The Lotophagi, 
a kind of people which line efpecially by the fruit of the lote tree, arc by Hifloriographers placedin Africayea and that heerc and there in diuerfe and jtm- 
dry places of the fame. Eatthofe Lotophagivnlo whom the conforts of this ourVljffcs came , I am of opinion with IfaacTzetzes , that they dwelt mere 
Hyperiaj a city of Sicilia, or were next neighbours to Camarina, a city therefiillknowen by the name ofCamarana. Neither can 1 bee perfwadedthat 
thefe Lotophagiareto be fought forin Africa : feeingthat it is apparent eucn out of Homer himfclfe that the next day they went from the Lotophagi 
vr.tothe Cyclopes, which out of Africa, Jo farre remote from Sicilia, they could by no meaneshaue done. Item I haue Aufonius in hisPeriocha, 
vpon my fide, who there tefiifieth that thefe Lotophagi did butte vpon the tie of the Cyclopes. Now almofiall autbonrs which haue written of this argu- 
ment do iomtly affirme that feme of his conforts , much dehghtedwiih thefweemeffear.d pleafant taffe cf the fruit of the Lote tree , fiaicd heerefiiliand 
would by no mcanes euer rettsrne backe againe. This I thought good, gentle Reader , to admompi thee of .left thou fliwldefi in vame m this our Mtippc 
thinke to find any part of the continent of Africa. Moreotter in Paufaniai 1 reade, that Vlyffesin this his tourney didbutldthe AlHFNBVM, that is, 
the chapeU of Mtnerua, in Arcadia. From Cyihera, he went to C ace A,aportetowneof Sicilia , whichtkeforenamedT^etzestefiifiethwaiofhim 
afterward WW Vlyflis portus, Fiyffes hauen, andhad beenea/fofcmetimecalledEngyon , now knencn by the name of "Longina. From heme hie 
irenttothc I le of the Cyclopes, andfo to theC avj»/ 'Polyphemus ; where he offered facripce and performed all due re/toious ceremonies vnto the 
gods, as Athemits tefiifieth. Now thisCave,as VibiusSetjueflcr fieweth , was vpon the brinks of theriuer Acis, now calle d Frcddo. Beere making 
Polyphemus drunkewitbtheforenxmcdMaroneanwinc,andputtingout his eics, he went vnto the ALo 1 1 ae, or, as the Gods call them, the Planets', 
certametlands continually cafltngfoorth Jparkjesand flames offire.

For theWefl wind for thofe that fade with afiraitcsurfefromStcilta to Ithaca , is the bcfl that can blow, ff'itbthis pro- 
jperomgale of wind, in nine daies, as Ouidreporteth, they comming within fight and kenning of the tie Ithaca, while Fiyffes veas afleepe, his conforts vp- 
onthe tenth day, as thefireftidatithourwriteth, openedthebagge, which they hadalwaies hitherto beene verily pcrfwaded wasfull cf gold and fi/uer. 
By this meancs contrary winds andftormes anjing, they are forced backe againe, andredoublmg their courfe , (yet an ancient Lyrical', Poet, faith it w.u 
but the bottle that went backe againe ) to come the [econdtime to the j£ o L i AN IlaNDS: where being by tAidus^i contemner s of the Gods, a?:d 
skorners of 'all religion, forbidden to land, they came vnto the L ae strygoneSj a fauage people, 1 hat vfed to eat men, ( like as they now write of the 
Canibals of America ) whofet vpon them, as enemies, neere to the city Limai,andthefountai>ie Artacia. From hence with oncfliip one/y ( the other e- 
icuen, as Omdand Aufonius do teftifie, being furMe by the Liftrygones ) he came vnto the He £ ae ae, cthcrwife callcdQrccm , ( Hygimu in hisfMes 
dothfalfly call /Ena) the place of abode, where Circes, (called after her death, as LaSlantius writeth , Marica) the daughter of Sol, or the Simnc , a 
woman famous'fir her Sorcery, paffing skilfull in allmaner ofMagicke and witchcraft : by whofe conduR anddirctlion he went wAvernvMj ( Ce- 
drentts namcth it Neciopa) a lake in Italy now called Lago r}\Tnpergoh;whercamongFl the foulesthat are in Purgatory (apud Inferos) hee hath 
conferencewith his mother Anticha, and of her and by her mcanes he vnderflood many things concerning his lourney that norshe was to take. This done 
comming backe againe to Circeia, he found Elpenor one ofhu conforts whom he had left with Circes , asalfo Tire fas the wifard or footh -faier , with di- 
ner fe other worthies and braue men, deadand buried. From thence he returned to the S V P E R I , and entred there theQccm. Lafl/y, he made a fu- 
xerall and performed all ceremonies as be had promifed to do, for his friend Elpenor, and withall built him a flately tombc. And thus much of that mat- 
ter. Of this his nauigation through theva[l Ocean , although many things by Otucrs authors are diuerjlie reported : ( as of Vly (Tea, and Vly fii pona, 
cert awe cities ofS paine, &c. built by this our Hyfes : Of an altar in Caledonia , mentioned by Solmus, a promnce of Great Brttaine, bauing an inferi- 
pnor. vpon it written in Greeke letters, there confecrated and dedicated to/ome God ' whofe gratious fauour he had largely uifled of in this his tourney : Of 
Aiciburgium,<f«y built by bim,asTacituswriteth, vpon thebrinke of theriuer Rheine, and of 'an altar there cenfecratrdto his feruice :) yet that they 
are altogether fainedandmeere fables, there be many things that do flrong/y proue. And indeed Aulus Gellius , in the fxih chapter of bit fourteenth 
booke, jhewctb, that long fnce this voiage vpon the Ocean feas was doubted of andcalledinqueflion : videlicet, they made a cjueflwn whether fiyffes 
wandred through the maine Ocean, as Anftarchus would haue it : orwhetherhe neuerwent out oftheimer fea, (fo Strabo and Pliny do callthe Medi- 
terran or Midland fea) as Cratctes wouldperfwadevi. tzAndtruely in Aufonius his Perioch* there is not a word of this nauigation through the Ocean. 
Uem,Vl}ffeshimfelferelatingvnto his wife the fumme of all his peregrination, doth not once name the Ocean. Neither doth Dares Phrygius, Hygmus 
in his fables, or if actus vpon Lycophron, mention any fuch thing : and yet euery one of thefe men doe make a large difcourfe of that his wandrmg voiag e . 
Againe thofe things which we findin Strabo of this matter, as he himfelfe plainly confcffeih, were turnout ifPeffidonius, Artemidorus, and Afclepiadei 
(euery one of which autbours it iscertaine liuedmany a day fmce Homer) andnot out of Homer himfelfe. Item, the wife Seneca in the$8. chapterof 
htsfeuenth booke, callethit Anguitum iter & errorem longum, AJhortiourney, but long in regard of many turne-againes, beforeit was ended. But 
becaufe it wasalfo btfore me, by the learned Iohn Brodey, a man ofgtodiudgement andt^uicke conceit, accounted for a meere fable, Iwillheere, out of 
thethrd booke of his Mifcellaneajet dmne his opinion in his ewne words, which i» Engltfh are thus : They, faith he, who thinke thai Vlyjfes euer fat- 
led vpon the Maine Ocean, do labour to proouethat their opinion , tut of this verfe of Homer , in the tenth booke of his Odyffes , A'//.' W *« J* »<< 
Sly^msio xepiraw, But when thou fhdt byfhip bauepafj'd the Oceanfeas : Of which opinion although 1 do find the learned Strabo to bee , yet I fee no 
reafon, why I may notfeely propofe to the cenfure of thcle.rrncdwbat 1 doe thinke of the fame, tvhen I doe confider thefijliion and maner ofbmldino of

Agatarchides faith that it refembleth much the blacke 
mjh Athenaus out of Philonides the Phyficianwrtteth, that the vim was ftrft brought from the Redde-fea andplanted tn Greece. In theeigth chapter 
cf the fourth booke of Theophraftus his hiflory of plants, you may rcade ofdiuerfe other kinds of trees and herlswhich do naturally grow in this fea. Pom- 
L,usfbeweth,thatthisfeahathmoreandgreatermonfters thai do Hue and breed in, * then any other fea, n the world befide. gamut Curtuts affir- 
meth that it is full of whales, (batenK, 1 offuch an huge bignejfe that they are in bulks f W 10 the greateft fhippes or veffels that are. Solium faith that 
oneof them will couer -twoakersof ground. The fame authour doth there deferibevnto vscertaineblewwormes , which haue their forelegges not lejfe 
then fx fool Ion!. Thefe are of that wcnderfull ftrength that oft times they do with their clawes lay hold vpon Elephants camming thither to drinke, and 
by mame force pull them into the fea. Item, hetelleth ofcertainewhirle-pooles, Phyfeteras, hecalleththem, of that huge bignejfe, that they are to fee to 
life vii -o treat and maffle columnes, thefe doe many times raife themfelues tip as high as the crofe- maft, from wher.ee they front outfuch abundance of 
water out of their gullets, that oft times by the violence of the forme the vejfels ofthof • which fade andpaffe by that way are jmke and cafl away. Strabo 
hath left in writing, that Amavenas, the admirall of the Indian pet, did there fee a whale of fifty foot in length. A rriar.us in his Indtca defcribeth cer- 
tame babnas, whales or whirlepooles, of an huge and wondcrfull bignefe, with three forts of 'great and terrible kind of Serpents , which as Solmus wri- 
te: h will couer more then mo akers of lands. It is recorded by Pliny that the Hydri, certaine fea- mongers of twenty cubit es tn length , did much affright 
thenauy of 'Alexander the Great. Item, hetellethoftorletfesoffucha maruellcus bignefife , that thefliellof oneof them mil make acoutr for apre'ttte 
hoitfe : andagame, That they vfiially do fade m thefe fhels vpon this fea, like as they vfc in other countries mfhippes and boates. Tea , as Agatarchides 
affirmeth, thefe fifhes doferue thofewhich daellvponthis feacoafi , infleadofhoufis, boats, difhes and meat. About the ilandTaprobana,now called as 
generally all learned do thinke, Samotra, there are certamefifhes, which do hue partly vpon fea and partly vpon land, whereof fome are like oxen , others 
like horfes, and other feme are like ot her foure footed beafls , as Strabo m his fifteenth and fixteenth bookes hath left recorded. And thus much of the 
nume.Jitu'ationandnature of 'this Redde-fea, which Liuyinhis 45. booke tearmeth,¥inem terrarum, The oulmofi boitndof 'the world. He thatdefi- 
reth to know more of this fea, let him haue recourfe to Agatarchides and Arriantts in his Indtca. Item, let him confult with Baptifta Kamufio,who tran- 
sited this Periplus, ordifcouery, mtothe Italian tongue, andhath cnlargedthefamewithadifcourfe,asheecalleth it, ofbisowne, of the fame argu- 
ment. And I would wifh him not to omit Stuckjus, who alfo translated the fame into the Italian tongue, and hath illuftrated it with his mofi learned and 
laborious Commentaries. Laflly, Athemus in the fourteenth booke of his Deipnof iphifton, maketh me beleeue that Pythagoras that great *nd famous 
Hilofopher, didvtrite a books °f' hc R'ddefea.

Difcouery of the Atlanticke Seas and Coafts of Africa. 

H His Periplus of Hanno Iting of 'Carthage, was firfl tranfated out of Greeks into Latine by Conradus Gefnerus, a man that hath very 
) well deferued of all forts offchokrs (ffuccedent *gcs,& hath illuftrated the famewith his mofi learned and painfull Commentaries. 
j. But before him Baptifta Ramufio turned it into the Ttsfcane tongue, and hath to it adioined a difcourfe,as he termeth it .Of the ancient 
i writers Pomponius Mela in the fecond chapter of his third booke, & Pliny in the firfl chapter of the ftft bookofhis hiflory of Nature, 
I who there calleth him a captainc of Carthage, not kmg ofCathage,haue made mention of this Periplus or Difcouery. But he calleth 
\ this difcourfe by the name of Commentaries, not of a Periplus. The fame Pliny in the one and thirtieth chapter of his fixth booke 
3 calleth him an Emperour. Tet Soliniu in thelafi chapter of his worke , out ofXenophon Umpfacenus, maketh as tfhee hadbeenea 
king of the Pami. Arrianus alfo toward the latter end of his Indian flories mentioned this Periplus. Moreouer Pliny in the fixteenth chapter of the 
eighteenth holy of hu Natitrallhftone,and^£lianus in the fiftieth chapter of his fifth booke De Animalibus, do make mention of one Hanno,who was 
the firfl man that euer was heardofinthevorldthat durft handle, and take vpen htm to tame a Lion. But whether he be the fame with this our Hanno, 
I am not Me to determine. For thre haue beene many of that name : of which, ifany man be defirous toknow more, let him repaire to the Commentaries 
oftheforenamed Gefner,wh,ch he wrot vpon this Penp/us. Thefe words in Pliny and Martianus in very deedare meant of another Hanno, diuersfrom 
this of whom wee haue hitherto fpoken . Hanno, fay they, atfuch time as the Punicke Empire flood m flourijhing eftatejadedroundabout by the coafl 
cfBarbary , and fo from thence South-ward allalont by the fhore, vntillat length after a long and tedious iourney he came to the coafts of Arabia. More- 
oner that ftudent that is deftrom toknow more of this Periplus or Difcouery, may adde to thefe colleUiom ofoursjuch things as Iohn Mariana hath wr,t- 
ten ofit t in the latter end of his firfl books of his hiflory of Spaine.

Wanders. For thefe both haue flared no coft nor refufedany danger to findout apaffage through the Northrenfeas from hence to Chi- 
\na and India : ( For hitherto there is no other way difcouered to faile thither but by the South, by Cabo de buona jperanza, which it 
a long and mofl tedious iourney :) But of this rcadhefe worthy labours of M. Richard Hackfayt, who, to the great benefit andfin- 
gular delight ofallmen, hath fet out the Englifli voyages, to the immmallpraifetmdcommendation of this our Nation, and thofe brant Captaints and 
Seamen which haue vndcrtakenand performed the fame.

HieronymusColumm^ his Commentaries vpon the figment or tnmus, 
impnntcd at Rome, hath moft diligently gathered and feleded out of all ancient writers, and followed to the tall. 

Thefe Argonautica , Martiallm his feuenth booke of Epigrammes , where he fpcaketh of the fragment or brokenkeele or 
this Argo, maketh of it, except he ieft, a true ftory , not a feigned tale and fiction of the poets : ^

H^gd&^gpjHbut in their true and liuely colours with the bed art oFpainters pencill : and rudely defcribed 
^^^^^^^^^^rby our more vnskilfull penne wehaue annexed to the end of thefe our labours. Theyarefi- 
tuatc in JE u m o n i a , as Omd and ^Athemta do teftifie : or T h e s s a l i a, which is all one in the judgement of S olinui 
and Liuy. But in regard that 'the riuer Penem ( Peun , or Salamprk) doth part TheJJaly from Macedony , they feeme ra- 
ther to befituate in the confines of both thefe countries, than to be conteined wholly within the bound of one. Strabi 
Fltny, Herodotus, Liny and Theon, the petifogger, by the iudgement of Theopompus, do place thefe Tempe,ot this large 
and pleafant plaine ( through the middeft of which the goodly cleare riuer Penem doth runne) between the two ftateiy 
mountaines Offa, (Olira, or Co ffbuo) and Olympm , now called Lacha. i'tf/w^alfoisofthefameopinion, asappeareth 
by thefe his wordes : iV»«« the riuer, which running between the mountaines Ojfa and Olympus, with the goodly hils 
riling and falling gently by degrees, and woody vales, doth make the pleafant T mpe in Thefalia > Tempe, qiufylua cm- 
gunt fuper impendent es, The Tempe which the oucr-hanging groues do round inclofe, as Catullus the poet in his i^ylrgo- 
nautickes, hath left recorded. It is, as Pliny faith, about three lands breadths ouer, (fefqui iugerum, ^AEl/anus calleth it 
rlethrum.) The length ( which they do define to be from the mouth of the riuer Ganmim, cuen vnto the bay, now vul- 
garly called Golfo di Salonkhi, then Sinus Thermaus) is as Liuy tcftifieth fine miles , or as ^JElianus faith , which is ■AX 
one,forty furlongs- Thefe mountaines, Liuy writeth are fo high, ftecpe, and craggy on all fides, that a man may fcarcc 
lookc downe from off the toppe of them, without a dazling of the eies, and giddineflc of tli e braine- The noife alfo and 
depth of the riuer Peneus, which runneth through the middeft of the valley, is very terrible. Pliny faith that the ftateiy 
toppes of thefe mountaines.on cuery fide do rife by little and little vp higher into the aire, than a man may welldifcem. 
Within thefe hils the goodly riuer Peneus dotfi runne ; which for his cry ftall waters, rowling ouer thefmooth pebbles ; 
the goodly meddowes and grade alwaies frelh and green vpon the bankes : the ouerhanging groues and trees continu- 
ally refunding with the melodious harmony of fweet finging birds, is fo pleafant and delightfome as any in the world 
befide. But becaufe all thefe authours haue fpoken of it , as it were by the way, and not of fet purpofe : I thinke it not a- 
mifle to fet downe in this place, the defcription of it , done by ^ATElianus as you may read in the firft chapter of his third 
booke De variahifioria, where it is moft curioufly and abfolutely fet out in his true and liuelic colours. Thefe therefore 

are Therds r aplace between Olympus and Otfa , thetwoloftieftmountaines ofallTheJpily, difioined one from anorheri 
by the diuine prouidence of eternall God , by a faire plaine or leuell running between them : the length of this plaine or 
valley is fortie furlongs : It is from one fide to the other in fome places, two or three lands breadths ouer, in lomc places 
it is fomewhat broader. Through the middeftofthis valley runneth the riuer Peneus: intowhich alfo other riuers fal- 
ling and mingling their waters with his , do much encreafe the ftreame of Peneus. This place is mod pleafant and de- 
lightfome, by reafon of his great varietie of all lorts of alluring andinticeing pleafures, neuer made by any art or induftty 
of man,but by nature it felfe,fhe wing all her skill in the beautifying of this valleie,at fuch time as it was firft made. There 
is in thisplace great (lore of iuie alwaic green and flourifhing, alwaie budding and putting forth his pleafant fiowresi 
euer clinging and winding in maner like the goodlie vine, about the tailed trees, and clambring vp by little and little vn- 
tillit comeeuen to the verie toppe. In the fame places grow the aie- green yeugh -tree, which lifting vp it felfe aloft vpon 
the rockes,iliaddoweth the caues,holes and cliffes, which beneath lie lurking in the vale. All other things whatfocuer 
do flourifh, bloflbme, and beare flowers are there to be feene : this is a moft gallant and glorious fhew for the eies to be- 
hold. In the plaine, when the funne is at his height in fummer,youfhall haue manie goodlie fhaddo'wic groues and di- 
uers places of fhelter , into which trauellers , defirousfor torefrefli their wearied limmes from the violence 6f the heat 
and their noifomc fweat, do betake themfelues, as into the moft pleafant and delightfomeft innes and harboroughs that 
are in the world . Moreouer ofouerflowing wcls and pleafant fprings of mod coole and frefh waters running hecre and 
there in fundrie places of this valleie.there are verie manie and diuers:which if we iriall beleeue the report of our fathers, 
hauebeen verie wholefome andfoueraignetofundriefortsofdifeafcdperfonsthathauewal'hcdthemfeluesinthefame. 
Againe , diuers birds hecre and there difperfed in thefe groues and woods,do makethe guefts great mirth at their ban- 
quets, with their fweet finging and pleafant tunes : especially thofe which haue the lowdcft and fweeteft voices, do fo 
pleafe and hold theeares of the heares , that thofe which pafie by this waie are fo rauifhed and delighted with this their 
mufickc , that they inttantly forget all their trauels and bufinefle. O n cch banke of the riuer fuch are the delights , plea- 
fures and recreations for rhe wearied trauellers, as before we haue mentioned. Yet the riuer Peneus, going on leafurely , 
andfmoothlylikeanoile, runneth quietly through the middeft of the Tempe. About this riuer , by reafon of the trees 
which grow vpon the bankes, and their farrefpreading boughs, is a moft goodly frade : fo that fuch as row in boatesj 
vp and downe vpon th i s ftreame, for almoft a whole day together, may faile in the pleafant fhade free from the violence 
and fchorching heat ofthe funne. The people which dwell vpon this riuer, do oft times meet in companies, fometimes 
in one place and fometimes in another. Hauing done diuine fcruice and ceremonies in due forme and maner, they ban- 
quet and make metric Therefore thofe which do thefe feruices and performe thefe ceremonies being very many, it is 
no maruell though fuch as come hither to walke for recreation, thofe which trauell by this way orfaile vp or downe this 
nuervponwhjtoccafionfoeuer, do continually finel! a moft fweet and fragrant fauour. In this maner this place was 
confecrated with great honour & religious feruices.Thcfc things and many other hath Aelianus written of thefe Tem ?f- 
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xuxmm Tjrww his xxsix . or farre -f u rpaffing c cere waters / R fo for a

The plcafant Suburbs of ayfntiochia 
in Sy/ii. 

~ Aphnb of Antiothiam Syria, vpon the riner Orc»/«, that famous and plcafant Suburbs, which 
x^mnmmu called), Amcenum er ambitiofum , A delegable and gorgeous place , is diftant front, 
thedtie about fortie furlongs. It is in compaiTe foure-fcorc furlongs (or, which is all one, tenne 
miles) as S trabo wntcth ; who moreoucr faith,that it is a pretty village, within a huge darke erotic 
watered with diuers goodly brookes and running waters. But take this larger defcription of ir* 
oxxtof Socmen: Itisaplace,faythhe,roimdbcferandlfiadowed with many Cyprcffe trees ["and 
cliofc of infinite height , as Philofiratus rcportcth] yet here and there it is bedecked with fundry ci- 
ther forts of goodly trees : byreafonof the thicknefleofwhofc boughs and leaues, which by no 
meanesfuffereth the Sunne-beames to come vnto the ground , itisallclofe coueredouer with* 
lhadow as it were with a roofe. Vnder the trees , the earth, according to the fcafons of the ycere, 
bnngeth forth ofall forts, moft pleafantand fweer -fmelling flowers, one after another. Item, itis a place, both for the "reit 
plenty and pleafantnefTe of the waters [Strabo callcth them, Running waters ; Philofiratus, Still or ftanding waters • ] as alio 
inrdpect of the temperatiuc of the aire and kmde feafons of the ycere 3 Jaflly , in regard of the coole blaftes and gaies of 
windes which here doe ordinarily blowe, (ycelding alfo, toCaliftuszMcth, afwectand plcafant whittling noifc) moft dele- 
ctable, and for all maner of pleafiire and recreation, parting fit and commodious. Here is alfo a fpring, which is fuppofed to> 
fetch bis waters from Cafialtus, a fpring by Profits m Greece : wherefore fome men haue attributed to it the venue and 
power of diuination , and doe verily pcrfwadethemfelues , thatitwasofcquall force and nature with that sz Delphos. The 
vulgar (ort and common people to thefc do adde this fable ; namely, That the daughter ofLadon (Ouidhzxh Peneus ) a riuer 
in Arcadia, did flic hither from her louer, and here was transformed into a tree. Yet Apollo not thus quieted in minde, bur 
crowning himfelfe with the boughes of that tree which he cfpecially delightedin, and embracing the tree , and the place 
where it flood, beloucd of him aboue all places in the world belide, did honour and grace it more than cuer any other what- 
foeuer. Gdielmus Tjrtus , m the tenth chapter of his fourth booke, doth make mention ofa fonntaine or fpring called Daph- 
ne , which, he fayth, by deuices and pipes into diners places isfocunningly conueyed, that it affoordeth,at certeine fet times, 
grejt plenty of water. The fituation therefore and nam te of the place, the argument and matter of the fabulous (lory, which 
was altogether of lone, and applied vnto wantonncfTe , oft times did imprint in the mindes of corrupt and ill difpofed yoons 
men (taking this flight occafion) twife fo great a defireofthis wanton life as by nature they had before. For they, repeating 
thofe matters , fpokc of in thofe fables , as it were in defence and excufc of their follies , were the more inflamed and pricked 
forward 10 the fame : fo that , carting off all fhame and honcfly , rhcy are in thefc their lafciuious ads caried with fuch heat 
and violence; that by no meanes they arc able to temper theinfelues, nor abide to fee here any modeft man in company with 
them. Thenaturethercforeofthisplacebeingthiis, it was held for a vile thing and great difgrace, f or any honeft and ciuiir 
man to be feene in it. For rfany men , of thofe places necre adioyning , were by chance fcene hcere without his wench , he 
Was counted fora very downeor for, aman of no bringing vp, or good maners,norh"tforany gentle-mans company. Thuj 
farre Socmen. It was a defehcible place , enclofed with a llrong wall or rampart , as appearetli out of the fcucn and twen- 
tieth booke of Tragus Pompeius , who writeth that Berenice betaking herfelfcro this place for a refuge, was beficged by Se- 
leucus, but might by no meanes be taken. Item, he maketh mention of the Enginers of Daphne Balliflara Daphnenfes J 
Moreoucr, it was alfo, as Metaphraftes writeth in thelifc of Artemius, graced with many tudlj buildings, houfes and bathes. 
In K^chapeUoi very gorgeous and coftly workemanfhip , wherein flood the braue itatue or imageof Apollo Daphneus, 
or, of the Daphneian god , as lulun the Emperour termeth it ; equalling , as Ammianus fayth, the greatnefle ofthe counter- 
etof IupjterOlympms. Hcere alfo was a temple and 'fmcruarie of 'Diana, as Strabo teltifieth. Item, heereGertnanicusCafir 
kept Ins Courts, as Tacitus hath recorded : and here afterward, faith Sitidas, Conjlantinetht Great built a palace, where he fet 
vpthe ftatuc of Helena his mother : ( Augujtale, he callcth it ; which is, that I may note this by the way, as £uintiltan in the 
fecond chapter of bis eighth bookeof his Inflittitions, doth interpret it, Tabermculum Ducts , The pauilion ofthe ecncrall ) 
Thcfamc c7w/4»//wcaiifedthisplacctobenamed after his name, Constantiniana Dapiini. Calliftus and Gre?o- 
ras do report, that one -Mh»m»w, in thetimeofZe^ the Emperour, did build diat place which was called Antifor vu 
Here alfo was thechurchotow/f/^W*, where J.rtw/f^rheAbbat was buried. Item, the church ofs Michael which' 
as Procoptus in his fecond booke of the Perfian h.ftory writeth , was burnt by Co/roes. Thatthis wasamoftpleafantplac-! 
befademofc things hcere alledged, other hiftorics alfo doe plainly fhew : for Eutropius hath left recorded , ThxCneasPom^ 
fetiu being delighted witluhe pleafantnefTe ofthe place, and great plenty ofwater, gaue vnto the Daphnenfcs a certeine plot 
of ground .that they mrght there farther enlarge the fame. Julius Capitolinus writeth , That Varus, that voluptuous f mpc- 
rour, did vfually Ipend tU Summer in Daphne, the reff of the ycere at ^fntiochia. Lampridtus fayth, That Alexander Sen- ■ 
rus executed fome of the Tribunes of his legions or companies , for that by their negligence they had fuffered diuers fouldi- 
ours to keepe not and rake their pleafiire too much in Daphne. In Volcatius I reade ofAuidiusCapus , That he caufed procla- 
mation to be made, that euery man mould repaire to his Ancient, and to haue caufed billes to be fet vpon euery walLThat if 
any man were found m Daphne armed, (cinllus) he fhould returne from thence difarmed (difcinElus.) (For Strums at that 
place of rirgtll,V,JcmclusMulciber Afros, doth mtetpnthewor^DifcncJusJdeJl^ilituinhabilx.J Notwithftandine it : 
was otthe Gentiles iiad in no lefle rcuercncc and eftimation for the certeinty of thofe Oracles , which, as Suidnt reporteth 
were vttered and g.uen forth in a coole and foft blaft , breathed forth ofthe waters there For they fay that Hadrian a ho af- 
terward was Emperour, before fuch timeas he was called to any publike office, hauing in a fonntaine here dipped a Cy prefTe 
Icafe, did together with the waterfucke in acertcine faculty of diuining things to come, lulianusxn his Mifoporona* writeth 
That hehad fo many times and oft gone vnto this Oracle , that he could not poffibly call to mi. de how ofr I n his time alfo 
te» TW«/, and Saint chryfoftome do writ?,that this Oraclcccafed to giuc any anf.vcr af all. For Gallus the brother 
ofibisfulian, being eleded C<«/ir by his father C^//*/, becaufehewaCbyprofemonaChriflian, determined to cleanfe 
and purge thi s place of that heathcnith fuperflition, and that by this meanes : He commanded the coffin of Saint Bahla, that 
conftant Martyr , and of others, which in the psrfecuiion of NumeriamsMcxcd manyrdome with him, to be brought from 
Ant ochta thither : by whole prefence onely , which Gallus before had truely deemed , that diuell at an irtant became wholly 
dumbe. B -.trheforefayd lulunus purpofing to make warrc vpon the Pcrfians , and according as his maner was, comming 
With great deuonon torlus his Daphne , and killing many oxen and other cattel! forfacrifices . demanded ofthe Orac le what 
the eiient of this his warrc would be ; anf.vcr was made him , by the idoll, that by reafon of die necreneffe ofthe dead bodies

But being not able to Inflame the battcrie and violent aflaults which dayly the Empe- 
roursfouldiers.madeagainfthim,atlengthyeeldeththecaftieandhimfelfetoOtto: whoprelentlycom- 
mandeth Crcfccntnis the authour of this commotion to haue his eies put out, his nofe cut off, and to be caried on horfebacke round 
about the towne with his face to the horfetaile: This being done his iudgemcnt was to haue his hands and feet to be cut off, and at the 
townes end to be hanged vpon a paire of gallowes, wherc,beforc he was altogether dead, the fouldiers do pitifu'Jy w ound and ma- ,- 
glehim from top to toe. Moreouer Pope Iohn, the vfurper, being difplaccd, Gregory vpheld and maintained by Otto , the Empe- 
rours authority, climbeth vp againe into the Papall throne, from which before he had molt iniurioufly, by Crefcentius, beene expel- 
led. Then Gregory to requite thekindnefTe of the Emperour and his German.es, and withall that he might fufficiently reuenge him- 
felfe ofthe Romanes for theintolerable wrongs that they had done vnto him , confulteth with the Emperour about a new law and 
forme of election oftheEmperour,to be made by the Princes of Germany, that this choice might only and for euer remaine in their 
power, and againe that they fhouldalwaies choole one oftheir corporation or body, asitwere, vnto that dignity , which cuftomc 
remaineth cuen to thefeour daies duely kept and obfetucd. By vertue ofthis their choke, he is by and by vpon that their eledhon to 
be called only, Caesar and King of the R o man ES ,buthauing receiued the Imperiall diademe from the hands of the Pope, 
hcwaseucraftertobearethetitleof Imperatos Avovstvs. But before thefe ordinances were publiftied, Otto calling tocc- 
tier the Princes and States of Germany, fliewed them how confufedly and diforderly the choice and election ofthe Emperoriiad hi- 
therto beene made, and how many there haue beene, which haue affaied by all meanes poffible to preferre their friends and kinsfolke 
vnto that dignity, which thing cannot but in continuance of time, breed great difTention and danger to the Chrift.an common- 
wealth : and that it were therefore good that fome of the Princes of Germanie were chofen, which might haue the whole pow er and 
authority of this election ; and withall admonifteth them, that the fewer there were of thofeEIcctours, fo much leffe the conttnt.on 
would be that fhouldanfe about the choice. Moreouer he endeuourcd to pcrfwadethem that thefe Elcdtours might bceappointcd 
and taken out ofthe Peeres and Officers of the Empire , for that they of all other belt knew what was good for the body and ftatc of 
that kmgdome and empire. All men generally liking of that courfe and counfe!! by him propofed, the Emperour and the Pope nomi- 
nated vntothem firlt, Three ecclefiafltcall Princes, bilhops ofGermany , which they wifhed might bethc Lord Chiefe Chancellors 
otthe Empire, to wit, The bi(hop of Meats,, for all matters in Germany ;Thebi/hopofColen,(orlcaly ; Thebtfhop ofTrier forFrancct 
Totheie they adioincd Foure Secular Princes, which fliould irrall things aid the Emperour, attend vpon his perfon , and that fliould 
acknowledge him for their Lord and Monarch of the World : viz. The Duke of Saxony, Sword bearer to his Maiefty , (ienifyine that 
hee is the fountaine of Iuftice : The MarqueffeofBranaenburgh^oiA Great Chamberlaine : The County Palatine ofIihein,Sewcr.ind 
The Kng of Bohemia Cup-bearer : thefe were to attend vpon the Empcrourand to gard his perfon . By thefe the King of the Roman* 
was chofen,the Csfar (or he that wasnextto be Emperour) wasappointed : in their hands the wholeright, intereft andauthority of 
choofing that king refided, left any man heereafter, as heeretofore had beene vfuall , fliould challenge this dignity vnto himfclfe as 
due by inheritance from his anceftours. Charles the Fourth many yearcs after this comprifed this inftrument or ad into a bullion or 
tablet of gold, which to this day is extant , wherein hee explaned euery particular more exprefly and fignificantly. It is reported that 
this ordinance was decreed vpon, and made in they eate of Grace i oo i and did much difcontent the Frenchmen , who tooke it hci- 
noufly as a great indignity offered vnto them. Yet befidethele there were then, and afterward in fuccedent ages were, made many 
and fundry other ordinances and decrees in the Romane Empire , and diuers other Offices appointed and erected for the (fate and 
greater maiefty oftheEmpire- Forbefidethefefeuen Eleclours, there were appointed,Foure£>«£fj, Foure Marquefjes, Foure Landt- 
graues Foure Burggraues, Foure Earles, Foure Barons, Foure Knights of the field , Foure Cities, Foure Villages, and Foure Teamen or 
Rufticks, all which offices we haueexprclfed in their true characters in thefe two mappes appointed for that purpofe only. Norw ith- 
ftandmg other Hmperours following,not content with thefe conftitutions and ordinances, haue daiely made new Dukesand FarVs, 
yea and many that were but Earles before they haue aduanced to the title and honour of Dukes. To thele forenamcd dignities , that 
they might, as much as was poffible, ftrengthen the Hate of the Empire, they haue adjoined certaineothcr new officers, to wit thefe 
which follow : Foure High Marshals, as Bapfenheim, Gulich, Meiffen, and rntftingen : Foure Lords op the Soile, M;l- 
lan, Scala, Padua, and Mrandula : Foure B o « r o v g h s of the Empire, <^Aldenburgh, Meidenburgh, R Aenburgh, and Mecklenburgh: 
Foure Kn i g h t s or Seruants, Waldeck, Hirten of Fulchen, Arnfierg^nd Rabnaw : Foure S o v i d i e r s, Andlarv,Meldin^en,Stren- 
decke, vnAFornberg : Foure Lord Abbots, Fulden, Campidon, Wiffenburgh, and Murbach .-Foure Hvntsmen, Hum, Vrach, 
Scomburgh, and Metfch neere to Curia : Foure Villages, Ingelheim, Altderff, Lichtenaw, and Deckendorff: Foure Movntains 
ofthe Empire, Nunfierberg, Friedberg, Heydelberg,m& mrnberg t Foure Offices hereditary to the Dukedome of Switzerland, 
The Sewer ofWaldprugh,The Cupbearer ofRadach, The Mar/hal/ofMerkdorf andThe Chamberlaine ofKemnat. Yer many of thefe di- 
gnities are alteted and changed into others, or wholly abolilhed and extinct by the death of thofe which held them, as it is at large -o 
befeeneinMunftersCofmography. If any man be moreouer defirous to know the names ofthe Imperiall cities, let him repaireto 
the fame authour, he flialbefatisfied to hisfull content. Item Charles the Fourth, Emperourof Germany did make betides thefe 
many other conftitutions. When the Emperour fitteth in his Maiefty and chairc of Eftate then the Archbifliop ofTrier fitteth ou« 
againft him, the Archbifliop of Mentz vpon his right hand , and the Archbifliop ofColen on his left : TheKingof Bohemia takcth 
his feat vpon the right hand of the Archbifliop , and by him the County palatine of Rhein placeth himfelfe , the Duke of Saxony fit- 
teth vpon the left hand of the Archbifliop, and by him the MarquefTe ofBrandenburgh. But of thefe offices, diuers authours do write 
dmerfly ; wherefore it being not our purpofe to make a large difcourfe ofthis matter, we fend the Reader, for further fatisfaclion heer- 
in, to the forenamcd Sehattian Munftcrand other Hi ftoriographers of Germany, who haue handled this argument more amply.

?. 1 s, Another world. And he that made the Paiiegyricke oration to Conltantius, wnteth that Iulius Cadar, who M dilcouired it to theRomans, 
A I. 1 VM Je Ores m Ter R a R v m fcripferit reperife , tmt&magnitudmis arbitratm, vt noticircHT»fnfc Oceans ,fedcomplcxaOcean:.mvideretnr, 
did write vnto his friends, that he had found Another World ; fuppo/ing it to be of that wonderful! grcatnelie.thatit could norpofbbly beiiim- 
roned round on alj fides of the fca, but rather that it contrariwife did enclofe the fea. And for that it heth lb farre remote from the South , like as 
Thulc, it ivasby poets and other ancient writers, intituled VltmtaBrita>mia,Greal Briramc, the fartheft part of the world Northward. 

J Aliuama, In Auicen isa fowle called of theLatines, Snuthium, an Oftrich ; as Gerardus Cremcnenfis, his interpretour, vnderftan- 

deth the word: and indeed the South part of the ile, the fea falling in betweene Wales and Cornwall, doth rtprefent the neckeand head of fuch 
a likefowlc, with the mouth gaping wide open. Liuy and FabiusRufticus did liken it Oblongs [cmrU, vclbiptnm, To afwinglingftockeor fword, 
which thole vfethatdrcffehempe and flax; toatwall ortwibill , akinde of warlike weapon vied in fight by fome nations. And indeed the whole 
iland being triangular (triqactra, thcycallit) butcf vnequali fides, (which kindeof figure the Geometers call Scalemim) mayalfoafwellasSicilia 
be named Tit 1 n a cri a.

NecrcnelTeofplace, Likencfleofmaners, Goucrnment, Cuftomes, Nameand Language, doe very demonllratiuelyprooueandeuince. And 
thereupon they call themfelues Cumro, as comefrom Gamer the fonne of Iapheth (called of {-Monographers Cimber ) from whom aredelcended 
tme Cetu or ancient Gauls, the inhabitants not only of France, butgenerally of all the Northwcft parts of Europe. What thinkeyou thenof 
that ftory of Brute i Mary Ithinkc he wanted honefty that fii ft inuented that fable, andhewitthatbeleeuethit. Butlohn Whcathamfted,lbme- 
timc Abbar of S. Albans, a graue learned man and of good judgement, (hall (peakefor me ; Totiuific procejjiu, faith he, de Bruto, poeiicm cfipetm 
tjiidm hifiorimi, opinatitwfymagis propter varias can/as, quam realu : That whole dilcourfe of Brute, is rather to be accounted as a fable and fiction 
forged in poets braine, then a true hiftory, done and a£ted indeed. Item William of Newbury, a writet ofgood credit, and one ihat liued at the 
lametime with this Geffrey of Munmouth, did accufe him to his face of forgery, and challenged him for rhe lame. Forfirlt, for the name of Bri- 
tons they neuer knew what it meant vntillthecmranceofthellomans , and was then as harlli vnto thefe Cambn, as the nameof mkhmim, is to 
them at this day ; which it is cerreine diucrsofthe vpland peopledo not acknowledge nor vnderftand whatitfhouldmeane. Ag.iine,Ludouicus 
Vines, Hadrianuslunius, Buchanan, Polydore Virgil, Bodine and other great men, do all iointlyconfefle that there was neuer in the world any 
fuch man as this Brutus. Moreotier, That prefently after the confuf ion at Babel], in the infancy of the world, when the iles of the Gentiles were 
diuided into their kinds, as the Scripture fpeaketh,euery man after his tongue,aftcr their families in their nations,that is, Thar fuch men as by rea- 
fon of difference and diuerfity of language , did : Teparate themfelues from fuch as they vnderftood not, and therefore could norconuerfewithall, 
into their feuerall companies and hords.did beare the nameand denomination oftheii father and prince of that family, itisveryplaineandmani- 
felt : but that any nation was named or called after the name of thechiefe leader and condnftourofa colony,l yet find not auouched by any good 
authour. It is moftcertainc and without all controuerfie true , That diuers countries haue beetle called by fundry names, by fori eners and gran- 
gers , neucr knowen nor acknowledged of the nations themlelues. Do you thinke that the ancient inhabitants of Spaine did cuer know what He- 
fperia meant < None furcly euer called that countrey by this name, but the Grarci.ms only. Albion and Britannia doubtlcfTe were names as barba- 
rous vnto thefe our Cnmbri, and neuer heard of before the entrance of the Romans. There is no Colony , although neucr lb fmalland few, but 
willretcine much of their owne countrey language , either wholly vncoirupt, or els manifeftly to bediftinguifliedby thephrafeandproprietieof 
fpeech. Thole few Flemmings who (their countrey being by the breaking in of thefea ouerflowen and drowned) obteined ofKing Hcnriethe 
firft, a part ofPcnbrookc (liirein Wales which the Welchmen call Rolfe , lying betweene two riuers, not farre off from Milfordhauen, are they 
not to this day diltingtiiflied , from their neighbours round about them by their fpeech and language i And becaufe their fpeech doth much re- 
lcmble the Englidi, is not their countrey commonly called, of thole which inhabit neere vnto them , Little EnglandbejondWales ? Thclikeyou 
fliall obferne by the Britilli colony , which aboue eleuen hundred yeeres fince tooke poftefTion of that part of France , which of them euer fince 
hath beene knowen by the name of Britaine : Of the colony of the Scots in Ireland , and ofthe Irifli in Scotland. If any man will lay that there is 
the Iikerefemblance betweene the Welch tongueand the Greeke or Latine, I will iuftifie it that there is as great affinitie betweene the Welch and 
Arabicke, and againe that thefe areas like the one to other as an apple istoanoifter. Moreouet , this entrance of Brute was an ablolute con- 
quell:, the giants (if there were euer any fuch) being vtterlydeftroycd or quite chaced outofthcland, and therefore there is no realbn to the con- 
trary but they mould hauc , for the Ipace of leuen hundred yeeres, kept their language from corruption , as well as they haue done lince, being 
/ince the entrance ofthe Romans lixtecne hundred yeeres and more. The Latines or Greeks lb prodigal! alwayes in their owne commendation, 
would doubtlelle not haue forgotten to record the letting forth of fuch a famous colony. Could this affinity haue beene hid from Cacfiirf would 
they not,thinke you, haue claimed kindred of the Romans c'Conftans and Conflantius Emperours ofRomc were the firft, by the teftimony of Iu- 
lius Firmicus.that euer durft venture thoiowthefeleas. How then did this Brutus,fo many hundred yeeres before, infuch Imall barks,!o (lightly 
built, patle the fame < /Eneas, they report, of his many (hips loft all butonebefore he could get home, in the Midland fca, which is nothingfo 
dangerous and troublefome. Can it be thought credible that fuch a warlike nation as thefe Trojans, hauing fo lately got footing and fcated them- 
felues in lb goodly a countrey as Italy, would (bfuddenly remotie fo farre off, to a place vnknowen i TheRomans hauing fuch dangerous warres, 
and fuch occafion to vie menandbraue commanders, would neuer haue fuffered them in fuch troopes to pall'e out of their countrey. If it had 
tooke the name of Brutus, it lliould doubtlelle haue been called Brutania, not Britannia, asGefar nameth it, nor Bretania, Pretanice, or Pretanis, 
as the Greeks do write it. But lift whatGtlat fay th of this matter, Brit.mui pars interior, fay th he, abipimolitur, qmsnatosminfitUipfimemonitpro- 
ditiimdicunt. Aftritima p.snab ijs, qusprxdi ac belli inferendt cauja ex Belgiotranfieram. The inner part of the lie is inhabited offuch people aswere 
bred and borne there, as they themvlues do report from their anceftours. The lea coaft is poffeffed offuch as haue come thither from Flanders 
and thereabout, to robbc andfpoile the countrey. If this were all that was then knowen, and that Gildas Sapiens and VenerabilisBedaknewno- 
thing to the contrary, how came this our authour, fomany hundred yeeres after them, to the knowledgeof this (oabfoiute an hiftory, where not 
only perfons, places, and .nSfions are lo diftinflly fet downe with their precife difference oftime, as if (hey had bcenc done but yefterday < The 
hiftorian , for things done in his owne time, or not long before, is beleeued vpon his owne word, but for ibch things as were done many ages be- 
fore he was borne, he mull bring his author toiuif ifie hisalfertion. If there had beene any fuch tradition commonly deliuered from man to man, 
it would qucrtionlelle haue beene intimated to C.vlar. Records can not be prelerued but by writing ; and that knowledge came in with theRo- 
mans. But ifit be a quelbon whether there were euerany fuch cityas that Troy, fo much renowmed by meancs of that learned pocmeoftheta- 
mous Poet Homer , what will become ofthe (lories of £ncas (which, if I miftake him not , theg'eat Hiftoriographer Titus Liuius doth make a 
doubt ol) and of this our Brutus neucr p.itronagcd by any great learned wife man <! 1 know that is improued by lbme,and I thinke it may bede- 
monftrated. For further fatisfaction I referre thee to M. Camdens Britannia, wherethisargumeritishandledat large and moil learnedly. Only 
in defence of Gaulfridus, leftanyman lliould thinke thatlhaueall this while fpoken againrthisperfon , Iconcludewirh thisfavngofa learned 
man of our time ; Cardan.-u ait, fay th he, ilhm <t.itss (enptn-es tantope; e mendacio &f,ib:il,jfuij]ideUaato.', vtin contentiortcm vener'm yiu pl:,ra con- 
finvcret. Cardane layth , That the Hiftorians and Writers of thnfe times (betweene foure hundredand fiue hundred yeeres fince) were fo much 
delighted with fables andlics, that th.cylboue who fliould lie fafteti,and win thewhetltone. Itwas, von fee, thefault'of the timcand age where- 
in he liued, not ofthe man. The learned Orarour Tully, in the (econd booke of his OA "ces, as 1 reniembcr, thus dtfcribeth the vertues of a true

The wals ofthiseitie, which are about three miles incompalle, are not ancient, although fome doe write, that at ilreenrrea- 
P.eof Qiicene Helena , Conlbmtine the Great caufed them to be built, Bilide thofe many and large Suburbes without the wals, there is iomed to 
it, vpon the Weft the cicie of Westminster , and vpon the South by a faire ltone bridge the BoroVghOfSovthvvarke, eqiull 
forbignelle and multitude of people tomany great and good cities : So that London in this refpefttnay iuftlybe called Tryo/iit Angliterra., 
This Bridge was begunne fir ft of timber , and af erward in the time of King lohn it was made all of Frce-ftone. The foundation of that goodly 
Mynfter orCathcdtall Church of Saint Paui was firll laid by Ethelbert King ofKent. 

■ Ivmouih, as we now call it, a very goodly lea towncin the county of Norffolke, lltuate at the mouth of the riuer Gerne (Garithis,) thereof 
ittooke the name, and was firll called Giermmcuth, and then by corruption in procefle of time Garmouth, and Tarmath. It is inclofed almoft on 
ailfideswith water, vpon the Weft with the riuer aforeiaid : vpon the South and Ealt with the mainefea : only vpon the North it lieth open to 
thefirme land, vpon which fide it is defended from the allaultol the enemy by a very ftrong wall, which together with the riuer doe make akinde 
of Square figure longer one way then an other. On the Eaft fide Handcth a Block-houfe, well f urniflied with great ordinance to defend the ha- 
uen and towne from pirates and fea robbers. Ithath butoneChtirch, but that is a marueillous faire great one with a very high Spire/eenefar off 
Loth bvfea and land. 

• What this towne mould be , and « here it fliouid ftand Icannot fay for certaine. The letters in the Arabicke , and the proportion ofdiftance 
fi om Yarmouth and Grynsby, doe directly point at Drayton in Northhampton-fhire. Butbecaufeitis too far off from thefea, and wasneuer 
greater then now it is, and for that I finde him fo often faulty in thofe accounts, I do e not beleeue that he meant that place. The name eorameth 
very neerc to Torkjey , which is fituate vpon the Trent , and , as Matter Camden lath , although now it be but a fmall towne , yet in times pall it 
hath becne much greater and more famous. For in time ofWilliam the Firft , as appeareth by Doomefday bookc, it had two hundred citizens, 
andenioyed many greatand largepriuileges. 

6 Crtmjby, m Lincolnlhire/oinetimea very great Mnrtetowne,much reforted vnto from all quarters both by Sea and Land, folongas theha- 
ucn lay open ready to entertaine Ships of any reafonable burden. But as thehauen did in continuance of time decay, fo theglory of the towne, 
by little and little vanifhed, and religned vp her trade vntoKingiton vpon Hull, her oucrthwarte neighbour, which euer fince the time of Rich- 
ard the Second, hath greatly flourilhed, in whole daics of a fmall village and a very few poore Fifher-mens cottages it began to grow to thatgtcat- 
tieflc, that of a hidden it was not much inferiour to many prety cities. 

' Torkf, a very goodly citic, fituate vpon the riuer Oule. For beauty, greamefle, ftrength, riches and pleafure it is inferiour to nonein all Eng- 
land, but London only. 01dwriterscallitEBORACVM,theWelchmen£^w»e- ; or Effrsc : the Saxons Efermc .- And therefore I fu(pe£l that 
this my authour did write it Ejferwk, not Ejfradic : bntlalternothing. ItisaveryancientcitieoftmentionedinRomanCoines 

and hiftories, whereby it is manifeft that Ltgw fexta viclrix, the fixth conquering lcgion,did ordinarily tefide in this city. The Emperours Seuerus 
and Conftantius, father to Conftantine the Great, fo long as they abode in this ile, did keepe their court heere, and dying in thefe parts, were bu- 
ricd,mthiscity. ThisConftantius being a very godly and religiousChriftianPriiice;made it firft as our hiftories report, a Bifhops fea, which Ho- 
norius Bifliop of Rome, alterwatd aduanced vnto the dignity of a Merropolitane,or Archbifliopricke, which, befide the large iurifdi£tion that it 
had heere in England, had alfo vnder it all Scotland. 

d iVifks, it is called at this day. It rilerh in Richmond- (hire not farre from Wharleton Caftle, as ChriftopherSaxto maketh me beleeue. 
' I findeno mention at all of this place, either in Mailer Camden , or any other. Onely in the fame Saxton vpon the forefaid riuer , fome two 
or three miles aboue Northaluerton, I finde Danby Wukf ■' but whether our authour meant this or not I cannot tell. But I would gladly learne of 
what place the Lord of Jv/iy.tookc his name. 

' Lincoln, a large and fairecity, fituate now vpon the North fide ofthe riuer Witham, called by Ptolemey and AntonineLiND VM,byBeda 
tmdecolhmim, by the Normans, as Mailer Camden teftifieth, Nichol. 

5 This is very falfe : For this riuer hauinghitherto , from his fountaine, benthis courfe Northward as ifit meant indeed to vnload itfelfeat 
Grimesby, doth notwithllandingheerealter that determination, and turning it lelfe cleane another way at length fallethinto the feaatBoftonja 
placealmolt full South both from Lincolne and Grimesby. 

h Durham, fituate vpon thetopofanhill,by theriuei Weare, which runneth almoft round about it, and thereupon was called by the Saxons 
Van-holme, rhat is, ifwc fliall interpret itinto Englifli.The hill-ile, isno ancient city : For the fiirft (loneof it,as our hiftories report was laid by the 
Monkes of Lindesferne.in the yeere of our Lord 905. before that we find no mention of it. William the Firft built the Caftle vpon the topofrhe 
Hill, which fince that time was the Bifhops palace. 

' Ireland, the greatell iland in thefe Seas,Brittain only excepted : for it runneth out in length from South to North about foure hundred miles: 
and where it is narrowed iris well neere two hundred miles ouer. Butofthiswchauefpokeninanotherplace. 

k Denmark;^ no* cal it)isfor the mod part inuironed and warned with the fait fea:and therefore he doth not greatly crre,in that he termeth 
it An Hand. 

1 //W(iflbenotdeceiued) which Solinus in the thirtiefiue chapter of his Polyhiftor, faith, is two daies faile from Catlineffe, tbeNorth 
capeof Scotland : His words are thefe, A CalcdonUpromontorio Thalia petentibm bidm nauigatio eft. Thofe that doe trauell betweene the capeof 
Caledonia or Cathne(leandThule,doern3keittwodaiesfaile. Item in the fame chapter, a little beneath, he writeth that, Ab OrcaUbwThulem 
vfq, qmnj 3 dierum & notlmm namgasia eft. From the Orkney lies, to Thule are fiue daies, and fine nights faile. Yet Illand is not that ancient Thule, 
as Mailer Camden , in his Britania, proueth at large. The pofition and diftances anfwer well to Thule", but the quantity or bignefleargueth that 
he meant Illand, which is much farther off either from the coaft of Norway, or borders of Scotland, as we fliall by and by fhew more plainly. 

" So it is written apparently : But obferue heere,That of the Arabicke letters, diuerfe in formeand fhape of body, are the very lame , and are 
onely dillinguilhed one from another by pricks or points,placed either oner their heads or vnderneath them. Heeteupon it is that that Arabicke 
word which heetel call Zanbaga, ( liippofing only one letter to be mifplaced, which might be the fault of the printer) may indifferently be 
cither A/or^.i,oriV»r)rf^,astheDanescallit : or Neriga, or Ntrigon, whereof Pliny fpcaketh; which is all one in effecS. For 
Pomponius Mela faith that Thalc Bergarum ( thus the learned Clarencieux readeth , waiBclgarum ) litori appofiu eft : thatis, Thule is vponthe 
coaft of Norway, oueragainft the citie Bergen. Anditisoutofallqueftion, laith the fame authour, that by Nerigon Pliny did rnderftand that 
" fame country which atthis day wecallNorway. 

° That our authour did meane Illand, ifthere were nootherargument, thisonewerealoncfufficienttoprooueit. Fori doe not remember 
that any oneof the ancient wntetseuer tooke vpon him to define Thule according to his length and breadth : only Ptolemey and thofe other au- 
thours haue pointed at it, as we haue ftiewed before, and haue told vs whereabout it lieth in the Sea by the longitudeand latitude of it, as alfo by 
the lituation of it from Scotland, The Orkeney iles, and Bergen in Norway. Whereas he faith that the length of Rolland is 400 miles, it is, Ifay, 
apparant that he meant Illand. ForOrtelius in his Illand thus writeth of it : P/ttethicitifuUmlongUudme ccmumnHiliariumGermanicorum, vtvul- 
<rm fcriptorumhabtt: The length of this Iland, as the common fort of writers doe teftifie,is one hundred Germane miles : Now thata common or 
ordinary Dutch mile,doth containe foure Englifli or Italian miles, it is a thing fo commonly knowen that it needeth no proofe. But hauing hand- 
led, Gentle Reader, the particulars, for the mod part before in their leuerall places, lealt I be too tedious in a thing not greatly needfull I ceafe to 
trouble thee any longer. 



G A L I Z I A, akingdome 

of Spain e» 

He kingdome of G a l i s i a is bounded vpon the Weft and North, with the Ocean tea; vpon 
the Eaft, withthe Afturias and the kingdome of Leon : vpon the South, with theriuer Miiio, 
and the Kingdome ofPortingall. Itwasfometime, as Ferdinand Oiea , the authour ofthis 
Mappe, writeth , much greater then now it is at this daie, and was then held to be one of the lar- 
geft kingdomes of'all Spaine : For it extended it felfe Eaft ward vp as farre as the mountaines of 
Bifcaya, and the head ofthe great riuer Duero, ( Ditriiu Pliny callcth it) and lo from thence it 
ranne all along by the banke ofthis riuer euen till where it falleth into the mainefea, as our faid 
authour prooueth , bythetcftimonyofMarius Aretiusin his defcription ofSpaine,of Annius 
Viterbius, andFlorianodeCampointhe4o.chapterofhisfourthbooke; andlikewifeinthe 
third chapter of his fourth booke. Itis very vneuen , and mounteinous, or euery where full ofdry barreinhils and daks-, 
and therfbre much of it, by reafon it wanreth water , is wafte and notinhabited. Their Villages and townes, ( efpecially 
the greater and better fort of them, ) are fituate vpon the Sea, or vpon fome great riuer not farre from thence, except San- 
tiago, Lugo , and Mondon edo with one or two more. Yet, which is very ftrange , heere are bred fuch woonderfull (lore 
of horfes,that that fable,which reporteth that hereabouts in Spaine the mares conceiue with foale by vertue ofthe windc, 
may feemetobe fomething probable. Yea and this our authour Fernandez Oiea, faith,that ithath great ftore ofcattell, 
and of all manner of Deere afwell for necelTary prouifion and maintenance of the houfe , as for game and difporte for the 
nobility and gentry ofthe land. But ofFifh heere taken, not only in the Sea but alfo in the frefh riuers, there is fuch va- 
riety and woonderfull ftore that it is from hence conueighed to moft places throughout all Spaine. Itjhath many hot 
bathes , and other fprings and waters of rare and foueraigne venues. It yeeldeth great plenty of wine, and that fb good, 
efpecially that which is made about Orenlc and Riuadauia, that it is transported from hence farre and necrc into all coun- 
tries Chriftian. It offordeth much good fruite of all forts, but efpecially of Limons andOrcnges. Silkc and Flax, arc vc- 
rie great and gainefull commodities vnto the inhabitants. Heere were lometime, as Pliny teftifieth, very rich Mines of 
gold. AndNiger writeth that,amongft the Artabri,(whoinhabited notfarrefrom Cape finifter,) theriuers and brooks 
did bring downe, after any great ftore of raine, Earth mingled with Siluer, Tynne and Gold-ore : yea and that the Ibile 
heere was fo fertile of Gold , Copper and Lead , thatofttimes the husbandmen with theirploughes didturne vp great 
cloddes ofgood gold. Yet weknownow, fattbMaginus, that the Mines ofthiscountry at this day are ofno great ac- 
count. It hath alfo fome quarreis of fine marble. Pedro de Medina reckoneth vp threefcore Cities and townes of note in 
Galizia, ofwhich thefe following are the moft famous and renowmcd, and therefore the more worthy the fpeaking ofin 
this place. Composteua,3 goodly city fituate betweene the two riuers Sar, and Sarela , is now commonly called 
and knowen by the name of Santiago, Saint leame/es, forthatthe body ofthe glorious Apoftle Saint lames , elder 
brother to lohn the EuangeIift,who firft preached the gofpel heere and planted Chriftianity amongft the Spaniards,lieth 
heere interred : and in honour ofthis bleffed Apoftle,by the confent generally of all, Prince, Nobles and Prelates, it was 
Jong fince adorned with the title and dignity of Metropolitan. This by- word is common amongft the Spaniards , That 
there be three Apoftolicall Churches in the world moft renowmed and famous, Saint Peters in Rome, Saint Ieamfes in 
Spaine, and Saint Iohns in Ephefus. They commonly hold, that the firft Church that euer was built in Spaine,was that 
of ourLady in Saragofa, the (econd was this of Saint lames. Heere alfo is a goodly Vniuerfity and fchoole of good lear- 
ning , where all the Liberall Sciences are profelTed and taught , and many ftudents are brought vp and maintained vntill 
they come to be of age and abilitie for publike feruice either in the Church or Commonwealth. The G r o 1 n e, is a very 
goodly towne, fituate in an ifthmos or demy-ile, betweene two baies or creeks of the fea , whereof the one is held to be 
one of the beft hauens of the world : And therefore heere for the moft parte of the Kings fhips, in time of peace doc lie at 
anchor. L v g o, one of the principall cities of all Galizia, ftandeth vpon the Mifio , not farre from Caftro de Rey where 
this riuer arifeth. Itis very ancient,and was out ofdoubtjsnowen to the Romans,at fuch time they bore thefway in thefe 
parts : yet there be (bine which doethinkeitto hauebeene built bythe Vandals, long fince the decay ofthat eftate. 
MoNDoNNEsois afaire city feated vpon a little riuer toward the Northren fea coaft, not farre from Riuadeo. It was 
aunciently called GUndomiro. Orens e , fituate vpon the riuer Mifio, is a very great and large citie. The wines that arc 
heere made , are counted to be of the beft, and equall to thofe ofRiuadauia. Some thinke that it was in old time called 
K^iurit, yet the Romans, asitisprobable,calleditL^j«<^C4//^, ofthe hotte bathes, which heere are founde,and are 
now ofthe Spaniards called Burgas. Tvy, or, as fome write it, Tuyd, built alfo vpon the riuer Mifio, not farre from the 
roaine Sea, was firft founded, as they fable by certaine Greeks, who came hither from Troy withDiomedes. Lucius 
Marineus Siculus maketh Bvrgos tobea city of Galizia. Hiswords arethefe: Burgos,faithhe,isavery famous and 
ancientcity ofGalizia inSpainc. Itwasfometime, as fome authoursreporte, called Mafburgi, Lkonitiurgis,BrAuum s 
and t^fuct, or as Pliny writeth it, Ceuc*. It is a very rich and popuIouscitie,much reforted vnto by Gentlemen and Mar- 
chants : ofthe onefbrte for pleafure, ofthe other for profit ; and therefore it is euery day greatly enlarged with goodly 
and fumptuous newe buildings. If thou defire more ofthis city, I wifh thee to rcpaire to George Braun his Theater of the 
chiefe cities of theworld : Ifmoreofthiskingdome,read Peter AeMciinzhh LaiGrandezaiycof^riotabilesdeEJJ/ana^of 
the ftrange and memorable things of Spaine; and I make no doubt, if not with truthesand good hiftoricalldiicourfes,yet 
withtcdioustalesandfablesjthoufhalthauethybelliefull. ... 




FRANCE. 
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The Duchie of L I M B O R G H, 

in the Low Countries. 

I E r m a n i a I k f e » i o *, or, as we now call it , The Low countries, is at this day diuided into 
j thefe feuentccne prouinces : to wit, fbure Duchies, Brabant, Limbourgh , Lukenburgh & Guel- 
•derland : feuen 0>*/»//«, or Earldomes, Flanders, Arrois, Heinault, Holland, Zeland,Narnur H 
! and Zurphen : o,.e Marauifate , commonly called The Marquifate of the Sacred Empire : fiue 
Grand Signeories, Frizeland, Mechlin, Vtreckt,Ouer-ifTeI,andGroninghen. Ofthe moftof 
thefe we hane in che former fpoken feuerally and at large, oncly of Limborgh, which although 
it be one of the Icaft, yet in honor and dignity not the Ieaft,we haue hitherto fpoken little or no- 
thing. The Dukedome of L imbovrgh, therefore,is a very little prouince/ituate in the mid- 
deft bctweene the Duchie of Gulich, Gelderland, the Bifhopricke of Leege and Lutzenburge: 
The citieLimburgh, or as they vulgarly call it Lympurch, the chiefe to wne of this prouincc and 
whereof it tooke the name , ftandeth vpon the riuer WcfTe, or Wefdo, as they name it, and is diftant from Aix three 
leagues, but from Lcige it is foure at the leaft or fomewhat more. It is a very ftrong towne both by nature and arte : For 
being built vpon the riling of a ftony hill, it is enclofcd round with a very defenfible wall, garded heere and there with di- 
ticn ftrong towers, befide a goodly large Caftleall of free fbnc vpon the toppeofthe hill. The foliation and profped of 
this citie is moft pleafant and commendable. Foratthcfooteofthehill, atthc townes fide, runneth the riuer, vnro 
which adioineth a goodly fertile plainc where daily great ftorc ofcattell are kept and mainteined to the great commodity 
andgainc of the inhabitants round about. This city is not ancient, nor once mentioned by any old writer,as D.Remade 
Fufch, a learned Phyfician, this countriman borne, plainly confefTeth , and yet he faith that hee had diligently fearched 
andturnedouera]lauthoiirs,whoeitherof'fetpurpolc,orbythcway, haue handled that kind of argument. Thefoilcis 
very good and ferrile,both for corne and pafture,efpecially about Heruey, a fine village not farre from Clermont. Oncly 
wine it yecldeth none at all ; but in fled of that , they make of barley fteeped and fodden , a kinde of very ftrong drinke, 
which will afloonc make the toffe-pot drunkc, as the ftrongeft wine in France. Lewis Guicciardinc wrircth thar , about 
halfca Dutch mile off, from this towne, there is a Mine or quarry of (tone, that is very like to mettall : of Pliny, in the 10. 
Chapter of the foure and thirtieth booke of his Naturall hiftorie it is called Lapis xrofus, Cadmia, and lapis calaminxris ( if 
I be nordeceiued ) The braffc ftone, or Coppcrore. D. Fufch teftifieth that it hath alfo diuerle veines of Lead and Iron; 
A kinde of blacke ftone cole, like vnto that which we heerecall Seacoale , of a fulphurous nature , a good fucll and much 
vfed of Farriers and Smithes , is in diners placesof the country digged out of the ground in great abundance. Moreouer 
heere are found diners forts of ftone,not much vnlike to Marble or Iafper party coloured, very beautiful and good for buil- 
ding. This countrey at the firft was no more but a County or Earldome : vntillthatFredericke, fiirnamedBarbarofTo, 
in thcycere of our Lord 1171. graced it with the title and dignity of a Duchie. The firft Duke that enioied this honor was 
Henry the Firft, lineally defcended from Henry the Fourth , that valiant and religious Emperour. Atlength Henry the 
Second Duke of Limburgh , dying without heite male, Iohn the Firft Duke of Brabant, about the yeere after Chrifts in- 
carnation 1 193 , by right of inheritance claimed the fame,and by dint of fworde,driuing out Reynold Earle of Gelderland, 
theVfurpcr, obteinedit, fince whofe daies it hath becne quietly poffefted by the houfe of Brabant. Therefore foriuftice 
in ciuill caufes, not only Limburg, but alfo Faulconburg,Dalem and other liberties and free townes beyond the Mofe,do 
come to the courts of Brabant, which ordinarily are held at Bruflels : otherwifc for ecclefiafticall iurifdidion they doe be- 
longtothedioceffesofthatBifhopofLeigc. But befide this dukedome ofLimburgh there are diners other Iurfdidions 
and Signioriesdefcribed in this Charte-.of the which thefe following arc the chiefe,whereofit fhalnot be amiflc to fpeakc 
, awordortwo. Fauleonburgh , (falckembourgkh called of the Dutch, but of the French, Fattquemont) is 3 veryprety 
towne , which hath iurifdidion and command ouer a large circuite of ground conteining many fine villages. It is three 
great Dutch miles from Aix.and buttwo fmall miles from Maftricht. It was conqueredand taken by Iohn the third,Duke 
of Brabant ; who ouercame Ramot the Lot d of Fauleonburgh ,a troublefome man,that at that time laid feege to Maftricht 
and had much and oft vexed the country round about him. D a l e u is a prety fine towne, with a Caftle, but of no great 
ftrcngth. It is three long miles from Aix, and two from Liege : Itwashonourcd with the title of an Earldome, andhad 
iurifdidion and command ouer many villages and a great circuit of ground vp as high as the riuer of Mofe. Henry the Se- 
cond, Duke of Brabant conquered it and adioined it to his dominions. R o 1 d v c k, or, as Guicciardin calleth it Rhode, 
le-duc, is an ancient little towne with an old Caftle, about one long Dutch mile, as the forenamed authour would haue ir, 
from Faulconburg : y e: this our Mappe maketh it about two. AixorAix L a c h a p e 1 l a , if we may beleeue Mun- 
fter, was that which theLatines called Aqnifgranumto much fpoken of and mentioned in the ftories of Charles the Great 
and others of thofe times. Otherswotlld haueit tobethatwhich Ptolcmey inthe 9 chapter of the fecond booke of his 
Geography calleth Veterra, and where he faith the thirtieth Legion, called Vlpia legio did refide. Limprand nameth it Fa- 
hst de Grass, Wnegmon, Palais de eaux, that is, the Water palace; which in my judgement fcemcrh mod probable ; be- 
caufel find that that city in Pronence in France which the Romans called i^fqut SextU , the Frenchmen do at this day 
call ^Aix. This city is fituate betweene Brabant,Limburgh, the Duchie of Gulicke,and thcBifhopricke of Liege. Some 
rhinkethat it was deftroiedand laid lcuell with thegroundby Attilakingofthe Humes : others thinke that it was fii ft 
founded by Charles the Great. But to leaueall thefe as doubtfull, this is cett eine that it ftandeth in a moft pleafant plainc 
u ^ altl, f u ". and ^ veet an airc ' as an y ma V. *>e elfwhcre found in thefe parts. That faire Church , of our Sauiour and 
the blefied Virgin his mother , was built by this Emperour, and by him was endowed with great lands, priuiledges, ma- 
ny holy and precious rcliques brought thithet from fundry places ofthe world. Beams Rhenanus writeth that Charles 
the Great made it the head and chicfccity ofthe kingdome of France, and generally ofall the wholeEmpirc,thcordmary 
Courtandplace of refidence for the Emperour in thefe Wefterne parts ofthe fame. Moreouerhc ordained that heere 
the Emperour mould , by the Bifhop of Collen, Metropolitan of this prouincc, be crowned with a crown of Iron : at 
Millan, with a crowne of Sillier ; and at Rome with a crowne of Gold. Ouer one ofthe doorcs ofthe To wne-houfe are 
. written thefe fix Latine vwfcs,Carolus infignem reddens hanc condiditvrbcm, guam libertauit pofl Romam : confiituatdo, 
gindfit trans Alpes hie temper regiafeles : Vt caput vrbs cutset* colat banc, & Gallia ton. Gaudet Aquifgranum pro. cunclis 
munerecUrum/gutpriutimpcrij leges nunc laur eat alms. And ouer another doore, thefe two, Hie fedesregni tram ■^fi- 
fes habeatttr, Caput omnium cmitatum, & prouinciarum Galltx. This famo us Emperour hauing reigned ouer the French- 
men 47-ycares and wornc the imperial! diadem r 4. ended his life in the yeere of our Lord 8 1 3 . and was heere enrcrrcd in 
a tombe ofMarble, in our Ladies Church with this plaine epitaph ■, Caroli Ma^ni Chriftianifimi, Romanortim ImperatorU 
Corpus hocconditumrf fepulchro. That is , the body of Charles the Great , Emperour of the Romans, lieih heere inter- 
red in this tombe. Thus farrc Guicciardinc, to whom I '.villi thee torcpaireiftnoudefircalarger difcourfc of thefe par-

En<difh They call it fiH buC of the Wclth mcn " 15 ciUed ?® u *i Gubdlcltar ' ,° ' 7?7 ^ 
of Kybi. In this .land is ; ^» , which within thefc three or foure hundred yeeres was the chiefe feat 
w lJeordinarilytheKing of Northvvales , (Gwynedia, or as fome barbaroufly write u^nc^/a) didrehde 
and keepe his Co urt. This iland, for the bigneffe of«, mamtemeth and breedeth much cattelhndfeepe 
It yeerely yeeldeth fuch plentie of thai , that in icfpeft of that fertility it is commonly called Themotlxr of 
Wales. They haue little wood here growing : yet euery day the bodies of huge trees, with their roots, and 
firretrees of a woonderfull length and bigneffe, are Wbythe inhabitants found and digged out of he 
earth in diners places, in low grounds and champion fields. The people fpea^ 
themoftparttLydonomiderftandonewo^^^ 

dred yeeres and more beenembiecl, as the reft of Waleshath beeor, to the 30ngs and Qowne of England. 
But now let vs come to the other iland, to which alfo Polydorc Virgil hath not long fince without any 
-round or cood authorise, giuen the name of M o n a. Thatftandeth in the middeft of the maine fea, 
diftant from the neereft place of England at the leaft flue and twentie miles. It is almoft as bigge as that o- 
ther but it is farremore barren and wafte, and thofe men thatare borne and bred there, are weake and no- 
Thin* fo fit for the wanes and feruice in the field , only thofe excepted that are fent thither by the Earle of 
.Barbie , to whom this ile doth by right of inheritance from his anceftours belong. They do fpeake the 
Scotilhlan-uage, or the Irifb, as you pleafe to callit, for they be both one. The one is as farre from Ire- 
land as the other. Thefe things beingtaught and conceiued, let vs now heare what the Romans haue writ- 
ten of Mona. The firft authour that euer made mention of it, as I remember, was Caefar ; next after him, 
Pliny and Dion Cafsius: Butthev doe but name it only, and withall affirme ittobefituatein the maine fea 
bctwccnc Finland and Ireland.' Thus much we both confefle. Cornelius Tacitus , a very learned man, 
and one that by mcanes of lulius Agricola , his father in law, very well knew the ftate of Bntame then, of 
the fituauon and diftance of Mona from the Continent, teacheth vs many things making much to this our 
purpofe. Therefore let vs liften awhile to that which he fpeaketh in the fourteenth booke of his Annals : 
hut then Th« Taulinm Suetonius lieutenant of Britaine, one that for his great experience and knowledge ofmbtarie matters, 
popular fame , and equation amongft the meaner fort of men , (Uich for the moft part fuffereth no man of rare virtues and

Therefore he maketh «rcat preparation, and prouideth all things neceffanefor the ajfault and taking of the iland Mo- 
rn, a place not oily by nature , 'but alfo by reafon of the multitude of people thick do there inhabit , veryfirong and def enable, 
nndn indeed the fanEluane and place of common refuge for all fuch a* runne away from their Captemes or Commanders He 
cm fed boats to be made tub fiat bottomes , becaufe the fea there neere the fore is rverie fhallow , and eumethert zfull of fiats 
and Ih'-f Thus they conueyed oner the footmen, the horfmen followed them partly Trading throw the fords and fallow pia* 
ce< an ! party fxvimmm* there the Waters tere more deepe. Vpon the fhore, to empeach our landing, a very great ■arnue,

tknlJes as if they hd tdlnvdy offered their throats to the enemie -.yet at length by the exhortation and encouragement of the 
Gernall and one animattm anil heartening on another, that they might not feme to be afrayd of a compame offeehe tomen and 
other f-litik People , thy adiumce forward the ftanderd , display- their banners , andfuch as offered to reftU , they beat to the 
<>mai\ v I fore thnn to runne into their owne fires. This bang done, he placed gawfons in Mr tomes and villages , and 
1-aufed the* toods to be cut downe andvtterlie defroyed; thich, by reafon of their cruell ceremonies andfupeftiomfacrifices 
there off red, tere by them efeemed holy. For they accounted it law full to embrue their altars tth the blood of their captmes, and 
to /eek to know the fecret counfell of the etemall God and euents to come by the entrailes and bowels of mm. Thou hearelt, 
^nde Reader, how the footmen followed the horfmen in the foords and fhallowes, and where the water 
was more deepe, they fvvomme ouer with the horfes. The fame Authour alfo, fettmg forth, in the lire or 
lulius Areola, the fame Agricola s voyage into this iland, writeth on this maner : M o nam mjulam, cuius 
poffefi:ommreuocatwnTaulmum,<src. Thus tranflated by the learned SirHenrieSauile (for I know not whe- 
ther Great Tacitus fcorneth any other interpreter or no) He deliberated to conquer the tlandUom: fromthepoj- 
feSiott thereof, as before I haue rehearfed, faulliniis tvs reuoked by the generall rebellion of Britanie : (But as ma purpofe not 
purpofed before, flips kiw tanthw, the policie andrejoluteneffe of the Captaine deuifed a paffage, commandmg the moft cboife 
of the Jules, to thorn alltk flmllowes tere knowen , andtho after the vfe of their countrey tere able mfwimrmngtogouerm 
tkmfelues tith armour and horfes, laying afide their cariage, to put ouer at once, and fnddenly to inuadethenf V V bub tkmgfo 
amafedtheenemie, attendmg orfhpsTnd^hpromfonbyf^ 

tlJclHmefomindedtota1re,LylnonUymtreated^ Tim Jgricola at hs firft entrance tnto 

his prouince (tlnch time others con ftmemvameoftentation and ambition feekingo^ 

and darners, became famous indeed and oforeat reputation. Here thou feeft againe, how the fouldiers gat into Mo- 
na by fwimmin- without the helpe of anv fhips or boats. Neither did this our authour heare this from the 



report of any obfeure fellow of little knowledge and leffe vnderftanding in thefe matters, but cuen from the 
mouth of Agricola himfelre, his wiues father, a man very famous, and one that was the Generall and chiefe 
commander in this voyage. Butmarke* I pray you, how Polydore Virgil anfwereth all this : For thus he 
writeth in the full booke of his Hifforie ot England. This fometime (he fpeaketh of Mona) was feuered 
from Britaine by a very narrow arme of the fea , fo that fo oft as the fea did ebbe , which heere at all times 
maketh very high tides, it was fo neere to die Continent, that men might go thither widiout boats. And 
againe, a little beneath he writerh thus of it : See, faythhe, what continuance of time can bring to parte* 
That iland is now flue and twentie miles from any part of England , which fometime was fcarfe one mile 
from it. What will not malice, and a croffe humour alwaies oppofing it felfe againft other mens opinions, 
although neuer fo much turning to his owne difgrace and difcredit , yea euen in the belt wits , force a man 
to do I This Italian dreameth of a ftrange inundation and ouerfiowing of the fea, whereof neuer any Hi- 
ftorian , Latine, Englifh , Irifh or Scotifh euer Ipake , I dare auouch , one word : and that which is moft 
ftrange of all, the countrey people neuer haue heard, as feemeth, from dieir anceftours, ot any fuch kinde 
of drowning. He complaineth alfo of the ftiaightnefle of that other iland, and of the fcarfitie of Corne and 
Wood. Where alfo I could wifh that the Authour had had a little more difcretion and honeftie : For this 
iland (I meane his Anglifea, which indeed is the true Mona) is about flue and twentie Englifh miles long, 
and fixteene miles ouer , euery mile containing one thoufand and two hundred Geographicall pafes. 
Therefore it conteineth in compaffe well neere threefcore and twelue Italian miles : For in fome places it is 
not full fixteene miles ouei\ That which he fpeaketh of the fcarfitie of wood here , it is very true : For Ta- 
citus reporteth that the woods were cut downe and deftroyed by the Romans , an infinite number of the 
bodies of which , as I haue fhe wed before , couered with earth and hid within the ground , are at this day 
by the countrey people found in fundryplaces of the ile. And that there haue beene woods here within 
thefe foure hundred yeeres or thereabouts , it is very manifeft by our hiftories. Of the barrennefle of this 
Hand I know not well what to fay, feeing that he is not afhamed to write that which all men do know to be 
moft falfe : For fuch is the ferdlitie of this iland, that our people vfe to fay prouerbially , that Anglefey is the 
mother of Wales (Man mam Gymry.) Moreouer,the inhabitants (for their proportion, and ftate of our coun- 
trey) are verie wealthie , and withall, ftout and valiant , as appeareth out of the Englifh Hiftoriographers : 
For the Englifh men haue oft times aflaulted this iland by fea , and laboured to get the poffefsion thereof, 
but all in vaine : For they haue been alwaies there flaine, or put to the worff . This, Hugh Earle of Shrcwf- 
burie and Arundell there flaine , can teftifie to be true. This alfo Henrie the naturall fonne of Henrie the 
Firft , with many noble men with him there flaine can well teftifie. [ How true this is I can not tell ; but 
this I finde, that two Hughs of the Norman blood, die one Earle of Chefter, the other Earle of Shrewsbu- 
rie , did enter this iland, greatly vexe the inhabitants ; and that they might the better retaine them in due 
obedience, did build the caftle at Aber Lhienioc : and of thefe two, Hugh Earle of Chefter was indeed there 
flaine : but how ? not in the entrance or afiault of the ile , but in the defence of it after he had gotten quiet 
poffefsion of the fame • yet not by the Welfh men , but by the Norweighians , who vnder the conduct of 
Magnus their Generall landed heere , flew many of the people, robbed the countrey , and departed wida 
great fpoile. Of that Henrie I finde not one word in others*] What fhouldlfaymore ? Polydore Vugils 
Mona diftant from the coaft of Britaine twentie flue miles , no whit bigger than this , but much more bar- 
ren, and fuch as breedeth a weaker kinde of men defcended from the Irifh,euen by the iudgement of Poly- 
dore himfelfe, doth now renounce the title ofMona. Butwhat other men alfo do thinke of this matter,let 
ys heare in few words. Ptolemey the Prince of Geographers, vpon the Eaft fide of Ireland placeth foure i- 
lands, M o nar i n a (or as other copies do xeaa\e,Monaida) Mona, Adros and Lymnos. Thetwo 
latter are very well knowen vnto vs at this day ; for that indeed they doe ftill reteine thofe auncient names. 
Adros of our countrey men is called Ynys ador, that is, as the words doe fignifie, Tlx iland of birds. Lymnos 
they now call Mi, which the Englifh men call Bardefey, that is, as he would faine interpret it , hfula $ardo. 
rum, The Bardes iland. [But I doubt whether our Saxons did euer vnderftand what the Britons Hardi 
meant : yet of this I am fure , that the learned M. Camden in his Britannia is of another opinion.] Of the 
other two then,the one muff of necefsity beour Mona.the other Polydores Mona. Monaria is by Ptolemey 
placed much farther Northward than Mona, and Mona hee maketh to lie fomewhatmore Eafterly than 
Monaria : For this, Monaria, I meane, orMonaceda, as Ptolemey es copies vulgarly haue it, lieth, as he wri- 
teth, from the Canaries Eaftward 17 degrees and 40 minutes, butvp fohighinto the North, that the pole 
there is eleuated aboue the horizontal degrees and $0 minutes : when as the other, to wit, Mona, heth 
from the Canaries but 1 5 degrees , and from the North but 57 degrees and 40 minutes. Polydores Mona 
leaneth both more toward the North and Eaft than ours doth : Therefore it is Ptolemeys Monaria that he 
fpeaketh of, not Ptolemeys Mona. And this ourMonafhall ftill reteine that ancient name of Mona, which 
Ptolemey g'aue vnto it in his time. This we haue colle&ed out of forreine hiftories : Now let vs come to 
our owne Writers, who I thinke, in a matter of names of places in their owne country and language ought 
rather to be beleeued than an Italian , a meere ftranger borne and brought vp beyond the feas, farrefrom 
this our countrey. But that thefe things may the better be vnderftood, fome few lines are here by the way 
to be inferted. All men do know and confeffethis to be true , that the Britons , before the entrance of the 
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EmsHh or S^onrM pofieffe Ms whole iland : vntill fuch time as being by them conquered and fuodued, 
theV w ere f orced to abandon the better part of the lame , leaning it to the ponefsion ox their enemies •, and 
to content themfelues * ith the Weftern parts only : And they being thus leated, were called by the names 
or the pkees were they dwelt , as tor example thole which pofleiled Cambria , were namedC^r, : thofe 
which inhabited CornL , were knowen and called by the name of the Qrnp \ et the Engh,hmej did, 
after the maner of the Dutch (who name the French and Italians, Wf>) call them all generally mifmcn : 
Addinz fo, -difference ftke the names of the countries, as it is maniieft by thofe hiftones, winch yet are ex- 
tant, written in the Saxon tongue. For thofc our*!*, are in them called WaU : and the Cornoui, Com. 
waU : aoc, as the vnlearned do thinke, LwmgM*. Neither can I withinence ouerpafle thatfhameleiTe im- 
pudeucieot Polydore, who braggcth that he was the firft that euer found this out, and committed the fame 
to writing ; when it is moil ccrteine that he Hole this etymologic and reafon why this our countnc was cal- 
led Wales, out of Sy Inciter Giraldus. But, that I may returne vnto that where I left, tlie Welfhmen being 
thus cooped vp into a corner, did notwithftanding reteine the ancient Bntifh tongue : fo that the Coun- 
tries Cities, Ruiers, Hands, and people of Britaine, are by the Welllimen called by thofe names whereby 
they'were knowen and called at fuch time as they poffeffed the whole, For our countrey people , fuch I 
meane as are borne and brought vp farre within the land > do not know what the name of an Englifh man 
doth meane, but all the Englifh they do generally terme Saitfon, that is 3 Saxons, (for they haue no x ) Ens- 
land they call by the ancient nameLboegcr : Wales, Qmbri : Cornwall) Qorniw : Scotland^ Jlban : Ireland, 
Juerdbon : and indeed fome old Writers do write the name of this iland not Hibernia, but Iuernia, as M. Cam- 
den fheweth at large in his Britannia. So alfo we doe ftill call all the Cities of England by thofe names 
whereby they were fometime called before the entrance of the Saxons. But let vs come againe to Mona. 
Our countreymcn and the inhabitants of this ile (fpeaking now at this day the ancient Britifh tongue) doc 
know no other name of 'it than M o n , for fo they all generally call it. Polydore Virgil callethit An g le- 
s e a , that is, The Englifh ile. I grant diat this iland being fubdued by the Englifh men,was beautified and 
graced with their name,and that the Englifh men do fo call it I do not denie. But, I pray thee,did the Eng- 
Jifli men firft defcrie this ilands wasit neuer feene before , or had it no name at all before their comrmng? 
Hearc'c thou Polydore, bethinke thy felfe ; thou mayeil afwell fay that England is not that land which was 
fometime called Britannia, nor that was not Gallia, which now we call France. Nay, which is a greater mat- 
ter than this, and more ftrange , the inhabitants of this ile (notwithftanding they be fubieft to the crownc 
of England) do neither know what England or an Englifh man doth meane : For an Englifh man they call 
Sots, (but in the plurall number fpeaking of more than one , Satflon) and this their natmc countrey they 
name Men. Moreouer, that faire citie built vpon that arme of the fea or frith, aboue mentioned, on the o- 
ther fide ouer againft the Weft part of this iland, is called Caeraruon, that is, The citie vpon Mon : For Caer, 
in our language fignifieth a walled towne ; (%ir, in Hebrew is a wall, and Kartha, in thofe Eafterne tongues 
is a walled citie : ) J>; is as much to fay, as Vpon : and as for the <x>, in the laft fyllable, for m, that is the pro- 
pnetie of the language in fome cafes : for in all words beginning with m, in conference of fpeech, that let- 
ter, after fome certeine confonants is changed into n> , for which our nation doth alwayesvfe / : becau/e 
that a s with them is cuermore a vowell : So we call Wednefday (Diem Mercury) t>,e MerderM Wednefday 
nioht Nos Fcrckr. Mary , we call Mair 5 but for our Ladies church we write and pronounce Ummr. Nei- 
ther is this citie only thus named, but euen that whole trad of the continent of Britaine that runneth along 
by it is called Aruon\ thatis, Oppofiteor oueragainft Mon. Butlet it be, thatthis iland was not that Mona 
fo oft mentioned by the ancients, then ought Polydore for his credits fake haue found anodier name for it, 
and not to haue left it wholly nameleffe. Now let vs come vnto the other ,which our countreymen do call 
M e n a w : and which all the inhabitants generally alfo die Englifh and Scots (reteining the Welfh name, 
but cutting it fomewhat fhorter) M a n. Therefore there is no man, for ought I know,-befide this proud 
Italian, and one Hc&oi Bo ethius, a loud liar, that euer called this iland by the name of Mona. But leauing 
thefe demonftrable arguments , which indeed do make this matter more cleere than the noone day, let vs 
come vnto authorities and teftimonies of learnedmen, which in fome cafes are rather beleeued than any o- 
ther arguments whatfoeuer : by thefe I doubt not but the true and proper name {hall be giuen to ech of 
thefe ilands, and the controueriie decided without any maner of contradiction. There is a piece of Gildas 
Britannus, that ancient writer, a man euery kinde of way learned, at this day remaining, in the Librane of 
the illuftrious Earle of Arundell , the only learned Noble man of his time ; in which he hath thefe wordes : 
England hath three ilands belonging to it : Wight, ouer againit the Armoricanes, or Bretaigne in France : 
The fecond lieth in the middeft of the fea betweene Ireland and England. The Latine Hiftorians doe call 
it Etibonid, but vulgarly in our mother tongue we call it Man A w. Thou heareft, gentle Reader, a natu- 
rallWelfh man fpeaking in the Welfh tongue : For thus we call Polydore Virgils Mona in our natitie lan- 
guage euen at this day. Moreouer , the reuerend Beda, that worthy Englifhman, famous thorow all Chri- 
ftenclome in hisdayes for all maner of literature and good learning, in the ninth chapter of the fecond 
• booke of his Hiftorie writeth thus : At which time alfo the people of Northumberland Jordan Humbrp 
that is, all that nadon of the Angles which did inhabit vpon the North fide of the nuer Humbcr, with Ed- 
win their kin", by the preaching of Paulinus (of whom we haue fpoken a little before) was conuerted vnto

Here I do thinke that tor M- 
wnue, it ought to be written Menauu : feeing that there is fuchfmali d.ftcrence betweene in n and a « tint 
they may eahly be mil taken and one put tor another. Moreouer, Henry Archdeacon of HuntiiWon/a 
worthy Hiftonographer , who wrote about the yeere of our Lord 1 140 , one that folio wed Beda 111 many 
things almoft toot tor toot, doth feeme alfo to correct this fault, and cleere the doubt. For he fctuW forth 
the greareommand and conquefts of this Edwine King of the Northumbers , brufteth out into thefe 
word,: Edu^yn the king ot the Northumbers ruled ouer all Britaine , notonly ouer thatpart which was 
inhab tedottheEngliih, butouer that alio which was poddled of theBritons, Kent only exo ' " 
ouer, he brought the ile Menati'ui, which lieth between Ireland and Britaine, and is commonly 
V'nder the o hedimrrnt t Up lfi'nm «f c.,~l„„J 11 i_ /\ 1 . . 1 ■ ^ ... . ' 
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and which Polydore Virgil falfly calleth Mona) the Englifh name : for it is commonly, fayth hi , called 
Man: by winch name it is knowen & called at this day ofall the Englifh. Belides this alio Ranulph of Che- 

tcr .n the foure and fortieth chapter of the firft booke of his Polychronicon , doth thus fpeake of thofe i- 
ianu S which are neere neighbours vnto Britaine : Britaine , fayth he , hath three ilands Iv.ng not fan e off 
from it (be hde the Orkney jles) which doe feeme to anfwer vnto the three principall parts of the lame : For 
Zlu^l |'a 1Y ^ dv P° nthec ° aftof ^> whichnowiscalledEngland (An^a:) Mona which the 
EnghOi call Anglifea, perteined, V n t0 Qmki*, thatis, to Wales : Buttle ile E vb on i a, wliich hath two

(PeHa Man,aMom) are almoft all of one bigneffe, and conteining the like ouantide o ground. Thuslrr

write it Menaura, do feeme to allude to the Welfh nameMw, : but this is it which we would haue thee I 
igently to obferue, that none of them do call ,t Mona. By thefe arguments and teftimonies it is manifeft 
that Mona is that iland which the inhabitants (as I hauefhewed before) doe at this day namcMona, or Mon 
acknowledging no other name , and is that which of the Englifh is called Anglifea : but the other, which 
1 ofydore Virgil and fuch as doe loue with him to wallow in the mire , rather than to feeke for the cleere 
ftreames doe call Mona is-of Gildas called Eubonia , ofHenry Huntington Menauia , and of others Mania 
Here I will conclude this difcourfe with this one teftimonie, which may indeed woorthily ftand for many • 
to wit, this of Syluefter Girald a Welfh man borne, a man no leffe famous for his learning, than for his no- 
ble birth : For he was defcended from that noble houfe of the Giralds , to whom the Kings of England are 
beholding for that footing which they haue in Ireland. Moreouer , he was greatly beloued of Henrie the 
lecond King of England and was afterward Secretarie to King Iohn his fonne . whofe name alfo is very fa- 
mous and oft mentioned in the Popes Decretals : For being but bifhop of S: Dauids in Wales, he did not- 
withftanding contend with the Archbifhop of Canturburie about the prerogatiue & primacy : This man,I 
ay, in that his booke which he intituled Itinemrium <Balwmi Arcbiepifcopi Cantuanenfts, a ucem in infidcles per Cam* 
bnamprtdtcann, The lournall or trauels of Baldwin Archbifhop of Canturbury , when as he preached the 
Golpell and crofte of Chnft againft the Infidels thorowout all Wales (whofe company he neuer forfooke 
inallthatperegrination) W ritethdiusoftheileMoNA. On the morrow we paffed by the caftle of Caer- 
aruon, and from thence thorow the valleys andfteepe hilles and mountaines we came vnto Bangor, where 
we were moft kindly entertemed of the bifhop (whofe name was Gwian , who was almoft contained to 
take vp the crofte ot Chnft) with a great lamentation and fhout ofall forts of people both men and wo- 
men. From thence, crofsing a vety narrow arme of the fea , we pafled ouer to Mona, an iland lyin-r a - 
bouttwo miles oft from the maine land Here Rothericke the yonger fonne of Owen came very deuout- 
ly with all the people of that ile and of the countreys round about him, ' to meet vs. There they makin- as 
it were a theater of the craggie rocks, by the preaching of the Archbifhop, and of Alexander the Archdea- 
con of that place, many were wonne vnto the crofte and to beleeue in Ielus Chrift , but certeine yon* men 
luftie-bloods, of the feruants and followers of Rothericke, which fate oueragainft vs, would by no meane-' 
be drawen to beare the crofte. Of thefe fome, within a little while after, following certeine thceues or free- 
booters, being flaine outright.others hurt and dangeroufly wounded,did of the/ownehcads lav a world- 
y crofte one vpon anothers backe. Rothericke was married to Prince Reefe's dlghter, who was allied to 
him in the thud degree: her, by no admonitions, he could be made to put a\|ay from him, hopn^that 
byher meanes he fhould the better be able to defend himfeife againft his broth|rs children, whom he had 
dilhented and put by their lands and poffefsions : notwithftanding it fell out/*ontrary to his expectation, 
torwithin awhile after they recouered all againe out of his hands. s ,This Iland hath three hundred three 
and fortie villages or farmes , yet it is efteemed but at three Cantreds. Britaine hath three ilands lying not 
lan e oft from it , all almoft of like cpntiue and bigneffe : FPfyht, vpon the South ;Mon, vpon the 7/cft • 
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and Mm , vpon the Northwefh The two former are very ncere to the continent , the amies of the fea by 
which they are Jeuered horn England,bcing but very narrow and not tarre ouer. The third which is called 
Man, lieth mid way betweene Viltcr, a prouince of Ireland, and Gallawey of Scotland. Mona, or Mon, or 
the inhabitants, by rcafon ot the great plenty ot wheat which it yeeldeth ordinarily euery yeere , is called 
The mother ol Wales. And a little beneath , the lame Authour writeth thus of this iland : HughEarleof 
Shrewsbury and Arundcll, with Hugh Earle of Chclter, entring this iland by force, did fhut dogs all nia;ht 
in the church ot Feiridanke , which the next morning were found all ftarke madde ; and he himlelte after- 
ward by the inhabitants of the Orkeney iles, comming thither as pirats and fea-robbers, vuder die leading 
of Magnus their captaine, being (hot in the ey e (\\ hich part of his body only was vnarmed and fubieel: to 
the enemies weapon) fell itone dead from the decke ot the fhippe into the fea : which Magnus beholding 
cried out in the Danifli language , Lett hope , that is as much to fay in Englifh , Let him leape. Moreouer, 
Henry the Second, going into North-Wales with an armie of men , ioyned battell with the aduerfarie at 
Calcfhull in a narrow ftraight betweene two woods, and withall lent a faile of fhips into Mona,which fpoi- 
led the forcfayd Church w ith other places there : wherfore they were almoft all ilaine, taken, dangerouily 
wounded, or put to flight by the inhabitants of that ile. There were in this company two noblemen, 
and his vncle which wrote this ftory , with other mo fent hither by the King, to wit , Henry the fonne of 
Henry the Firl 1, and the vncle of Henry the Second, begotten of the honourable lady Nefta , daughter of 
Rcefc, Theodore's fonne, borne in the confines of South- Wales, I meane in the skirts of it nextynto Deme- 
tia or Wdt- Wales , and the brother of Steuen , brother to Henry by the mothers fide , but not by the fa- 
thers, a man that firft in our dayes, breaking the way for others, not long after this, attempted the entrance 
and conouefl of Ireland, whole worthy commendations the prophicall hiftorydothat large fetfoorth. 
Henry being too venturous , and not being fecondedin time , was killed at the firft encounter with a pike. 
But Robert diitrufting hisowne ftrength and doubting whether he fhould be aided or not, fled, and being 
fore wounded , very hardly recouered the {hippes. This iland outwardly appeareth as if it were barren, 
rough, and ouergrowen, like as the countrey ot Pebidion neere»Menauia doth, although indeed it be very 
fertile ot many things in diuers places. Thus fane Gyraldus.' What could euer be fpoken or written more 
plainly and euidently of the name, fituation, fertility and valourous inhabitants of Mona ; as alfo ofthefi- 
tuation and name ot that other iland ? The fame authour in his defcription of Wales, thus fpeaketh of this 
Hand : In North-Wales betweene Mona and Snowdon hilles is Bangor the bifhops fea. As of all Wales, 
the South part about Cardigan fhire , (Qreticamregttmm , he calleth it) but e/pecially euery where in Well- 
Wales, (ptmetta) by reafon of the champion plaincs, and commodioufnelTe of the marine coafts, are farre 
the more pleafant and better : fo North-Wales (Bor.ealis Vetiedotia) is, knowen to haue many countt ies and 
places tarre more ftrong and better fortified by nature and fituation, many more goodly braue men, euerie 
where to haue much better and more fertile ground : For like as Snowdon hilles are thought to be able to 
finde pafture for all thecattell in Wales if they were all driuen thither, fo it is reported that the ile Mona 
(Jvglifea) may for a time finde all Wales bread-come ; fuch is the woonderfull ftore of wheat that it dodi 
yeerely yeeld. Whatman is he thatisfoblockifhandvoidofvnderftanding, thatfhall read and confider 
thefe arguments and allegations, that will make any doubt whether Polydore's Anglifea be the true Mona, 
that ancient feat of theDruides,fo renowmed by the Romane wan es, and oft mentioned in their hiftories? 
Moreouer, who can doubt, whether that other Iland, which the Welfhmen call Manaw , and the Englifh 
Man, which he and fome other learned men (chufing rather to drinke puddle water from a neere channell, 
than to feeke farther for a cleere ftreame or pure fountaine) haue falfly named Mona , or whether we ought 
not rather with Pto lemey to call it Monaria, or Monaida • Eubonia,mth Gildas ; Mmauia,^ ith Beda and Henrie 
Huntington ; or Mania, with Gyraldus ? 

Many more arguments and teftimonies of learned men I could in this place haue alleaged : but left 1 
fhouldbetoo tedious and troublelome to theReader, I will at this time with thefe content my felfe: no- 
thing doubting but thefe, to any learned man, or any one well acquainted with the Welfh hiftories, fhalbe 
thought fulficient to flop the mouth of the fcandalous aduerfary, and to anfwer all the cauils of the maliti- 
ous enuiours of the Britons glory. Therefore I mult entreat thee , moll learned Ortell , for that thy kind- 
neile and humanity which thou artwont to fhewto others,to take this in goodpart, and in that thy good- 
ly Theater , to fet out this our Mona, in the ancient colours, to the publicke view of the world : And 1 hope 
before it belong to fend you a more abfolute defcription, not only of this our Mona, but alfo of all Wales, 
illuftrated both with the ancient names vfed by the Romans and Britons, and alfo v, ith the moderne Eng- 
lifh, whereby they are knowen at this day of that nation. Moreouer, I haue a Geographicall Chart or Map 
of England, defcribed according to the moderne fituation and view , with the ancient names ofriuers, 
townes, people and places , mentioned by Ptolemey, Pliny, Antonine and others , thatthofe grofi'e and 
fhameleile lies of He&or Boothe may by that means die ealilier be defcried : againft which Heclor Boothe 
our Lelaud , that famous and learned Antiquary wrote this molt worthy Epigramme : Hettoris htftorici tot, 
quot mendacia fcripfit , Si <vis W numerem, Letter amice, tibi ; Me tube as ctiam flutlus numcraremarinos , B liquidijlettas 
connmncrare fwli. Would' si haue me, gentle (Reader, tell I he las that Heclor Soothe did iVrite ? I may afwdl count fand of fea, 
Or flams ofheauen in cleercjl night. I haue alio a very exad defcription of the mariiie trad or fea coaft of Scot-
